Observations. — The Commissioner of the Rajshahye Division has brought to4hd notice 
of the Lieutenant-Qovemor that Rai Diiunput Sing Bahadoor, of kzcemgunge, in the district 
of Moorehedabad, has distinguished himself by the public spirit with which he has come 
forward to the relief of the tenantry on his extensive estates.. In Dinagepore, besides 
contributing two-thirds towards the cost of digging two tanks, it is represented that the Rai 
is having a third tank excavated at his own expense, and that he has also agreed to bear the 
whole cost of repairing an embankment and cleaning out two tanks in thana Gungarampore. 
It is also reported that, besides postponing the collection of rent on his own zemindaries, 
he has entirely remitted the rents of such of his tenantry as are unable to pay. In tthe 
district of Rungpore be has also suspended the collection of rents ; while in the district o^ 
Moorshedabad, in which he usually resides, his measures for the relief of general distress 
are said to have been undertaken on a very extensive and liberal scale. 

The Lieutenant-Governor has read these reports with much satisfaction, and he thinks 
that the marked public spirit displayed by this zemindar in the present crisis is deserving of 
commendation.

(1.) Sections 2 to 4, Act XXXI, 1860. to givc power of disarming in certain cases) 

as continued in force and amended by Act VI 
(the Arms’ Act C&ntinuance Act', 1866, re- 
sirietiiig (1) the possession of cannon, howitzers, 
and mortars; (2) the manufacture, repair, sale, 
or (3) importation of arms and ammunition ; and (4) the carrying of arms, are 
in force throughout the territories subject to the control of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Hen gal. 

2. The powers of seizure, search, and arrest in certain oasei, defined in 
sections 20, 21, 25, and 31, Act XXXI, I860, are still possessed by the several 
authorities in whom tlie law vests them. 

The following are the revised rules laid down under the Act for 
igiportation, transhipment, inland transport, and exportation of arms and 
ammunition, the grant of licenses for carrying arms, and for the manufacture 
and sale of arms and ammunition in Bengal : — 

3. Under the’provisiohs of sections 17 and 23 of Act XXXI of, 1860, 
the importation, exportation, or transport of all arms of the descriptions

territories under the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, is prohibited unless covered by a 
license or pass. The transhipment of arms, &c., at ports to which Act VI of 1873 
extends is prohibited in Bengal, except under license of the Commissioner of 
Pofioe, Calcutta. 
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- 4. Licenses to import arms and ammunition into the Lower Provinces 
of Bengal by land’ may be granted by the Secretary to Government of India, 
Foreign Department, or. by the Secretary to Government of Bengal, in the 
Judici^'DepartiAent. Calcutta is the only port in the Lower Provinces where 
importation.by sea is permitted. Persons desirous of importing arms, &c., by 
sea into any of the districts of Lower Bengal, must apply to the Commissioner of 
Police at Calcutta, who has also authority to grant licenses for importation 
through the Port of Calcutta into districts of British India under other local 
Governments and Administrations. Applications for a license to import arms 
must be made to the proper officer in writing, and must contain full informa- 
tion on the i«Alowing points : — 

Ist . — Purpose for which required. , 

2nd. — Probable cost of each weapon. 

' Qrd. — Pldce at which the goods will be imported. 

4^A — District in which tue arms and ammunition arc to be used, 
kept, or sold. 

5. The Commissioner of Police on receipt of applications in the prescribed 
form, is authorized to grant licenses according to form ’A, at his discretion, 
fift the importation of arms and, in reasonable quantities, of ammunition ; his 
proceedings will be subject to the general control and direction of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal. 

6. * Licenses for the importation of fire-arms will not bo granted by the 
Commissioner of Police unless he is satisfied that the weapons are required for 
bond fide sporting purposes. 

7. Any considerable importation of arms must need special explanation, 
md guarantee that their use is to be inoffensive, before a license is granted. 
The Commissioner, of Police should not grant licenses for the importation of 
ire-arms in large quantities without reference to the Government of Bengal, 
in tlie Judicial Department. {N.£. — A fresh license must be taken out for 
?ach importation.) . 

8. The granting of a license must depend upon the facts of each case, 
>r upon ^he general complexion of the explanations obtained. Cheap guns 
might be imported in moderate quantities to some wild districts, where they 
ire wanted to keep down wild beasts or game ; but in default of some sucl\ 
?ood and substantial motive for requiring a quantity of arms, the license would 
Ordinarily be refused. Costly guns are much safer than cheap arms, for only 
ffie latter can be employed to any extent for military or aggressive purposes, 
vhile the former are nearly always used for sport. When arms are of a kind 
:o raise suspicion that they raay be possibly meant for w'arfaro or for other 
illegal purposes, such as pistols, bayonets, or cheap guns, the Commissioner 
jf Police must satisfy himself very carefully as to the object, reasoils, and 
iirection of import, before he admits them under license, lie can do tliis by 
testina: the references which the applicant will give, and by communicating 
writh the Government of Bengal. 

9. The -Collector of Customs will not, except in the case of European 
jentlemen importing a reasonable quantity for their private use, deliver any 
irms or amDiunitioo unless protected by a pass from the Commissioner of 
Poljce at Calcutta. When persons, other than European gentlemen, importing 
for their private use, desire to import fire-arms, they shall be referred to tho. 
Commissioner of Police, who, however, need not under the Act make out any 
license at all if tho quantity of arms imported is reasona\}le, and if they are 
intended for the importer’s own private use, but can pass them on. 

10. A license need not be refused for all arms brought into the river, 
for the importation of which no previous permission was obtained. When 
such arms are themselves of an unobjectionable character, the Commissioner of 
Police may grant for them the license in form A and the Customs pass in form 
B together) provided he is satisfied that there is no intention to evade tho 
rules. 

11. ♦No license or pass will be granted for rifles of a military pattern, 
or of patterns easily convertible into military w'eapons, unless tho consignees^ 
produce specific orders from English gentlemen for tho weapons. 
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.12. The Collector of Customs shall be responsible for seeing that the 
arms imported answer to the description given in the pasb ; andi in oase of 
doubt, shall detain the arms and refer the point for the orders of Qoyerni];Lent. 

13. The consignee, on arrival of the arms and ammunition, must 
produce his license, to the Commissioner of Polieg at Calcutta, upon which he 
will receive from the said ofEcer ' a pass in form B for the delivery of such 
hrms apd ammunition as may bo mentioned in the license. 

14. If the arms and ammunition are to be transported frpm Calcutta to 
any of the districts under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengah the Conrmisw 
sioner of Police, at the time of granting the pass for delivery from the Custom 
House, will grant a pass in form G for the transmission of the sand goods to; 
the place to which the importation is sanctioned in the license, and he will 
forward a copy of the pass to the Magistrate of the district in which the said 
place is situated. 

15. In case the arms, &c., are to be transported to districts in British 
India not wdthin the Lower Provinces of Bengal, the Commissioner of Police 
may proceed in the same way. Before granting licenses for the transport of 
any considerable quantity of arms or ammunition to Assam, he roust 
communicate with the Chief Commissioner of Assam. Before comjdying with 
applications for licenses in doubtful cases, he will make a similar reference. • 

16. No passes to export arms and ammunition from thb Lower Provinces 
of Bengal, either by land or by sea, to anv place out of British India, shall be 
granted except by the Secretary to the Governmeut of India, in the Foreign 
Department. All such passes shall be granted subject, as far as may be, to 
the rules for the transport of arms within British India, and wherever there 
is a Political Agent, Cantonment Magistrate, or other British odicial at the 
place of destination, the pass shall be delivered to him within six days of 
the arrival there of the articles covered by it, with a view to his satisfying 
himself that there is no deficiency, in the same manner as a Magistrate of a 
British district is required to do by the Inland Transport llules prescribed 
below. 

17. Any person desirous of transporting any arms or ammunition of the 

Fire-arms, bayonets, swords, dagRers, description marginally nwtcd into any portion 
spears, spear-heads, lead, sulphur, gunpowder, of tliG territories Under the Llcutenaot-Gover- 
or other ammunition. ^ Bengal, or from one district or town 

in the said territories to another district or town, must apply for a pass .to tho 
Commissioner of the division, specifying tho district or town into which he 
proposes to transport tlio goods. 

18. Any person desirous of transporting any of the above-mentioned 
articles (except in reasonable quantities for his own private use) froni Calcutta 
into tho interior of British India beyond the territorial jurisdiction of the 
Government of Bengal, must apply for a pass to the Commissioner of Police. 

19. When a person is desirous of. transporting any such articles from any 
place in the Lower Provinces other than Calcutta, to any place in British 
India within the territories of another local Government or Administration, he 
must apply for a pass to the Secretary to the GovernmeoA of India, in the 
Home Department, or to the Secretary to tho Government of Bengal, or to 
such* other officer as the Government of India may have authorized, , by 
jLOtification to grant such a pass. 

20. The application must in all these cases be in writing; it must specify 
the town, station, or othgr place into which the articles are intended to be 
transported, and must contain full information as to the quantity, quality, 
and description of the articles, and the purpose for which they are respectively 
designed. TJr^hen the articles have been imported from abroad, the license 
under which they have been imported must be appended. 

21. It will be within tho discretion of the authorized officer to grant 
tho pass if, from tho information thus given and otherwise obtained, he 
considers that such pass may bo safely granted. A register shall be (kept of 
aU passes so granted, and a copy of each pass shall be sent to the Magistrate 
or the district within which the place to which the articles arc to be 
^nslported is situated. 
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• 22 . The articles cojreYed by such pass shall be taken direct to the place 
of •destination mentioned in the pass without being sold or made use of at 
anyjiutermediate place. • ^ 

23: On tHe articles reaching their destination, the person in charge 
thereof must deliver the pass to the office of the Magistrate of the district 
within six days. It will be the duty of that officer to satisfy himself tliai 
Ehe articles transported correspond with the entries in the pass, and 'to see 
bhat any deficiency that may exist is satisfactorily accounted for. The pass 
jhiall thcri be indorsed and returned to the holder, if he may lawfully keep in 
tiis possession the articles of which it covers the transport.

The foregoing rules do not apply to arms and ammunition imported or 
iransported by any person in small quantities for his own private use, but a

23. Section 32 of ’ Act XXXI of 1860, prohibiting absolutely the 
lossession of any arms or ammunition witliout a license, is not now in force 
n any district of Bengal, inasmuch as no district is at present disar.med under 
hat section. 

26. In districts and places not brought under the provisions of section 
12, persons are not absolutely prohibited from carrying arms witliout a license, 
)ut any person not being exempted under the provisions of section 27 from so 
sarilS’ing arms is liable to be disarmed by any Magistrate or police officer 
mder section 26, if,, in the judgment of such Magistrate or police officelt, it is 
langerous to the public peace to allow such persons to go armed or to carry 
irms.

29. Any person in the districts named in Rule 28 who has not been 
xempted under section 27, and who is desirous of obtaining a license to carry 
rras, shall make an application in writing to the Magistrate in charge of the 
istrict or sub-division in which ho may be residing. The application must be 
n an 8-anna stamp, and contain the following particulars : — 

(1) Name and address of applicant. 

(2) Period for which the license is required (in no case to exceed one yejjr 

from date).

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*' SO. Some of the districts named in Uule 28 being situated on the frontier, 
the unrestricted right of possessing and carrying arms would afford facilities 
for selling them to the 'hostile tribes on the border, out of urhose hands 4t is 
of the. greatest importance that arms and ammunition should be kept. In 
the oilier districts specified the people are turbulent and prone to 'engage in 
affrays and riots, and it is necessary, for this reason, to put a check on thu 
possession of arms by them. 

31. The license given should be renewed year by year. The registration 
of these licenses will enable each Magistrate to ascertain the number of arms 
kept by the people in his jurisdiction. 

32. Licenses to carry arms on a journey may be given to bond fide'' 
travellers in form E by the Magistrate of the district or sub-division (and in 
Calcutta by the Commissioner of Police), provided that, save for special reasons, 
no such license shall be current for more than a fortnight beyond the time 
required for the ordinary course of post between the place at which the license 
is granted and that to which the applicant is travelling. 

33. The Magistrates should use caution in the issue of licenses to carry 

arms on a journey, and give them only if satisfied, on inquiry, that they can be 
safely granted. A. register must be kept of all passes so granted, and a copy 
of such pass shall be sent to the Magisitrate of the district to which fhe 
traveller is proceeding, in order that he may insist upon a license being .taken 
out there. . * 

34. As to the manufacture and sale of arms, Magistrates have under the Act 
complete power to grant licenses and recall them, and can therefore executively 
impose any condition they desire, because, if the condition is not fulfilled, the 
Magistrate rescinds tlie license at the end of the year. In this way, a limit 
can bo placed upon the quantity of arms and ammunition which a manufacturer 
might under license turn out ; but it will be necessary for the police to keep 
themselves well informed as to his actual stock, and to take means for testing 
the correctness of the stock-book entries. 

36. Licenses to sell arms are, in the districts of Pumeah, Dinagepore, 
Rungpore, Tipperah, Chittagong, Dacca, Backergunge, Mymensingh, Sylhet, 
and the Cooch Behar Division, only to be given to those persons to whom a 
license to transport arms, &c., would be given by the Com missioned under Rule 18. 
Such licenses will be very charily given in those districts after reference to the 
Commissioner of tluj division, and nowhere save at sudder stations. The fee for 
a license to sell arms is ten rupees. , 

36. Under sections 14 and 15 of the Act the Lieutenant-Governor has 
authorized District and Assistant Superintendents of Police to enter the promises 
of persons licensed to manufacture or deal in arms and ammunition, and to 
inspect’ the books kept by them in the course of their trade. The proper 

- maintenance and inspection of these books, which are essential at all times to 
eftective control over the traffic in arms, have become very lUuch more 
important now that the checks on importation are likely to stimulate home 
manufacture. • 

37. As manufacturers cannot sell without their ctTstomers bringing 
themselves under the rules of inland transport in the process of poking away 
their purchases, Magistrates have a further means of controlling their trade. 

• 38. The.licenses of all dealers in arms, &c., must contain a stipulatiou 

that they will abide by the rules above laid down, under penalty of forfeitmg 
their license. They, must plso undertake to enter in their books, besides the 
purchaser’s name, the name of his father (for native purchasers), his place of 
residence, and the police-station within the jurisdiction of which he resides. 
Licenses gretoted ui\der section 7 of tl«ie Act to sell arms should bear a note 
drawing attention to the necessity of the dealer’s procuring also an import or 
transit pass, or both, before ho can import or transport arms for sale. The • 
licenses of dealers in Calcutta should c<»ntain a stipulation that they \yillsell to 
dealers residing out of Calcutta only when they produce a pass in form 0 from 
the Commissioner of the division where they reside, and that they Vill enter 
in their registers the particulars of each such pass.

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riyers, soaking the soil in the uplands, where the autumn rice croj) (oous) is spring* 
ing up, and flooding the hollows, where the '^ter crop (amm) hhs just been 
sown, and affording the required moisture for the lo^ands, whero the, sowings 
have yet to be made. The sowings for the autumn rice are believed to have 
been extensive beyond the average : the crop is now so strong and high above 
the ground as to be considered almost secure. The sowings for the winter rice 
are understood to have already been considerable, and to be progressing w^ll. 
For tho most part there has been no want of seed. In some places some such 
want has manifested, or may yet manifest itself. It is remedied partially, if not 
completely, by the arrangements which the local officers are ^ble to make.” 

“ Thus far, then, the. agricultural prospect is favorable.” 

“ The rivers are rising, the summer navigation of those natural highways 
is opening fast : these are the arteries and the veins of this system of inland 
communication. It .is therefore possible for trade to throw in supplies ik>m 
distant districts ; but this is not being done as yet to any considerable extent. 
The southerly and the easterly breezes, whicfi are the trade-winds in this 
section of the great river at this season, have been blowing propitiously for 
many days past. Some fleets of the Dacca boats — always distinguishable by 
their tall masts and white swelling sails — are to be seen, laden sometimes, but 
not always, with rice from Naraingunge (tho entrepot of South-Eastern Bengal), 
and bound for the distressed districts. But thrf quantities, thus brought are as 
yet small compared to the needs of the North-Eastern markets. Some supplies 
may reach the river-side districts, as Maldah, Rajshahyo, Pubna, Bogra, and 
parts of Rungporo; but no succour worth reckoning has as yet come to 
Dinagepore, which has the broadest area of distress in all North-Eastern 
Bengal, and few persons seem now to believe in its coming. The Dinagepore 
marts usually supply all their own. neighboui'hood, and export largely to 
Rajshahyo and Pubna. This year they cannot meet their home demands, much 
less supply anyone else. The inland river-sido “ bunders” or quays for tho 
collection of rice to be sent away by boats, so numerous in the interior of this 
district, and usually so full and busy, have this ycat been empty and deserted. 
Again, the east tract of Dinagepore, having good crops, exported rice to the 
neighbouring tract of Rungporo, which was in distnsss, to such an extent that it 
became itself distressed in its turn.” 

“ Then the markets of Rajshahye and Pubna, even in ordinary years, expect 
to receive a part of the Dinagepore supplies. This year they depended still more 
on such importation, as the .supplies from tho local harvests, though in good part 
saved, wfero yet short and scanty, but have received,* and will receive, next to 
nothing. In tho Rajshahye district prices have gone on rising until on a very 
recent date they wore as dear as in the most distressed districts. In the south part 
of the Pubna district the upward tendency of prices has bceh stopped, and indeed 
reversed, to the relief of the people. This fortunate result arose, however, not so 
much from importation as from tho belief in tho safety of the aouit crop, 
and the consequent production of old stocks. In tho north part of tho Pubna 
district, around Sera jgunge (the well known place, wher^ the collection of country 
boats forms a sort of floating city), the market had for months been trusting to 
supplies from the Mymensingh district, across tho Brahmapootra. These 
suddenly ceasing, together with failure of supplies from tho Dinagepore direc- 
tion and gradual depletion of local stocks, ^ caused a panic, which was chocked 
only by importation of Government grain. Scarcity, however, still prevails in 
most of the northern parts of Rajshahyo and the north-eastern part oi Pubna.” 

.* “ In the Gooch Behar division (including tho .Julpigoreo district, the Gooch 
Behar State, and part of the Bhootan Dooars), there was but slight failure of crop 
(chiefly in a locality to the south of Julpigoree itself), but grain was exported 
briskly to parts of Purneah and of Dinagepore. , Then in the Julpigoree district 
there arose panic in tho grain-markets ; — how far from depletion of stocks, 
how far from combination among dealers to hold their stocks, it is hard 
to say, but probably from both causes. The trouble, which at one time 
threatened to become serious, was checked by relief measures and by the 
importation of Government grain.” 

“ The Rungpore and Bogra districts obtained much of their food-supply 
for many weeks from Mymeftsingh, ticross the Brahmapootra. In tho beginning 
the Mymensingh crop was expected partly to fail. Ilad it not been saved, tWe 
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is no doubt that the troubles in Hungpore and Bogra would have begun much 
earlier, ahd proved worse than they actually have. The west part of Bungpore 
also benefited by the trouble which has been just mentioned as befalling the east 
part of Dinagepore. The frequent occurrence of panics in the grain-marts of 
Bungpore, and the equally frequent demand for Government aid, prove the 
precarious position in which the trade has been standing for several months past.” 

“ In Mymensingh, again, the north-west corner brought temporary trouble 
on itself from helping others. In that particular quarter the markets bccamo 
empty. There was money enough in the hands of the people, but no food-grain 
for it to purchase. Hence arose the strange circumstance of Government 
grain being landed on that margin of the river highway whence surplus grain 
had recently been exported to districts within sight across the water.” 

“ Furttfer down the river, in the Dacca district, though the crops were fairly 
good, there were very high prices of rice (8 to 10 seers for the rupee) for some 
time and many complaints of distress among the people, owing doubtless to 
the grain going to meet demands elsewhere. Within the last few days the 
price has become cheaper, 12 to 13 seers for the rupee. It is worthy of note 
that, the Dacca district is held by the local authorities to bo secure from general 
distress ’caused by drought, because large areas of rice-land, which ordinarily 
suffer from floods, yield fully in years of scanty rainfall ; yet even in this district 
it has for some weeks past been necessary to distribute charitable relief at the 
chief centres of population.” 

“ These circumstances may be not devoid of interest, as showing the inter- 
dependence of these several districts, in consequence of which any extensive 
trouble befalling any considerable part ramifies ultimately over the whole, and 
causes divers complications and mischances to occur suddenly, and to tax our 
vigilance to the utmost.” 

“TJnder all the circumstances, as above set forth, of agriculture and of trade 
in the particular districts above adverted to, there arise the questions — Will 
there be private supplies of grain forthcoming to sustain the people till the end 
of August? and if not, are there enough Government supplies for this purpose? 
and whether the mua crop, if successfully gathered, will sustain the people from 
September till December, when the main rice crop is to be expected ? Many, 
perhaps most, experienced persons think that there is not now time enough 
remaining for t^ido to do the needful ; that there are certainly not stocks * 
in any quantity ; and that if* tliero bo any part unexhausted, there is no’ 
certainty that the dealers will bring it forward upon merely the assured 
prospect of the aom. It is , rather thought that they will perhaps wait 
until the position of the winter crop can bo better foreseen. Again, some of the 
best authorities apprehend that the aous crop may not wholly suffice (in the 
absence of all other stocks) for the sustenance of the people from September 
until the incoming of the amm crop in December; and that distress, after 
subsiding in September and October, might spring up again from the end of 
October till December. In vain, it is argued, will the winter harvest be display- 
ing all its promise of abundance if there bo actually not grain enough on the 
spot for the teeming population. Some assistance may perhaps be looked for 
firom the ooas crop of other places. It is indeed always to be remembered 
that generally this crop is kejjt for intermediate subsistence until the winter 
crop comes in, and is seldom exported ; and this rule urill probably obtain to 
the full this year, when rice is so scarce everywhere. Still its promise seems to 
be so good in the eastern tract, in the country of the Brahmapootra and the 
Megna, that some considerable part may be available for exportation during 
August and September, while the rivers are still full.” 

“ The original allotments of rice for the four districts of Dinagepore, 
Rungporo, Bogra, and Maldoh, are stated below : —

“ Under the circumstances, it has been decided to transfer 60,000 maunds,^ 
equal to 2,206 tons, from Dinagcpore to the neighbouring district of Pumeah, 
'where the distress had increased faster than was expected, and which had to 
send part of its grain on to Cooch Behar. Also 50,000 maunds, equal to 1,838 
tons, ^have been transferred from Maldah to Sonthalia and Moorshedabad. . 
Perhaps, too, some portion of the Bogra allotment may be spared. But with 
these exceptions, the belief of the responsible officers on the spot is that the 
Government grain available in these districts will be absolutely needed.” 

Inasmuch as the estimated consumption shown above doQs not allow 
for loss and wastage, there must be some abatement made from the quantity 
estimated to be remaining after the 1st of August. With allowance made for this, 
however, there will still be, as we hope, considerable stores for the needs of the 
distressed tracts. And if any misfortune not now foreseen should occur, 
these stores would suffice to meet even a severe accession of distress until fresh 
supplies could be brought in by river.” 

** The numbers of boats of various build and capacity, according to the pecu- 
liarities of the navigation of each stream or river, are known to be ample .for any 
operation which we might have to undertake. These craft are now to be seen 
everywhere, either plying on the channels which daily become broader and 
deeper, or moored in crowds at every creek that is sheltered from the gales that 
blow over the expansive rivers.” 

“ As regards the condition of the people : I believe that there has been 
occasionally some sharp distress in Rungpore ; perhaps also some (though in a 
less degree) in Bogra, which happened notwithstanding our preventive efforts. 
But in Dinagepore I believe that dangerous distress has nev^ been permitted 
to rear its head. Largo sections of the people must doubtless have been 
straitened or gradually drawn towards the verge of distress ; but help (as I 
believe) nearly always came in time, even before emaciation could begin. 
But none who witnessed the many broad patches of country where the 
rice crop had perished ; who reflected on the consequences of such a failure to 
a dense population almost exclusively agricultural with almost nothing save 
this one product to depend upon ; and who noted the impossibility of suceouir 
being afforded by trade at that time of year, when the river navigation was 
closed to this land-locked district, and when prices in the south were too high 
to yield a profit to the importer, can reasonably^ doubt regarding the disease 
and death which must have ensued had the Government refrained from acting. 
Maldah was from the beginning never brought near to danger. In juxtaposition 
'with its paitly distressed tracts were tracts fertilised by the Ganges and 
yielding a rich crop of wheat and barley. Its situation offered the utmost 
facilities for importation from Central and Southern Bengal, of which advantage 
the trade availed itself. In the hottest season also the mango-fruit afforded 
much sustenance.” ' 

“ The wages given to relief laborers in these districts (2 to S annas a day) 
are higher than those allowed in Behar, only because the ordinary rate of 
wages is higher in these eastern districts. Generally task-worh has been 
successfully exacted and demoralisation prevented, with some notable exceptions 
however. The rates for piece-work (4 annas for 100 cubic feet of earth- work) 
have been lower tlian those which had to be allowed in Tirhoot. Here also 
the laborers are believed to have saved something from their earnings at piece- 
work by working with commendable indusW. They would in the early nours 
of the day do their out-work in their fields, from which they could obtain ho 
present gain ; then come on to the relief works before noon, and work to the 
very end of a summer’s eve in order to earn a good wage. T|)e works 
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consisted.. more ol roads and less of^ tanks than in Behar. The roads are 
represented to be so far good as to improve the internal communication of 
the district; the bridging must, however, remain for future years. As the 
' rains fall, &e relief laborem will, we hope, go off to their fields or to private 
employment; and instructions have been reiterated to the local officers to 
expedite this change. This will be facilitated by the advances of Government 
r grain to the cultivators which are being made ; still there may be many who 
cannot sustain themselves, and 4hus the lists of recipients of charitable relief 
may swell.” / \ • 

** The sale of Government grain to the public, as might be expected under 
the circumstances described in this narrative, has recently been, and probably 
will continue to be, very considerable. In Dinagcpore ahd Bungpore and 
Bogra the measure has not been extended beyond the limits mentioned in my 
narrative of the 14th May. In Maldah it has been adopted, but very slightly. 
In parts of Pubna it was adopted to stay the panic. In parts of Rajshahye I 
have recently ordered it not only at the request of the people, but on the recom- 
mendation of the grain-dealers themselves. In these districts one may travel 
front town to town and ask the grain-dealers why, with such high prices (9 to 
1 1 seers the rupee) at home, they do not import from the south. They 
will say that the principal mart whence they could import is Naraingungo, 
and that the prices there (12 seers the rupee) preclude profit. Boats worked 
by the owners may bring somq consignments obtained direct firomthe producers. 
Some traders may make •ventures individually, but native merchants will not 
import largely to the north until prices at Naraingungo shall become as cheap 
as 16 or 16 seers the rupee. Now Naraingungo is the principal mart in East 
Bengal for rice among several other things. Here is collected much of the 

surplus rice from the east bank of the Brahmapootra:* 

.cu..to«ii,tt.p.dj.. froi, tho basin of the Megna (Sylhot, Dacca, 

Tipperah) and from the deltaic district of Backergungo. Proceeding to Narain- 
gimge, I find that rice has become cheaper, but is quoted as dear as 12 to 
13 seers to the rupee. The native merchants think that the,price may become 
slightly cheaper, but they would not admit the hope of its becoming as cheap 
as* 16 seers to the rupee until August, and they evidently are not at aU 
confident that, however good the September crop may prove, rice can bo much 
cheaper until the«ncxt winter crop is gathered. Tho scarcity of rice, which has * 
been felt for so many months throughout most parts of Bengal, must cau.se a 
demand everywhere, with a corresponding effect upon prices at Narain^inge As 
well as at other southern marts ; and this must militate against grain being 
sent northwards.” 

“ Looking to all this, I cannot doubt tho expediency of selling Government 
grain in the eastern districts north of tho Ganges whenever the measure is 
asked for, reiterating always the instruction that such sales are to bo suspended 
if trade should bring in supplies.” 


1. Weather and Rainfall . — ^The reports continue to be very satisfactory. 
Rain continues to fall seasonably in almost all districts; only in Ilooghly, 
Howrah, and part of Jessore, is more rain said to be wanted. 

2. State of Crops . — Tho prospects of the coming crops could hardly be 
better. In almost every district, with very few exceptions, a Uiore than average 

* crop is expected, and in every district there has now been ample rain for 
sowings. 

3. Friees . — Prices still remain fairly steady, and the tendency to fall, 
remarked on in last narrative, still continues in Behar and the more distressed 
distrxots of north-eastem Bengal. In the western districts there has been a fall 
in Burdwan and Hooghly, and a rise in Beerbhoom, Midnapore, and Howrah. 
In the central districts there has been a rise in Jessore and Maldah, and a 
slightly upward tendency is shown in Moorshedabad. There has been a fall in 
'R^ngpore, Bogra, and Pubna. Throughout the eastern districts prices ore goner- 
ally somewhat higher. They have risen considerably in Dacca and Fureedpore, 
and slightly in Sylhet and Chittagong. The other districts show no change 
except Noakholly, where prices have follen to the level at which they stood the 
^rtnight before last. In Behar rice and barley have fallen in Tnhoot, and 
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barley (an important article of food in Bohar) has fallen in Patna, Bhahabad, 
and Chumparun ; only in Mongt^ have prices risen. In Cliota Nagpore there 
is no change to record except in Hazareebagh, where prices are somewhat lower. 

In Pooree there has been a considerable rise, from 27*9 to for common rice. 

4 . Private trade to Behah — The usual note on food-grains will be found in 
appendix A. Thougn the total upward traffic shows a .decrease from the^ 
figures given last fortnight, yet the decrease is solely in the Government ^rain * 
sent ug, and there is really a slight increase of 56 tons in the upward private 
trade, and a considerable increase of 2,779 tons in the downwar4 traffic. . ’ ' 

5 . North Tirhoot. — The reports continue satisfactory. Sowing is being 
carried on in every part of the district, and sced-giain, about which there were 
some fears, has turned out to be generally plentiful; so much so, that it was soiling 
in Mudhoobunnee at Rs. 2 the maund. The general health of the population 
is exceedingly good, and their condition very much improved. The Seetamurhee 
and Poopree sub-divisions have been inspected during the fortnight by • 
Drs. MacDonell and Coates. Tho former found in Poopreo from 90 to 82 
per cent, of the people on relief works up to tho normal condition, which is 
exceedingly satisfactory, as the standard adopted by Ur. MacDonell, as 'remarked 
in the last narrative, is a high one. Dr. Coates found the people in Seetamurhee 
generally in very good condition, even in tho most remote villages. 

6. Rico (except Government rice) continues very scarce in tho bazars, 
but importations of the coarser grains are rejiorted to bo increasing. 
Advances are now being given largely to the ryots fot the support of themselves 
and their dependent laborers during the coming cultivating season. 

7 . South Tirhoot. — The prospects of the coming crop are excellent, 
and sowings are going on extensively ; but though importations by private 
persons have increased, yet stocks still continue to be abnormally low, and 
sales of Government rice are necessarily continued. 

8 . Chumparun. — Indigo prospects arc said to havd improved owing to the 
recent rain, and there is consequently an increased' demand for laborers for 
weeding the field* The pros})octs of the other crops are excellent, and the 
condition of the people improved. In Ramnugger Dr. Coates, in his inspection 
tour, found a large number of tho people auremic and out of condition ; but as 
tho place is noted for its unhealthiness, it is probable that a similar inspection 
in a year of the greatest plenty would produce similar results. More seed-grain 
has been forthcoming than was at one time thought likely to exist in tho district. 

9. Sarun. — In this district the cheena crop has turned out particularly well, 
especially in Bussuntpore and Muslirukh, the worst tracts in the district. Indigo 
prospects are greatly improved, and the bhadoi crop promises to be remarkably . 
good. Some laborers have been at last induced to engage to go to the Soane 
fl pnal j and it is hoped that others will follow. 

10. South Behar. — Tho prospects of these throe districts continue to be 
very good ; only the rainfall was too early for the superstitions of the people, 
as many refrained from sowing when tho first rain following to the idea that 
tho influence of the Mirgeshra Nakshattar,* through which tho moon, according 
to Hindoo astronomers, was then passing, was unpropitious. Some, however, 
disregarded the omen and sowed, though at least a largo minority hesitated. 
Fortunately for the latter the rain continued, and they did not lose the oppor- 
tunity of getting their crop into tho ground. Private trade in Patna continues 
to be very active 7 the imports for tho fortnight being 3,88,512 maunds, against ^ 
3,62,246 imported in that preceding it. * 

11. JBhagutpore Division. — The condition of tho people continues good, 

and there is but little distress anywhere except in Bahadoorgunge in Purneah, 
and parts of the Sonthal Pergunnahs. The prospects of tho coming crops 
are excellent. The Collector of Bhagulpore says that “ the bhadoi is simply 
magnificent and the Collector of Monghyr goes so far as to state that all fear 
of distress will bo over at tho end of July, as soon as tho jenera r millet) crop 
ripens. If tho rains continue the harvest throughout the division will probably 
bo above the average. ^ • I ’ 

12. JRajshahye Division. — In this division there has been a very great and 
general improvement, except in Rajshahye and parts of Pubna, where Ejpmewhat 
severe distress has been felt. The distress in the former district arose chiefly 

* Thifi is one of the 27 mansioiu of the moon into which the Hindoo lunar year in divided. ... 
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firom a defi^^ient supply of food-grains owing to the falling off in importations, 
and sanction has been given for the sales of Government rice in those places 
where the deficiency was serious. The prospects for the coming season could 
not be better. 

13. Coock Behar and Jutpigoree . — The report of the Deputy Commissioner 
shows that no further distress is apprehended in this district, and that with some 
few exceptions the people are now well off and looking forward to reaping a 
more than average crop. 

14. Burdtean Division . — There is little or no change to report in the 
condition of the people, and the prospects are good, though not so unusually 
good as in other parts of the country. Cholera is decreasing. 

15. Nuddea . — There is no change in this district. 

16. Chota Nagpore . — The reports still continue to show an improve- 
ment in the state of the people, and distress may now bo said to be almost 
entirely confined to parts of Manbhoom and Hazareebagh; the promise of 
the crops is so good that hopes are entertained of an early return to a normal 
stater of prosperity. 

IT. Transport of Grain . — With the exception of small quantities of 
grain going to the districts of the Burdwan division and of the extra lakh of 
maunds ordered to be sent for South Tirhoot, the transport of Government 
grain by the railway has almost entirely ceased. The State Railway to 
Durbhunga having been only laid down as a fair-weather line, cannot continue 
to carry grain during the rains ; and hence the three lakhs still remaining to 
complete the Mudhoobunneo allotment will have to go by water. Arrangements 
are being made for the purpose. Mr. Metcalfe reports from Durbhunga that 
he anticipates no difficulty in making adequate transport arrangements for the 
movement of grain from the larger to the subsidiary golahs during the rains, 
as all the golahs are situated on the banka of rivers or connected with river- 
side stations by good roads, involving no great Icngtli of land carriage. 

18. Belief Works . — The number of laborers on relief works according to 
the latest returns available, as compared with the numbers given in the last 
fortnightly narrative, are as follows : —

These returns show an increase on those given in previous returns of 
32,964 ; but an analysis of the numbers employed in each district shows that 
the increase has been chiefly in North Tirhoot, Sarun, and Chuinparun district'^. 
The Collector of Sarun remarks that we must not expect tho numbers on relief 
works to fall off largely immediately After a fall of rain sufficient for sowing, as 
“ beyond tho ploughing and sowing which are done by the ryots themselves 
and their families, there cait be no general demand for field-labor till the 
transplanting of the dhan and the weeding operations are taken in hand.” In 
this district it is proposed to close relief works from tho 1st July, when the 
demand for agricultural labor becomes brisk, and to reduce the rate of wages 
where works are maintained to tho lowest subsistence allowance. In Chumparun 
the numbers have not increased largely anywhere, except in tho Gobindgunge 
sub-division, where they have more than doubled ; but in the Ramnuggur sub- 
division, whore the numbers have been hitherto very largo and tho distres.s 
^greatest, there has been a very large decrease from 31,573 to 11,919. 

In South Tirhoot there has been a decrease, and also in Shahabad and on 
the Gunduk embankment and Soane works ; but in Patna and Gya there ha.s been 
a alight increase in title numbers of laborers, though in tho former district tho 
numMrs had fallen at the close of the fortnight.

In the Bhagulpore division there has been a decrease in the numbers on 
the whole, though the Bha^pore district and the Sonthal Per^nnahs show a 
slight increase. In the Bajshahye division all the districts wow a decrease 
except Moorshedabad and Rajshahye. In the former district the increase is 
small, and in'the latter, though apparently large, it is really insignificant, as the 
persons engaged in light labor, who were last fortnight entered as receiving 
charitable relief, have now been entered as laborers according to the practice, 
followed in other districts. 

In the Burdwan division the returns are not complete, but there has b.een 
a slight decrease in Hooghly and a slight increase in Bankoora and Beerbhoom ; 
while in the Burdwan district the increase is moro considerable^ In Chota 
Nagpore there has been a slight increase in Manbhoom, and no satisfactory 
returns have been received from Palamow and Hazareebagh ; but the figures 
given probably rather overstate the numbers on relief works. The Commis* 
sioner^ remarks that the numbers are at least half what they were in the 
previous fortnight, and the last crop-report says that the relief works in Palamow 
are almost deserted. 

19. It is frequently remarked in the district narratives that the laborers 
work part of the day in their fields and part on the relief woiks, and 
consequently tho numbers of men on these works must not be considered as so 
many men taken from tho ordinary number of agricultural laborers. The 
universal report as to the excellence of the crops and the breadth of land sown 
prove that nowhere have relief works prevented the ciurrying on of the ordinary 
agricultural operations of tho season.

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21., Ounduh Embankment . — The embankment work has been nearly com- 

f )leted, and it has been raised above high flooddovel throughout the entire 
ength, so that there is little but dressing to be done. Two miles of tho High 
Level Canal have been completed, and work has been started from the 1st to 
the 8th, the 24th to 20 th, and A6th to 48th miles ; seven miles of temporary road 
have been made, and the Sanin Canal begun. 

22. Soane Canal . — ^Work is progressing favorably, but the number of 
laborers has decreased owing to tho completion of tho anicut works in Patna 
and the rain in Arrah. About 29 lakhs of cubic feet of earthwork have been 
excavated during tho fortnight in tho main western canal in the Karumnassa 
division. 

23. Northern Bengal Sailway . — The total amount of earthwork up to date 
18 57,058,000 cubic feet, equal to 109 miles of four feet bank, of which 9,281,300 
have been thrown up during the fortnight. This is the largest return yet sent 
in, and besides this 89 miles of feeder roads have been completed.

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These returns show a considerable increase over those of the .last fortnight 
in almost every district except Sarun, Monghyr, Pumeah, and Rajshdhye. In 
the last district the decrease is more nominal than real, ‘ as those doing light 
labor on roads have this fortnight been entered among the laborers on relief 
works, instead of among the recipients of charitable relief, as was the case in the 
former return. The great increase in Bhagulpore seems, from the Collector’s 
report, to have been caused by a too inaisdriminato grant of village relief, 
tickets ; but tlie lists are being carefully scrutinised, and the numbers will 
probably bo considerably reduced. In Pumeah the figures arc not free frpm 
doubt, and their accuracy will be inquired into. 'Enquiry is being mode as to 
the large numbers returned for Pubna. 

25. Wo can hardly flatter ourselves that we have yet reached the greatest 
numbers of persons to be relieved under this heading ; for doubtless as relief 
works become deserted, owing to the demand for field-labor, there will be 
consids 3 rable numbers of old men and women and young children who now earn 
a scanty suksistenco from doing nominal work on relief works, who will be ‘ 
driven to accept cliarity owing to their incapacity for gaining a living by 
labor paid at its market value, and these persons must continue . to draw 
sustenance from the charitable funds till the incoming harvest enables their 
relatives to give them the same assistance as heretofore.

I HAVE the honor to send the following narrative for the fortnight ending Saturday, 
the 18th instant. * 

A. — State * op the Countky. • 

2. The several bazars in this district continue to be well supplied with grains of all sorts, 
and no deficiency is reported from anywhere. The quantities' imported by private traders is 
still very large, and from all that I can hear, there is no likelihood of its falling oflF for the 
present. 388,512 maunds were imported during the fortnight ending the 6th instant, against 
862,246 reported in my last narrative. 

3. The subject of the impending block at the Patna station was fully discussed with 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor during his late short visit to this station, and I am only 
sorry that he could not spare the time to visit the stations and judge for himself what their 
requirements are. The subject has since been receiving my beet attention, but I am sorry to 
say thatrday by day •fresh difficulties arise. Of the shoots that were ordered only two were ® 
at work on the lltb, the time of my last visit, the construction of the remainder up to that 
time not having been completed, and it was very doubtful whether the existing two would be 
much longer of any uso, as the water was already beginning to stand in the hollow to the 
south of the railway etnbankment and threatened to spread up *to the embankment itself, when 
all unloading on that side would have to be put a stop to altogether, and we should have to 
look to the north side only for removing the grain. Here again, with the enormous and 
continued traffic that is passing over it, the road is daily getting worse and worse, and it is 
hard to say what to do lest in trying to improve matters we put a stop to traffic altogether. 
At the new siding things did not look much more hopeful. The bank of new earth intended 
for the platform had become saturated, and from there being no revetment wall and no drain,** 
the surplus water had found its way aefoss the space left for the road, which had not up. to 
that time been metalled, and cut away deep channels into the cutting on the opposite side of 
it. I have since received Government of Bengal’s letter No. 437T.F., dated the 18th Instant, 
forwarding copy of extracts from its letter to the Government of India, and on receipt of the 
teldgram therein referred to will do my best to carry out the instruction therein contained, 
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• 

wfafttever they may be, bat I woald here beg to point oat that the whole of the work which 
has to be done is within the railway premises which have their frontage, a very broad one, on 
to oar ma^ road leading through the bazar. The Bailway Company let the time slip for the 
completion of the work, and now it will be very hard, if not impossible, to make up for lost time. 
However, as 1 said before, as soon as 1 get my instructions 1 will do any best to carry them out.

*5. Paring the past fortnight we have had good rain generally throughout the district, 
and though each individual fall has Iwjen very partial, they have been in such quick succession 
in one part of the district or another that each part has had a fair share. At head-quarters 
the reported fail has been 1*5 1, though within a very few miles of it, or indeed less than that, 
1 have reason to believe that more tban double that quantity has fallen. At Dinapore tho 
fall is said to have been 2‘20, at Barh 2*81, and at Behar 1*82. We have thus all over tho 
district bad sufficient rain* to allow of work in the Helds being commenced upon, and the 
sowing of the bhadoi crops and broadcast paddy is going on everywhere. In some places 
the Indian-corn and morooa seeds sown with the first rain have already germinated, and the 
young plants are some two or three inches high. There is no doubt that the fall of prices 
generally in tho city may be attributed to this early fall of rain and to the consequent 
improved state of agricultural prospects, more than to tho large importations of grain from 
the north-west, tho bulk of which finds its way across the river. On this subject the sab- 
divisional officer of Behrr writes as follows • • 

** According to local custom, no ploughman ploughs his field during this fortnight, or as 
long as the influence of the Mirgisra star lusts. Many have stuck to the prejudice, but so 
great has been the desire to profit by the early rains, which were so scarce last season, that 
notwithstanding the local prejudice many ryots have commenced sowing roakie. In fact the 
plants have come up 3 inches in some fields. In most places cheena has been reaped, lu 
five to ten days more the whole will have been cut.” 

6. I’he condition of the people is reported as favorable from every part of the distript, 
and now that they can find employment in the fields, it is to be hoped that they will leavo cur 
relief works and return to their agricultural pursuits. ^ 

No cases of misery or starvation have been brought to light except in tho Dinapore sub- 
division, whence the sub-divisional officer reports : t^ix cases of misery or starvation have been 
brought to my notice up to date ; they are being relieved by private charity. They arj 
professional beggars.” Captain Uopkinsou, I am of opinion, may congratulate himself on not 
being able tu find more than six beggars in his sub-division. 

. 7. Though only one case of grain theft was reported by the district police during the 
fortnight, and that of a petty nature, numbers are being sent up almost daily-by the railway 
police. These thefts are for the most part perpetrated by the coolies employed in removing tlio 
grain, and I must sayJthat the temptation thrown in their way is very great. 

8. I annex herewith the crime statement prescribed by the Government order of th8 
20th December last for the last month, which shows 199 cases against 102 in 1873 and 
160 in 1872. 

9. Two hundred and thirty-nine emigrants were registered in this office during the 
fortnight for the Natal colony, whereof 82 belonged to this district, 70 to Gya, 21 to Shahabati, 
9 to Sarun, 3 to Tirhoot, and 54 to the North-Western Provinces and Oude.

or a grand total of 16,846, consisting of 5,523 men, 8,869 women, and 2,452 children, against 
18,477 in the previous week, and 17,458 in the week before, as shown in paragraph 11 of my 
last narrative. The number of laborers has, I believe, considerably fallen since, and will 
doubtless continue to fall. ' » . ^ 

Though I have nut at any time increased the rates of wages, and am still paying those 
employed on the roads the same wages as they have been uccusiomed to get in ordinary years, 
still there is no doubt that it is in excess of what they could expect to earn by ordinary labor 
in the fields ; so that now that we have had a sufficiency of rain to allow a cultivation being 
commenced upon, I have issued strict orders on the officers in charge of the different Works, 
through the Executive Engineer, to enquire from the land'owners and cultivators in the 
♦icinity of each work whether tlicy were in want of labor, and if they fonnd that we were 
drawing away labor to the detriment of the former, to at once put a stop to the work. If 
unfortunately necessity arise, we can easily resume them, but I am in hope that once stopped 
we shall not require them again.

1 have recalled the officers depated to the Sadder ^oluhs, and also directed the sub’divisional 
officer of Behar to pat a stop to all salea. I have already commenced despatching what 1 can 
spare in ekoess of 'the 26,000 mannds already sent, bat I think it will be necessary for me 
to keep a small stock in hand at the two places mentioned above in the Sadder sab.divi8ion, 
and also at Behar for the present, to prevent the baniuhs, thinking that they had it all their 
own way and conld raise their rates as it pleased them. 

15. 1 have received Government orders to receive 76,000 maunds of grain from Gya, 
and of it to despatch 40,000 to Tirhoot, keeping the remaining 35,000 as a reserve in the 
Bankipore golahs* I am* making arrangements for the transport of the grain by boats to 
Konoi Ghaut at HajeeporeT, Banker Ghaut having been done away with.

I HAVB the honor to submit my report on scarcity and relief in the Gya district fur the 
fortnight ending Saturday, 13th June. 


A.— State op the Countet. 

2. The bazars continue to be sufficiently supplied. Jn Ahrungabad sub-division the 

e TortnigU ending— importations have gradually been decreasing,'* but to no great 

i 4 tli Mnv ' ®*^*^“*'* This is, M stated in my last report, attributable 

seth l>itto chiedy to the great demand for carriage in all parts of the 

i2tli Juno 3,373 sub-divisioij ; to the large number of carts that have crossed 

the Ganges to North Bohar, and to the action of the canal officers. I am informed by the 
sub'divisional officer that he has, after enquiry, satisfied himself that there is no want of 
stock ; anti that importation every year becomes slack at this season, when every laborer and 
bullock is more usefully employed in agricultural pursuits. 

3. The firmness of prices as indicated in the price-current supports this view; and I have 
no reason to think the stale of the sub*division to be otherwise than normal.

have had nothing but fine growing weather. 

8. Rice and the bliadoi crops are being sown. The Mirgis^a Naksbattar (or first week 
after rain begins to fall, during which time all Bebar husbandmen consider it most inauspicious 
to touch the land) having expired, agricultural operations are being vigorously pursued, and it 
is a matter of astonishment to find the cattle in such good condition. From what 1 have been able 
to learn, I attribute this to the great demand there has been throughout the season of drought 
for carts and cattle, and the very handsome manner in which the owners have been paid, thas 
enabling them to live' comfortably themselves and to provide food for their cattle. 

9. I am thankful to be able to iciternte that tho condition of the people in this district 
' remains good. I have, during the post fortnight, received a large accession to my executive 

staff in the shape of 6 tehsildars, 4 moonscrims, and 2 oVerseers. The moonserims have since 
returned to divisional head-quarters. 

10. These officers have been employed in a village to village visitation, and the result 
hitherto has been highly satisfactory. The tehsildars are intelligent officers, and are 
doing their work* to my satisfaction. The Sudder sub-division, including Shergbotty, I am 
haYing thoroughly well tested. 

11. No cases of misery or starvation have been reported in any part of the district,

18 . I still continue to think that there is no deficiency of aeed'grain. Several applica> 
tiona have been made by needy ryots, bnt on inquiry it has generally turned out that the 
applicants are men of straw, and in many cases having no lands ; and in others they have 
abased their zemindars* confidence on former occasions, and that they belong to that class of 
tenantry, who never act fairly by their lands. 

14. Where a ryot i».bottd fide in want of seed^grain, his zemindar will, as a rule, if it be 
necessary, supply it ; and the fact of zemindars having held back in taking advances for this 
purpose from Government, is fair evidence that there is no great pressure from want of seed- 
grain* in the district.

16. It will be observed that the numbers of labi>rers have sliirhlly increased during thi$: 
fortnight, the number being 49,479 a^rainst 40,060 in preceding fortnight. There are two 
additional works in the present statement, as marked with an asterisk. 

17. This statement shows 17,430 persons engaged on work, which is paid for by result, 
against 88,049 paid by daily wage. This is an improvement on the preceding fortnight, 
which showed 18,288 on “ piece-work” against 27,838 on ” daily wage.** 

18. There is onmwork. No. 9, collecting of kunker and gravel for Bdliar and Kujowlid 
road, which affords employment to a very large numi)er of women and children, and to men 
who are unfitted for harder work. If we omit this work in the calcnlation, we have for tht^ 
present fortnight 15,436 on piece-work, against 17,409 on daily wage. 

19. This is an improvement, Unt not a sufficient one to satisfy me, and I trust to rednee 
the proportion of daily payments very considerably. 

20. Laborers are being paid in grain and lu pice, which are exchanged for Government 
grain on the works. I hope to be able to annex a statement showing the realisations by sale 
of grain to laborers. Grain issnowhero looked upon as a boon by the laborers, notwijjhstanding 
the favorable rates at wiiich it is sold to them. They would infinitely prefer payment in coin. 

In some cases a gang will bring eight days* food-supply witli them from their village. 

21. As promised in j^ragraph 48 of my last report, 1 submit a statement showing the 
cash expenditure on each relief work, and the amount recouped by sale of Government grain.

I HAVB the honor to submit my fourteenth narrative, for the fortnight ending the 
13th June. 

A.— State of the Countey. 

Abundance or eearcity of auppli/ in the Bazars. 

No scarcity of supplies is reported in the markets from any part of the district. 

Kindt and prices of Grain selling at o«c or more specified principal Marts. 

In Appendix A full particulars in regard to prices and kinds of grain selling at the chief 
marts in the district arc given. 

.In the Arrah sub-division, as compared with the last retnm, at Arrah, Bendowlia, and 
Saha, prices have slightly risen, in Jugdispore there has been a fall in the price of wheat and 
barley. 

In the Buxar sub-division the prices have remained on the whole steady, and are not 
unfavorable. 

Iq the Sasseram finb-divisiop the prices have slightly risen in Sasseram, 1t)ehtde, and 
Shepgun^*, have remained Hteady at Akberpore, and fallen in Ohennar}'. 

In the Bbubhooa sub-divuion the prioes continue generally steadhr* 
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RaittftUt. 

At Arrab daring' the furtnight under report the rain-gauge has registered 8*48 inches, 
and rain apMars to have fallen in most parts of the head-quarters sab-division. 

From Buxar, rain is reported to have set in fairly on Tuesday last. 

A rainfall of 2*09 inches has been reported at head-quarters in the Sasseraoi sub- 
division, and 1*11 in tl\e Khubooah sub-division. In these two sub-divisious the rain 
appears to have eommenoed. from the beginning of the month, and to have continued in 
occasional showers up to the end of the fortnight. 

At Arrah during the past week the rainfall has been unusually heavy. , 

Condition of the Crops, 

Sugarcane and indigo have generally benefited by the late rain. 

Since the 6th of June very little in the way of sowing has been carried on; on that date 
the Mirgissa Nakshattar commenced, and the natives of these parts have a superstitions dread 
of carrying on any agricultural operations during the first eight days of this Nakshattar. 
Previous to.the 6th instant, during the Rohinee Nakshattar sowing in some places ocedirred. 
From this date (June lath) bha loi sowings will generally commence, the ground Wing nearly 
everywhere in a favorable condition for such 6owiug.-t. In the table-land in the Sasseram 
sub>div{sioH'’both broadcast and nursery rice have been sown. 

The mango crop is now being gathered, and may be considered a full average one. 

Condition of the People. • 

There is no reputed change for the worse in the condition of the people since the date of 
the last narrative. No ca8<'8 actual misery and starvation have been brought to light. 
Small-pox still continues, but is on the decrease. From Sasseram, Mr. Evre reports — I have 
daring the last week been over a large tfact of pergunnah Rohtas, high-land and low-land, — 
the condition of the people generally was satisfactory 

In the Arrah and fiuxar snb-divisions the grain-thefts have been so few as to call for no 
notice. -Two burglaries and one house-theft occurred in the Sasseram sub-division during the 
fortnight under report. The burglaries (one of which was from the Sasseram golah, under 
police guards) were of over two maunds of grain each ; the house-theft was of six seers. 
Only one ease is reported from the Bbubooah sub-division, of one maund of wheat. 

In Appendix B is given the comparative statement of crimes called for in Government 
Circular No. 4081, dated the 20th December 1878 As compared with the oorresponding 
period of 1872, there has been a marked increase of 91 cases, and of 1873, an increase of 49 
cases ; this increase is noticed in the offences of cattle-theft '' and of hoasc-tre^ipass and 
house-breaking with intent to commit theft.” 

B.— Relief Wobks. 

Fur full particulars in regard to relief works in progress, and number of laborer^ 
employed on each, vide Appendix C. • 

Government grain has been sold to the laborers employed on these works ; details in 
regard to the amount so disposed of appear in a separate statement. 

Daring the fortnight no fresh relief work has been started in the Arrah sub-division. 

In the Buxar sub-division the chief work in progress is the cross-road from Saraya to 
Foomnda. 

In regard to the Sasseram and Bhnbooah sub-divisions, Mr. Eyre reports — The work 
on the road between Hatta and Durowli has been the only relief work carried on during the 
fortnight. From the inSermation gathered during my recent visit to Rohtas pergunnah, I 
oonclnde that no relief work is necessary in that locality for the present. Baboo Nund Lai 
Singh, a well-to-do zemindar, is constructing a stone dam across a mountain-stream, the 
Pnteatee, near Furcha, which runs through his estate there. He is employing between 106 and 
200 workmen, and will employ as many as come to the work. The workmen are being paid 
mostly in kind. This work affords work to all in need thereof, and there is no necessity for 
Government to undertake any.” 

The sale of grain to the laborers is being carried on on the Hatta Durowli road, 
Jehanabad-Khiree road, Jehanabad-Baraon road, and Jehanabad-Bhubooah road. It will be 
extended to the Jebanabad-Mulhipore road this week. 

C. — TBANSrOET OF FoOD.

The imports into the Sasseram sub-division have thus again decreased, and those into 
Bhubooah again increased, in comparison with the previous fortnight, which showed a decrease 
and increase, respectively, as compared with the fortnight preceding it. 

D. — Storage of Government Grain at Relief Works. 

, Mr. Eyre reports — Maunds 5,127 have been stored during the fortnight of the grain 
which has arrived at Zmnuneah, Buxar, and Doomraon from the North -West era Provinces. 
The rain has been so continued, and the river Kurrumnassa and Durgaoti being in floodi 
carts have experienced the greatest difficulty in getting along. I have accordingly directed 
the receiving clerks to store the grain at the delivery-stations until a break occurs; 

In all, up to date, of the 25,000 maunds, 20,603 maunds have been received at the 
delivery- stations. It is greatly to be regretted that this grain was not sent earlier; I 
^ anticipate great difficulty in getting it safely stored, — I proceed to Zumaneah as soon as 
possible to see to its security and arrange for the most rapid transport ohtainable,^^ 

E. — Advances to Private Parties and tkeir Results. 

No advances have been made. In regard to this subject, the sub-divUional officer of 
Buxar remarks — No fresh advances have been actually made in the fortnight, and 1 would 
notice that I am strongly impressed with the difficulty there will he in making sure that the 
money advanced either for the purchase of grain or improvements is fairly used in the way 
bargained for by Government. For instance, two men only, Suumber Ram and Bam Sarun 
Ram, have received from me Rs. 800 and Bs. 400, respectively, to purchase grain. I have 
called on them for their proofs that the money has been spent in* the wav specified in their 
agreements, by purchase from other districts; Bam Sarun Ham states that he bought his at 
Mirzapore, and brought it down by boat ; he bought it from an agent of one of the large 
Mirzapore firms, but cannot give the man^s name; the owner of the boat which brought it 
down lives somewhere in the east, and the boat has gone eastward. This is very vague and 
unsatisfactory. Suumber Ram states that he has had his grain sent from Delhi by rail. He 
is sorry he cannot show the receipt, because he has made it over toJ;he station-master at 
Doomraon ; enquiries have been made, but the station-master says he can trace no such 
grain, and I have to make further enquiries. I will send a separate report on this subject.

I HAVE the honor to submit my narrative of scarcity and relief in the Ilajeepore,Tajpore, 
and Sudder sub'divisions for the fortnight ending Saturday, the 13th June 1874. 

A. — Stave of the Country. 

2. In Hajeepore sub-division prices are nearly the same that they were on the 80tb 
ultimo, and sales of Government grain at relief works have h^d a good ellbct op markets in 


































































<Hho«reh thuia» where the eub-'divisiooel officer was assured by the banniabs some time ago 
that there was ao grain in the bazar. 

S. In Tajpore snb>division prices have remained almost stationary ** the only noticeable 
feature being,** as the sab«divisional officer remarks, a very sUght rise in the price of rice in 
some markets, and a cheapening of barley and grain/’ The latter ciroumstance is considered 
satisfactory, as implying that importations have not fallen off. 

4. In the Sadder anb'division the prjce of rice has fallen 1^ seers, while that of wheat 
has risen half a seer in the mpee. The prices of other grains have not varied, notwithstanding 

'that a considerable amount of GKivernment grain has been brought into consumption. In the 
early part ^ last week 1 r^mmeneed sales of Government grain in Mozufferpore town, and 
the amount sold daily has averaged 289 maunds. This is less than I expected to sell, ^ut the 
result is perhaps natural enough whra it is remembered that outside the town Government 
rice is sold at certain golahs at 12 seers the rupee, while in the town the price has been fixed by 
the order of Government at 10 seers. I do not myself see that any advantage can be gained 
by maintaining this distinction, and should be glad of permission to sell everywhere at the 
same rate. The manager of Ottar factory (10 miles distant from. Mozufferpore) assares me 
that residents of the town come to buy rice at bis golab, because it is sold two seers cheaper 
than in Mozufferpore. , ... * 

5. Although the bunniahs of the town have reduced the price of rice in consequence of 
the Government sales, 1 do not propose to discontinue them at present. 1 know from 
experieroe that they will again raise the price directly the Government grain is withdrawn 
from tb'j 'market ; and that if real relief is to be afforded to the distressed towns-people, sales 
must be constant and regular. It is only the large dealers who dislfke our sales : the small 
bnnneahs to a man affirm that they are necessary, and are anxious that they should be made 
more largely. The latter declare, too, that existing private st6eks are not one-tenth of what 
they usually are, and ought to be, at this season of the year. 

6. The subjoined statement shows the kinds and prices of grain selling at some of the 
principal marts on 18th instant.

7. The rainfall daring the fortnight was as follows : — 

Hajeepore ... ... ... *73 

Tajporc ... ... ... ... *30 

Mozufferpore ... ... ... 2*82 

The falls have varied very much throughout these sub-divisions. In several parts of the 
Sadder sub-division the fall has been as much as two or three inches, while in other places it has 
been less than an inch. At Lalgunge I understand that eight inches of rain fell one day in a 
few hours, thungh at Hajeepore there was scarcely a drop. 

8. In most parts of ^hese sub-divisions the rain has been sufficient to enable the ryots to 
cultivate and sow their lands. Daring the last week I have been over more than 200 miles 
of country in the i^udder and Hajeepore sub-divisions, and everywhere I have found cultivation 
going on vigorously. A great deal of waste land is being brought under cultivation, and seed, 
though procured at much expense and with some difficulty, has apparently been obtained in 
sufficient quantities, lu Tajporo sub-division the dhan in the lower oburs to the south* and 
south-east is said to ** show a magnificent promise." The dhan sown on higher lands, and 
which had begun to suffer, has been freshened, and the clay soils are nt>w soft enough to be 
prepared for transplanted rice. 

From those circles of the Sadder sub-division which I have not visited daring the fortnight, 
viz. Toorkie, Belsund, Uajkhund, Knttrab, and Gaigbattee, I have received most satisfactory 
reports regarding cultivation of lands. Throughout these circles active preparations for 
sowing are being made, and in many places Indian-corn and rice have been already sown. 

On the whole I may say that, with the exception of tracts liable to inundations, the 
.country looks as well as oonld be wished, and it is quite evident that the relief works have not 
induced the people to neglect their fields. 

9. The condition of the people is generally satisfactory in Hajeepore and Tajpore sub- 
.divisions, where the attendarice at relief works is still comparatively small. It is almost a 
truism now to say that the numbers on these works afford the surest test of the condition of 
the lower classes, and that as long as the works are thinly attended, there can be no severe 
.distress in their neighbourhood. The deserted state of the relief works in some circles of 



Hajeepore aab-divisioii conolaaively proves (what I have myself frequently observed elsewhere) 
that persons who are not in the habit of working on roads and tanks will* not accept each 
employment until compelled to do so by sheer want of food. 

In the Sudder sub-division there has been no increase of distress, .but wherever relief 
works have been temporarily closed, the villagers have felt the withdrawal of Oovernment 
assistance, and have begged Wd that the works may be reopened. . I have therefore, directed 
circle officers to provide employment liberally, as the only object of closing works was to ensure 
the cultivation of fields, and cultiv’ation, as I have already said, has been going on most 
actively and widely. I was much .struck during my recent tour with the very large nnmbera 
of women and children working in the western circles. In the Mdteepore circle, for instance, 
there were on the 11th instant no less than 4,593 women and 8,761 children, against 4,819 
men oh the works. I have no doubt that many cnltivators work in their fields, while their 
women and children are employed in earning subsistence for all. 

B. — Relibf Works. 

10. The number of laborers employed daily in the three sub-divisions is .as follows i—

11. Now that the vains have commenced it will not be possible much longer to carry on 
tank works. I expect, however, that we shall be able to provide work on roads, especially 
village roads, for several weeks in many circles. At present there is no difScnlty about this 
matter. 

12. Payments in grain have now been introduced in all circles of the Sadder sub- 
division, and the ensuing fortnight may be expected to show tho results of the system in full 
operation. Owing to the very large number of relief works in some circles, there was much 
difficulty in putting the system thoroughly in force. 

In nearly all the circles of Hajeepore and Tajpore sub-divisions grain payments are now 
made. 

0. — Transport of Food. 

13. Large fleets of boats laden with private grain daily pass up the Gunduk, and 
importations are steadily increasing. The recent addition of 2,l8',000 maunds to the previous 
three allotments for the Sudder sub-division will cause the 'contractors* carts to be employed 
in the transport of Government grain for a longer period than was anticipated ; but to show 
that private traders might have done very much more during the last few months than they 
attempted to do, 1 may mention that all the small bunniahs to whom grain is advanced for sale 
by circle officers, contrive to supply carts for its oonveyancefrom the Sadder golahs to their own 
villages. The employment of small bunniahs is not only greatly beneficial to them and the 
public, but it tends to make the large holders of grain more reasonable ih their demands. 

In Tajpore sub-division inland traffic is said to have become easier. 

D.— Storage of Grain. 

14. The amount of Government grain that has been stored is as follows

I propose to store the greater portion of the last allotment of grain in the opium godown 
at Mozuflerpore. 

The quantity of Government grain disposed of during the fortnight was 84,361 maunds. 
Detailed statements regarding its disposal are given ih the Appendix. The quantity is some 
40,000 maunds short of my estimate, but an explanation of the discrepancy may be found in 
my 12lh paragraph. Some officers, too, are still very reluctant to sell freely, and say that if 
they attempted to meet the demand they would run through a lakh of maunds in a month. 

E. — Advances. 

15. There has-been a great improvement under this head, especially in the circles 
administered by planters, where a good deal of grain has been advanced to ryots. A litge ‘ 
number of very useful .native officers from the North-Western Provinces are now employed 
under circle officers in the Sudder sub';divi8ion, in connection with the making of advances, 
which I hope will be completed by the end of the month. Tho Tajpore officer has now made 
a good beginning in this direction, but nothing has been done ‘in Hajeepore. 

^ F. — Charitable Relief. • 

16. The number of persons daily receiving charitable relief have somewhat increased 
during the fortnight, being as follows : —

I HAVE the honor to submit my narrative report of scarcity and relief for the three 
Sub^divisionB of Seetamurhee, Mudhoobunnoo, and Durbhunga, for the fortnight ending 
Saturday, the 13th June 1874. 

A. — State of the Country. 

2.- We have now passed from the brassy heat of the 29th of May into the rainy 
season. Day by day in the earlier part of this past fortnight, the rain clouds came gathering 
from the east, and have since given us copious showers day and night, breathing agrioolturu 
life into the whole population. Ploughs are everywhere at work. Cultivation seed, of 
whieh, aooording to the statement of et'ery villager, not a maund was forthooming in lome 
villages, has myst^oiudy appeared everywhere, and the greater part of the oountiy will, hy 
fhenine these unes leave the offioe^ have been sown. In Mudhoohimnee seed^grain is selling 
at Bs. 2 per mannd in the basar. In all the lower lands, wide expanses of dhan are to he 




















seen green uid refresliing ; the mango crop has turned out far better than was antidpated, 
and Buttoo end mango*qaadi mixed, will form the midday meal of many thousands for the 
next month! 

8. From the Durbhunga narrative I extract the following : — 

** Everywhere I went I found Roughing actively going on, mostly, however, in lands 
which produce the bhadoi crop. In^ahera, I am informed, over half of the crop has been 
sown. Lemdsnot usually tuled with this crop have been sown with it, in preference to 
‘keeiiing them for their usual crop, rice. This is a significant fact. Dhan has been sown more 
largely in the eastern parts of Bahera and in Singhia than elsowWe. The reports are 
reassuring as rega^ the condition of this dhan.” ^ 

** The pd)ple ale gaining heart greatly. The rains seem to have put life into them. The 
applications for seed-grain have become few. The people know they will ho better employed 
in sowing the seed they possess. I never did believe there was much cause fur apprehension 
on the question of sufficiency of seed-grain in the hands of the x’cople.” 

4. From Foopree the accounts are very encouraging : — 

« During the last fortnight we have had frequent falls of rain, notably on the 

5th instant, when four inches fell in the space of a few hours at Foopree. On my 

last ride through the suh-di vision (within the last week), I every where Wnd ag^cul- 

tural operations in full swing. Dhan, murwa, sama, sathi, makai, urhur, wore 

eveiywhere being sown; and although want of seed is in places complained of, yet a 
good shower has a wonderful effect in bringing it to light. \ few days ago two maliks, 
sharers in the same village, applied to me for advances. One of them hoped that I would 
lend him Ks. 4,U00 to buy dhan-seed for his ryots ; the other opportunely enough wished me 
to purchase dhan-seed from himself which was stored in the village in question. I proposed 
to advance No.' 1 some grain, and that ho should exchange it with No. 2 for seed, so 
they both went away sorrowful, for it was cash that they both wished for.”

5. Coiuiition of the profile . — As the year progresses there is the less to report. The old 
tales of suffering, distress and emaciation are of the past. The grain has reached its destina- 
tion. All vacancies have been filled. Every department has fallen into a working groove. 
The rainfall has been copious. The prospects of the coming crops are good, and there is but 
little to form the material or groundwork of a narrative. 

6. The sub-divisionok officer of Mudhoohunnee reports : “ The condition of the people 
con now be pronounced to bo, on the whole, very satisfactory.” Mr. Wight, who has recently 
taken charge of the Kutchra circle, writes : “ It would he impossible for any one unacquainted 
with the facts to discover from an inspection of the villages tliat there had been distress.” 

The Magistrate of Durbhunga reports the condition of those in the receipt of gratuitous 
relief as satisfactory. ” A carefq), examination of this class, village-by-village, has been 
tmdertaken, with the result that a largo number have been reduced who me now quite capable 
of earning their own bread.” 

7. Medical scrutiny of all classes, including the paupers, has been undertaken by 
Dr. MaoDonell, through the Foopree circle. The following ore the percentages

15. • Pooprce — ^The sales in the northern circles are not as extentive os it was anticipated 
they would be, now that the Nepaulese are allowed to buy freely. Mr. Forbes lately 
visited Siripur in Nepaul, and found country rice of a superior quality selling in the h&ts 
att about the same price as cleaned Government rice. It would appear that the Nepauleso 
bunniahs have been guided by tho Government price and quite prepared to undersell us 
slightly. Mr. Forbes reports that it is quite clear the stocks of country rice across 
the frontier has never yet run so low as on this side. In Durbhunga the demand for 
Government grain has slackened, although it is still considerable. The introduction of grain 
wages, which are now general, has deprived tho grain dealers of a large number of customers, 
and has made tho trade hesitate in their purchases. 

Id If I analyse the figures of those sales I find that in tho Durbhunga Sub-division, 
the largest sales have been in Durbhunga, Mahomedporo, and Hyaghat, Tulee ; Hattoe 
sub-division at Damcta and Singhia.

TSie lai^e increase of sales has been at Mudhoobunnee, Oomgam, Jhungharpur, and Kuchra. 

19. Tho above figures, then, show that within the month, 3,82,s71 maunds of rici> 
have been readily purchased ; whether these sales will continue as briskly is a qiiestion on 
which there is a great diflbrence of opinion among local officers. I incline to tho belief that 
they will not continae, but the soles for July ^1 give us tho average sales that we moy 

11 













expect for the renuuninsr months of July to November. Mudhoohunnee has as yet only 
expended 2,46,226 out of its total allotments of 11,42,850 maunds stored. Durhhunga has 
expended only 2,96,802 out of its stored grain. We have, then, for thb present, plenty 
of grain, and there is no immediate necessity for anxiety as to insufficiency. . In Seetamurhw 
I may say the same ; the original 1 0-lakh-allottment has been reduced to 6^ which, again, will 
shortly he reduced to 6 by a transfer of 2 lakhs to Mudhoohunnee ^ 

20. In Seetamurhee the G-overnment sales are not large With a view of raising the 
frontier sales in Mudhoohunnee, where there has been a very great demand, I directed 
special sales at the more northern of the Seetamurhee granaries, hut under European 
superintendence ; only 32 maunds were sold in five hours in ^north Sonbursa, although' 
the Nepaulese flookQd in in large numbers. The buyers were comparatively few.

I find private imports of the coarser grains coming into Durbhunga. I ean hear of no 
probable imports of rice grain into Durbhunga at all. 

Seetamurhee is better off in this respect. Mr O’Reilly reports : “ On Sunday I noticed 
rice imported by private traders, which is being sold at the same rate as Government rice. 
In Nepaul, rice is selling at 10 to 10^ seers per rupee. I hear also of Nepaulese traders 
bringing in a better class of rice, and exchanging it for our cargo rice.” 

Since the late heavy falls of rain 1 have asked for information in all quarters if prices 
have at all been affected thereby. The answer is in the negative, except at Durbhffng^, 
where prices are a shade lower.

The villagers of Bissumberporo with closed hands implored assistance, as 
they wore on the verge of starvation. They asked for an amount which they never can 
repay. On inquiry it transpired that the farmer had just given them Bs. 400 worth of rice.

Narrative of Scarcity and Heliefin Sarun Dietriclfor the fortnight ending IS^A June 1874. 

A,— State op the Cooittry. 

Abundance or Scarcity of eupply in the Baiar. 

SaiVATB trade has been less active this fortnight. At Bevelgnnge the importations, 
which last fortnight amounted to 59,800 maunds, had decreased by 21,000 maunds. In the 
Sewan Sub-division, too, importations had somewhat fallen off. The bazars in the interior 
generally have, however, continued to be sufficiently supplied. While importations have 
diminished, prices have in many places somewhat fallen. This fall in price? is due partly to 
the favorable prospects held out by the early setting in of the rains, but in some measure also, 
no doubt, to the effect of the large grain advances to the cultivators now being made. 

S. In the Sadder snb>division daring the fortnight the imports were, at Revelgunge, 
38,700 maunds ; at Dooreegunge, 3,580 maunds ; at Maharajgunge, 1,301 maunds ; from 
Cbumparun, 835 maunds ; and from Patna 941 maunds. The exports to Tirhoot, Chumparun, 
and Patna, amounted to 11,175, 1,606, and 145 maunds respectively. 

3. Major Jackson, in charge of the relief sub-division of Chopra, consisting of the 
Chupra thana, reports as follow^: — 

Having been principally engaged in ascertaining the general wants of the inhabitants 
in Chupra thana, caused by the failure of the past year’s crops, I have had little opportunity 
of personally examining into the state of the bazars, but have, wherever the occasion offered, 
inquired into the subject. From Seroaria to Checrand, and op to Singhai Gh&t, there is no 
want of grain, large stores existing in several places. In the interior the tehsildar informs me 
the small bazars are tolerably well supplied, petty bunias bringing their small stocks on the 
days fixed for the fairs to different points in the district, whence the villagers can supply 
themselves.” 

4. Mr. Tonnerre, in charge of the Manjhee sub'division, comprising the Manjhee thana, 
makes the following report t— 

1 believe that all over the sub-division there is food to be had, but the prices have well 
nigh put it out of the reach of most of the people. 

“ There are no considerable marts in the sub-division. The major part of its supplies is 
drawn from Bevelgnnge and Maharajgunge. The people at Manjhee trust mostly to Beveli 
gunge bazar for their food. 

‘‘ Daring my frequent rides through the country, 1 have not seen more than twenty 
pack-bullocks carrying grain.” 

5. Mr. Barry’s narrative for the Fursa sub-division has not yel^been received. In one 
of his diaries he notes the fact of grain being reported scarce in the Jelalpore and Tebtee 
circles. Large advances of Government grain are, however, being made there. 

6. The following is Mr. Wright’s report of the Sewan sub-division. 

“ The bazars in this sub-division continue to be fully-supplied. According to the returns 
received, private importations have not been so large during the past fortnight as during the 
previous one. 1 am inclined to think that this is owing more to the imperfect means we 
have at our disposal for collecting information regarding importations than to an actual falling 
off in the amount of grain imported. Some of the persons employed in collecting the infor- 
mation have other duties to perform (two of them being Abkari darogas), and may, therefore, 
fait to obtain full information regarding the importations. From the returns received during the 
fortnight, the imports at Siswan, Darowlee, Sewan, and Guthni, amounted to 60,682 maunds 
of food-grains. No reports have been received regarding exportation.” 

As a similar cuuso must have operated during previous periods of report, the falling off 
in importations can hardly be due to the reason assigned. 

7. Begarding the Hutwah sub-division Mr. Hodgkinson writes thus : — 

Imports from Goruckpore on the north and Guthni on the south still continue on n 
small scale. 

” Prices have fallen in the bazars, partly owing to the improvement in prospects from the 
recent rain, but mainly to the increase of supply in the bands of the people, due to the large* 
advances in grain which have been given out.”

8. Kind undpr^ of grain tellinf at tie Afferent marte.—Uho kind and prioe of grain 
selling at the pHncipal marta, and at the ihanaa and outposts, are given in the annexed 
statement. 

9. SU>ei qffood in the kande ef the peopU . — On this head Major Jackson reports as 
follows, and judging by the number of applicants for advances of Ooverument grain, his 
oonclusion has general application: — 

** It is extremely difficult to get any information on this point. I can only gauge it by 
the appearance of the applicants for relief and the numbers of these which pour in daily. The 
ryots are not very clamorous, but still evidence exists that such stores must be dwindling 
down and must be supplemented by aid from Government. 

10. Mr. Tonnerre, the sub-divisional officer of Manjhee, writes thus 

** In every village through which I have been, the ryots complained of great scarcity of 
food. The better classes, those who will not go on to the relief works, are now suffering much, 
and are unanimous in saying that they could not have lived but for the timely advances of 
grain which they receive from Government. This they tell me wherever 1 go.” 


Rainfall. 

11. Ilhere has been general rain throughout the district, and agricultural operations are 
in most places in progress. Here at Ghupra there has been a fall of about 3 inches. 

12. Mr. Tonnerre writes t'— 

” It rained on the Slst May, the 2nd, 6th, 8th, 9th, and 10th June. The rain was general 
over the Sbb'division on the 8tb, 9th, and 10th, and was heavy enough to do much good.” 

IS. Begarding the Musrnkh sub-division Mr. Hudson reports : — 

'' The first indication in this sub-division of the approaching rains was given by a 
very violent storm of wind and a fall of 2 inches of rain at Rajaputty on let instant. On the 
2nd also the relief superintendent reported rain from Maharajgunge. After this slight 
partial showers fell in many places ddring the ensuing week ; but the commencement of the 
rainy season may be fairly dated from the 10th instant, when a steady downpour, unpreceded 
by thunder, continued for several hours during the day.** 

14. The following is the Sewan sub-divisional officer’s report : — 

** During the first week of the fortnight slight rain fell on three occasions, hut daring the 
second week we have had heavy falls of rain frequently. The total fall during the fortnight, as 
measured by the gauge at Sewan, was 6*61 inches. The rains may now be said to have 
regularly set in.** 

Mr. Rattray says that " rain has been heavy and pretty general throughout the sub- 
division during the past fortnight, and labor in the fields is coming into demand.** 

15. And Mr. Hodgkinson writes thus under this head — 

The ra i nfall has varied greatly in different parts of the sub-division, being greatest at 
•Very heavy rain iu them 2UiahB on Hutwa and in the extreme north-westem Zillah Marur, and 
isui. least in Bhorey* and Dhobowl zillahs, where, until yesterday, 

none had fallen sufficients^) do any good j yesterday’s rain was, I believe, pretty general. At

State of the Crops. 

16. The eheena has, after all, turned out in most places a fair crop, and, where standing, 

has been greatly benefited by the timely rain. Indigo prospects have also improved, the rain 
admitting of fresh sowings. * 

17. Of Chuprah sub-division. Major Jackson writes thus — 

*^Tbe only crops on the ground at present are eheena, confined to the environs of 
villages where irrigation from wells can he had. These are very flourishing. Ploughing is 
now going on largely in consequence of the recent rainfall.** 

18. Mr. Tonnerre reports of the Manjhee sub-division,— 

** Ploughing has begun everywhere, the rain has softened the ground very oonsiderably, 
and sowing will soon begin. There is a considerable quantity of millets as far as I could see, 
and I have frequently seen patches of dhan ready to he transplanted : iodo and sathee have 
been sown in several parts of the thana. I think that seed is procurable by those who have 
the money. I am pushing on the advances as rapidly as possible. There is a scarcity of 
plough-cattle, and 1 have seen whole fields untonched because the ryots had no cattle. 

•* Many have been obliged to sell theirs to supply themselves with food ; mabajnns have 
seized others for debts due. and many have died.'*

19. Seed’^in ia, 1 believe, everywhere prooarable by those who have the means, and 
advanoes for rae purchase both of seed and of plough-cattle are being* made wherever 
needed. 

80. Concerning the Musmkh sub-division, Mr. Hudeon writes— 

*' Besides the early sowings of bhadoi and aghanee crops on partiouWly favoured spots 
which have retained their moisture, there is no crop calling for attention now except the 
oAeene. It is the first time that I have ever seen this crop in any great abundance, and it 
would be impossible to fail of remarking its luxuriance and rapid growth, the facility with 
which it is raised, and the extraordinary aptitude with which it fils up the driest and most 
hopeless interval in the agricultural year. On my way to Bajapntty on the ISth, I could not ' 
but notice bow this crop was flourishing in the neighbourhood of Doomarsun, where otherwise 
the country is all waste and barren.*' ' 

21. The sub-divisional officer of Sewan submits the following report 

"The yonng crops on the ground have been greatly benefited by the rain which we have 
bad during the past fortnight, and the ryots are now busy ploughing their lands aad 
sowing the remainder of 'their bhadoi and early and late rice crops. Murwa is being 
transplanted.** 

The Sub-Deputy Collector, Baboo Rajkesbore Narain, reports as follows of the crops in 
thana Sewan 

"Since my last report on the subject, there has been rain several times in difierent parts of 
this ilaka, which has done considerable good towards agriculture. Every standing crop looks* 
green and in full thriving state. The sugarcane that was subjected to the severity of exces- 
sive beat and west winds, has now begun to resuscitate ; marwa, tenguni, &c., are already sown, i 
and janera also is being sown in that part of the ilaka where it bad rained sufficiently. Paddy 
seeds are also being sown in suitable fields. In short, works in agriculture at present are busily 
going on.** 

Of thana Darowlee he writes-;— 

"The state of the crops is much the same as in Sewan thana. The ilakas of Mairwab and 
Siswan outposts have got good showers of rain on difierent dates, but those of Darowlee khas 
and Bogboonatb pore hare not been so fortunate in this respect. The rain of the 2nd fell 
everywhere, but not everywhere in the same quantity. The standing crops, viz. millet and 
sugarcane, &c., are well thriving. Indigo seeds, sown long ago, are now germinating ; marwa, 
kodo, tenguni, &c., are mostly sown by this time, but sowing janera has not commenced as yet. 

** Since the Sub- Deputy Collector visited the Darowlee thana .there has been a copious fall 
of rain both in Darowlee khas and Baghoonathpore outpost. 

Of the Barowlee thana the Sub-Deputy Collector says : It is the most fortunate of the 
thanas of this sub-tiivision in respect to rain. The standing crops look deep green and 
thriving, and give full hope foe the future. Indian-corn has commenced to be sown in the 
north-western part of the thana, and in some other places, too, where the soil had sufficient 
moisture. Kodo, murwa, sawan, tenguni, and other bhadoi crops, are being busily sown, and 
in many fields previously sown the seeds have germinated. Paddy ip^cbowrs has grown up 
to 6 to 9 inches. In short, every crop at present gives a fair prospect.’* 

22. Regarding the Hutwa sub-division Mr. Hodgkinson writes thus — 

" The ebeeua is a very fair crop indeed, and what remains in the fields will all be gathered 
in within the next week. ' 

" Murwa is being planted out where rain has fallen in sufficient quantities. The early 
dhan in the northern zillalis looks well. Makai is now being sown largely. There is at present 
every prospect of a bhadoi harvest about 10 or 12 days earlier than usual, and if this prospect 
continues, the period for which actual famine was apprehended, will be greatly lessened.” 

23. The prospect here held out is a general one, and this merciful interposition of Provi- 

dence is a subject for much thankfulness, and has greatly alleviated the anxiety hitherto felt 
as to the future. , 

Condition of the people, 

24. Though the favorable expectations of the next harvest have removed a cause of 
dread as regards the more distant future, the condition of the people cannot but continue to 
be a source of constant anxiety during this month and the following months of July and 
August. Throughout these hard times there has been but little diminution in the pressure 
put upon the ryots by their zemindars and mabajuns, and with the exhaustion of the local stocks, 

a very large proportion of the entire population wiU remain dependent on Government • 
support tbrougbont these months. 

26. Regarding the Chuprah sub-division. Major Jackson reports as follows 

" No aotnal cases of starvation have come to my notice. Mr. B,echer reports the people 
about Gurkha to be apparently somewhat hard-unshed. This shall meet with my personal 
attention in a few days, and immediate steps will be taken to relieve them should there appear 
occasion for it. Few applications from that district have, howesyer, come in, and it may appear 
that they are no worse off than their neighbours. A report will he made at once, should it 
appear necessary to act at once.” 

26. Of the Manjbeo sub-division, Mr. Tonnmre reports thus— 

" Amongst those who come for advances, I have seen several people in such a weakly 
condition that I have had to give them there and then charitable relief, to last them a few 
days till the lists, &c., were ready. 


"ItisneedlewtomftluifetiMmawBiliBbflm of waiotod people amoagit tboee'vho 
eeek charitable relief. They are oil 'being provided for." 

27. Conoemine the Mtierakh 8Qb>divisioD, tdr. Hadeon makes the following report 

‘*No alteration* in the condition of the people has come under my observation during the 

fortnight, nnlesa, indeed, it be one for the better, oheerfulness and activity being evoked 

everywhere by the assured prospect of the tains. These have now fairly set in, and agricnl- 
tnral operations are everywhere in progress. Ibe labor imposed by the Government order 
for distribntion of the stor^ of grain among the ryots, before the rains impede transport, has 
' k^t me a close prisoner at Idnsmkh daring the greater part of the last 14 days, but I have 
. spent a day at Bamoollah, and have twice been enabled to visit Rajaputty and Gopalpore. 

I have thus seen some 15 miles of country in the least fortunate portion of the tbana, irbich 
is not, therefore, liklly to mislead into over>estim8tion of the welfare of the whole. I have 
nowhere seen lands lying idle, bat, as above mentioned, have observed that preparations for 
sowing are being actively carried on. The early rain has saved the indigo crops of Rajapatty 
factory to a considerable extent, and the ** Mafaai" will consequently provide anexpeoted 
emplt^ment for a large proportion of the laborers now on the relief works there. Indeed, 
Mr. IJewhellin went so far as to say that ho was unwilling that any of the ooolies in his 
neighbourhood should leave for the Soane Canal works, as there would not be more thdn be 
could find etnployment for during the rains. 

** Baboo Taraprasad, the relief superintendent, has been on tour in the Bussuntpore 
thana during the whole of the past fortnight. He has been chiefly in the neighbourhood 
of Bagowra and Maharajgunge, but has also visited Seesay and Bussuntpore. Of the former 
. neighrourhood he writes that the cbeena*^ crop about Bagowra looked better than he had 
seen it elsewhere, and the general condition of the people did not appear bad. He learnt that 
the zemindar of Indowlie, and another large landholder, Mahant Baghunandangir, bad con- ■ 
siderable stocks of grain, but that none of the ryots had any at all. Baboos Sadhu Saran Sabi 
and Bara Coomar Sahi are also reported to have stocks of grain. 

Of the bazars, the relief superintendent writes that ftiere is a good supply of food at 
Maharajgunge and a bad one at Bagowra ; and prices are higher at the latter place * * ^ 

In his letter 'a * * * « « dated 2nd June, the Baboo tells me that the general state 
of the country looks hopeful, and the cultivators are everywhere bpsy about their fields. On 
the 6th, however, being in the neighbourhood of Chainpore, and having visited Madhopore and 
several other villages, m says that the cultivation seemed to be at a standstill in all of them. • 

" The relief superintendent gives high praise to tho Chainpore maliks, and also to Baboos 
Sadho Saran Sahi and Bam Cpomar Sabi of bagowra. The last-named native gentleman 
has expended Rs. 1,500 of his own money on the excavation of a tank as a relief- 
work i and Baboo Sadho Soran superintends a Government tank, the work on which 
has been performed at a very small proportionate expenditure. Baboo Gajadher Fersad of 
Chainpore also has been supporting nearly 1,000 labourers daily in various kinds of work." 

28. The sub-divisiqpal officer of Sewan reports as follows ; — 

There is no very material change to report in the condition of the people. Our relief 
works have not as yet been closed by the rains setting in, and the poorer classes are still able to 
find work on them to support themselves. Agricultural operations, which are now coming into 
full swing, are also giving employment to numbers, and will furnish employment for thousands * 
more as the season advances. Arrangements are being made to enable ryots to employ people* 
of the labouring class who may have no lands of their own to cultivate throughout the rainy 
season, or till the bhadoi and aghani crops are reaped. As soon as these arrangements arc 
completed, there can be uo cause for farther anxiety about the people, if the bhadoi crops 
turn out well. For beggars and people unable to work, arrangements for the distribution of 
gratuitous relief have Wn made. 

" The Sub- Deputy Collector, Baboo Rajkeshore Narain, reports of the people in thana 
Sewan that they are now in far better condition. Of the people in Darowlee he says much the 
same; and of Barowlee, he reports that the people in this ilaka arc in pretty good condition. 
Distress is evidently relieved, and none is now seen in extraordinary distress, and even ordinary 
distress is removed by means of famine relief in various shapes.^’ 

29. Concerning the Hutwa sub-division, Mr. Hodgkinson writes : — 

" 1 have nothing to add to my former reports on this bead." 

• 80. Known Cam ^ Uitery and Starvation. — ^There have been no snoh cases reported. 

31. _ Grain-tAefto or Robberies. — There have been three cases of grain-thefts during 
the fortnight. 

The accompanying comparative statement shows tire number of offences against property, 
involving an element of theft, committed during the month of May in the years 1872, 1873, 
and 1874, respectively, as required by the Government circular No. 4U81 of the 20th 
December last. 


B.— Rsusv WoBKS. 

82. The annexed statements show the relief works in progress and tho number 
emplpyed thereon. The mean daily number employed daring the fortnight was 2*29,885, 
and the number on the last day was 208,392. While the numbers have fallen off very largely 
in the Hutwa sub-division, they have increased elsewhere. The fact that in other parts of 


the district there has been no fsllinflr off, hat on the contrary an intvease, is due partly to the 
fact that the rates at first (under a misapprehension since oormted) fixed for the sales of* 
^ain on the relief works proved unduly attractive, and partly to the circumstance that it was 
only towards the close of the fortnight in many parts of the district that min fell in sufficient 
quantities to admit of agricultural operations being generally commenced. Still, allowing for 
• 1 . »■««. opcratioi.^ owiny to nit. at ai poriod, 

wtlieii ue doiM by tba lyou th«r being undertaken sooner in the Hutwa sub-division and 
families themwWes in a ysar like tbs adjoining tracts,* it is difficult to .acoount for the very large 

^Tfisid law'roBi tka timspianti^”of falling off in the numbers on the Hutwa works, except on 
tbs dban wd wasding opemtions an the supposition that many of the works must have been 
taken ii^ an . ^ closed ; and I incline the more to this hypothesis, as I find 

that in the adjoining sub^divisional circle, in Barowlee thana, which has been particularly 
fortunate as regards rainfall, the mean daily number employed on the relief works had 
increased during the fortnight. Mr. Hodgkinson furnishes no explanation on ' this point. 
There is some immigration to the works from Ooruckpore, showing that all are not able to 
obtain work there. It is proposed to close all the relief works from the 1st July ; and mean* 
while, in order to lessen the grain expenditure, it is in contemplation, now that the season for 
general agricultural operations is approaching, to reduce the daily wages to the barest 
subsistence rates of 1 anna 9 pies, 6 pies, and 4 pies for men, women, and children bf different 
ages, or their equivalent in grain of 12, 9, 6, and 4 chittacks. 

8ak of Chrain to Labourers on the Works. 

S3. Daring the fortnight about 24,000 maunds of grain only have been sold on 
the works. This is due to grain sales being suspended in Chupra and Manjhee sub-divisions 
owing to apprehended exhaustion of stocks. 

Colleetion and Despatch of Labourers to l^oane Canal Works, 

34. None have yet been sent, gbut the first batch, though of a very limited number, is 
under despatch, and it is hoped that the example having been once set, many will now again 
agree to go. 

Slate Emigration to British Burmah. 

35. Orders have lately been received to resume operations, and head-money of one 
rupee for each emigrant is offered to recruiters. During next month, when the relict works 
are closed, it is hoped that more emigrants may be got. 

0. — Tkanspobtoj Pood. 

36. Mr. Hodgkinson reports thus under this head - 

*' The transport of the grain which lay at Revelgunge is just finished. The last carts are 
expected to arrive fo-day. Some 10,000 maunds remain to be supplied by Messrs. Sohoene, 
Kilburn and Oo. ; it will, on arrival at Patna, be transported in boa''?, some up the Daba 
river to Vmbicapore, and the rest up the Kbunwali river to Chamookha and Euttaya.** 

D. — Stobaob or Govxbnuent Orain. 

Distribution and expenditure of Qovirnment grain, 

37. The usual statement accompanies. 

Gradual expenditure from OovemmetU grain stores, and possibility of more gredn being actually 

required. 

38. The allotment of 5,56,000 has been reduced by 60,000 ordered to be sent immediately 
to Tirhoot ; and it will be seen that 80,000 maunds have been expended up to the close of the 
fortnight, leaving an unexpended balance of 4,16,400 maunds. According to the data available 
hitherto, the advances to cultivators, if they should prove to be needed in all villages on 
the present scale of allotment, would, it is now found, require six lakhs of maunds alone. To 
this must be added for relief-works now being carried on, say, for a month and a halPs 
expenditure in Sewan, Musrukh, and Pursah sub-divisions, and for one month^s expenditure in 
Chuprsh and Manjhee, a farther quantity of grain equivalent to 1,00,000 maunds. The result 
would appear to be that a further allotment of about three lakhs of maunds may need to be < 
provided, and this without allowing for wastage, or any reserve to command the market, 
Vide statement enclosed. 

E.— Advances to private partibs and tbeir results. 

39. The statement accompanying shows the advances of grain made up to date, except 
for Bussuntpore, the figures for which have not been yet received ; and money advances are 
shown under head ** Financial results.’^ 

40. Mr. Hudson writes as follows under this head 

** In the matter of advances, the Government work progresses very slowly ; for the 
quarrels and jealousy of ryots, maliks, and tbikadars seem to place a continuity of obstacles in 
the way of their being made. In my opinion, if the advances are to be retdly made in time 
for them to help the ryots over the crisis of their distress, the agency of the maliks must be 
dispensed with altogether. When, agreeably to Government instruotions now in force, tb« 



maliks are .applied to either to tt^ke the advanoee themselves on behalf of the ryots, or to 
guarantee their repayment of the loan, a tangle of difficulties at once crops up ; and whereas 
in cases where the maliks do not appear at all, and the putwari's attendance is dispensed with, 
the oases are soon ripe for action to be taken. In those where where they do intervene, the 
longer the oases are labored on, the further off do they appear from consummation. , 

** On the one hand, the maliks will only support and be responsible for the ryots in their 
own ‘ khas^ pattees ; and on the other hand, the same ryots are found both in a ' khas* 
puttee and in an ' ijmi^lee* one ; in one that is held by a thikadar, and in one that remains in 
the exclusive possession of the malik : added to these causes of delay, are the attempts of 
persons to divert to their own ends the endeavours of Government to fulfil its obligations. For 
instance, the r^ief superintendent ascertained at a village named Madbuapore, near Bugowrah, 
that certain parties to a case before the High Court had applied for an advance in order to 
construct evidence to support their claim. Again, there are maliks who reply to the Govern- 
ment' invitation to assist their ryots by professing to have made every arrangement, and whose 
sole object 'is to avoid doing anything, and to stave off all Government intervention between 
them and their tenants. Such was the case at Harnatar, where the relief superintendent 
foiftd that absolutely nothing had been done, although the zemindar bad replied to my notice 
warning him of an application from his ryots, by making the above declaration. It is 
certainly, clear that if anything is to be done in time, we must act without the mali^, and a 
discretion to do this was given to all officers.*' 

,41. In Major Jackson's sub-division, which at present only consists of three circles, 13 
group superintendents have been appointed, and the work of preparing the village lists is in 
progress. 

4'2. Mr. Tonnerre, concerning the Manjheo sub-division, reports as follows : — 

'^Tbe grain is being weighed out all day to those who take away the village advances. 

Nearly every morning Idiavc ridden out into the interior, gone into villages, questioned 
ryots as to whether the lists were lieing drawn up fairly or not, &o. 

1 have ascertained that maliks are quite averse to their ryots receiving Government 
advances ; they employ every means in their power to thwart its agents ; when putwarees can 
be got away in time it is always done, the maliks imagining thereby that they have washed 
their hands of the whole thing. 

'' When the putwaree has been set to work before tbe malik could interfere, the latter's 
only aim is to diminisji the sums total of maunds and rupees as much as he can. 

** A man with a large family requires 10 maunds, and the putwaree puts down four, 
without informing the applicant. 

** Even among themselves the ryots have but. one object, i.a., to be helped as tmt as 
possible, and ‘ tbe devil take the hindmost.' If any ryot is absent from bis village at i/ze 
time of drawing op the list, he is omitted ; no enquiries are made about him. There are many 
chances that in every list many are omitted who should have been included, aud who apply 
for help after tbe boqd has been signed and the, first instalment of grain issued. 

This has happened to me three times. I shall in future delay every issue of advances for 
two days alter the preparation of the list to allow representations to be made intime. 

Petitions are also presented by mooktars to prevent tbe issue of advances to such and 
such a one, on tbe ground that his land is mortgaged over and over again. • 

It would take a revenue court with a large staff to dispose of such matters. 

** Byots do not hesitate sometimes to threaten the group superintendent that he may 
pass excessive lists for advances. 

“ It will be seen bow many difficulties beset the drawing up of such lists with due care 
and yet with rapidity. 

“ I hold office daily, and my residence is crowded with putwarees, ryots, and beggars. 
I am getting every^ting decentralised, aud all applicants will, as soon as possible, be referred 
to their respectives circles. 

I have divided the inib'di vision into five circles, viz : Pursab, Bamgurh, Bunwer, Taintpore, 
and Chainpore. The latter I have to manage myself, as tbero is no person eligible for the post 
of circle officer in that part of tbe sub-division. 

1 have appointed 16 group superintendents, 15 on Bs. ’lO, and one on Bs. 15 per month. 
The latter is in Chainpore, and in charge of the largest group. 

" There being no one on the spot to control him, 1 gave him Bs- 1 5 to make it worth his 
while to retain his post." • 

43. I quote the following from Mr Barry's narrative (subsequently received) ■ 

For the purpose of making advances and for charitable relief, this sub-division has 
been divided into 9 circles. Of these 7 are in Pursa thana, and 2 in Dighwarrah, the 
latter having as yet remained in abeyance, there being no urgent distress among the people. 
Of tbe 7 circles of Pursa, tbe boundary and villages of the following have been carefully 
defined, viz. 

1. Tehtee, Mr. Maegregor, = 52 villages. 

2. Telelpnre ditto 86 ' ditto. . 

3. Arna, Mr. W, L, Llewhellin = 88 ditto. 

4. Nowada, Mr. Tullock = 34 ditto. 

5. Cheytnn Pursa, Moonsiff = 49 ditto. 

6. Seetolpoie, Sheik Abdool Alias 75 ditto. 


Advances to a large extent have already been made in the first four of these circles, 
and the remaining two circles are in a forward state. A great nnmher of }iets have been 
given in to me, which belong to these circles ; these lists will be sent to the circle officers 
for disposal. Group superintendents for every 10 or 15 villages have been appointed in all these 
circles at salaries from Bs. 10 to Re. 15 per mensem, and care has been taken to select men 
of influence and of great local knowledge. These have been readily found. So I am 
confident the advance will be made in a business-like manner, and that no one will get grain 
who is not really in need of it. The amount of grain to be given to each ryot is distinctly 
specified in the lists sanctioned. 

“With regard to the remaining circle, viz., Merondhi,in charge ofMr. T. Wilson, nothing 
has been done, as Mr. Wilson has been absent during the fortnight at Durbhunga. The 
assistant, Mr. Simpson, at present in charge of the factory in Mr. Wilson's pla£e, has only been 
a few months in the country, and is of course useless for this kind of work. If Mr. Wilson 
does not return soon, other arrangements will have to be made. It is said that Mr. Llewhellin 
of Ramcolla is looking after this circle, but I have received no replies to my letters addressed 
to the circle officer. The villages that do not fall into any circle, about 200 in number, will be 
taken up and disposed of by myself. The work is progressing, and several group superin- 
tendents have been appointed, and the villages in their groups determined. Of course great care 
is required to see that no one village is included in two circles or groups. But this is very 
difficult, as so many villages bear the same name, that mistakes will occur, and a few miles 
from their factories, it is astonishing how ignorant Indigo planters are. 

“ 1 have found that in some villages two circle officers have made advances ; but this* has 
arisen from the fact that both factories had leases, or thikas, of portions of the village from 
different proprietors, and each circle officer gave advances to his own ryots. There is no 
objection to this, but at my interview with circle officers (and I have seen them all), I have 
warned them how careful they must be in oases of this kind, to see that ryots do not take 
advances from both circle officers. The English circle officers are very cljary in making advances, 
as they are directly interested in keeping their ryots solvent ; for if they advance too much, 
the ryots will become hopelessly involved, and will be unable to pay their rents to the factories. 
If anything, there will be a tendency to give too little rather then too much. They report 
that each applicant generally gets only about three maunds for three months, which is very 
little, considering that, as a rule, there are six to ten persons depending on each householder. 
Nothing is being done in baste, and no advances are being made without careful local 
inquiry. I have found no difficulty iu dealing with the putwarees." 

' 41. The Sewan sub-divisional report is to the following effect 

“ Mr. Battray reports as follows under this head : — 

“ * The preparation of village lists is progressing fairly in most of the relief circles. Lists 
of 282 villages have been prepared up to date, showing an application for 43,991 maunds 
and 35 seers, and the grain is now in course of distribution amongst the applicants. I have 
great difficulties to contend against in the preparation of tbo lists. Zemindars, with very few 
exceptions, have refused to stand security for the grain now being adjvanced, and by their 
influence over their putwarees and tenants, are throwing every obstacle iii my way towards 
the completion of the lists. Since the promulgation of the Government order putting a stop 
to all grain advances, except cleaned rice at 12 seers for the rupee, applications by maliks 
and zemindars have ceased.'^ • 

“ Instructions have been issued to Mr. Rattray in accordance with the Magistrate- 
Collector's order, to explain to all maliks, that as they are certain to be held responsible 
in the end for the recovery of the advances to tbeir ryots, it is more to their interest to allow 
the lists to be checked by the putwarees than by preventing the attendance of the putwarees 
to risk persons being given advances without reasonable security." 

45. And Mr. Hodgkinson writes thus under this head : — 

“ Advances to ryots have been made on a large scale daring the post fortnight, 24,411 
maunds 32 seers 6 chittacks have, according to the last reports received from the different 
store-houses, been actually distributed." ^ 

P. — Charitabi,b Relief.* 

46. The number receiving this description of relief is shown in the annexed statement. 
The large falling ofi' is due to non-receipt of most of the returns, owing to change of system 
under which returns are now sent to the sub-divisional officers. 

47. The Cbuprah sub-divisional officer. Major Jackson, reports thus : — 

“ For this purpose, circles exist respectively at Arwa, Gurkha, two in Chnprah, one at 
Revelguuge, and one at Goldengunge. The relief centre at Goldengunge has only just been 
opened. It has been entrusted to a respectable resident of the locality, named Sew Govind 
Sah, with a mohnrrir and two peons to assist him. No actual disbursements have as yet been 
made, but a list of about 80, purdah women wonthy of relief has been received, and tbeir wants 
will be immediately attend^ to. Some distrust and fear exists in this new circle as to the 
meaning of the measures being taken, but this, as in other instances, will no doubt disappear 
as the scheme becomes belter known." 

48. The following may be quoted under this head from Mr. Hudson's narrative of the 
Mosrnkh sub-division 

“ The relief superintendent reports to me that he has introduced the system of giving 
thread to poor weavers in Baboo Sadho Saran's circle. Mr. Llewhellin of Rajapntty, also, 


* Itoxs.— Whilst writmg this report, fresh iastiuctioai have been received. 




has a very large quantiiy of ready spun thread, and has instituted a search for weavers in his 
neighbourhood to convert it into cloth. Here at Gopalpore, as well as in my own special 
circle at Musrukh, the distributions on account of cotton spinnin?, and also of alms to the help- 
less, are very considerable; but I must not fail to notice a most characteristic feature of the 
results of Government action in the matter of charitable relief. A number of Domes stronir 
able-bodied men and women, came to this relief centre yesterday to receive charity * Wh^ 
asked why they did not seek employment on the tanks and roads, they boldlv expressed their 
disinclination to labor, and stoutly refused to do so. Such are some of the p'iratieal attempts 
upon the Government benevolence, which throw such obstacles in the way of its bein® put in 
practice. The very thieves by profession come forward to share, as of right, in that which ail 
parties are pronesto regard as a universal dole.*’ 

49. The sub-divisional officer of Sewan has now opened a poor-iiouse at his station’wherc 
cooked food is given. 

60. The following is Mr. Hodgkinson’s report of the llutwa sub-division : 

" A largo increase is observable under this head.

“ Group superintendents have been appointed in Marnr, Dhobowl, and Bhoney Zillahs, 
the circles under Mr. Bitowne ; and also in the Maniarah circle under Mr. ^id. In the 
Sreepore circle, the putwarees, who have on an average five or six villages under them, will 
report directly to Mr. Buskin, who is in charge of it. Arrangements for the rest of the 
estate will be completed very shortly. In the meantime, direct enquiries regarding persons 
requiring relief are being madl. from the putwarees who came in with the ryots for grain 
advances; and this plan has hitherto worked well, but of course some superintendence will be 
necessary in the future.''

KESOlUTION. 

JUDICIAL. 

Cafeutlat the Qth January ^ 1874. 

Is May last the Lieutenant-Governor called for a report on the 'forking 
of the system of summary trial, under Sections 222 and 226 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code, by individual Magistrates as well as by benches, during the 
half-year ending 'with the 80th June last. The reports submitted by the 
several Commissioners show the following results in their respective divisions. 
No report has been received from the Commissioner of Assam. 

2. Burdu)an Division . — In this division the summary procedure was 
nsed very cautiously. The record has been found on inspection -generally 
clear and sufdoiently full, and, except in a few cases of bad livelihood 
Midnapcre under Section 606 of the Criminal Procedure Code, the 
eswei aeleoted for disposri. in this way were le^illy and judiciously selected. 

C'otDBussioner says thdt as far as the experiment had gone up to the end 
of .June, the results were satisfaotory. A full statement of tne number of 
acquittals and convictions is not given in all districts, but where it is given, 
conviotioas considerably preponderate, apparently* because in sel^ting oasm 
for summaiV disposal officers were guided by the simple and straightforward 
nature of tne cases as they came into court. It is satisfaotory to see it stated^ 
that eases were very com.monly disposed of at a single sitting in some distncts 



8. I?re8%deney The 24-^ergunnBh8 did not bedn sumnui^- 

trials till the end of April. In other dis^cts the system was introduced at 
onoe. • The working is well reported of, and the absence of complaint or censure ^ 
from the Judge in appealable cases ^with one exception) is noted Both the* 
Commissioner and the Magiftrates have examined the records of the Subor* 
dinate- Magistrates and are satisfied. It is, however, remarked that when cases 
have to be postponed, notes of the evidence are useful as 'a guide to the Magis- 
trate, and of counse this is so. The Magistrate can take brief notes for his own 
guidance in such cases, and often should do so. Several ofiicei;a remark that in 
trying a case out, the absence of the necessity of writing under the . summary 
procedure makes close examination rapid and really searching, and leads to the 
truth. Tliere is not a word pf disapproval of the system in the reports from the 
Presidency Division : a very gratifying' result. 

4. (jooch Behar IHcision, — Here but few cases were summarily tried, but 
these seem to have been properly dealt with. 

6. Chittagong IHmion. — Cases had been summarily tried in each district 
of* this division, and are said to have been properly dealt with. In Chittagong 
itself the procedure was found useful in shipping cases, breach of port rules; 
&c., brought in as “ summary cases” under ISection 148 of the Criminal Proce- 
dure Code. 

6. Bajshahpe Division, — In this division a fair beginning was made in 
each district. One bench made a slip in trying su^nmarily one or two cases 
that did not fall under the sections, but the general result was satisfactory 
everywhere. Convictions predominated largely over acquittals, but complaints 
cf miscarriage of justice were entirely absent. 

7. Dacca Oivmon. — In the Dacca district the Deputy Magistrate at 
Manickgungc tried 323 cases summarily — more than any one else apparently. 
The Magistrate has looked into the files of several of those cases and found 
then^good, but he should examine them more extensively. In the other 
districts all officers worked the system much more cautiously. There is no 
complaint any where. 

8. Patna Division. — The report on the system in the Patna district is 
interesting and encouraging. The Cya and Shahabad reports are meagre. In 
Tirhoot all the subordinate officers used the summary power extensively, but 
the registers arc said to have been in some instances badly kept. The Commis- 
sioner has insisted on more care. 

9. Bhauguipore Division, — Cases summarily tried by individual officers 
in the districts of this Division have been scrutinized with satisfactory results. 
There is a general absence of postponements, and it is said that the rapid 
pressing of questions elicits truth from the witnesses. 

10. Orissa /^t{;m>^n.--The Commissioner reports favorably, and wishes the 
system to be further tried. One Native Deputy Magistrate at Kendraparah 
was severely censured by the Commissioner for his procedure. He has since 
left the service. In Pooree and Balasore few causes were tried, and Mr. Beames 
thinks the procedure threw petty cases on the Magistrate of the district 
too much. The remedy for this is the formation of benches of Honorary 
Magistrates. 

11. Chota Nagpore Division. — The reports are here entirely favorable. 

12. The above remarks apply chiefly to summary trials by individual 
officers. In most places the bench system had worked but for a short while 
when the period under report expired. In both the Burdwan and the Presidency 
Divisions the bench arrangements .were late of completion. In the Chitta- 
gong Division the benches had not been regularly started in J une. In the 
l^jshaliye Division the benches had only here and them commenced workin?, 
and with one exception, noticed above, they seem to have shown excessive 
care in trying their cases. In the Dacca district the Municipal bench worked 
admirably, but the Magistrate says the ordinary bench did not work so well, 
and he thought it a waste of power, as be or the Joint-Maglstrate'would have 
done the work in half the time alone. But the Lieutenant- (iovernor notes 
that the bench had only ten cases to tryi and if Mr. Lyall only arranged to 


£Qd-cla88 salaried Magutrato 6iy with them, as a rule, he would save 
pS^er. In Furreedpore the bench s^m to have acted with independence and 
discretion in trying cases with the Deputy Magistrate. • 

' 18. In the Patna district the ’ bench has, under the Commissioner Mr* 

Baytey’s care and the Magistrate’s supervision, thrifen admirably. It is interest* 
ing to find the Honorary Magistrates here asking to be allowed to sit without 
a •stipendiary Magistrate. As soon as a Commissioner reports any bench 
fit to act independently, the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to let it do so 
by way of experiment. The Magistrate of Shahabad points to a difficulty in 
the way of rural l^enches, viz. that institution stamps cannoti{>e got at the places 
where they sit. The Clerk of the Court may, as suggested, take out a small 
quantity to sell. Orders will be issued from the Eevenue Department of this 
Government with a view to arrange this in everv place where a rural bench 
may be established. 

14. In the Bhaugulpore Division no benches bad begun to work. The 
Commissioner of the Orissa Division thinks them unsuited to his division, 
owing to its backward state ; and in Coooh Behar and Ghota Nagpore the same 
objections are raised. 

16. The press of work and necessity for speedy procedure which may 
result from the impending scarcity make it desiraole to extend as much as 
possible the power of summary and prompt trial. The Lieutenant-Governor 
will therefore be glad to receive and consider applications from Commissioners 
to confer summary powers on those Magistrates who are deemed thoroughly 
competent to exercise them.

Weather cold and clear. Tho Into rice crop reaped ana nearly g;athered. Recent 
enquiries in the interior show tlint the outturn would be between six and a hall 
and set on annas for the whole district. There is great improyement in the look 
of tho cold weather cro})s. Owing to increased exportation tho price of rice 
is daily rising. Fever same os before. 

Weather clear and cold. Nothing new to note about tbo crops since lost report. 

Dry and clear wentber. Rice harvest homo; average total jield of the entire 
district about eight annas. 10,1251 maiinds exported by rail to Patna and Bhan* 
gulporo Divisions during tho week ending 27th December last. Prices show r. 
slightly rising tendency. 

Weather fair ; wind constantly changing. No change of importance ; the onttnir 
of the late rice is on the whole closely corresponding with the amount estimated, 
though in some places rather better, in others rather w'orse. The largo quantity 
of paddy forced into the market to pay rent has induced a decided fall ol 
])rices, and at all the large marts tho price is now Hs. 2 per maund of cleaned 
rice. Cold weather crops certainly not worse than expected. 

Clear thronghout ; wind from north and north-east. Reaping of rice is nearly over. 
Potato and other cold weather ito})8 promising. 

Weather continnes fair and colder than before. The Into rico crop has been nearly 
all reaped. The rebulls may be taken to be as follows : In thannahs Oolooberiah 
and Shamporc twelve annas, in Hugnan ten annas, in Ampta and Doomjoor eight 
annas, and in Jugutbiillubport; and Khanncool four annas. Boro rico has been sown 
over a much larger area than URual, and is doing well so fur as it has gone. 
Exportation of rice from the district going on as before, i.c., the rice is exported 
almost as soon as it is cut. 


Clear and cold. There has been no change since Inst report. The harvest of the 
late rico crop has not been completed. Cold weather crops sown in patches doing 
fairly well, but tbi-v require raiti. Fever of the ordinary kind prevails in Barracks 
pore and still eontinuos in Bnseerhut. It has been abating in Barreepore and 
Buraset. One deutli from cholera reported at Dum-dum. 

The weather was cloudy on the 28th and 29th December last. Rain fell at Kooshtcc 
on the former day and a few drops rlsewherc; the rest of the week was finOc 
Except as regards the sudder 8ub*iiivision. prospects have not altered. In the 
sudder sub-division it appears that the outturn of the late rice crop is consider- 
ably less than four annas ns previously estimated, and that excepting arhar (pulse] 
and tecl (oil -seed), the cold weather crops will nut yield an outturn of more than 
two annus. 

Clear and cold for tho mdst part, with heavy fogs night and morning. A shower 
fell on the night of the 28th Dcforabcr last in all the sub-divisions. The paddy 
crop is nearly all harvested ami t.ho outturn is, us previously reported, at least 
an eight-anna one on the average;. The prospect of the winter crops are not 
worse than before. 'I'be rain of the 28tli Deoepiber last lias done them some 
slight good. There is a good deal of exportation going on from the varioas 
marls. There is no rise in the price of rice worth mentioning. 

Weather bright and cool. There was a drizzle at Rampore Haut, Jungiporp, 
Burwa, and Gowns on tho 27th and 28th December last. The late rice harvest 
has been completed. The average outturn for the whole district is six annas; 
the yield for tho northern thannahs having to some extent compensated for the 
great luilnro in tho west* Cold weather crops are much in want of rain ; the 
drizzle of the 27th and 28th December having been scarcely sutbeient to lay the 
dust. Prices show a decided rise during the week. Small -pox prevalent ic 
parts. • 

jciouds and sliowers for a cohplo of days; the weather hassinca cleared np ; raic 
heavier in other parts of tho district than at head -quarters. Paddy nearly al' 
cut; tbo rain has done good to the cold weather crops, which have germinated 
Tlic sowing of boro paddy begun.

Had the fall * 
been heavier the prospect of a good crop of wheat, barley, peas, &c., would have 
been safe ; as it is. these crop^ro still looking very well in many places and promise 
an average yield. The kalaupulse) and m^ltard have been better than was 
expected and promise a fair yield. Boro addy is being transplanted ; the area 
under cultivation this year is cunsidcrabty l^frger than usual. Prices stationary. 

jThere was again slight min in parts of the dis^>, on the 28ih December last, nol 
sufficient to be of any good. The weather has been colj and the dew heavy. 
There is no change in the prospects of the cold weather crops. Kalai and moong 
(pulses), sugarcane and tecl (oil seed) (early crops) are being reaped, and have given 
a very fair outturn. Boro paddy cultivation continues to be carried on, and the 
prospects are good at present. Prices of rice have not varied much generally. 
In Godagarco and Pooteah a rise is reported to the extent of 2 seers and in 
Manda of 1 seer per rupee. Cholera is abating, except in Boraigong ^narttr 
where there are still many cases. 

Rain on the 28th December last at Gychandn ; the fall was ^71 ; elsewhere to the 
west, north, and north-east the full was heavier, and in some places there was hail. 
The rain has done good to wheat, tobacco, and other crops* There is a large 
crop of mustard and potatoes. Uice is dearer — from Rs. 3-6 to Rs. 6 per maund. 
In the north of the district, wliere there has been the best crop, the price is rising 
owing to exportation to Dinageporc and Purncab. 

jRaiif fell on the night of the 27th December last, and on the morning of the 28tb g 
afterwards 8ne and no signs of rain. The recent fall of rain, though too late to 
do good to the rice, was decidedly benefieiak for the cold weather crops, and has 
encouraged the people with respect to them. Cutting of the paddy nearly 
fluished. Expected average yield of sugarcane fourteen annas. 

Very cold; sky was cloudy and it rained slightly on the 27th December last. Har* 
vesting of the (Boron amun) late paddy has nearly been finished. The people . 
are now collecting mashkalai (pulse). Tecl (oil-sccd) crop has been cut. The 
prospect of other cold weather crops, such as wheat, barley, linseed, gram, and 
mooshureo (pulse) is unfavorable, owing to the long and continued drought* The 
slight shower of rain which fell during the week has done no good to thenw 
The ryots have finished sowing checna (millet) and are sowing boro paddy hi 
the low chur lands. The checna plants still present a tolerably healthy appearance, 
hnt if it does not rain soon this crop will not do well. 

|a sprinkling of hail, raiq, and snow ; alternate fog and sunshine with strong winc^ 
occasionally In the sudder station. In the Terai there has been slight rain, which 
will do no good to the very young crops. The rice crops have been gathered in 
to the extent of about three -fourths. Prices of most of the grains have faUen 
during the week. The young crops promise well if no more rain falls et this 


Sligjit ahowers in the early part of the week. Hail fell at Doobjhora in the ' 
Dooara ; the weather has been colder since tho rain, but on the 2nd January 
clouds came up and it is warmer and looks like more rain. Rain fell at Bodtt 
on the 28th and 29th December *56, attended with hall in places, which is said to 
have somewhat damaged standing paddy, tobacco, and mustard. Rain will have had 
beneficial effect in the south of the district. The hail is said to have done soma 
damage to the paddy in the Dooars. Geucrully there is little change. Prices 
are tn most places beginning to rise owing to exports. The general feeling in 
the district now is that tho extent to which exportatfon has gone on, and is 
going on, may lead to distress> but this feeling in no way cheeks export.

Weather cold and cloudy, slight rain fell in places. 

Health Improving. 

No rain since last report, excepting what tho instmment itself could not gauge. 
Nothing to add to the last report, which was a very full one. The weather was 
cloudy and a few drops fell on tho morning of tho Srd instant, but it has again 
cleared up. Winter crops aro of course worse from tho continued drought, and 
the late rice harvest is gathofed in. Rice is very plentiful at Goaluudo. 

Weather cold. The harvest is nearly over. The rice traders at Bnekergunge say 
that the crop is four annas short and the exportation fs as yet not greater than 
in ordinary years. The cold weather crops look pretty well. 

Rain on 29th December last was general throughout the district, but more plentiful] 
in the east than in the west ; tho 30th was cloudy ; the sky since then has been 
clear till the 3rd January, when tho clouds are again beginning to gatlier and there 
seems a chance of more rain. Tho rain has had a good effect both on the crops 
now on tho ground and in facilitating tho preparation of land for the boro poddy. 
The reports from tho interior of the district are generally favorabl^^nd the 
price of food has fallen during tho week." Cholera has nearly disappeared frona« 
Kishengonge^ There is still fever in At tea, but it is not so prevalent as before.

Character of the weather, state and prospects of the crops, and 
state of health at date. 


Little colder than last week. Subsequent toleg^ram reports about 60 inches of rain- 
fall on the 28ih l>ccotnl>er last. Weather stormy. Cold weather crops will 
bciK'dt. Abont throo to four annas of the lato rice crops remain to be cut. 3,000 
mauiids of rico and 5,000 mannds of paddy exported last week. Eico falling in 
pric^ The outturn of zillah Hingajea is reported to be a fair average crop. A 
litileeholcra ond small-pox in Laskarporo, Sankerpasha, Chattack, and Nabogunge. 

Fair weather. Occasional dark clouds gather, hut quickly disperse; no fogs in or 
around the sudder station in the mornings. More than half the paddy has been 
cut, and that which is still standing promises well. The price of common rice 
in thoaudder station ^as been raised by four annas a mauud over that of last 
week. 

Fine and seasonable wcathor. Prospects of crops generally favorable. 

Fair weather. In the southern and eastern parts of the district tho reaping of 
the late rice is far advanced. In the northern side the harvest is more backward. 
The cold weather crops are stated to be doing well Prices at and near the 
sudder station arc much the same as in previous week ; at the outlying markets 
they have slightly fallen. 

Weather very cool and fair. Common rico has fallen to Rli. 2 per maund. In 
Brahmnnhariah, about which the greatest anxiety was felt, it has fallen to 
Its. 1*14 a maund in spite of exportations being still made on a large scale. The 
correctness of the later reports seems to have been verifiod. 

Cold tlironghont the week and foggy in the morning. The gathering of the cotton 
crop has ncarljt finished ; tho prospects of the mustard and other cold weather 
crops are good. 

Bright and cold, with chilly winds from tho north-west. No change to report; 
reaping of the paddy crop on low lauds continues. Prices stationary. 


[Wc.'ither very cold ; a slight rain fell in the Sudder, Barb, and Behar divisions, bnt 
not enough to do much good to tho crops. The state of the crops satisfactory. 
Qoiieral health good. 

Weather cool. A alight rain is reported to have fallen during the week over the . 
whole of the district, but it was too slight to do much good. Towards the northern * 
and the eastern parts of the Aurungabad sub-division it appears to have been a 
little heavier than in other parts. The prospects of the cold weather crops 
continue good, but rain is much wanted. Health of the district good. 

Rain threatened on two or three days of past week, but nothing that could be called a 
shower reported. \o change for the worse in tho cold weather crops reported, 
except that to the south of Khudea they are said to be drying up. The high 
west wind prevuilitiir is likely to injure the pens and rooosoor (pulse) nowin flower. 
(Jhcena (millet) being sown in irrigated lands in Sassceram, 

Very cloudy in the early part of the week, and on the 2iul and 3rd instant light 
clouds and high west winds. In tho Sectamarhee sub-division there was *60 
im*h '8 of rain on tho 27lh Deromber, which is reported to have somewhat bene- 
fited the spring crops. A fI K teeii-anna crop of raliur and koorti (pulses) is expected. 
Sugarcane being cut, is very fair Poppy is backward. The cold weather crops 
all round will liot exceed fix annas, lu parts of tho .lalch timnnah tho ryots ’ 
have eoiniiienced sowing chcenii (millet) and raoong (piilse). In the Durblmngah 
8ub-divi'ion, the raiulnll on the 27th December was 48 inches at hiad-quarters 
Imt not more than -05 in tho* centre tr^.cts. It has caused no material change 
for tho bolter in tho state of tlie crops, which are much as they were Inst week. 
The surface of the soil only is .^nid to have been mohtciicd. In tho Mudhoobani 
sub-divisif n tho prospects of tin* crops continue to l)e very had. The fall of rain, 
•Ot, h.ns been too littto to do any good at all. The Deputy ('olleelor fears tho 
cold weather crops will utterly fail, and that only A little rahiir (pulse) may sniTivo. 
In the llajc.ipore sub-division there was *08 fall of rain on tho 28th December 
lust, which h.»s done pood to tlie cold weather crops, a six -anna crop of which is 
expected. The small vainfnll in the sudder snb-division 1ms been of no use to 
the crops. The cold weiithtT crops arc much stunted : with rain there may be 
a four-aima outturn, otherwiae only two annas. 

Cold and seavoriable, and at times cloudy but no rain ; west wind prevailing. The 
cold weather ci'ips in the irrigated Kinds still coritiiiiio good, bnt on the nnirri- 
gated lands the yield can he but little without iiilequate rain on an early date. * 
Kaliur (pulse) CAcellent; popiy* doing well. Irrigation steadily going on whero 
practicable. No cumplaiat of uctunl scarcity in the bazars, but the imports aro 
dccre:.-ing, and priced have in consequence risen; exports also arc being largely mads 
to Chumparnn and Tirhoot. People are beijig largely employed on relief works. 

Weather cold, west winds and cloudy. On the 27th r)cccmberlnstthcro was a shower 
of r.iiii, but untiirtiinutely too slight to bo of much good; there bus beon no rain • 
since.

The following reports and letters with reference to the Resolution in the Statistical 
Department, dated 25th November last, and connected papers, in which the Lieute- 
nant-Governor had proposed tlijil planters and other employers of labour in Assam 
and Cachar should take labottfisrs from the distressed districts of Bengal on a twelve- 
^mouths’ engagement, Government paying a share of the expense of conveying such 
labourers to the place of their employment : —

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It was proposed that labourers from the distressed districts of Bchar and 
the M'cst should be aided by Government in finding their way to the tea dis- 
' ’tricts of Assam and Cachar, provided the planters were content to take from 
them engagements for one year only, and to employ them on open and healtliy 
gardens wliero men of their class Avould be least likely to suffer. It appeared 
to His Honor that, looking to all the circumstances of -the case, a contract for 
one year would be a fair engagement to make, and ‘that the scheme would 
benefit employers by bringing into the tea districts a large supply of imported 
labour on which, at the close of the year of contract, they would be able in all 
probability to draw freely. 

2. . The replies however which have now been received, make it clear that 
planters are not desirous to avail themselves of the Government offer. The 
objections made to it are that Bchar coolies ordinarily suffer much from sick- 
ness during their first year of contract, and give but little value in return for 
the money spent on their wages, food, and house accommodation. Burther, 
it is urged tliat to import a class who would become free labourers a year after 
their arrival in the province, would excite discontent among those under a 
three years’ engagement. It appears moreover that the range of*prices for 
food-grains in Assam during the present year is likely to be so liigh 
as to necessitate imj)ortation by the planters on account of garden labourers, 
and employers are under these cireumstances unwilling to burden themselves 
with more hands than they actually require. 

3. In the few cases in which offers have been made to engage labourers 
if imported, they are generally hampered with conditions which make it impos- 
sible for Government to entertain them. One gentleman has indeed proposed 
to take a large number of labourers, but the Lieutenant-Govci-nor has grave 
doubts whether his gardens would prove healthy for ntiwly imported Behar 
labourers. A request has also been made that Government would as^ist tho 
grantees of some unhealthy Sunderhun lots to procure labourers, but the 
lioutcnant-Governor can take no stops in this direction. 

4. The district officers generally to some extent endoise tho views put 
forward by the planters whom they have consulted, and deprecate also any 
promiscuous emigration to the tea districts of labourers in search of erapioyinetit 
at the present time, on the ground that food would also eventually have to be 
brought up to feed such labourers. 

5. At the same time it seems to he agreed that any measures taken with 
deliberation and care to open up Assam and.Cachar to free immigrants, would 
have the most beneficial effect upon the prosf)ccts of those tracts hereafter. 

6. Since then neither planters nor officers arc at tlm present moment in 
favour of such a scheme as was proposed, audit would involve considerable risk 
to push such a measure in any hurried manner. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks 
it best to abandon for the present the proposal. As a relief to famine-stricken 
districts, it would be clearly of infinitesimal value. We can take food to the 
people more easily than we could bring the people iiito the way of earning their 
living ; and if we had to import grain to feed them in Assam, this would cost more 
than feeding them in Behar. The Government was only desirous of sci/dng what 
seemed to be, an opportunity of colonising districts where tho population is 
sparse. If the planters do not require Government aid at present, there is no 
need to press tho matter. They will get, and are getting, great abundance of 
labour this year in tho ordinary way. The direct land routes to Assam, which 
are now being opened up, and thq plan of free emigration, will have & much 
bettor chance when the roads are laid out and when food is cheap, and 
emigration takes naturally to the channels prepared for it.

Nil • The days have been cloudless and nights aniisually cold during the week, with only 
moderate dews. The ploughing of lands for boro paddy cultivation is now com. 
pleted. Tlje transplanting of the young plants into moist places, such as partially 
dried up tanks and bods of watcr-courscs, is going on by degrees. The plants 
which were transplanted some little time since arc in some parts withering, and 
in other parts are not yet affected much by the prevailing drought* The later 
cold weather crops, such as wheat, barley, rheena (millet), some of the pnhes and 
linseed, are not dourisiung, being stunted in growth to some eztcfl^ The mash- 
kahii (pulse) crop, which is nearly all carried, has been very successful. Of the 
standing crops, mustard growing on high spots gives the best promise. The 
ganja crop in the north of the district is reported first-rate. Jn no places have 
prices fallen. Rice is dearer than it was last week— in .Mandah by three seers, in 
Tanorc by one seer, and in Nattore by 1^ seera. In Nuggur, north of the district 
near Namgam, a great mart, it sells at 19 seers, and at Ditrgaporc, about the 
Centre of the district, at from 9 to 10 seers. Cholera is subsiding in the parts 
whore most cartea have occurred lately. An outbreak is however reported iu a fresh 
place of the Mandah police station.

A few drops of rain on Monday night. Remainder of tho week fine and cool. 
Little paddy is now standing. Cold weather crops arc reported to bo doing well. 
Cholera still prevalent in many places. 

Woatber cold and fine. The harvest is rapidly progressing, and nothing affecting 
tho ontturn is reported. The slight rain bus beiiefted the winter crops. Com- 
moil rice has fallen in the sudder station. In other parts of tho district prices 
arc stationary. ^ 

Weather cloudy and very cold, with slight rain. The results of the harvest on the 
whole show that the prospects of tho rice crop were under-estimated. The price 
of rico continues to fall in the north of tho district, though this was the place 
whero privation was most apprehended. 

Very cold througbont the whole week ; a slight fall of rain on the 30th December 
1873. Tho cotton has been gathered. The crop is said to have been about an 
cigbt-anna one owing to the early cessation of rain. The pros])cct8 of the mustard 
crop are good. Tho slight fall of rain bus done it ample good. 

i Cold and seasonable weather, occasionally cloudy during the latter part of the 
week ; a slight shower on 29th December 1873. i^addy crop harvested, estimated 
at one -half of the average. Chillies, mustoi'd, Ac., fair. 


A good fall of rain on the night of the llih instant ; if it was general the cold 
w'eatlier crop ought to be quite safe throughout the district. The reports regard- 
ing the crop were quite satisfactory eveu before tho ruin. Health of the district 
good. 

I Very cold. The paddy is being harvested. The prospects of the cold weather 
crops are good. Artificial irrigation is being carried lui w’herever it is practica- 
ble. Tho lands along the hanks of the Soau canal promise a good crop. The 
total area irrigated by canal water is reported to be 24,586 beegabs. 

No rain ; weather bright, west wind, and unusually cold. The frost and west wind 
have slightly damaged the .pea and moosoor (pulse) in Hhubbooa and Huxar. 
In Sasseeram the cokl weather crops will bo ii very full crop on irrigated lands, 
but will fail on sandy soil. Fodder becoming ocaroc in Dunwar Perguuuab. 

[Seasonable cold. Westerly wind prevailing. In Seetumurbi tho woatbor 1ms been 
cold and the prevailing wind westerly. The sub-divisional olfioer states that 
frost has fallen for two nights, which will somewhat harm tho rahur. After the 
rain that fell lust week, ryots in some villages began j)reparing tho grounds to 
sow ohecua (millet) and inoong (piilso), and in othor ])laces eommonced sowing 
rheeim, moong, and kcgvni (millet). In low hinds “ dhale*’ in Shewhur jurisdic- 
tion, ryots are able to sow a little checna, hut not in other parts of tho division. 
In neighbourhood of Madhuaporc koorihi (pulse) has been reaped eight annus 
crops. Hut there is distrosH ill some \illuges, and sixty persons arc reported to 
have emigrated with their families from a ^oorsuiid Rnj village to a village 
further south in the division, and seven persons of Mouza Puna belonging to 
Burabi Malianth on the frontier and utber vilhigu, and eight Assamces of Ooturg, 
Pergunniih Lontuu, fled to Nanpore. 

In Madhubani the dlmii crop has been reaped. Rubbee badly ofl‘ for want of rain ; 
four annus peilmps have been sown. Rahur promises coinpurutivcly well. 

Mozufferpore sub-divihion. — WeatK'^* very cold. The state of the cold weather 
crops continues unaltered. The little rain of last week has not revived agricultural 
work iu this sub-divisiou. Paddy reaping is over. No work for labourers in 
fields. Tho cold weather crop of low lands is getting on pretty well, that 
of high lands is withering for want of ruin. 

|ln the Taj pore suh-division things look more gloomy than ever,* except in the Per- 
gunnah Halugutch, where tho crops still proiiii-so well. The wheat and barley in 
Surressa seem to make no progress except in tho south-w'cst corner of the per- 
gunnah. They cannot last much longer without rain, but ruin now would not 
be an unmixed good, as it would damage tho rahur. No change In tobacco. 

jUntil the 9fh January, weather very cold, with frosts at night. Warmer on the 
9th and 10th ; west "wind prevailing. The cold weather crops in the irrigated lands 
still promise well, but ou unirrigated lands the crop is stunted and thin, and under 
any circniustances can yiqld but little. Mustard, peas, and rahur have been 
• injured by the frost, and high west winds liavo somewhat damaged others crops 
also in parts of the district. Poppy doing well except in Hutwuh Raj, where it 
is reported to l>e dying off. Irrigation steadily going on wliure practicable, but 
many wells and tanks have dried up, and irrigation can no longer bo maintained 
to the same extent. No complaint of actual scarcity in the bazars. Prices of 
best rice, jowar, and gram, have slightly risen. *• Exports to Tirhoot and 
Cbumparun continuing. Numbers on relief works increasing. 

IWcst winds and cloudy. The prospects of the cold weather crops liive not 
•improved; some portion reported to bo drying up in the Bettiah sub-division. 
Government grain arriving. People arc being largely employed on relief works.

— The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 
feet are reduced from those given in column 3 of the table on the previous page 'by adding the 
weight of a column of air of the temperatures given in column 17. ■ For stations above 500 feet 
elevation the reduction is made by Dippe's tables as given in Guyot’s " Meteorological and Physical 
Tables." The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column S of the above table. 

Temperature . — The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preced- 
ing page by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

Wind Resultant . — The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 

Serenity . — This column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky ; a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10, and one completely overcast by 0. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To those may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

Some eighty .npplieutioiis for tuecavee 
advttiiei a have been iiiude. chiefly for works for irrigation. Sir.all'pox has brakoa 
out at Biiihenpurc and Bancooiab. 

Cold and bright. Nothing to note, there being no cold weather crops to apeak of, 
and tlio rice harvest being over. PiXport up eouutry by rail for week ending 
10th instant over 12,000 maueds. Prices stationary. 

Changeable wind and with it the temperature. Colil weather crops tomowbai better 
than was px!*eeted. Prieea, which have declined markedly during the last fort- 
night, beginning to riso again, but market very iiactuuiiug. No indications of 
iui mediate distress. 

Clear throughout ; north-east wind ; heavy deirs. Potato and cold weather eropa 
are better than was expected ; the probable yield will be much below tho averaga

Sliprht rain fell in most parts of the district on tho nii'ht of the llth and on ISth 
Jnnnary, bnt wua insuiRctoiit to have rffi'Ct on the winter crr)ps< The weather 
ia extremely cold, the thenaometer in the c.pcn air at night (lot’i — 16th instant) 
having fallen to one de.'ree nhovt* freezing point. The state of the crops has 
undergone iiitlo or no change since last n^port. They arc still cnpahlo of giving 
a fairorttorn with modernte rain any lime during the next three weeks. Prices 
of rice I'.avc been st-ktioiiii y except in tlie south >wc^iern quarter of the district^ 
where there has been a rise to the extent of four seers, caused probably by largo 
exportatt:ins to other parts of the di^trict and to decreased importations. Cholera 
bus considerably abated. 

M^ornings foegy and cold, days bright, and temperature moderate : bright, cold. Tha 
price ^»f riee varies from Us. .*1 to 4-8 per maurid. Slight distress is reported from 
thannahs (lohlndgunge and Borobari. From most of the thaiinuhs the wheat and 
tohnceo crops are reported as being gcod. The lute fall of rain has done a great 
deal of good. 

Fine and cold weather. Rice is nearly reaped. Sugarcane in Bogra and three other 
thannahs is expected to yield thirteen or fourteen annas. Mulberry in Bogra 
thfliinan is lookin.g good. Mustard in Pauchhelie and Dhunhat but been reaped ; 
eight or nine annas yield reported. 

Kxcessive cold ; on the night of the 12tb instant the sky was cloudy and only a 
few d'ops of rain fell from it ; n chilly wiiiil blew from the north-west direction. 
Harvesting of the Won late paddy hns b<»en iinidu>d. Mashkalai (pulse) and magi 
shorisa (early iiiustJirdf arc being cut and collc*cteil. The pro*luce of the former 
may he estimated at half of an uverage year. The winnowing of the tccl (oil seed) 
crop bus not vet Wn finished. lSug»rcAne, wliieh is well gro-srn this year in tha 
Pidma Ruh-division. is being reaped. The turmeric »ind arhiir (pulse) will also 
give a fiir produce of .an average year. The prospects of the c>tb.T cold weather 
crops, viz. wheat, barley, giam, linseed, mustard, peas, arc not favorable. The 
prospect of tlMi khesiiree (pulse) is fair Tiie sowing of ehcena (millet) has been 
completed. Boro * (pulse) is being transphinted to Hhallow bheels and sowing 
jully paddy U going on in cbnr lands. Kain is urgently required for the im- 
provement of the cold weather crons that are still in the 6 ^Ids, and specially 
for ehcena and jolly paddy. Fever on the decline. Cholera reported in few 
places. \ 

A sprinkling of snf»w and hail and a f^w drops of ruin. Bleak cold weather. Tha 
hjmanti or late rice is still being reaped. The new rice ia being brought into tha 
market. The prices of principal artii-les of food are much the same as last week. 

Fine, cold and seasonable weather. No change. Ruin would bo of advantage to tha 
cold weather crops, such a.s tobucco, mu'<b»ni, iVc., which are however promising 
faiily. Export coutimios briskly and prices rise. 

Rather cold. Reaping paddy in in'arly over. The outturn will probably coma «p 
to tv.'' pn»viou 3 estiinato of a ten anna crop all round. Tobacco and mustard 
the chief cold weather crops, promise well. 


Weather cold; rain of Monday week general; slight good dona by rain, hut mura 
wanted. Prospects fair. 

Ml last Sunday southerly wind prevailed which brought up clouds on Monday, ending 
in n smart but brief shower of rain at half p.ast ten o'clock the same night, when

Weather rery cool. Nearly the whole of the late rice crops hare been reaped. The 
transplantation of the boro rice crop ia ' progressing pretty fairly. The price of 
rice is the same, except in some places where there is a rise. About 4,500 maunds 
of rice and 7,000 maunds of paddy have been ex^torted to Calcutta and other 
places. Fresh cases of cholera at Tujporc. It is' yet prevailing at Chattuck, 
Uingnjea, and Sunkerpassa. A few cases of siuall-pox still at Nabigungo. 

Unusually cold, with foggy mornings. About one nntia of the paddy crop remains 
to be cut. Price of rice has fallen from Us. 2-8 to Us. 2-G per maund* 

Cold and seasonable weather. Paddy nearly all cut. Cold weather crops promiae 
well. Cholera reported from town, Poten, and UangGuIu. 

Very cold. Favorable reports received of the harvest and cold weather crops. The 
price of common rice has fallen gradually throughout the district. This it partly 
due to Chittagong prices having fallen and importation having slackened. 

Weather fine and cold. No rain. The late rice harvest is nearly completed. Pros- 
pects same as Inst week, the emp generally being an eleven-anna one. The 
price of rice remains "nine in the north of the district and in Comillab. Pros- 
pects of the winter crop are good. One case of cholera in the Sudder. Cholera 
also prevails still in Brahmanbariah sub-division. 


Very cold Ihrougbout the whole week, with exceptionally foggy mornings, 
prospects of the mustard crops are good. There a)*e no signs of scarcity.

Tho prospects of the cold Weather crops continue good ; peas and wheal 
arc doing very well. Health of the district good. 

jSlight rain, and in most parts of the district weather clear, bright, and extremely 
cold ; heavy dews at night. The frost has caused some, but uot extensive, damage 
to the pea and rahar and roasoor (pulsc!)) crops ; the exact amount of this is being 
ascertained; otherwise the cold weather crops are promising, and in the Dearah 
and irrigated lands will yield a largo outturn. Canal irrigation still being carried 
on. 

Intensely cold daring the latter part of the week, cloudy on llth and l^th January, 
with slight fall of rain ovot the greater part of the district. In the Sudder, 
Durbhangbn, and Tajpnro sub-divisions tho rahar pulse and tobacco crop 
liave been seriously injured by hoar-frosts. Tiie cold weather crops are dete- 
riorating in the Tujpore and Mudhoobani sub-divisione, are slightly improved in 
Durbhangha and Hnjeeporo sub-divisions, and elsewhere the prospccta are 
unaltered. In isolated localities chcenu (millet) and moong (pulse) are being town. 

Very cold, west wind prevailing. Rain on the 12th instant ; though very slight in 
parts, hns been general throughout the, district. It has partial./ benefited the 
cro])s, but west wind and frost have since done barm. The injury by frost to the 
rahur i ulse and pcaa has been considerable. The kutcha wells which kept thecrope 
alive so long, have now generally dried up, and adequate means of irrigation no 
longer exist. No complaint of actual scarcity in the bazars, expept in thannahe 
Basil ntporc and Bursa, but prices generally rising. Exports to Tirhoot and 
Cburaparun, principally of maize, continuing. Numbera on relief works increasing. 

West winds. The prospects of tho cold weather crops have not changed for the 
better ; the cold nights are acting injuriously on the crop, especially the rahur 
(pulse), in the north portion of the district.

Weather apparently sot fair. Tho cold weather crops have been benefited by the 
rain. The high west winds however injured them to some extent, blight frasU 
occurred during tho week, but havq not done any harm apparently. 

Very cold, with frost north of the Ganges. Cold weather crops still promising.

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ADMISSION OP WATER FROM THE DAMOODAH INTO THE 

EANA NHDDEE. 


No. 292S.R., dated Calcutta, the 27th January 1874. 

From— The Offg. Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Statistical Dept. 

To— The Commissioner of Burdwan. 

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 177, 
at(*d 23rd January 1874, reporting on the completion of the work for letting 
le Damoodah water into the E^na Nuddeo. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has been much interested in reading your 
ocount of the benefit done to the country by tliis u ork, which has been 
iiccessfuUy carried through at a'^comparatively small cost.^ Ihe early^ steps 
ikeu by yourself and Mr. Pcllew to have the work done in time to benefit the 
ountry in the present dry season have conferred a great obligation on 
liat part of the Hooghly district. The Lieutenant-Gov(trnor can quite believe 
liat immense good has been done by a work whiclt caused a river 60 feet wide 
nd 4 feet deep to flow for fifty miles down a dry channel through a thirsty 
ud thickly-peopled tract. An expression of Sir George Campbell’s satisfaction 

ith the energy and skill shown by Mr. Whitfield, the Engineer, will be com- 
lunioated to that officer in the Public Works Department. The question of 
laking the work permanent by putting a masonry sluice into the embankment 
i being considered in the Irrigation Department. 
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3. With rei'erence to paragraph 3, 1 am to obsexve that there does not 
seem to be at present sufficient ^ cvidienoe to warrant a conclusion that the 
dry ini? up of the Kana Nuddee was due to the construction of the East Indian' 
Railway hank across the district.

1 iiAVK the honor to submit, for the information of the Lieutenant-Ghwemor, a brief 
report on tho ojiening of the Kana Nuddee in the district of Hooghly, which work was adopted, 
by trovcniment as a mciisun^' calculated to afford relief to the interior of the district of 
llooghly as soiui as the earliest signs of theiraiumding scarcity began to shew themselves. 

2. The correspondence regarding this work has In^en carried on chiefly in the Public 
Works Dejifutment, Irrigation Departinout, and 1 shall not attempt to enter into an aceount of 
the eiigiucering arraiigenu'nts beyond saying that by throwing a temporary dam across the 
river Diunoodah, it was proposed to jten up the water to a suilieient height, so as to lead it 
into tlu) Kana Nuddee thntugh a cut niiide in the public embankment on the east or left bauk 
of the Damoodali. It Wiis also necessary to dei*}H)u tho old channel of the Kana Nuddee for 
at>out four miles from the point of its junction with tho Damoodah, so as to obtain a sullicieut 
slope for the flow of the water. 

3. The Kana Nuddee, which moans the blind river, is one of tho old channob by which 
the flomls of th<' Damoodah used to {lour themselve^ over the district of Uooghly in oiicient 
times. It had silted up and become kuna, or blind, at its point of departure from the Damoodah 
many years ago, t.e. before the present century. But still from time to time a high flood in 
the Damoodah would find its way into tho old bod of the Kuna Nuddee, and it was always a 
soft place in tho Diunoodah public embaukmeut, which was almost certain to be breached at 
or about this point. It was only after tho embankment ou the right or west bank of tha 
Damoodah was abandoned, and the pressure on the left or east embankment thils rolioviKl, that 
the floods ceased to make a breach from the Damoodah into the Ktuia Nuddee, and it is frenn 
this period (which is since the construction of the East Indian Railway) that the people of 
Hooghly have been deprived of the visitation of tho Diunoodah floods, which, though very 
aiamiing whilst the fiuy of the flood lasted, left many valuable blessings behind them, and 
cleimed and purified and rofroahed the land. 

4. It has long been tho earnest desire of some of tho most intelligent land-owners in the 
Hooghly district to liave the water of tho Damoodah let into tiie Kana Nuddee by a ’ regulat- 
ing sluice, and a very able project had boon din-iscd by Colonel Ilaig for introducing the 
water ly a channel cut from Palla, a convenient point on tho Damoodah, about 14 milra 
above the head of the Kana Nuddee, and this project had been vicwotl favorably by the 
highest authorities, although the first ostimatos of its cost amounted to six lakhs of nipeeii. 

0 . But tiieemcrg.'iieies of the present season , Tendered it niwssary and lulvisahle to have 
recourse to a more sjieody and clu-ap jiroject for filling tlie Kami Nuddee, and now, by the 
mere use of the spado and shovel, and at u cost I believe not exceeding Rs. 12,000, the much 
desired work lias boon carried out, at least for tlie present si^ason, in a nutnnor which has 
al’eady elicited the, admiration and gratitude of tho people wlio dwell on the bonks of the 
Kailii Nuddee and wlthiii reach of tlio use of tlio water. 

<i. 'I’he Kana Nuddee is about 57 miles in Imigth. It first runs towards the south for 
about. 20 miles and then turns round to tlio north .and falls ’into the Hooghly at Nyaseri, nearly 
opposite to and due cast of tho point at which it. debouches from the Damoodah, It is 
easy to imagine the joy and satisfaction of the jKsople in one of the most densely populated 
parts of Hooghly at seeing a river five or six feet in dejith and from 40 to HO foot in Mndtb 
suddenly fiowing tlirougli their villages, esjioei.ally in such a wuison as this, when their water- 
.s'lpply was in the greatest jeojiardy, and they were watching anxiously the few dwindling 
pools of water that used to lie in the old bed of the river. I venture to say that no such 
great and apjm'cialilc benefit has been so suddenly and so clii‘ai>ly oouferrod on such u largo 
number of anxious p(! 0 ]>le during tins present century, and this work alone will suffico to 
' make tho Lieutcu.ant-dovernor's administration memorable in the district of Hooghly. 

7. I’be works wer s leaily on 27th Dcc'iiinber, and the Collector and some other district 
officials w’ero presont, when the waters of thoDamfsiduh wereiidiriittod intethebed of tho Kana 
Nuddee amidst the acdamatii.iif of, the jieojdo who had flocked to tho spot. I am' hoping for 
a further and fuller detailed njioii from the Collector of the bonelits which have been con- 
ferred on the village's through which tho course of the river flows, but in the meantime I 
bavi! ns'cii'.d from Mr. AV bitfield, the Executive Engineer, a report which shews tho progress 
made by the w.der u.4 it found its way gradiuilly down the oM channel, and I beg to submit 
it as shewing bow satisfactory the result of the work has been.

Tho'iiaihoodah wps bunded aoroBS on tbe morning of tho 27th, the surface level of. 
the water being then 68'00. The level of*tho bed of the channel down tho Kana Nuddee 
oommenoes at 64-©0, and has an inclination of 1 foot 6 inches i)cr mile for 4^ miles, the 
len^h of the excavated channel. Below this the inclination of the old bed of the Kana 
Nuddee is about 1 foot 3 inches per mile. ’The length of tho Kana Nuddeo from th^ 
Damoodah to tho Uooghly is 57 milos, and the tide from tho llooghly flows up 17 luile^ 
The witter from the Dam(M>dah commenced flowing down the Kana on the Iflih of December. 
For the first six to eight miles very little interest is taken in tho wat<?r, and, excei)t for di-iiik- 
ing, bathing, &o., no uso^ is made of it ; but beyond that great exeit(jnieiit prevailed, 
the villagers taking the greatest interest in its arrival; they turruMl to watch its progress, 
and, to facilitate its advance, out tho bunds that held it back. On the ovouiiig of the 3rd 
instant the water^. arrived at Kamulporc, Pollaesce, Deoolparali, and tlio adjoining 
groups of villages, distance 12 miles. The water is used for drinking nurposcs, and tlie 
irrigation of potato, sugarcane, and a few other vegetable crojiS. Tue water is lifted 
seven to eight feet. 

“ At Jodubhatty and Kooloot, group of villages, distance 15 miles, the water arrived 
during tho night of the 4th instant. Potato an<l sugareaiio crops are being in-igated. Other 
crops are growing, hut oro not being irrigated. This api)lie8 to all tiio villages along tho river 
bonks, shewing that even where ih<3re is alnnidanco of water only the more valuable crops are 
<x>nsiderod worth tho labour f)f lifting tho water to irrigate them. 

“ At litMlhaiiagore, Molieslipore, <S.c., 1(5 miles dow^n, the water arrived at C a.m. on the 
4th, and is ust^d for domcjstic pur]:)Ose8 and irrigation of jiotato (Toj) 8. Tlio gieater portion of 
theso and adjoining \'illages are uncultivated for want of water, and now that it luis arrived 
they intend, or say they inhmd, to commence further cultivation. At Nundaiihatty, 17 miles 
down, the water arrived on the 5th at (> a.m. Potato, surgarcano, and the more valuable of 
other vegetable crops are being actually irrigated. In tlu' villages of Nundaiibattj", llurris- 
pore, and those adjoining, there "are nc/ tanks, and the people expresB great satisfaction at the 
arrival of the JJamoodah water. 

“ At Sonatikre^e, 18 lailes down, the water arrived on tlie 5th at 12 o’clock. Irrigation 
going on as in the other villages. Tlu^ land hen^ is very litth? (jiJtivated, and the villages over- 
run with jungle. Within tlie last three years tho population has been gn^atly reduced. It is 
asserted that a half has bo(?n earrii^d olf by fever. 

“ At Baloodbund, 21 miles, the water arrivc«id on tlie 5ih at C p.m. Irrigation of potato 
crops going on. 

** At llamoonparah and Jonybarec, 23 mihis down, tho water arrived on the (>th at 

7 A.M. 

‘‘ At Bundipore, 24 miles down, tlio water arrived on tho Gth at 10 a.m. Irrigation of 

K ^tato, p(ja, and vegetable erojis, is actively carriiKl on. Tlie water licre is to lift iibout 5 feet. 

ear tliis and adjoining rillages are large areas unfilled, which have usually ht'^eu used for 
growing cold weather cro])s, but this year it is asserted they have not been bronglit into 
cultivation for want of water, and now it is stated to bo too late. 

“ At l)iiklunkool and 1 liissimpore, 2G miles down, tlio water arrived on the Gth at 5 p.m. 
Here the peo[)le art' enthusiastic about it, ami say that their tanks were iu»ar!y exhausted and 
wouhl have been quite dry in a month. The few tanks they liave arr e.xlromely foul, and 
the clean watir now brouglit to them must Ihj of immense heiiefit. Potatoes, sugarfaiie, and 
|’K 3 as, are being irrigated. * 

‘‘At Kinkurbatty, 27 miles down, the water arrived on the Till, at 5 a.m. lrrigalii)ii is 
actively carried on for jHit ato crops. 

“At Bhola, 28 miles down, the water arrived at 1 i*.m. on the 8tli. Thi> people li t' :ii^' 
loud in their expression of gi'atiludo, and wiy it hius saved tin *ir lives. The potah* -;ind 
sugarcane, whiidi Inul sutfere<l from want of water, are being e\‘igeily irrigated ; and altli.'Ugli 
lati' in tho season, on the arrival of tho water commenced }m*paring the land fi»r planting 
onions and sugarcane, it being to(^late for other crops. The water is t(j lift eight fei t to thnv 
over the land. 

“ At Gopalnagoro, 30 miles d()^vn, the water arrived on the 7th at 7 p.m., and iirtgation 
of potato and sugarcane crops imintidiately eoinmen<*ed. 

“ At Aiumdoporo, 34 miles down, the water has just arrived, wdion inspecting mi tho 
8th at 0 A.M. At this pljioo was a pool of water, the largest near the plai t*, and had been 
ijsed for steeping jute. It was in a filthy condition, but llu^ ]x‘oplo w^ere using it for ilrinking 
and all other purposes. 

“Botwoi'ii Cropalnagore and Anundoporo the hanks are higli, and siri} oci*nT>ied ns vi lingo 
sit.e8, diversifled wdth bamboo clumps, fruit trees, an<l jungle ; the latter predominatiiig. In 
Bomo places mulberry trees are grown. The water having only jm-^t arrived, there has nut 
been time for them to use it for irrigating their crops, which ai’c> growing at stune distancu* 
from the river and are much in need of water. 

liower down the river, at Boneheopota, near the mouth of tlio Ghea, then^ nro larg** 
pools; but no irrigation was obseriod in operation from them. This is abojit the limit of tlio 
tidal range during tho dry weather, and below this }K)mt will not bo much all’ect< d by the 
water from the* Damoodah unless a dam were constructed across the river to head it up. 
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The quantity of water flowing down as far as Gopalnagore, 30 miles, is about 150 eiibic 
’.feet .per second, being equal to about 13millions^of cubic feet a day. It is greatly appreciated 
aiul used for irrigating the more vjiluable descriptions of crops, but not tlio poorer sorts^'-nor 
is it unywhero used for replenishing the empty tanks, nor likely to be so, unless measures 
closely bordering on compulsion be adopted. Air. Monies, Assistant Engineer, and llaboo Gopal 
Chundei' Daw, Supervisor, jxirsonally inspected the river on tho 8th and 9th — ^the former 
from (xopalnagoro downw’^ards, and the lat&r from that place upwards — and have supphed this 
information from their notes made on the spot.” 

8. In confirmation of tlie Executive Enginocris report, I also append copy of an extract 
from tho daily report of the Police, dated 9th Janujiry 1874, w^hich has been forwarded to 
me by tho Collector : — 

“ A report reooive<l from the head-constable of Singoor to-day, dated 8th, to the effect 
that on the 7th tho Kana Nuddee, at village Qopahiagoro, which Vas dry, was sudflenly flooded 
with water in some places. The water was three, and in other parts four and four and a half 
feet, and there was strong current running north. Ho states that this water came from Selimabad, 
wluTe tho new k/ial has been cut lately. He states that tho inhabitants residing in the 
vicinity of this river are overjoyed at this, and are praising and thanking tin* English 
Government for being the moans of bringing water into this river, wliich was perfectly 
<lry. The}' also say that it is a gift from God ; the inhabitants on both sides of this 
river were badly off for wah^r, but now they have full and plenty, and they can irrigate 
their sugarcane and potatoes and other crops under cultivation at present. Tho head-constable 
has ordered the gomastah of the zemindar to have some boats at tlie Gopalnagore ferry to 
cross people, and there is one boat at present for the purpose. Thb report of the head-constable 
above mentioned has been sent to the Joint-Magistrate for information, and a copy of it will 
be forwarded to the District Superintendent wim this daily report.” 

9. The efficient execution of this important work is due to the exertions of Mr. 
Whitfield, tho Executive Engineer in charge of it, and 1 trust that the acknowledgments of 
Government may be conveyed to him in his own Department ; but as tlie work is a relief work 
of the highest use and value in the preseht season, and with reference to the gre>at scarcity of 
water, 1 think that a record of it should bo kept in tho Department of Scarcity and Itelief 
Worl^ in tho Bengal Office.

The weather baa been getting steadily warmer day by day. There has been no rain* 
(lenerally tho cold weather crops are doing well. In the north-east of Singrah, ar.^' 
the south of the Uakteshur be(‘l, they are as fine ns could be wislicd. In the Iwglier 
Ittiuls they have somewhat stiffered. Boro pad«ly is being transplanted- A goo<l 
deal of tluHate rice i.s still uncut in the low hinds. Blonghing for next year’s rice 
Crop is going on in all the beel lands, where tho paddy has been cut and the stubble 
burnt. Trices of rice continue steady, ranging from 13 to 14 seers per rupee. 

Cold in the morning and c/iming, somewhat cold at night and commencing to be 
rather warm in the day-time. The rf>pf)rts of* the sugarcane, pulses, mustard, 
tobacco and whtMit crops arc generally favorable. The price of rice varies from 
Ks. 3-12 to Ks. 4-12 per muund. The people are reported to be suffering from 
scarcity at Kaligunge outpost, Borubari and Uliporc. 

No more rain. The weather is somewhat warmer The late rice has all been 
reaped. About a five-anna outturn has been yielded. Cutting of sugarcane 
in Bograh ami other thanimh.s not yet finished. Kxpected yiehl about 13 annas. 
Mustard ill Mudhupore and other thaiinahs is looking fair. 2*48 ruin fell on the 
night of the 24th instant, which will do considerable good. 

No rain. Very cold, a chilly wdnd blew fnim the north-west. Mnshknlai (pulse) 
is still being collected, and the tcM*! (oilseed) being winnowed. Maghi (early) 
mustard and orohnr (pu1.se) are being cut; the former will give one-fourth the 

•produce of an average year, and the latter will yield a very good produce this 
year. The prospects of the mot ur, khesari, rai-nioosoor ('pulses), and wheat, ami 
barley are not favorable for want of rain. Tlie cheeiia (millet) crop still looks 
w'ell. The people are now sowing jully paddy, hut lieavy rain is wanted for 
tlicir improvement- A full of *55 of rain on 25lh instant since reported. 

Ruin, cold weather, misty through the greater part of the week. The winter crop 
has all been iratliered in, but all not having bi‘en tbrasljed, the exact outturn 
cannot bo arrived at; ten annas in the rupee U still the estimated probable result. 
Prices have ^i^en a little during the week, but there are no signs of distress 
a])purent. 

In* the early part of the w*oek, weather has been nnnsnally cold, even frosty in the 
mornings: the last two days it has been Warmer and cloudy. Cold weather crops 
promise well, K«in would he benefu'-ial for preparation of lands for the early rie.c 
crop. Price of rice has fallen owing to a decrease the demand for exportation. 

Return not received. 


Rain on Sunday, the 25th instant, general in the district; still cloudy, cold and* 
foggy in morning. Prospects greatly improved by the rain botli for presvuit au^ 
future. 

I'riie firslf few days of the week clear, sunshiny and cold weather ; for the last three 
days, mornings very foggy, up to a late hour ; days and nights moderately wiiriii, 
and the wind variable, instead of blowing steadily from the north. Since Friday 
evening the sky has been cloudy with a very sensible increase in the temperature 
of the weather and southerly w’ind, ruin therefore may be hoped for. No change 
whatever in the state and prospi'cU of the w inter crop**, which remain ns lust 
week. The price of course rice at Bhangah, Madureepore and Goalundo remains 
the same ; at riopalgunge it has ri>cn fn»m 17 to 101 si ers on account of exports, 
anti at Furreedpore it lias fallen from 14 to 15^ seers owing chietly to the dispersion 
of the crowd of visitors at the Fair held last week. 

Weather cold- Honvy fogs in the mornings. Crops good. 

I'Fine and eold weather. Tho outturn of the cold weather crops has been fully up 
to expectation. 

Weather very cool. There w’ere two slight showers during tho week at Sylliet. 

A fair inuouiit of rain fell all nhout. KuvnmguiiLr>' on the I3th instant. Ir raim'd 
nearly all the morning, noi heavily, and cleared up in the afternoon and heavy 
rain with thunder ami lightning at night. All cold wi athor ’criJps look well. 
The whole of the late rice crops hav* been reapcil. The late rici* ciop in Soiiaiii- 
giingo r«*ported as half only. The traiispljinling of the boro rice crop lias been 
half completed. About 1-,5(I0 maiinds of rice and G,0(>0 imiumls of paddy have 
been ox]>orted to Cnlcutla and other places table rice sold at 17 seers and 10 
chitlacks, uiid coiiiinon rlee at 21 seers ])er rupee. Rice cheaper at Jvnrrimgungc. 
Cholera still prev^^iling in the neighbourhood of Soimingungc and Jlavignngc. 

A few new cases of small -pox at Goman iglntt. 

Unusually cold with fogs in the morning till eleven A. If. Thunder, wind, and rain on 
Tuesday «*veniiig. The reaping of tlie paddy crop li.-is nearly been finished- The 
actual outturn excced.s original estimate Trice of rice has fallen from Rs. 2*6 
to Us. 2-4 a maund. A fall of Ml of rain on the 25th instant sinee telegraphed.

Cold and cloudy for the last two days. No rain has fallen in any part of the district, 
'file prospects of the cold weather crops continue good. Prices have slightly risen 
at the sudder station and at Wonuda. No distress. Health of the district good. 

The last two dny.s, the wind has changed to east. It‘ is cloudy and threatens min. 
Pea crop in Sasseram being gathertcl. It is reported to ho fair crop. The rest 
of the eold weather crops much as before, but the east wind is liable to blight one 
or two of the crops. 

Weatlier very cold and clear in early part of week; latterly more mild and cloudy. 
In the Seetamarhee siih-division the rahur pulse crop has been daniAgud by frost ; 
in tbe Shenhur and Jalcli lliannahs and at Majorgungc the prospects of the cold 
weather crops are not altered.

III llajeepfwe sub-divi-ion. the cold weather crops still liold out well, and there is 
no apprebeii'-ion of a failure of tbe.se crops. No rain. 

In Tajpore sub-division the Irosts of tbe previous week and of this are reported 
to have “afteeted tbe rahur pulse- and tobacco very capriciously, each crop . 
being in some places much damaged and again close by hardly touched.” Opium 
is said to havo profited by the frosts. Wheat and barley have somewhat suffered, 
and peas in flower have been ndliur nipped. In Mabigach Pergnnuah piospects are 
n"l so good as they were. In the south- west corner of Serissa Pei>.iiriiiuh, pros- 
pttets .are host. In oilier parts of this Pergunnab only a four-anna crop w 
ex]a'Ctod.

1 HAVE the honor to submit the following report on 
Serampore 

1. At a meeting of the Municipal Commissioners on the 
proposition of Baboo Shib Chundra Deb, it was resolved to apply 
introduction of the elective system at Serampore. 

2. After some demi-official correspondonce the Rules for the election of Municip 
Commissioners were published in the Calvuiia Gazette of October 1st. They were laid befo 
the Commissioners at their meeting on the 18th October, and an election sub-eommittr 
consisting of Dr. Greene, Baboo Shib Chundra Drd), and Habbo Koma Nath Gossine, n 
appointed under Rule 6 to assist the sub-divisional officer in carrying out the rules. 

3. Orders were then given for the preparation of lists of all persons who had pa 
their rates for 1872-73. Copies of the whole of these lists were hung up for inspection 
the sub-divisional office and the office of the Muuieipal Commissioners ; and copies of th 
part of the list relating to Ward No. 2 (Rishcrah and MoliC’sh) were hung up at the Mohes 
Municipal outpost, and of that part of the list relating to Ward No. 3 (Kuuagur ai 
Allinagur) were hung up at the Konagur Municipal outpost. 

4. On the Srd November a proclamation in Rengdi was issued, embodying tl 
substance of the rules. The Bengali translation was made by Baboo Shib Chundra De 
At first 50 copies were issuid. It was ported at all the public offices, police stations, tl 
public library, railway stations, post offices, and in j[^ll the principal streets and tl 
corners of the lanes. Subsequently 50 copies more were ordered and distributed in lil 
manner. Copies were sent by post to some of the more influential natives, and a copy w 
given to each of the collecting sarkars, who were directed to explain it when on their round 
and to specially direct the attention of the more educated natives to it. Twenty-five copi 
were printed in English and sent to the European and East Indian residents. Finally on ti 
29th and 30th November a proclamation was made by beat of drum that all nominatio 

, must be given in by December Ist (November 30th being Sunday).

The total number of nominations for 15 vacancies was therefore 31, but by refusals 
and disqualifications it was reduced to 25. 

6. A list of the candidates was then stuck up at the sub-divisional and Municipal 
offices, and at the railway stations^iid the various police outposts, and a proclamation was 
made by beat of dium that any person having any objection to prefer to any candidate must 
lodge it on or before the Gth December. No formal objection was made ; I got a few letters, 
some signed, but most of them anonymous, alleging various objections, but none of them 
of a nature which entitled me to take any notice of them. 

7. On the 11th December a notification was issued giving the names of aB the 
candidates whose names had been approved, and the polling places selected. They v ere: a 
tent at the Tantipara police outpost, a tent pitched on the river bank, and Bishop Wilson's 
Mission School at Chattra for the first ward ; Mohesh School and subsequently, at the request 
of the inhabitants, Risherah School for the second ward ; and the school at Konagur for the 
third. lOO copies of this notification were issued in Bengali, and 50 in English, and they 
were posted as before at all public places and in almost every street. 

8. This notification gave the date of the election as the 21st December, Sunday, which 
had been unanimously fixed upon by the Sub-Committee as being the only day before the 
25th on which the educated population of Serampore were likely to be at home. In conse- 
quence, however, of a protest from Dr. Smith, the Lieutenaut-Governor was communicated 
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with, and I at first received orders that the election should he held on two days, viz., Saturday 
' the'20th for ^he cotwenience of Native Christians, and Sunday the 21st for other people, 
the election rules being altered aceordingly. I however got a second order to hodd the 
elections on the 27 th, and an alteration in the rules to that efiect was published in the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 17th December. I very much regret this change in the day, because 
I had to have three difierent days notified by beat of drum, and such changes are not 
favourable to the success of a novel undertaki^. 

9. From the 11th to the 27th the election was proclaimed by beat of drum almost 
every day, and when the last change of day took place another printed notification was issued. 

10. I bad registers made allowing a space of four pages 'and three columns each io 
' each candidate, making about 250 votes for each. 

11. I proposed to allot one Municipal Commissioner to each polling'piace j but as Baboo 
Thakurdass (Jossine was suflering from diabetes, Father Cavalieri begged to be excused 
on account of his priestly duties, and Dr. Smith had an engagement in Calcutta, there 
was no one to take charge of the Mohesh School, but Baboo Shib Chundra Deb very 
kindly made his grandson, Baboo Aubinash Ghose, take charge of it. For the rest. Baboo 
Shumboo Chundra Chatteijee took charge at Chattra, Dr. Greene at Nishan Gh&t, Baboo 
Shib Chundra Deb at Tantiparra, Baboo llomanath Gossine at Risherah, and Baboo Gopal 
Chundra Lahuri at Konagur. To these gentlemen thanks for the trouble they took are 
due, especially to Baboo Shib Chundra Deb, who assisted me in translating and in getting 
the notifications printed, and Baboo Shumboo Chundra Chatterjee, who took charge of the 
Chattra polling-place though he was at the time in ill-health.

The total number of votes recorded was 1 ,808, reduced on a scrutiny made to-day 
(December 30tb) to 1,793, so that almost one-third of the electors voted. Amongst the Euro- 
peans and East Indians there were only four or five votes, amongst the Native Christians 
only 12, so it was hardly worth while postponing the election on their account. The 
Mahomedaus within the Municipality arc all of them very poor men, and inhabit only 
one of the outlying quarters of Scramporc ; it was not to be expected that they should have 
a candidate of their own or that they should come in' any force to the poll.

14. 1 think on tlio whole this result is deeidedly satisfactory. All the old Comrnis- 
doners have been rc-clccted with two exceptions, — Dr. Smith, who appeared 10th in the list for 
iis ward, and Father Cavalieri, who did not offer himself for election, and who had* sent in 
lis resignation some months ago. **** 

the other hand, some of the new Commissioners, such as Kadar Nath Chatterjee, the Sub- 
assistant Surgeon, Mr. Gantzer, Baboo llam Chuiidra Ganguly, and Baboo Gopal Chundra 
Daw, are decided acquisitions. 

15. I think it a pity that the Lieutenant-Governor decided to jidhere strictly to the 
rule that the candidates must be actual rate-payers. I think it would have been sufficient 
f they had been shown to contribute to the rates in any way, even though their names 
were not in the register. Under the Hindoo joint-family system, the actual rate-payer 
s sometimes dead^ sometimes an old man, sometimes an elder brother who has none 
Df the education or the business qualities of his younger brother, and sometimes a woman. 
Under this ruling, two, if not more, of the best candidates were excluded, — Baboo Khettra 
Mohun Mookerjee of Itisherah, a pleader of the High Court, and Baboo Troy Ickho Nath 
Mittra of Konagur, also a pleader and professor of law in the Ilooghly (College. The 
"athcr of the latter died on tlic 2()th December ; but as his name had not up to that 
dme been notified in the list of candidates 1 thought it too late to insert it. 1 hope be may 
some in ^lext year. 

16. As a means of identifying'Jthe votes, 1 liad all the collecting sarkars present at 
ihe following places to which their division appertained. They were very well able to 
dentify everybody, and there was no confusion, except at one time during a great crush at 
S^ishan Ghat. 

^ 17. The system prescribed in the rules of making every voter inscribe the name of 
:he candidate for whom he voted against his name in the list of electors, was tried at all the 
rolling places j but in most of tbern, when votes began to come in large numbers, it had to be 
jiven up as impracticable; it sometimes look as much as five minutes to find out the name of 
i single voter. However, the residence of each voter was entt^red in the register which 1 
had drawn out, and the collecting sarkar certified to the voters being actual rate-payers. 

18. I spent the day myself in going round to the different poU^ng places, besides 
risiting each place in the morning to see that all was ready. During tire time that the voting 

going on I visited Chattra twice, Nishan Ghat, Santiparra, Mohesh, and liisherah three 
dines, and Konagur twice. I satisfied myself that everything was being done rightly and 
fairly, and I had no complaints made to me 

19. Since the election is over, I have had two or three anonymous petitions concerning 
the way in which it was conducted, especially at Konagur; but as I w'as present to hear 
any complaint I see no reason to pay attention to them now when nothing was said 
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to me at the time. Of course it is very likely that a great many people went .to the 
poll without any very clear idea of what they were about, and also that many of 
thdm were^ subjected to wrong influences/ I have heard that one of the candidates . 
(unsuccessful however) promised those who voted for him to get their house tax remitted, 
and that another practised treating on a small scale. What 1 have heard is doubtless 
exaggeiated, but it is inseparable from electioneering in all countries, and I am inclined 
to think that here, where the novelty is so great, it is rather a healthy sign, as showing 
that the election is not, as was to be feared, regarded with universal apathy. 

20. I had written a letter to the candidates requesting them to whip up their voters 
and not to allow the election to be a sham. This letter I understand has been the subject 
of unfavourable comments in a native newspaper, the Suptahik Sumachar. But whatever the 
editor of that paper may have thought, he appears to have acted upon tiiy letter to the full, 
and in consequence to have placed himself at the head of the poll in his own ward (Konagur), 
the one in which party-feeling ran highest. 

21. When the election rules were first sent to me for my opinion, I said that I did not 
think that women should be allowed to vote, and the recent election has confirmed my opinion. 
In the present- state of society in this country a woman can but be the tool of others ; no 
educated or respectable woman could possibly come and vote, and the only ones who can do so are 
poor starving widows and prostitutes. As a matter of fact 1 1 2 women recorded their votes ; — I 
cannot suppose that they had any idea what they were doing. They had heard the polling 
proclaimed by beat of drum, and some of them thought it their duty to attend, whilst 
others were dragged to the poll by over-zealous canvassers. The votes of half the male 
rate-payers arc a mockery, hut it is necessary to take them in order to educate them into 
appreciating representative Government ; but the general standard of education amongst 
women must be very much raised before they will be able to understand anything of 
the kind. 

22. I think that it would have been better if* Scrampore bad been divided into three 
wards with three vacancies in each. Nine is a very large number for one ward, and as it is, 
one important quarter, Chattra, is complaining that it is only represented by a boy of 
whom nothing is known. It is true that for this the Chattra people have themselves to 
hlamc, for, besides my various proclamations and drum-beatings, I made the elections a 
constant subject of conversation with natives both in cuteherrv and out of it. But such a 
thing would not have occurred if Chattra had been a ward by itself. 

28. Baboo Sliib Chundra Deb proposes that next year wc should have a limited 
instead of universal suffrage amongst rate-payers, that is, that voters should be only 
those Who pay over a certain fixed sum. I think tlmt we might have begun in this way, 
but it is too late to go back to it ; and though it may be dishcarteniug to find a good man 
turned out by an active canvasser bringing up a lot of ignorant coolies, yet if the poorer 
classes have any opinion of their own, it is of the utmost iniportau(*e that they should be 
represented, for it is upon them that the municipal taxes fall heaviest. 

24. It may be a question whether those gentlemen who are to retire next year 
should be selected by lot or whether those lowest on this yearns poll should go out. I 
think, however, that the rule had better stand as it is. 

25. Though the election has been a success this year, I am convinced that it will be 
much more of a success next year, when there will only be one-third the number of vacancies, 
and the common people, who this year were somewhat puzzled, will understand the meaning 
better. 

26. I may add that, though most of the voters were of the poorer classes, yet there 
were a large number of votes from clerks or people of that status. The very rich natives 
did not vote at all. Indeed, three of the wealthiest zemindars have refused to be put in 
nomination, one of them alleging that the poor people who blessed him now for his charity 
would curse him every day as the author of their taxes.

r82 Weather foprpy and cloudy ; rain on three days, and again cloudy. The cold weather 
cropg eontinuo to look well; the ruin of the 25th .January bus been most hem-fi- 
cial to them. The outturn of kalui, pulse and milliard lias been a very avt.ragc 
one. Cases of distress owing to seare-ity reported from thaiinali KhurbaL. Srimil- 
pox reported from Kiiurbuh and (iazole. 

•30 Ihe rain of the 25th January was general and in some plaees very heayy. There 
liuve been several foggy morning*', elondy on the 3()t)i and 31st idem. On the 
night of the 24th rain fell in ihannahs Chnrghat, Manda. and Tooteah, and in 
outpost Wnliah in station Helinariah ; ruin coinineiieed on the night of the 24th 
and contWiiicd till 12 oVloek the following day. It is rnleulated to have done 
much good to the cold weather crops, and a good deal faeilituted the preparation 
of paddy lands for ne^t year’s sowings. Crops of all kinds have greatiy benefited 
by the rain; a further fall would ensure at li-ast a good average return. Hail 
fell in twenty -five or thirty villages north of Nattore, and did a good deal of 
injury to the eoM weather ctop.H. iloro paddy is locking well generally, but in 
Tan iiore the frost has done this crop sotne'hiTm. Mang-oc trees are beginn’ng 
to blossom; the foggy mornings are injurious to the blossom, and if they eiuitinue 
will, it is feared, seriously affect the crop. This will be an evil of no small measure, 
ns from experience the Collector says that, in the year of il's.tress in iSfiO, a flogr 
made from the kernels of th^ mangoe stone was la»*gelj consumed by the poorer 
classes. This crop was a very hi^avy one in that year. Public health good; 
isolated cases of cholera and two or three cases of binult.pox. 

3*80 Mornings foggy and cold, weatlier rather warm in the day time. A good fall of rain 
on the night of the 25th January. Sowings of aiis or early rice are, going on. 
The prospects of other crop3,are generally favorable* The price of cominon rico 
is its. 4-8 per mannd. 

2‘49 Weather elondy and cold. Sugarcane and mustard are being cut ; the yield may 
l>e thirteen annas. Motor, miissoor and khessari pulses are looking fair; they are 
much beneilted by the recent ruins. Chcctia and kaon-millcts and khiraehi are 
also doing well. 

0*55 Very cold, though not throughout the week ; on the night of the 2 tth January the 
sky was cloudy. There was a high wind with litile showers of rain which 
extended up to 10 am. the following day. The jxople are now winnowing 
fiiaskalai and arahur pulses, and mngi sharisa (mustnrdl. The prospects of motor, 
khessnri and mussoori pulses, and wheat, ha^lc^, gram and cheena millet, have 
been ini])rovod by tin- rain. On the 25th January luc ruin, though not heavy, luts 
still done great good to the jiilly and boro paddy which the ryots have com- 
menced to .sow and transplant. It will moreover assist the cultivators a great 
deal in preparing their lands for paddy. 

Nil \ smart, shower of rain fell throughout the district on (he 25th .Taniiary. Weather 
at su'hb r station misty and threatening rain or snow. ’I hu same us last week. 
Rice crop gathered in but not yet thrashed, so the exact outturn cutinol now be 
given. Prices the same. No signs of distress apparent. 

1-03 On the 26t band 27 th January rain was general throughout the district; since 
then tho weather 1ms been cloudy and apparei tly more rain expected ; the la*»t 
2 or 3 days have been warmer. Tl»e r.iiii has ib much good in every w.iy ; the 
cold weather crops have benefited by it and it has sof.cucd ihe land, and ploughing 
for the oitrly rice is now busily going on. Fr<im latest intormatioii the prospeetj? 
at Boda arc on the whole belter than was at first anlicip iied. In mauy p irts 
the deep lambs have yielded a better crop than usaal, while in some a fine crop has 
been got off lands which are usually too marshy to y iidd mucli. This hfis helped 
in II degree ti> counterbalance the failure on higher lands. It does not. however, 
alter the necessity for the steps suggested to gi\e relief in th( par:s where the 
failure of cr(»p has Ihvii most severely felt. Tlie rain has been most beneficial in 
enabling lands baked bard by long drought to bo ploughed. Priee of rice luii 
fallen generally throughout the district. 

Nil Cold as usual. Re.aping of paddy is nearly over ; the outturn will prohah\v come 
up to the previous estimate of a ten-anna crop all round Tobacco and m^^t^'•d 
seed, the chief cold weather crops, promi-e well. A rainfall of 1 10 inehes on f ise 
25111 and 2(ilh Jamiarv, and of prarly half an inch on the 1st and 2nd instant, 
giucc reported, which will be beueiicul. 


Regular weather and crop report not ree»'ived. Spoeial telegrams of the Ist and 
2nd February report steady rainb.ll of (55 and 'U ropectivedy. 

Early on Sunday, the 25th January, a very slight norih-wrater broke over this phice 
flitCIldctl b'tll ft slight dri/.zk’, which inenasrd us tho d.iy' .adwniced. lnr«) rain, and 
contitiued till nearly sunset ; the four following mornings were very f'^ggy, tho 
mist not clearing up till n late hour every d ly ; the days and nights were however 
b.M,;ht and clear. On Thursday moderate soutlivly winds prev-iiling brought up 
s- ,.?1 and chaids coveiiiig the entire sky and ending in rain. On Friilay afteriUMin 
and night the weather contineing cbuuly till tin* afternoon ot Saturdav. On the 
fii .c oceasiou 0 70 inches of rain fell, and on tho second only O il. The above 
rain was not heavy, bub a.s it was steatly, unaccompanied by strong wind, the 
whole of it has soaked into tho soil to a ilepth ot 7 to i) inches, and fullowiug

In thcTajpore suh-divisir u the weather wuis warmer, do frost ; there was a very heavy 
fog one morning. No change to record as ti'gnrds Surressah Pergunnah. The 
ryots arc anxiously expecting rain for cheena (millet) and moong (pulse) sowings. 
The crops in Halugutch Pergunnah arc sufiering from want of rain, and without 
it more than a twolvc-annu crop is not rxjiectc'tl, if iiS luueh. The lute frosts killed 
off ' the cheena (millet) whieh was sown in this psrguunfih on the Boothni and 
alwa lauds where cleared, not however u large area.

Mild during the whole woc|^ with fleecy clouds indicating rain. ivRin m Tanoiis 
parts of thn district suflicicnt to start the ploughing for the Hysack (April) 
sowings. The cold weather crop is progressing fairly, but has been affected t<» a 
certain extent by tlie frost. No fear of great distress anywhere except in those 
pcrgiiiinahs whicii abut on Palamow and Oya. K\^n ^lon, unless the inohuwa 
crop Is a bad crop, there will he no greater pressure than emigration, and the 
works to bo undertaken will relieve* Clouds arc threatening at the time of the 
report. 

The rainfall does not appear to have been general over the distriet. but more rain 
threatening. The cold wcatlier crops of the sub-division have much benefited 
by >1' with the exception of inoosoor pulse, and it has enabled the ryots to com* 
iiioueo the ploughing and preparing of lands for the iioxt crop. The reports from 
Palamow show that the ruin Ims done much good to the cold weather crops, and 
that ploughing is going on there. A few cases of smnll-pox in different parts of 
the district. 

Weather settled, clear, and bright. Days getting warm, but nights still cold* 
Distriet .Superintondent in Dhulbhoom. No reports lately received from him, 
hut works in progrc.ss. The Deputy Comniissioner in the Colehan. Nothing 
partieiilar to report. The people ut work on most of the reservoirs proposed to bo 
cotistructcd as relief works. 

IT nsensonnhly warm; heavy rain fell on Sunday, the 25th January, and slight shower 
in the afternoon of the 30th id^.m ; clouds are hanging over head as if more 
were coining. The min has done a great deal of good to the barley, wheat, and 
gram, u^iieh are in the ground. The ])rire of lice is about sTationury since last 
week. Exportation still going on* IMonghing of land for the next crop has 
commenced everywhere since tho ruin of the 26th. 


Unusually high winds during the first part of the week. Mornings ns a rule foggy.

At Shilloug common rice sold 
last market day at 10 seers per rupee and at Cbcrra 14 seers. 

A 
sharp thunder-storm on the 25th Janiiiiry at 5 A.M. ; heavy rain afterwards, which 
seemed to be general ; I inch of rain fell from 25th to 4 A.1C. of the 26 tb idem, and 
the weather cleared up.

jCold and* cloudy. East and west winds. The late rain, which has been general 
throughout ibo district, has been of immense benefit to the cropf on tho^nimd, 
and there, is now a possibility of an eight annas outturn all round. Qnim, wheat, 
barley, indigo, and poppy (which last is flowering), have especially benefited. 528 
more boegahs of poppy lands in Sewiin have been given up to the ryots for the 
purpose of sowing food -grains after the poppy bos failed therein. Fields will 
now be fast ploughed for cbeena (millet). IViccs, which slightly fell on the 
3rd, 4tb, and 6th February, liavc again risen to what they were before the rain. 

IWcatlier cold. West winds. Rain fell on the night of the Slst January, and on the 
1st, 2nd, and 6th February. It has done much good, having been, as far as is at 
present known, very general throughout the district. That portion of the cold 
weather crop that survived the drought has been much benefited. A six-anu'^ 
crop will now, it is hoped, be gathered, where a two-anna would scarcely have 
been expected. This timely fall of rain has also enabled the ryots to sow 
** cbeena*' (millet), early paddy, “ moong" (pulse), “ samah,*’ and other spring crops. 

jRaiu on the night of the Ist and on the 5th and morning of the 6th February; 
ft plentiful fall, but so recent that no definite news of its etrects have conic to 
hand as yet. It will enable an intermediate crop, “ bysackhi” janera (millet), 
to be sown on the high lands. 

Bain throughout the district ; most beneficial to all cold weather crops, which are 
now most promising. General health usually good. 

Stormy weather. The late rain has brought forward the gram and pulses and 
been of benefit to .the wheat.* In the north the rainfall has been, it is conjectured, 
mqfc abundant than at the Sudder station. The recent sowings of kuwni and 
eliot®tia millets will now do well, and the ploughings for spring sowings are. 
everywhere being pushed forward. 

Rainy four days during the week, and cloudy and cold the rest. Altogether very 
unusual weather for the time of the year. The rain, which has been general 
throughout the district, has much improved the prospects in every way. Crops 
on the ground wdll be much benefited. Ploughing for the bbadoi or early crops is 
active everywhere. Sugarcane can also be planted out. From Dcoghur sub-division, 
it is reported that the outturn of wheat, barley, and gram will bo doubled. All 
fear of a water famine is over. Grazing for cattle will also l>c greatly improved. 
Similar good reports came from Godda and Kajmehal. At the latter place it is 
reported indeed that frost has done some injury to crops, especially indigo, but it 
is hoped this is only partial. Tlie only serious exception t» the geuerally good 
accounts is in the south-west of the Sudder sub-division, where a serious fall of 
hail is reported, which has done a great deal of damage to trees and crops.

|Gool and cloudy ; there was a little rainfall on the 25tb January and more expected. 
The rain which has fallen will injure the mango crop seriously, but ia not likely 
to cause harm to any other crops. Nearly the whole of the late rice crop has 
been reaped with a very fair oultuni. Berhi and kooltbi pulses have been gathered 
to nearly tlirec.fourths extent with a gewd outturn, Moong-puUe plants are 
very well advanced. The results and prnspccts of the cold weather c! ops on the 
Whole fair. Nearly three -fourths of the d nlua crop has been sown^ and the Feed 
germinated well. Nearly the whole of the sugarcane crop has been gathered 
with a good outturn. Cotton seed already sown is germinating. Mango is in 
blossom, but is expected do be poor on account of the rain. Purchases .of rice 
arc being still made though on a small scale and prices arc stationary. 

IVcry jainy. Rainfall at Bhadrack 2*97. The r.iin will be injurious to manzo 
blossom, but otherwise will be very bciielicial to the lUsttict in every respect* The 
sugarcane crop is likely to turn out very well. Public health good.

I HAVR the honor to ncknowli-d<re the receipt of )’our letter No. 2014, doted ^ the Srd 
instant, and in reply to slate that some time ago I ordered the officers of my zemindary to 
inspect tho crops of the ryots and to remit tlieir rent in proportion to the loss sustains by 
them ; and from the mu »h estimate received from the mofussil it appears that the renViission of 
rent 'will amount to somewhat above Us. 40, 000. The collection of the major portion of the 
balance, 1 am afraid, I will have to suspend for a considerable period. I may mention here 
that 1 have paid about two-thirds of tiic present k/st of the (io^’e^nment revenn^Af Perguil- 
nah Kootuhporo Iroin my own pocket, la addition to the remission of rent ab«'ye adverted to, 
I have issued instructions fur making advances, partly in money and pnrtj,y i/i grain, to those 
cultivators who may stand in need of sueli help, in order to enable them fiii carry on cultivation 
in the next season. The .above, I trust, will show that I am endeavouring to do what I can 
for the relief of my tenantry. Ido not therefore feel the necessity <f availing myself of 
the kind oiler, made in vour letter under atikno\v]i d>:ment, for advances on the terms proposed 
by His E.vcellency' the Viceroy I'or the purpose of assisting the ryots of my estates. 


MORTALITY IN JAILS DURING 1873. 


No. 642, dated Calcutta, the 14tli February 1874. 

From — Rivers Thompson, Esq , Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 

To — The Inspcctor-Gciicral of Jails. •< 

I AM directed to acknowle(la:e the receipt of your letter No. 884, dated the 
6th instant, submitting Avitli your remarks a statement showing the mortality 
that has occurred in the several jails under your control during the year 1873. 

2. In reply I am to thank you for your early report on the subject, and 
to say that the Lientonant-Governot is extremely glad to see the reduced 
mortality that has taken place during the year in question as compared with 

previous year, and trusts by vigilant care that it may bo yet further reduced. 
Unfortunately we are still liable to have the average mortality increased by tlie 
Outburst of fatal epidemics. That of cholera at Hhauguliiore was most sad and 
unfortnnate, and resulted in a large number of deaths. The mortality in the 
small jail at Singbhoom seems to have been duo to a similar cause. The mor- 
tality at Gya may to some extent bo due to a bad jail. A new jail on a new site 
has already beim ordered, as will bo scon from paragraphs 13 and 16 of the 
Resolution recorded by the Lieutenant-Governor on your Jail Administration 
Report for 1872, and His Honor now awaits the submission of definite proposals 
for its construction. These should be sent as speedily as possible. The jail at 
Cliumparun is an unfortunate one, though it looks as if it ought to be healthy. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will he glad to receive any suggestions regarding it. 
Fortunately the excessive rate of mortality in the Kliasi Hills Jail is on an 
extremely small scale. The necessity for a new jail at this place has been 
already acknowledged. The attention of the Chief Commissioner of Assam 
will be drawn to the high rate of mortality in this jail and in the jails at 
Goalparah and Kamroop. " 

3. On the other hand the Lieutenant-Governor is very glad to see great 
improvement in some jails which had much suffered previously. It is a 
comfort to know that the Midnapore Jail, which so suffered, has been very 
healthy, and Julpigoree tolerably so. Tirhoot, though still unhealthy, is much 
less so than before, and Backergunge, Dchri, and Baraset, have much improved. 
His Honor is also glad to observe that there havo been no deaths at all among 

the European prisoners in the Fresidency Jail and in the Hazareebaugii 

Penitentiary.

I HAVE tlio honor to forward, for the information of Ilis Honor the 
lAHutenant-Governor, and in anticipation of my annual report for 1873, a 
table shoeing the mortality for 1873 in the jails under my control. * 

2. The deatl)-rate for 1872 was 5*19, or rather higher than in 1870 and 
1871, though not higher than in previous years, and I was at pains to show in 
my rsport fa*, that year that the increase could not bo ascribed to the reforms 
in jail managc..'ent introduced under the present Government, partly because 
some of these rerori4.6 had not had time to produce an effect, partly because 
in many jails where the reforms were most unsparingly carried out there was 
a diminution instead of an increase of mortality, but to the circumstances of 
an unhealthy season. This is confirmed by the statistics of the present year, 
which show a reduction in jail mortality of about half per cent., from 6 34 to 
4'78, although the evil effects of change of system, if they existed at all, must 
have been greater in 1873 titan in 1872. 

3. The death-rate all round was, as I have just said, 4‘78. This was 
largely exceeded in the following jails : —

The mortality ol Bhaugulpore and Singbhoomwas largely due to epidemics 
of cholera, which have already attracted notice ; that of Gya was mainly 
caused by dysentery, and was probably to some extent the result of over- 
crowding.

Paaa. 7. liremarked in driTing along the lino the good effects of the measures "taken by 
Baboo Teelttck Sing, a Rajpoot of Baiji, in October hut; the rubbee crops, as far as the eye 
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'conld reach on each side of the road, seemed, in splendid condition ; water was still flowinf 
into the excavations all alont; the road-side, and is being utilized in irrigation channels. 

8. Mr. McNamara, the Executive Engineer, informs me that the zemindar, at a cos 
of about Rs. 400, had banked up the Burgowty River, and, with the aid of Bajputahs 
succeeded ^in irrigating a tract of land which Mr. McNamara estimates at 30,000 Wgahs 
extending over twenty-six villages. I do not enter into details of the great benefit CQnfbrre( 
on the people by Baboo Tcelurk Sing, as 1 conclude the matter has been brought to th< 
notice of Government by the civil authorities ; but I am surprised that similar steps wen 
not taken in other parts of the district to utilize running streams of a similar nature to thi 

Burgowty. The benefit to the country would have been enormous. .

1 3. This very useful village road has been repaired by Mr. Newland, of Mussahyi 

Factory 9 from district funda^ at a cost of Rs. iO a mile 

mjrwaiipore. vo requires raising here and there; and if it is con8idere< 
necessary hereafter that it should form a relief work, i 
should be continued from Bhugwanporc through Rajghat to open out the traffic from thi 
plateau on the lulls where a tract already exists. 

14. This is a country road eight miles in length, skirting the foot of the hills and run 

„ . r.u almost parallel to the lino of the Main Western Canal abou 

to be carried out ; it has been repaired by Mr. Newland, o 
Miifisahya, and culverts have been constructed. 

1 15. The road is in very good order, and appears to be a useful line of communicatioi 
from the hills to Durgowty on the Grand Trunk Road ; much traffic in lime, stone, hides 
spi^B rice. &e., passes along the line. 

16. The above line ceases near Chyneporc, through which runs the road from Bhabooa 

From Cbynopor. io If ..fa an,! on to ^ recommeud that t’uc Bhusrwanpore road should b. 

Dnrgowty on the (Sniud Tiuiik Hoad, raised and re-aligiicd SO as to meet the Bhabooa road whici 
fouiteen inih's ruiis Oil to llatta ; this might be a relief work if required 

but T imagine the canal works will absorb all the labor in the neighbourhood vflien it is onci 
started. 

17. 1 found about 450 men, women, and children, at work on the road between Hatt; 
and Diugowty. This appeared to be the only spot where want had induced the people to comi 
and work, and the look of the country round showed how the rice crops had failed. I howeve 
remarked, with regard to the returns sent in of the different classes of people employed on thesi 

' relief works, that it does not follow that because the returns show that artizaus and haudi 
crtiftsmen seek work on the roads, that these arc men who have actually left their several trade 
for road-making; but that though they are weavers, &c., by caste or families, many of then 
have never even learnt their trade, but have been from their infancy employed iu agricultura 
labor, and are used to earthwork. 


22. Near Matianec, in the 375th mile, I observed that the water from the Durgoift;

1 AM directed to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter No. 186T 
dated 15th ‘February, reporting tliat the Maharajah of Burdwan has at his owi 
cost organised a charitable relief department for his estates, with centres a 
Burdwan, Culna, and Ohinsurah. 

2. In reply, I am to request you to convey to Ilis Highness an expressioi 
of the Lieutenant-Governor’s acknowledgment of this fresh instance of tlu 
Maharajah’s liberality to the poor and suffering. The liouteuant-Govemo! 
felt 8Ui» that he was warranted in informing the Government of India, as he die 
a few weeks back, that in Burdwan our having the Maharajah to rely upon wai 
a great consolation under the present circumstances of that district. Thi 
facts reported by you have quite justified His Honor’s expectations.

I HAVB the honor to submit, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, copy of the 
memorandum dated 11th instant, from His Highness the Maharajah of Burdwan regarding 
the fotination of a relief department at His Highness^ own cost in the district oij Burdwan. 
The relief centres will be at Burdwan and at Culna, with a branch at Chinsurah in Hooghly. 
.The Maharajah has made this arrangement in compliance with my suggestion that he should 
undertake the care of the poor of the district as he did in l^<66 ; and in addition to this, he 
has written 'to me to say that he is prepared to do anything else that is necessary for 
charitable purposes. His Highness’ present action is only a continuation of numerous deeds 
of charity and liberality for which he has always been distinguished, and I have no doubt 
that it will meet with the suitable acknowledgment of Government. 


MEMORANDUM. 

I HAVE formed a relief department for the purpose of more efficiently alleviating the 
distress which is likely to ensue to the poor of the Burdwan Baj during the time of scarcity 
This department will bo known as the Maharajah^s relief department. I have placed it under 
the direct control and superintendence of my nei^ew, Lala Bcua Beharcc Burmah, and my 
Secretary, Mr. Miller, at Burdwan, until my arrival at that place. The relief will be under the 
charge of niy debuitsr member. Baboo Mungsee Gopal, and at Culna after my departure the 
relief works will be supervised by Lala Mancek Chand Kapoor and Dr. Baboo Mohendro 
Lall Goopto, medical officer in charge of my dispensary. At Chinsurah the relief work will 
be under the darogah of the rajbarce. All reports; however, will be made to Lala Bcna 
Behary Burmah and Mr. Miller, who will submit weekly general statements through me to 
the Commissioner. 

Rice is now being purchased at places where cheaper rates prevail, and orders .for further 
importation have been given. The department will he guided by circumstances as to the 
manner in which the relief may be most effectively administered. At the present time it is 
intended to make two depots for the relief of the very poor, one at Culna and one at 
Burdwan, as was done in 1866. The gift of food will be limited to the old and infirm men 
and the women and children. All fXJtsons fit for labor will be provided with work on the 
relief works, and the overseer of the latter will receive orders to admit all able-bodied people 
and give them work. It is also intended to keep as many skilled workmen as possible off 
the relief works, by providing them with work in their own trade. By these means I hope 
that if the department works energetically and heartily much suffering may be alleviated.

Cloudy, westerly wind prevailing. In the Hajipore sub-division there is no ebango 
since last report. The rahur ])nlsi! and other crops in the Alobowah Klaka which 
the suh-divisinnal ofliccr has just seen arc remarkably tine. That officer reports 
that he secs no reason to alter tin* o])ini()n wlfu'li he wrote last wre(‘k. 

Tn the Taj pore suh-divisioii, the late rains are said to have done more good than 
it was expected tlicy would to tin* ero])s on the ground. Mustard is being eiit, iiii 
also tobaceo. It is impossible ,>et tiicslimate the extent of the recent sowings 
of nning and kawni, and cbeeiia (millet), some of which have germinated. 
IVices have fallen slightly. 

In the Madhnlmni.suh-divi.sion, some mung (pulse) nndebeena (millet) have boon sown, 
the police even report in huge (pnintit ies, but the Collector docs not think such is 
the case. Ibihnr tpulsc) and otlier crops do not promise any better. In the 
Dnrbhangah sub-divksion the mustard is being gathered in places and is a good 
<Top, la*ing nowhere less than ten annas and in some localities fully twelve annas. 
The rahur (pulse) eontinueH to give cvi’ry promise of being a 10-anmi crop. Pens 
and wheat, except in iv)hit(*d localities, aro very poor, and oats still w'orse. There 
has bc*en a good deal of ebc*eiia (millet) sown during the WTck : on tin* wlioK* it is 
evident that, with the exception of raliur (pulse), no great aid will ho derived from 
the jour’s cold weather crop. Tobacco looks fair, but it will bo uiuler an average 
crop. 

In the Sc('t.awarben sub-division, the ro})orls received from all sides show that tho 
barley and wheal, rahur (puNe) and gram .are coming on well after the rain that 
fell in the previous week. The timely full of rain on llio Gth February has 
enabled the ryots to sow eheemi (millet), moong (pulse), saum and kawni (millet), 
Rahur (pulse) crop will he cut within a fortnight. Tho public health is good. 
3 ho cattle are in good condition.’

In accordance with instructions received from Mr. Medlicott, I have the honor to forward 
herewith copy of a letter to the Chief Conimissioiicr of Assam, reporting the results of 
Mr. McdiicotCs obsorvutious in the Garo country. 


No. 51, dated Camp, Garo Hills, the 1 6th February 1874. 

From — H. B. Medlicott, Esq., Officiating Superintendent, Geological Survey of 
India, 

To — T he Secretary to the Chief (’omuiissionor, Assam. 

As the chief object of my deputation to the (iaro Hills to ascertain approximately the 
extent of the coal deposits in tho interior of the area is now aceoniplished, J have the houoF 
to submit, for the information of the Chief (Jonimissioiu r, a preliminary statement of the 
results derivable from my observation.s. A skeleton map of the ground will be forwarded as 
soon as possible after my return to Calcutta. 

2. Two basins of cretaceous rocks, to which these coal measures belong, have been 
roughly demarcated. Both arc on the upper Semsang {or SurncRari) Kiver; one about the 
confluence of the Uungdi, and which may be called the Darangiri field, the other higher up 
the valley to the west, about Kougseugiri. 
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3. Of the Darangiri basin there are about 12 square miles in the Garo Hill District, 
the eastern extension of the field nou having been determined. Within that area coal 
have been examined near Garigithc on the i)orth, at Darangiri towards the west, and'ndar 
Uadari and Jaiihevray on the south ; in the lust named locality the actual crop was not found 
exposed, but the debris was very abundant at the surface in the iu>rmal position of the coal 
seam. In each locality the seam was found to he from 6 to 8 feet thick, with very little of 
shaly partings, and showing steadily for a considerable length of outcrop, the lie of the strata 
being very fiat, except at the south boundary north of Buduri, whore the strata are vertical for 
some distance ; out even here the thicl’L ess of the scam is unimpaired. 

4. These facts warrant the conclusion t iat over a largo portion of the area above 

indicated tho coal exists in au accessible position as to depth, ai.d favourable for extraction ; 
the total qupu\tity being veiy great. , / 

5. The liongsengiri basin covers about 20 squure miles. The full thickness of the 
cretaceous form ition is j)rovi‘dto be presuat in the field by the o 'turrence in its centre of a 
remnant of the Numniulitic li njstonc. IS till I was unable to d’ cover a single outcrop of 
the coal olscwlioro, the constai.t position of which is easily fixed ; and in tl e streams there is 
very lit Ic evidence of c aly oiitcn ps froru deiris, I think, however, that it is highly probable 
that ccal exists at low or levels than the present surface. This basin is certainly much 
depressed and so it is possible that the present outcrop ? of strata belong to a higher horizon 
of the fonnation than taat at wliich the coal w is former:. 

6. The non-disco ;cry of coal in the i.lung>en{'.iri basin is, however, of small consequence, 
because it is from the Darangiri field tba'* the whole demand would be made for a railway, 
upon the conscrnction of whi di the prospects ol* the exploration of these coal fields must 
depend. The gorge of the S misaiig efftrs, in my opinion, the only reasonably practicable 
route for a line through the main range into Assam, and k opens on the north into the 
Darangiri coal : eld. 

7. Upon ilie fe.as:l)ility of a line of railway through these hills I can scarcely offer a 
trustworthy opinion; the qm ‘ition depends so m ich upon considerations regarding which I 
am very iinpcrfri tly informed. I'hp di nculncs of co istruction would certainly be very great, 
and the cost pr‘^portlonably so. I cannot but think that a well regulated st. iimcr service on 
the Brahmaputra, with improved local eoDimunications to the river, would be the most suitable 
and a cufficient ( utlet for the trade of the province for many years to cc uc. 

8. 1 have .aade a traverse of the hills to the north of the SeiL.^ang Valley to see if 
there miglit be a basin of the coal-bcaring rocks on the Assam side cf the dktrict; but the 
gr )unil ill that direction was found to consist entirely of crystalline rocks. I have still to 
visit some localit .is in the neighbourhood of Tura, ard to fix a site for a boring in the 
neighbourhood of llarigaon, iu case it should at any time be thought desirable to make a 
trial for coal there. 

0. I have to express my great oblig..tions to Cajitaiu Williamson for the assistance he 
has given to me. We made the tour together; I might otherwise have been unable in the 
time to make so satisfactory a general examination of the area.

oomaiissioner instead of counting these stamps of Iiigh value into the parcel himself, as

Character of tho weather, stale anil pro<»|)nets of the crops, and 
state of health at date. 


Showers have fallen in Pond-hood and Cntwa. At the Builder station *97 of rain 
I rejififltorod on the 16th Mareh. Nearly all the cold weather crops arc rut, and 
outturn is reported to ho fair, ('ounnon riee i.H sellin*; at all the liir^^e inartH at 
about 13 seers per rupee, hut in some villa^'os in the interior of Hood-hood 
suh-di vision, only 10 seers are ohlninahlo for a rupee. Fever ns before. 

A smart shower of rain on the 9th March. Dry the rest of the week, hut cool in 
the morninpK and evenings. The eoUl weather crops nre being reaped. Tho 
outturn is fair; in some parts remarkably good. Small-pox still prcvnlciiTi. 

Warm during the day; cool in early morning. Strong wind during last few days. 
No considerable change in the state and prospeets of the crops since lust report. 
Kx])<»rtation by rail during week ending 7tli March, 3,7li0 mauiids, chiefly to 
I llhagulporc. Price on the average falling. 

jsomcwhflt unsensoiiahly cool, with occasional storms. The weather is not quite 
! seasonable and is unhealthy, hat fi)r the mnlherry and indigo, tho most important 
I orop^ on tlm ground, it seems to he very favorable. Tho indigo prospects ut 
I present are belter than they have been fur many years. 

ICloar throughout; a liailstorin, in the southern portion of the district, was hardly 
1 felt at the head-quarters. Wind from s(,‘iith mid south-east, lloro paddy and 
jhalla paddy, onion, ami teel (oil-seed) on the ground doing well. A quarter of an 
inch of rainfall on tho IGtli since telegrajihed. 

A severe hailstorm on Snndiiy evening ; weather cloudy during first part of the week 
and then fine. There is no change to record. Crops in the ground still doing very 
well. No injuries done by tho hail. 

Weather cooler than last week owing to the fall of occasional showers and hail- 
storms. Ihiro sowings ))rogressing in llnsseerhat. Mango blossoms have suflered 
from h.iilstorms. Treparation of laml continues for the nevt early rice sowings. 
Prices liave fallen. Tlilrteeii caso.s of, and four deaths from, smull-pox reported 
from thaiinah Kalaron. A few cases of cholera in thannah.s Hankiporc, Diainoiiil 
Harbour, Husseerhat, and Kaligiinge It has abated in ihannah (Running, 

Unsettled and stormy at times in the early part of the week, nfterw’ards clear; 
night.s cold. Everything so far continues to he favorable for the crops which are 
Ftillon tlie ground. Tobacco how. \er i.s not likely to recover the hann done by the 
rain in Fehrunry. Prices of food-grains show a deeiiled tendeney to fall. In tho 
Hongong sub division 1 lie coarsrst rice is said to he procurable at Us. 2-1 per 
inaund, hut the usual price els(‘ where is from Us. 2-5 to Us. 2-12. Excepting 
cholera hero and there, the public health is goud. 

Generally clear and fine; wind generally from tho south-west. On tho evening of 
the 10th March there was a storm from the north-west, when rain in the 
preceding column fell The ])ros])eets of. the crops are much tho sanu ns they 
were last week. Prices have eonlinned to fall, and the tendency is still down- 
w-ards ; the causes are probably three, tp 1st, reduced exportation; 2nd, favorable 
prospects of tho cold-weather crops coining harvest ; and 3rd, the approach of 
the 28th March, or la.st d iy of payment of (lovcrnuieiit revenue ; tho ryot selling 
his produce to pay his rent to enable the zemindars to meet his obligation. 

It has been cloudy for tho greater part of the w’cek. On the 8th and 9th March 
there were showers of rnin, and on the latter diile the rain was followed by a heavy 
liailstorin traversing the district fiom north-west to the south cast. Some dam- 
age, not of a serious nature, was done to the standing cro])8 of gram and wheat 
and to mango hh)8aoms by the hail. The rain has ('iiahled the cultivators to renew 
plonghing operations (iir the early liee sowings Prices arc on the whole slightly 
better than Inst week, liieo has risen at Uampore Hat, IIurhnri,arn, and Suja- 
gunge, but there has been a f.ill in other plaers.

])1tinted for the last lime. Trices have not variial 8 inci* Ja-st rcjiort. A few 
cases of cholera and small-pox still occur. 

|sHglit slmwcrs in parts of the district. Weather cool. Wheat and ynjNes good. 
Wheat is helmg harvested to the east. (Jheemi and kauni (millets) promise well.

Cool, pleasant, and scasonuhlo. N<»ihing special to nolico as to change in the pros- 
pects of crops. The nun which fcT w'as hail for mango crop. As however thisj 
crop is a valuclc'.s om in the district, tliis Is ol‘ little conseijuenee. It is said that 
the rain was had fir tobacco; but the Di-puty ('ommissioner has not heard as yet of 
any damage really being done. As seed is w’unted in yiarts of lloda for tlio earlv 
or hhadoi rice crop it is now being purchased in tlm di.stiict by the mauager of 
tho Cooch Bchar Choklajut estate, and will ho .scut to the spots whiTO needed in 
time, for tho eai ly sowniig w'ill soon begin.

barometric Presftnre * — The pressures in coluiim 2 of the above table for all stations beiovv 500 
feet are reduced from those criven in column 3 of the table on the previous pai^e bv addint^ the 
weight of a cohiipn of ttir of the temperatures given in column 17. For stations above 500 feet 
elevation the reduction is made by Dippers tables as given in Guyot^s Meteoroloirieal and Physical 
Tables.^’ The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 3 of the above table.

Tiie above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meleorologieal chart for the e 
month, which shall show the isoharic and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, wiiich 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to tiie prevaieiiec of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

Tlie rain was m t heavy eriougli 
to do any material harm to the crops cut and hiored in the “ khulleaiis.’* 

Oeiting warmer; westerly wind prevailing. In the Hajceporc siib-divlNion the 
liarvesting of tho cold weather crops has cemmenced, and as far ns Hajeopore and 
liSilgunge go, a good crop is expected. Tho suh-divisioiial officer is going round 
Muhowah and other parts of the sub-division to inspect the outturn. In the 
Duihbiuiga sub-division mustard is being gathered, and also in jilaces rahiir 
()mlse). Other crops are backward save in the south of the sub-division ; tho 
remaining crops arc iiisignifieant. There was a heavy fall of rain in several parts 
of the snb-diviHiun which must-have benefiled tho cheeiia (millet). 'I he rainfnll 
at head -quarters of the sub-divisiou was very slight* In the Seetamiirheo sub- 
division, rahnr and k«mo (pulses) arc being harvested. Puhlie health good; 
a feW' cases of sniall-pox teniiinatiiig fatally at Mnjoegungc ami Seetninarhee. 
Nepalese are resorting to the relief works. In the Mudhoobani sub-division 
some damage has been done to crops by a storm. In the sudder sub-division 
there is no change in tbo prospect of the crops, [n the Tajporc sub-division 
the cutting of the cold w’eaUicr crops is going on. The sub-divisional officer 
sees no reason to alter his previous estimates of tho outturn* The rain li . been 
very beneficial to moong (pulse) and kovvni and cbeeiia (iiiilleLs) sowings, frrsbeii- 
ing what had sprouted ami causing to^genuinatc vvliiit seed was lying dry. Mango 
blossom lias been injured by tho storms. Tobacco Lciiig prepared. 

Slight Blowers on Monday. Weather cloudy during the first part of the week and 
then fine; west wind previiiling. A fall of rain on the IGtli March iiccompnnied by 
hail in several villages within tlie jurisdiction of thunnuhs Chiiprah, Mniijhce, and 
Mnsbrak, eauhiug considerable damage to wheat, barley, pojipy, and mango blos- 
soms. Kmjuiry is being made us to extent of injury done to crops (the bulk of 
the crop having been already gathered). Cold weather crops aro being bar- 
vested, the outturn not yet ascertained. Sjiriiig crops end indigo coming on well 
lii.d have been benefited by tho late rain. New pulses and gram are coming 
into the market. I’rices steady. 

East and west winds. Uail on tho 9th March reported from towards Ragnha and 
ijowriali, also {rom towards Gobindgniige.* Piobpccts of crops continue good; 
the hail of the 9th diil little damage to the cold weather crops except in the 
lieighbourhciod of Goh.ndgunge. The rain was of much bonctit to the cLoena 
(ii lllet) crop, which with a little more rain will yield a good outturn. Harvest 
of tho cold weather cropo commenced in some places. '

CALCUTTA MARKETS ACT AMENDMENT. 

• 

The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
Act VIII of 1871 (for the better regulation of markets in Calcutta, and to 
empower the Justices to establish Municipal Markets). Ho said, before proceed- 
ing to explain the provisions of this Bill, he would claiui the attention oi the 
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Council while he ffave a brief 8k6tch of the circumstances which led to t’ o 
introduction of that Act, and the proposed amendment of it now. Wlien the 
present Municipality was created, more than eleven years ago, the attention of 
the executive was drawn alnio.st immediately to the state of the markets 
scattered all over the town. The Health Officer of the town was requested 
to visit and report uiion these, and after a time considerable improvements 
were made ; the owners of the markets, as a general rule, being willing to 
co-operate wKli the Municipality. In one bazar, however, the Dhiirrumtollah 
Bazar, which afferded supplies to nearly all the Europeans, and a gwat .portioir 
of the native population inhabiting the portion of the town south of IfoV Bazar, 
the Municipality met with great obstruction. There was no desire shown on 
the part of the proprietors at all to meet the wishes of the Municipality : only, so 
far as the law permitted, the most glaring defects of conservancy wore removed. 
But even in carrying out those improvements, from the outset, great reluctance was 
shown on the part of the proprietors. Nothing would induce them to carry out 
measures for the comfort and convenience of the public beyond the point up to 
which they were obliged to do by law. In 1866, the Municipal Act was amended, 
and advantage was taken of it to introduce a clause by which the Municipality 
was empowered to widen and clear out the approaches to and roads in the bazars, 
and under the operation of that Act many improvements were carried out in 
the Dhurrumtollah Bazar, and it was to some extent rendered le.ss crowded. 
However, that bazar still remained in a verv unsatisfactory state, and it 
was still very crowded, ill-ventilated, and dfefective in its arrangements. 
The condition of the bazar was so considered by many of the rate-payers, and a 
meeting was at one time held to bring the matter to public notice. However, 
nothing came of that. But in the beginning of 1866, when JOTT ' Schafcli 
happened to bo Chairman, there being a surplus of a lakh of rupees to the 
credit of the Municipality, ho brought forward a resolution proposing that 
it should bo allotted to the purchase of land for a site for the e.stablisliment 
of a Miinie.ipal Market. That proposal was accepted by the Justices, and 
subsequently the sanction of the Government was obtained for allotting luio 
lakh for that purpose. He might mention, perhaps, that in making that pro* 
position, his id(!a at the time was to purchase a piece of land that would 
Bulfice for the ordinary requirements of a Municipal Market ; and if it should 
prove nocG.ssary to establish one, that at first the building should bo on a 
mor(5 limited scale, in view that wlien the proprietors of the Dhurrum- 
tollah Market saw there was a decided wish on the part of the Justices, if 
necessary, to establish a Municipal Market, they might be induced to make 
arrangements to ameliorate the condition of their own bazar ; so that it was 
merely a desire on the part of the Justices to work in co-operation with the 
owners of the Dhurrumtollah Market for the general benefit of the publics 
However, .shortly after that he left the Municipality, and his successor laid the 
matter before the Finance Coinmiitee. The Finance Committee was of opinion 
that tlio amount which luid been allotted for •the purchase of a site for a now 
market would not, under the circumstances, suffice ; and it was proposed to the 
Justices by their Chairman, in accordance' with the Resolution passed by 
the Finance Committee, that a site should be purchased and estimates 
should be made of the probable cost of establishing a Municipal Market. 
That Resolution came before the Justices at a meeting held on the 27th of April 
1866 ; it was opjiosed by many of the Justices, and a Resolution was passed to the 
effect that the market project should be abandoned. The matter in question 
dropjicd, and nothing was done 'again until 1870, when the Chairman, in 
bringing forward matters connected with the Municipal slaughter-house, suggest- 
ed the expediency and advisability of establishing a Municipal Market. The 
pro ject was then taken up* and the Chairman suggested that, with a view to 
avoid the exjxjnse /Inch would bo incurred in purchasing a site, tlie 
Wellington Siiuare, which w.as then covered in as a reservoir for supplying 
water to the town, should be devoted to that purpose. I'hat Resolution did not 
meet with acceptaTr * , and a special market committee was then appointed, in 
view to considi r the expediency and practicablity of constructing a Municipal 
Market, That committee reported in January 1871. Tke report was in 
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leaver of establishing a Municipal Market by purchasing the Dhurrumtollah 
^Market for the sum of six lakhs of rupees under the Land A(;quistion Act so as 
to obtain a good and sufficient title; or in case the proprietor was not willing 
to part with it upon those terms, then the piece of land situated between a 
certain j)art of Juun Bazar and Lindsay Street should be taken up as a suitable 
site. I'ho Chairman of that time, Ikj believed, supjiortcid the proposition to 
buy the Dhurrumtollah Market. However, on the matter coming before the 
Justices, they finally resolved that it was in their opinion advisable to establish 
a Munic ^ al Market ; that the Legislative authority should/ be moved to pass 
an Aef^ffipowering the J ustices to establish one or more Municipal Markets, 
and to raise the necessary capital by the issue of Municipal debentures or 
otherwise, on the security of the markets and of the lan^ on which the markets 
might be constructed, as well as of the rents to be derived from the markets, 
and on the collateral security of the rates and faxes; and lastly, that in 
the event of the Government agreeing to authorize the Municipality by a 
legislative enactment to establish a market, and also to grant a loan to the 
Municipality for that purpose, the Chairman be authorized to do all acts neces- 
sary for acquiring the site, recommended by the special committee, lying 
between Jaun Bazar and Lindsay Street. On that Ilesolution being forwarded 
to Government Act VIII of LSTl was introduced, based very much upon the 
terms which were suggested by the Municipality. So far this was the history 
of the introduction of Act VIII of 1871. In acconlance with that Act the sum 
of six lakhs of rupees was borrowed from the Government and appropriated 
to the purchase of land and the construction of the market. The present 
Chairman, of the Miinic.ipality took a great interest in this undertaking, and 
through' his exertions land had been purchased and a portion of the building 
which the Municipality designed to construct had been c.onstructed, and the 
market was* establshcd and opened by the Chairman at the close of last vear. 
Immediately upon the opening of tho market it naturrdly entered into direct 
competition with tho Dhurrumtollah Market, and there had been serious compli- 
cations resulting thereupon. Suits had been brought against tho Chairman 
personally by tho proprietor of the market for alleged illegal acts and 
appropriation of the funds of tho Municipality to purposes not contemplated 
by tho Act. This led to the subject being again brought before tho Justices, 
and on the 16th of last January the Justices appointed a special committee 
for the purposes of assisting and advising the Chairman on all matters 
connected with tho Municipal Market. Subsequently, at a meeting held on 
the 20th January, they resolved that tho question of arranging matters with 
the proprietors of tho Dhurrumtollah Market, with a view to prevent future 
disputes, be referred to the special committee for consideration and report ; and 
that it should bo an instruction to tho committee that the idea of giving up 
the new market should not be discussed or in any way entertained. Guided 
by those instructions, the .‘jpecial committee held several meetings, and 
submitted their report. They suggested that the Justices should obtain 
legislative sanction for expending money for all purposes necessary to secure 
the establishment and maintenance tho Municipal Market in competition 
with the Dhurrumtollah Market, and they further suggested that, in preference 
to that, a compromise should bo effected by buying up that bazar. The 
Justices in meeting on the 10th Fobruai y considered this rej)ort. They resolved 
to purchase, on certain conditions, tho Dhurrumtollah Market for a sum of seven 
lakhs, it being understood that the lacutenant-Govornor would propose to the 
Legislative Council any legislation necessary to enable tho proposal to be carried 
out. On receipt of those proceedings from tho Justices tho present Bill was 
drafted and was now before the Coun<;il. 

With regard to that Bill Me. Sciialch would make a few observations. 
The establishment of a market, or rather tho construction of it, had entailed 
considerable expense upon the Municipality; and it was, ho thought, 
for tho Justices to consider how that expenditure was to be met. It 
was not, he thought, for tho Council to dictate to them the way they should 
follow, or that they should follow any particular course, but to place them in 
a position whereby, by removing any defects of the existing law, the Council 
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could givo them pcrfcMtt t’roedom of conduct, so us to onablo them to adopt any^t* 
course tluiy might tliluk advisable. The Municipality was certainly not re- 
presented by election, but it certainly was represented by selection, and by the 
nominations made to tlie olHce of Justice of the Peace almost all classes of the 
community were representiul in the Corporation. It was, ho thought, for them to 
dtiterminc^ what course they w ould follow. By their last Hesolution they proposed 
to purchase the Dhurrumtollah Market on receiving the necessary sanction from 
Government. But he should mention that since that Resolution was passed there 
hail been a very stmng remonstrance submitted by very many of the inhabi- 
tants of the towm, ami tlie matter w'as to bo re-consiaered in the coming week. 

There now .seemed to bo three courses open to the Justices. One was to 
clo.se the market altogether. That seemed to be certaintly not advisable, 
because? a largo sum of money had been expended upon the market. The object, 
if it could be carried out, "was undoubtedly a good and a laudable one, and by 
closing the market, a certain burden w'ould be thrown upon the rate-payers of 
the town, and as the Act at presi'iit stood, it was a question whether, having 
once opened a market, they could close it. 

Secondly, it w\as open to the Justices to carry out the scheme — having 
const ructed and e.stablished the market, to maintain it. Of course, for establishing 
and maintaining the market certain funds would be neees.sary, and hitherto it 
had been supposed that that expenditure could be met from the Municipal Fund. 
T1 lat ipiestion was raised, and an opinion had been given by eminent lawyers, 
w hich, of course, he wandd not attempt to irontrovert, that under the law tin? 
.Justices could not expend tiie municipal funds for that purpose; and that, 
under Act VIII of 1871, the Ju.stices were authorized to construct markets, but 
not to expend any money for maintaining them. This certainly .seemeil to him 
to be rather a restrictive construction of the law; becau.se if w'O looked to the 
debates which (‘usued wlien tliat Act was introduced, it cei-taiidy was the 
genertd opinion tlr.it not only were the funds to be applied towards tin? con- 
.struction of a market, but that they would probably be necessai’y towards the 
maintenance of it : because it was even feared, not only that the .Justices 
would have to maintain a bazar by moans of the ordinary necessary expenses, 
but that it might bo necessary for them to apply for powers to e.stablish 
farms and incur other expenses altogether outside the u.sual establishment 
and expen.scs of a market ; and that was very strongly objected to. 
However that might be, an opinion to that eff(?e.t having been given, it was 
thought n(?cossary that it .should now be distinctly stated that the Justices would 
have the power, not only of constructing and building, but of maintaining and 
e.stablishing a market. We all knew that in 'this place perhaps more than any- 
where else it was not sufficient merely to open a building for the purposes of a 
market, but you must establish it, and make arrangements for the necessary 
supplies being fortluioming, and for that purpose a certain amount of expenditure 
would have to bo incurred. 

Well theii, there w'as a third course open to the Justices to adopt, which 
wuis to do away with all competition by purchasing the Dhurrumtollah Market ; 
but evt5n in that case, if they purchased the rival bazar, they must still have 
a certain power of expenditure for the purpose of maintaining their own market. 
He did not propose to a.sk the Council to decide which of these three courso.s it 
would be advisable to adopt. The Justices represented all classes of the community, 
and it was a matter entiridy for them to determine what their course of action 
would be. All that he thought the Co\incil could do would bo to clear the way 
for them, so that they might Tiot find that they were debarred by the law from 
following any one particular course. 

With this view it was proposed to introduce a Bill to amend the existing 
Act. It was not the time now to enter into the details of the Bill, but he would 
state roughly what its chief provisions were. First, he would say, that the 
existing rights of all present bazar proprietors wore to bo maintained ; that for 
the future the Justices would retain the right they now possessed of licensing 
bazars, but would be allowed to exercise their discretion as to whether or not 
they should grant such licenses. Secondy, the Bill proposed to give the Justices 
power to take up laud for the construction of municipal markets by purchase, 
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lease, or otliorwiso ; to purchase or take on lease any lands now used as a market, 
and to appropriate lands now belonging to them, and to set out the whole or 
any part thereof for the purposes of such markets. The next chief provision iri 
the liill was that it should ho left for the Justices, from the Municipal Fund, 
out of the money to ho borrowed under the Act, and out of the money derived 
from the rents, to expend su(;h sums as tliey miglit think necessary for the 
(jonstruction, maintenance, and keeping of such market in repair. The Bill 
further gave the Justices power to acquire any land hn* these piufjoscs. 

Those were the main features of the Jiill. Wlum the Bill wont into 
Committee its details wo ild be carefully c«msidercd, and^ no doubt, due con- 
sideration would be given to any observations that might now bo made by any 
Ilon’blc ]\Iember. He would ask permission to move that tluj Bill bo 
introduced. ' 

Bauoo Dookga Ciiukn Law said ho objected to the Bill. In the first jdaco 
the financial aspect of the scheme seemed most unsatisfactory, and he thought it 
would be a burden to the town to allow the Municipality to enter into this new 
scheme. Ho had made calculations as to the prospective residts of buying the 
f)ld rival bazar, and the result seemed to him to show a vtuy heavy loss to bo 
yearly incurred by the Munici})ality, for how long it was im})o.ssible to say ; 
and if the Bill Avas passed he thought it rvould bo a great injustice to the ratc- 
payc'rs of the town. With these remarks ho rc^gretted he could not support tho 
Bill. 

Ills Honok the I’liESiDENT Said tho Council would understand that, as his 
time was now very fully occupied, it had not been-possiblo for him to give full 
attention to the details of the Bill. For the details, therefore', he could not hold 
hiuiseir responsible, but for the general prin(U])lcs of the Bill, ho might say that 
ho did hold himself responsibh; jointly Avith the llon’blo Member who introduced 
it. He Avas very sorry indeed to learn that a gentleman so well qualified to 
judge as his hon’blo iViend Baboo Doorga Churn Law hold a contrary opinion, 
l)ut ho trusfed that Avhen the matter was threshed out in Committee, perhaps 
these dilhjrences might bo in some degree reconciled. 

lie would state brielly the history of the Bdl so far as he Avas concerned 
in it as tho represent atiA^’o of the GoA^’crnment. 'riio Ilou’blo Member in charge 
of the Bill had very lucidly explained the whole matter fi’om a period far previous 
to llis Honor’s administration. But as regards the immediate jiosition of the 
matter he Avould say a foAV Avords. Now, the first occasion in respect of 
which he consented to take part in placing a Bill of this kind before tho 
Bengal Council was in regard simply to the question Avhether the Justic,es of 
tho Pcaoe for tho Town of Calcutta, tho Municipal Corporation, had or had not 
power to expend their own luone YS in tho e.stablishmeut and maintenance of a 
market. Tho Members of tho Council were probably aAvaro that at a meeting 
of the Justices there Avas, he might say, sprung upon them as a surprise a legal 
opinion, or rather a ])art of a legal opinion, the cflbct of Avhich Avas to induce 
the J ustices of the Peace to suppose that tho proceedings of their Chairman 
had been illegal, inasmuch as money had been expendt^d on the establishment 
of a new market. Noav, ho must say that that opinion took him entirely by 
surprise. His Honor was a purty to the last Market Act Avhich Avas introduced 
into this Council, and certainly his impression was that the object and 
intention of tho \ct was that the Justices should have tho poAver to build, 
establish, and maintain a market. It seemed to him to be an absurdity 
that power should be given to the- Justices to build a market, and that 
no power should be given to them to expend money Icgilimattdy necessary 
for the establishing and maintaining of that market. It seemed to him that the 
opinion put before tho Justices, if it Avas correct — and in regard to that he did not 
now say a word- — altogetlu r stultified tho Act of this Council in jAussing a Bill 
for the establishment of municipal markets. Because, if the Justices should build 
a market, and before any income Avas received, could not expend any money 
upon tho establishment and maintenance of the market, tho Avhole Act of neces- 
sity would fall to the groutul. Ho therefore at once said that, in his opinion, 
if there was any reasonable doubt us to tho construction of the laAV, it Avas 
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right that tho doubt sliould bo cloarcd up, and power given tO' the Justices 
at their discretion to expc'iid money lbi» cstablisliing tlio market in such ways 
as might seem to them to be right, lie was very far from saying that it ^ 
was dosirablo that tho .fustices should establish farms, and incur other expen- 
diture outside the ordinary and slinjdc duty of establishing and maintaining u 
market in the ordinary way. Jlut so far ho thought it was right that so much 
j)owor should bo given to tho Justices, and he ho])edtho Council would consent 
to that pow('r being given to the Justices. That power was given by 8ection 
8 of tho Bill now before tho Council ; but he thought it necessary to guard 
himself against the ssgpposition that cither ho or th6 Clovernment of Bong^al 
was in any degree responsible for tho exact wording of the Bill, bocaus(? 
ho observed that there urero some words in Section 8 to which ho was not 
altogether pre})arcd to .subscribe. Ills view Avas that it was fair that from 
borrowed capital tho Ju.sticcs should build tho Municipal Market and do all 
that was necessary for its establi.shmcnt, in tho same maimer as out of cajiital 
railways ‘ and other great works were constructed. But ho thought that for its 
future establishment and maintenance, and for doing all those auxiliary things 
whl(;h wore necessary to carry on tho market, recourse should not be had to 
borrowed money, but this should be done from the municipal imtome. If 
he were a member of the Select Committee on this Bill he should be very 
much inclined to call in question the words in Section 8, “out of tho monevs 
borrowed under the provisions of this Act.” Ilis view was that from tho money 
borrowed the market should bo built and completed^ and that money borrowiM 
should not be applicable to tho establishment and maintenance of tho market aft<'r 
it had once been given over to* tho .Justices in a compleb! state. Ilis view was 
that so much should be done from current income, from the rents and collection.^ 
of tho market, and tho general revenues of tho Municipality. With thrit* pro-' * 
vise ho thought it was proper that the Justices should bo able to establish and 
maintain any municipal markets which they had built. „ 

Well, then, wo came to another part of the Bill, which was th.at part which 
gave tho Justices power to borrow another seven lakhs with a view to applv it. 
to the establishment of markets. The Uon’ble ^lember in charge of the Bilfhad 
explained that tho object of that simply was to enable the Justices to buy up tlu' 
market known as the Dhurrumtollah Alarkct. His Honor had heard with great 
regret that his hon’blo friend, Baboo Doorga Churn Law, thought that the proposed 
speculation would be an unprolitablo one. Ills Honor was himself inclined to 
suppose that tho speculation would be a })rofitable one to the Justices ; ho Avas not 
inclined to take part in any action of that kind which would re.sult in serious loss, 
but it seemed to him that it Avould be profitable to the Justices in two ways — 
first, that a very valuable property would bo a^iquired by tliem, which propertv', 
if it were to be sold by auction, Avould bring in a largo price, or if it Avero let 
out, would yield largo routs, and a large income would thus bo ac(iuired ; and 
secondly, the Justices Avould thus buy off competition. As a rule, ho was pre- 
pared to admit that individual competition was a very good thing ; but on tho 
other hand, when wo had opened out a public market^ Avhich would be conducted 
in tho interests of the community, ho did not think it was undesirable that 
competition should be bought oft^ It seemed to him that it would be very 
injurious both to tho Municipality and the proprietors of the old market if they 
entered into a protracted and active competition Avith each other, and ho believed 
that tho public would benefit both directly by a good investment and indirectly by 
tho absence of competition and injurious nvaliy. Well, then, that being so, 
he had only to say that tho (luestion wliothor tho bargain was a good or a 
bad one was not for this Council but for ,tho Justices to decide. Ho trusted that 
there was that amount of wisdom in the Corporation, comprising as it did many 
very competent persons, to enable them to decide whether tho bargain was a 
good bargain or a bad one. In respect to that ho must confess that ho was not 
in a position to form a competent oiiinion. All that we proposed to do in respect 
of this Bill was that power should bo given to tho Justices to .borrow a certain 
sum of money, and with that sum of money to make what they might consider 
a good and prudent bargain for tho purchase of a large market in the town. 

If they considered that bargain to be an imprudent ono, it would bo for them 
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to reject it, and* lie had no doubt that even if the Council should be pleased to 
;<‘cept this Bill, in his hon’ble friend Baboa Door/?a Churn Law, in his capacity 
ifi a member of the Corporation, a safe guardian of the interests of the Justices 
and the public would bo found, and that no bad or impriuhnit bargain would 
he completed. If the Counjoil had suflicient confidence in the Justices, and if 
they believed that the Justices would not bo likely to make a foolish or imprudent 
bargain, why tlion. His Honor believed this Bill might safely be passed. The 
Council would hav(5 full assurance that the Justices would act according to their 
best discretion, and if they made a foolish or a bad bargain, the Govcrumc'iit 
would then do its Ijost to control the action of the Justices. 

The other part of the Bill was a sort of condonation for pa^t acts. Now, His 
IIoNon wished to say at once that this Bill would in no degree interfere between 
the Justices and their (Chairman. It was for the Justices to'Settle what the Chair- 
man did with their authority, what they approved of and what they did not ; but 
as between private individuals on one side and the Justices and their Chairman 
on the other, he thought that it was right that the Council should legalise the 
acts which the Government and others had supposed to bo legal, namely, that 
the Justices might expend money for the duo establishment and maintenaiute 
of the markets which they might build. Beyond that wo did not ask the 
Council to go. But so far ho thought they should go. The opportunity was 
taken to enable the Justices to regulate the municipal markets by bye-laws, and 
he felt sure that the Council would think that was a reasonable and proper power 
to give the Justices. That was a power given in other Acts in regard to all such 
matt(jrs to public bodies, and tliere was nothing unreasonable about it. 

Under all the circumstances ho trusted that the Council would think that this 
Bill was not, inima facie ^ an unreasonable Bill, and that the objection his hon’blo 
friend had niado in regard to the imprudence of the bargain was not one which 
would be decided by this Bill, and could bo reconsidered by the Justices, and 
His Honnr hoped therefore that the Council would not object to the introduction 
of the Bill and to its being referred to a Select Committee, as was about to be 
proposed. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Schalcii applied to the President to suspend the rulc.s 
for the conduct of business in view to his proceeding with the Bill to its next 
stage. Publication had been given to the ^Bill, and the subsequent motion.^ 
were mereW of a formal nature. 

His Honor the President said it was very undesirable that this Bill should 
be unduly hurried. But since it had been for some days in the hands of tho 
Council, and as they knew what the Bill was, and, as had been suggested, tho 
proposal to forward it one degree ^yas a mere matter of form, he thought 
ho was fully justified in suspending tho rules, and he would therefore give pet 
mission to the llon’blo Member in charge of tho Bill to proceed with it. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Sciiaixjh moved that the Bill bo read in Council. 

The Hon’ble Moulvir Abdool Luteei’ said that, if it were considered advis- 
able to continue tho new Municipal Market which had already been established, 
as he believed it was, he thought that the Justices should have the extended 
powers proposed to be given Jo them by this Bill. Tho only point to which 
no wished to draw tho attention of tho Council was tho provision in Section 8, 
which would make it lawful for the Justices to expend such sums of money out 
of the municipal funds as they might think necessary for tho pm'poscs of tho 
Municipal Market. He admitted that some such provision was required to 
strengthen the hands of tho Justices whenever such a course seemed reasonable 
and proper. But at the same time he thought that some reasonable limit 
should be placed upon the amount to be expended for tho purposes of tlio 
Municipal Market out of the general municipal funds. Tho attention of tin; 
Select Committee should therefore, in his opinion, be directed to that point, 

Tho motion was then agreed to. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr« Schalch moved that the Bill be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee. He was in hopes that they should have tho assistance of tho learned 
Advocate-General in the Committee, but the Advocate-General had assured

Mr. Schalcli that his time was at present fully occupied ; and although ho was 
most willing to advise the Committee upon any matters connected with the Bill, 
he regretted that he could not sit on the Committee. Mr. Sciialch would thorvs- 
fore move that the Committee bo composed of the following members, namely, 
Mr. Ilogg, Moulvio Abdool Luteef, Baboo Doorg^ Churn Law, and the Mover, 
with instructions to report in ten days. 

The motion was agreed to. 

ADJOURNMENT of the COUNCIL.

His Honor the President said ho was not aware that there was any other 
pressing business before the Council, and unless the Council should be ‘specially 
summoned in the meantime, it would not be necessary that they should meet 
before the expiration of another fortnight, at the end of which time lie hoped that 
tlic report of the Select Committee on the Market Bill would be laid before them ; 
and therefore, for the present, the Council would be adjourned for a fortnight. 
In doing so, he might say that this was perhaps the last occasion on which he 
should have the honor and the dignity of presiding at the meetings of the 
Council. And he must take occasion, in taking leave of the Ilon’ble Membcirs 
of the Council, to thank them, which he did most heartily and sincerely, for the 
assistance which they had rendered him during his presidency. He would also 
say that ho would retain to the last days that might be spared to him a 
pleasant recollection of wliat ho might call the happy liours he luid spent in this 
Council. Ho might say that, during the period in which ho had the honor to 

E reside, it had fortunately happened that the harmony of this Couuc.il had never 
een disturbed; that understanding and respecting one anotlier, tliey had 
exercised their respective functions in a manner which, at all events, hj^hQpod .bad 
not done harm, and which he might venture to say had done some good. lie was 
simi that any good which had been done was duo to the llon’blc Members who 
now sat, and who had sat, before them in this Council. He could (inly, therefore, 
thank them very heartily indeed for their services, and ho trusted that under 
his successors in future days they would continue their labors and follow the 
course which they had so lionorably and so usefully followed for years past. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 11th April.

Character of the weather, state and prospects of tin* erops, and 
state of luMilth at date. 


Sliowors of rain fell during the week, commencing on Monday. Tho heaviest fall 
was on Wednesday the 18th March, when there was also some hail. Tlie rain 
a])pears to have been general over the Sudder Siih-division, but did not extend 
to (’ox’s Ihizar, where rain is much wanted. The rain will benefit the spring 
er(»j)S and faeilitale preparation of the ground for the early paihly. Choloni 
still reporteil frmn Patna and the Soetacoond seaboard. Sonic eases also are said 
, to have occurred iu Cox’s Bazar. 

During the day fiiir, evening cloudy, and rain at night. Reaping of the khesaree 
(]mli^e) nearly completed and that of linsiM.'d emnmcnced. 'I’lie otlier crops, 
iimong iitid kttlui (]mlses), sesaniiiui (oil-seed), and chillies are doing well. Tlic 
rains have put a stop to preparations of lan<l I'or the early rice crops. 

Bright and rather cool, several short hut severe storms having cooled the air; 
nearly an inch of rain fell, principally at night. I’lie cohl-weather crops of 
klusaree, kalai, and niusooreii (pnlsch), &c., are being reaped, and will have a good 
average outturn. The prospects of the horo paddy are excellent. 

Heavy ruin with squalls on the 17l1», ISlli, U)th, and 21st Mnrcli. The rain ha.s 
done much harm to the tobacco plants and has interfered with the jooin-entting. 

Much the same as last week; getting hotter. There was a thunderstonn and rain 
on Wi tlnesilay evening, and rain on Kriilay night. State and ]>rospect.s of crops 
the same as last week. Only chillies, onions, and such like on the ground. 

Weather . seuMHiahle with strong west winds. Tim eohl-weiither crojjs are now fast 
being cut .and will soon h«* all stored. They h ive yielded hotter tiian was at fir‘.t 
evpeet(Ml Tlio health of tlu* district, with tho exception of a few cases of small- 
pox in the city, continues good. w 

Pine. Cool mornings and evenings. The weather for tho linrvost Ims been all 
tluit could be desired and the gatheritig of the «*rf)ps may now he ^aitl approaching 
completion. In tin* Aurungahad Suh-division the outturn is repoited to he still 
better than was anticipated. Health geiieially good. Some sporadic cases of small- 
pox reported. 

Variable, with west wind. Cold-weather crops being gathered. Cheena (millet) 
promising. No change binec last week. Small-pox somewhat prevalent. 

Warm, westerly wind prevailing. In tin; Mudhoohunnee Sub-division, the eold-we‘*ther 
crops are being liarvested. In a few ])Uiocs moong (pulse) and cheeiui (millei) 
have been sow’ii and plants are tliriving. Want of rain is nmeli felt. .Moong 
(pulse) will \icld a geod harvest ami iu si>mo way mitigate the jmessuro of 
famine, Tim eold-weatlmr cn)ps which have been reaped in the Hajeeporc part 
of the iuh-division look well and strong. Towards the north of tho .snh-division, 
esjjecially about Shahpur and parts of Mow'ah, the outturn has disappoinletl 
everyone. Tlie crop looked much thicker before it was reaped than it has 
suhse<jnently turned out. Iu ibis part the sub-divisional officer has commenced 
relieving isolated cases of dislress.chietly old people and children. There is abundance 
of work as yet for the agricultur.d and coolie chissi's. In Soetaniurliee there has 
been no rain since hist report, .strong wtMorly wiml injuring the crop now being 
reaped The eold-weather crops are being reaped, hut the fields will not, the’ 
Collector fears, yield ns mucli as has been antiei);ate»l. 'fhe crop limked w'ell in 
parts, hut the yield is diappointing. The prosjjccts of the rest of the snh-division 
remain ahont the same. i, 

Weather dry and fine; west wind prevailjng. The bulk of the eold-we dher crops 
has been gathered; the yield is inrning out Ix'tter than was antieij)ated. Spring 
crops are coining on well. Mango crop promising ; sugareaim being planted. 
Mo<)ng (])ulse) ami paddy are being sown in the low hind ; the opium weighment 
has comincjieed ; new pulses and grain are coming into the market. Brices steady. 

East and w’cst winds. Prosjiects cimtinue good. The cold- weather crops are being 
harvcsteil. High west winds have jirevailed during the week, causing some 
ihiiuagc to the eheena (millet) crop. 

Seasonable weather- The harvest is general and every available person is in the 
field; the mutuni in Dearabs as wa.s expeeted is quite up to Urn average, in some 
favored tracts uii iv»»'«tt!»lly good oroj> has been reaped. Taking high and low 
lands together, the outturn of the cold-weather crops may Ijc calculated a 
12-anmi crop and hetweeii six and eight millions of maniuls of grain willljc 
secured to the district.

No rain has fallen, llarve-sting of tlm cold-weather crops in full operation ; return 
very good. Mango and mohwa crops very promising. General health uniisuall) 
good. 

Warm and .seasonable. Wheat and gram are being gathered. Sowings for early 
and late rice crops arc going on. The harvest of the cold-weather ltojks is u 
good one. The price of rice is stationary. 

West wind« have commenced to blow and it is conseipiently hot during the day, 
out the mornings and evenings are still cool. Re])orts of the cold-weather crops 
on the Rajm.'hal Dearabs still very gooil. No change anywhere except that there 
appears to be still hope for tlm mohwa crop. ^

The weather of the fortnight has been singularly favorable. There has 

been rain* over a great jiart of Bengal 
Proper, where it was wanted for the 
early rice and for other cai’ly crojis, and 
where it has enabled the people to occupy 
themselves in preparing the ground for 
the later crops. If, as is often the case 
in seasons like the present, rain con- 
tinues to fall in Bengal from time to 
time during the next tlu'eo mouths, all 
these early crops will do very well, 
and the early rice (September crop) will 
make a fair start. In Behar, where 
heavy rain would have done harm to the spring crops, very little has fallen,

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iail wliich fell in certain limi^d tracts did but little damage. The 
^ ci'ops have thus been for the most part successfully harvested, and the 
'rain that fell did some good to the choena (early millet) now in the ground. 
Now that the wheat, barley, and other spring crops have been nearly reaped, 
much will depend in Behar on whether wo get good rain during April. Tho 
unfortunate tracts in Tirhoot which most suffered from the failure of the rice 
crops having little other cro])s to reap, still suffer from tho continued want of 
rain, and their water-.supply is beginning to fail. Tho people are now anxiously 
looking out for rain, not only for tho petty crops on tho ground, but also for a 
supply of water and grass, and to enable them to plough the land and sow indigo 
and some other crops. ' In Tirhoot tho land has been so parched by continuous 
drought, that without dopious rain during the next few weeks preparations for 
tho next crop will he diflicult and early sowings impossible. 

2. In Western Bengal there has been little change of prices during tho fort- 

Pricc of rain night ; ill Calcutta, and over tho greater part of East- 

ncc o gram. Bengal, priccs are somewhat easier than they were 

at the time of last narrative ; but there has been a general rise of prices over the 
Raj shahye Division; inNorth Behar alsocommon rice has become somewhat dearer 
during the fortnight. In Monghyr an abundant spring crop has brought prices 
down. Tho jirico of wheat, barley, maize, and other staples has not grown 
dearer during the fortnight, and tho comparative steadiness of tho price of those 
grains is some makowcuglit against tho rise in tho price of rice. Tho returns 
furnished by the Chamber of Commerce show that, on the 27th March, tho price 
of rice had fallen about 3 per cent, in Calcutta ; but for tho rest of tho fortnight 
prices wore steady though tho’domand was limited. IMio price-currents for the 
two weeks will be found at enclosure No. 2. Tho present quotations for sox^.e 
of the principal districts compare with tho prices of rice shown in preceding 
narratives as follows ; —

Other grains, maize, pulses, commonly used in Behar, wore soiling by the 
latest returns at from 13 to 14 .seers per rujioo in Tirhoot, 13 seers in Chiimparun, 
16 to 17 se(ws in Sarun, and 18 to 20 seers in Patna. 

3. Tlujro is little to add to what wa.s .said in last narrative rogai’ding tho 

outturn of tho spring croj)s. The harvest has been 
V(?ry j^ood so liii' us it goes, and Iroin more than 
one district it has been reported that the ears of wheat and barley are fuller than 
was expected. The oarlj' spring rice is 'doing well, and so al.so is tho curly 
millet (choena) up to tho jnevsent date, 'riie reports of tho last fortnighi 
unfortunately give no ground for hoping that tho .spring crops of North H’irhooi 
will be fuller than was expected at 'the time of t he last narrative. North Tirhoot 
and a .small strip of North Clium2)arun are tho only Behar tracts wherein the 
spring cro])s h.ave not contributed largely to bcl])*tho people through tho ditfi 
cultics of the present soa.son. From two districts of East Bengal report wat 
received tliat the heavy rain of tho 23rd March had, to some extent, retardet 
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ajjriculturo. But subsequent open weatber has remedied any temporary 
^difficulty of this kind, and the early crops all promise well. The Ajudl crop 
of mulberry leaves, and tlio outturn of silk durinjr that month, promise to be 
unusually gooda* In jjartsof Midnapqro, Rajshahye, Moorshedahad, Beorlalioonj, 
and some other districts, the April silk crop is of much importance to the ryots. 
I’ho crop of mhowa flower, which in tho wilder parts of the country t<i the 
Avest forms a largo part of the food of the poor during April and May, promises 
to be good cverywhoro exce])t in a part of tho Sonthal Pergnnnahs. 

■ 4 . Tho supply of grain in tho principal local markets at tlie prices (pioted 
. is sufficient, except in i^arts of 'Pirhoot, Chumparun. 

^ I'urnealj, llungporo, and I-'alamow; trom one 
pr two places it is reported that people who wont to buy tlndr weekly .supply 
of rice at the nearest bazar had to come back witliout it. But, on the wJiole, 
the local supplies of grain ai*e maintained wonderfully well. JOven in part of 
Tirhoot, where there was not more than one-eighth of an average autumn crop, 
and where there has been hardly any syiring harvest at all. tho chief entrepAts 
had plentv of grain, and tho local markets are fairly well supplied, an active 
petty trade having b('on hitherto maintained, and supjdies brought up from tho 
Ganges and tho railway. In several ydaccs where the Govei’iiment grain stores 
wore opened to tho work-people or to tho ])u1)lic, coinjiaratively litth; of the 
Government grain was purcha.sed ; indeed, it is only in North Chumj)arun and 
a part of Purneah and in Tirhoot on th(5 works that any considerable ({iiantiti(.‘s 
of Government grain arc being sold, cither to work-people or to the j)ublie, 
through the local deahws. From some of the tracts in Tirhoot tltrough which 
Government grain is being nio.st largely carried, fi;ars have been expre.s.sed lest 
the qirivate, supplies in tho bazars should run short, because dealers are unable 
to replenish their stores from outside owing to want of carriage. The Sub- 
divisional Officer of Tajporo, through whose jurisdiction arc carried tho supplies 
of grain for North Tirhoot, writes : — “ I am anxious about tho bazar suppliiis; 
tho contractors from Chumpta Ghat have lately taken to using pack animals. 
* * * I do not know how this great importing sub-division has been 

hitherto supplied, with nearly all its carts drawn off to feed tlio.so tracts which 
usually (ixport to it ; but of this 1 am certain, that, if pack-bullocks are also taken 
up, tho bazar .supplies must fail ” Ilo.sults like this cannot, in view of the great 
operations Government have undertaken, 1m; altogether avoided; but tho local 
officers have boon desired to do all they can to mitigate the evil, and they have 
been especially proliibit< d from using any sort of compulsion to bring into 
Government service the pack animals employed on tho private trade. 

5. There is still no considerable im])ort of grain on junvato account from 
, bovfmd sea. But into some of tlie distre.ssed

districts gram still flows briskly trom oilier jiarts 
of India. Tlio Sarun district continues to receive supplies from outside, much 
of which comes down tho Gliogra river from Oudh. Kungjioro, Bogra, 
Rajslulifye and Maldali arc supjdiod to a considerable extent from Bust Bimgsd, 
but of tlio amount of flieso .su))])lios Gov'crnmcnt has no yirecise statistics. The

Tlie 
greater part of this largo (jiiaiitity is consigned to J’atna Ftatioii, where 
there was a coiisideruhh; block of the traffic during the fortnighl, the railway 
stations being in.sufficiently provided with the necessary facilities tor so large 
a traffic. Active steps have been taken to remedy this (iifficulty, and it is liopcd 
that it has been mot. 

Tho grain thus imytorted has hitherto f«)und its way by A'arious jielty 
channels into many parts of Boliar both north and south of the river. 
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6. In last narrative it was stajted that there was much grain waiting in 
„ . , , , „ . , the 1‘uniab to come down into the famine districts.

During the fortnight under report the railway 
oftioer deputed to inquire into the matter by the Government of India lias 
furnished his report. Ho finds that- 23, 680 tons of grain are waiting on the 
station premises of the Punjab Railway for means of •transport to Benares 
and Bohar. The chief adviser of the Punjab Government in railway matters 
believes that four times as much more grain is stored in bazars and serais, 


waiting for waggons to carry it down to the distressed tracts. The Consulting 
Kngineer to the Government of India reports that, before the end of March, 
a fixed and iiniforin de.spatcli of 1,250 tons of grain from the Punjab to 
the famine districts ‘ought to bo considered a certainty. The dillercnce 
between tlie prices of grain in the Punjab and Bohar is so gi’oat that the 
])rofit8 on the traffic are largo ; and the Railway officer who conducted the 
enquiry reports that, under present circumstances, “ it is absolutely certain that 
the sup])ly of private grain to the railway will continue fully equal to its 
carrying power;” while it is clear that no “ room can be found for Government 
grain transport without interfering with private trade.”

Tho authorised figures for tho exports of tho month of March have not yet 
been received. But, it is certain that the exports from Calcutta and Chittagong 
have much diminislied. From the Orissa ports the exports continue to be 
moderate. So far as advices have been received, the exports of food-grains from 
Bengal for tho month of March amount in round numbers to about 16,500 tons ; 
so that the total export of food from Bengal during tho six months ending on 
the 3 1st March will bo about 190,000 tons. Tho Lieutenant-Governor some 
time back expressed his belief that tho exports up to April would bo from 
1. 00, 000 to 200,000 Ions. A recent report states that a fresh demand for tho 
Mauritius is shortly expected in Calcutta, while something more may go from 
Orissa, so that it is not unlikely that tho total will not fall far short of tho 
larger figure named by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

8. Tho distri(!t narratives (enclosures Nos. 3, 4, 5, C, 7, and 8) show 
... „„ , that, with tho one exception of Tirlioot, to bo noticed 

more lully below, iho condition of the people is 
dccidedl}' good and hopeful, indeed, this feature is so prominent in the q^ratives 
that it may well be the subject of much thankfulness. Tho accounts of - 
North Chumparun, where, next after North Tivhoot, tho famine is wrong 
.show that by relief works, by selling Gex^ernment grain, by advancist, 
grain, and by means of a thorough system of charitable and medical 
relief, distress is being arrested and relieved ; and, for the present at 
any rate, the Lieutenant-Governor feels confident that tho Government 
agency and means on the spot will suflicc to meet tho famine. In other 
districts where distress had threatened actual famine has not yet appeared, and 
the local officers seem quite confident that their preparations are sufficiently 
advanced to meet distress when it <5omes ; and it seems also that tho people, 
though they oxjiect scarcity and very high prices, believe that with tho help of 
Government they will get through their difficulties. From Dinagepore the 
Magistrate writes that “ pri'ces are rising,” and “ the supply of grain is 
becoming exhausted;” but “there is wonderfully little distress among tho 
people,” * * * “and it is bcytuid ((uestion that thtf commencement of 

relief operations and consequent diffusion of money throughout the country, 
as soon as there was any ajiprchcusion of scarcit}', has enabled the people to 
meet it Avith confidence and vigour.” From Maldah and Bogra it is reported 
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that tho condition of tho pooplo has not* changed for tho worse. From all 
•Jiarts of Sarun it is reported that there is no general distress, as all tho poorer 
classes aro on the relief worics, while professional beggars and persons unable 
to work are receiving charitable relief. From Monghyr it is reported “ that 
the condition of the people has improved since the rubbeo liarvest commenced.” 
No general distress has been reported from North Hhagulpore; and tho latest 
telegraphic report from that tract is, “ <;onditiou of general population satis- 
factory.” The Purneah Magistrate writes : “ I have not seen or heard of any 
cases of actual starvation, b*ut the number of cases of distress is increasing, and 
would have been much larger but for the relief afforded by tho Government road 
and by relief committees.” In South Behar there is at present no distress. Tho 
latest report from tho Sonthal Pergunnahs is that “ tho pcojjle look well every- 
where,” though in parts tho supply of grain is expected soon to fall short. Some 
days back alarming reports were received about a small tract in Hazareebagh ; 
but subsequent reports written after the District OlDcer had visited tho spot aro 
reassuring, and it is stated that the local distress which had appeared has been 
met. In West Bengal, regarding which densely-peopled and to some extent 
poverty-stricken tract tho Lieutenant-Governor has all along been anxious, 
there are no present signs of probalrlo general distress. 

9. There is one large exc<‘])tion to tho general condition of affairs 

described in the next foregoing paragraph, and that 
is tho north-eastern portion of tho Tirhoot district, 
where tho poorer classes have, in tho last month, conm upon tho relief works in 
enormous numbers, now, it is believed, ajqmoachiirg to half a million in all, 
who^e receiving relief in sojtie shape. 

^t thePtimo when the last narrative was despatched, the Lieutenant- 
Governor was in Tirhoot personally superintending the organisation of relief 
measures there. Ho subsequently visited some more of the distressed circles, 
and saw the circle oflicers posted and at work personally instructing them. 
Ho then crossed to Patna, whore he again consulted with the Commissioner 
and settled some points with Sir Tlichard Temple, whom ho had asked to meet 
him there. Ho saw and instructed some more of the officers sent down from 


the N<)rth*W(^stern Provinces, and completed the arrangements for officering tho 
distressed circles of North Bohar, after which he returned to Calcutta. 

10. The result of tho Lieutouant-Governor’s further inquiries in Tirhoot 
Position of nffaire ivhrn the Lioute- do uot materially differ from those stated in tho 
nant-uovornor leO Tiriioot. last iiaiTative. As tlioro stutcd, it is fcarcd that 

some cases of starvation to a greater or loss degree Inivo t)ccurrcd among a ftjw 


old peo])le who did not come to Relief works or relief centres in time, and 
perhaps in greater numbers among young children who have sufferod from bad 
and deficient nourislirnont, while the parents were living on scanty food, 
though uot starving. But all' accounts agree that nowhore has distress been so 
great avi in the Bahera thana < f Dtiibliunga, to which allusion has already 
boon made — there only have tho symptoms of severe distress been prominent, 
elsewhere the cases have been very lairo and isolated. Tho Ijieutcnant- 
Governor repeats his hope and btdief tliat tho progress of distress has now been 
stayed. Very fow deaths Jiavo boon reported as directly duo to starvation, 

not moro than ten or twelve in all. Tho Government 
Doaihs from atarration. India li iviiig a.dvcd tho Lioutonaut-Govcriior s 

personal opinion on this point, it was given as follows : — 


“ In times of scarcity and the early stages of famino it is totally impossible 
to distinguish deaths accelerated by scarcity and bud fi>od from natural deaths. 
He has not tho least doubt that among a very poor and helpless population, 
such as exists in North Tirhoot, many pcoph^ dio when food is dear, Avho 
would not die, or would not die so soon, if it wero cheap. lie believes 
that there have not been deaths from direct starvation among healthy 
adults ; but, from what ho saw of tho pcoplo about Bahcra and some of those 
on the works noar Durbliunga, ho fears that among such a population a good 
many old, weakly, and sick pooplo must have suceumbod to insufficient nourish- 
ment. Similarly, as before mentioned, manj’- young children are much emaciated, 
even wheu thoir parents aro not so. Tho Lieutenant Governor does not believe 
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tluit the parents starve the children to feed themselves, but only that the 
children are lirst affected by s. anty and bad fare. This result is much agfrra* 
vat(;d by the native habit of nursing cliildrcn for two or three years. A child 
so nursed suffoi s much wlicn the mother fares indifferently, andf the food ff)r the 
child fails. The Lieutenant-Governor has already explained the extreme 
difficulty of .saving such children, owing to the unwillingness of the parents to 
bring them to our hospitals and j)oor-house8. He himself saw the emaciated 
»*.hildrcn carefully fed with milk at the temporary in-spital which he arranged at 
Bahera, but the mothers strongly resisted staying" there in spite of every con- 
cession and anange«nent that could bo made. Under such circumstances the 
Lioutciumt-Governor* cannot but fear that many children of a weak and sickly 
character die. Similarly, ho believes that some old and infirm j)Ooplo die on 
account of scanty food. H(! is happy, however, to say that so far as he saw 
and can learn, it is only in the part near Bahera .that want has reached the point 
that many people are emaciated and the weakly -must in some numbers die. 
Every attention is now bi.'ing given to impmvo matters there.” 

11. The view expressed in the foregoing extract is much borne out by 
„ , , , the narratives received since this expression of 

reports oi (u'utliii. •• i»iii rii* i a a* 

opinion was subinitteil. In the 1 irlioot narrative 
(enclosure No. d) will bo found mention of reported cases of starvation, into 
which inquiry was made by European ofHcers, the body of an old man in 
the Hatti r<‘lief cindo of Durbhanga, who was said to have died from starva- 
tion, “ was in a state of extreme emaciation yet “ the son of the deciaisod did 
not show any signs of suffering from want of food.” In a village of Mudhoo- 
bunnee three males were reported to have died from starvation, but inquiry 
on the spot showed that two of the deceased “ were children of a ifidowtr who 
was himself in a state of rude and well-nourished health.” In the llungporo 
narrative (enclosure No. 5i the Magistrate writes; “ There was a report 
received of a death from starvation in one part of this thaniiah, and I went 
to the spot two days ago, but the case was that of an old woman of 80 
years of age Avho died from disease.” It is, the Lieutenant-Governor fear.s, 
a fact that ooca.sionally poor creatures come on to the relief works in Tirliot>t 
in a very reduced state ; but on all the works except perhaps in Bahera tlio 
great nmjoi’ity of the people are in tolerably good condition ; and when deaths 
occur, it is not possible always to say whether they are duo, in whole or in 
part, to starvation. It may be confidently stated as a fact that up to this time 
the mortality from any causes among the great number of people collected on 
the roads, &c., in Tirhoot is singulai'ly small. Indeed, seeing the great 
numbers and the wretched physical charaqtor of many of the old and weakly 
collected together, the wonder is that there arc not more deaHis. Among such 
a population in the best of times there must be deaths of old and reduced 


people. The district narratives ('enclosures Nos. ff-8) sufficiently show that all 
Government officers in the distressed districts are very keenly ali;;^ to the 
obligation which lies upon them to save life and to arrest famine however and 
wheziever they can. 

12. While it is hoped that actual starvation has been stayed ''unhss it be 
„ 1 .. . . rare instances which escape all our care), our

dinicultics in regard to tlio einployiiient ot tho 
people have been much increased in Tirluzot since the last narrative, that is 


to say, there has been a ru.^h of people to tho works in tho Mudhoobunnoe sub- 
division in enoi’mous numbers, still greater than that which the Lieutenant- 
Governor found in Durbhunga; so much so, that the total numbers have 
apju’oachcd a quarter of a million in the Mudhoobunnee sub-clivision according 
to tho la.st statements received. It is feared, howevo’', that there has 
been a good deal of peculation andinisstatementin regard to thenumher.s, which 
are certainly so largo that, coming so sudzlenly, it is most difficult to deal with 
them. Mr. Metcalfe has enorgoticaJly undertaken this task, and it is believed 
successfully. A largo addition lias been made to tho Public Works staff of 
tho localit}'^, — tho very best officers being soleotod and taken from other duties. 
While tho people who como to tho works in Mudhoobunnee are so numerous, 
bey are not at all so reduced as some of those who come to Durbhunga from 
he neighbourhood of Bahera, but arc generally still strong and healthy, cases of 
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great want and emaciation being very exceptional indeed. It appears that while 
the population now in the northern tracts of the sub-division are comparativolv 
well off, the wliolo of the poorer population of those tracts have left their homes 
and flocked, together with those of the southern portion, to the network of roads 
near Mudhoobunnee, so that sumo 130,000 are eollec.ted in a small cireumfereiieo. 
Mr. Metcalfe found some of them who were in perfectly good condition, but who had 
tasted of the lax state of things, inevitable when a few among them wore in gre at 
want, were somewhat inclined to resist any strict counting and due apportionment 
of work. But ho has brought them to order, and done all that can be done 
meantime. When the Public Works staff is comjdete as jt will be innnediately, 
and the able-bodied are put on great works under proper discipline, while the 
weaker are provided for in their own villages, it is hoped that things will settle 
down into good shape. 


13. Having made immediate arrangements forMudhoobunneo, Mr. Metcalfe 
. , has returned to the Dinbhunga sub-division, where ho 

L.U.I torn sonthmi rclkf circles arc now work- 

ing well and in good order, while the other ein-los are also being put in good 
order. Mr. Metcalfe telegraphs on the 31st March, thus : — “In a ride from 
Bahcra through the worst parts, and in a circuit of twenty miles, I did not tind 
a person without a ticket for relief or uncared for.” In a h tter just received, 
Mr. Metcalfe says: “ Lists of all persons on charity have been made <ejt, and as 
far as I can judge most honestly, by the village Putwarries. Grain has been 
placed in the hands of the Joyt ryots, and i)i the scores of villages when* I went, 
the most w'retehed are being fed at their homes by tlndr headmen VV^c liavo 
alijphit oft’ a solution of the labour difficulty, m., that the weak and incapable have 
been foniTed into small gangs, and each gang is re(piired to do the same amount 
as one able-bodied man. The villagers have taken to this pi(;ce-work arrange- 
ment, and it will save Government much loss from cheating. I am working 
almost entirely through local men, with hero and there an exc(:ption. d’he 
Bahera road is still the difficulty. IVlanj^ of the villagi r.s have returned to tlu'ir 
homes, of the others some are going ; otliers adhere to the earth-work on the 
roads. The gangs have been organi.sed into numbers of and .several 

gangs placed under a Jemadar of one of the (’avaliy Ueginn’iits, and this 
aiTuiigement enables us to count the men with little or no difficulty, d'liere. is 
a great imj)rovement in the appearance of the classes, and 1 can see nowhere 
famished persons who aro not in some way n’ceiving tdiai ituble relief. As 
regards food the villagers now have no ftar, water is their chief anxiety. I .see 
but little water in the wells. The tanks are dry save the very largest, and 
unless we liave rain, there will hg a great scarcity of water. Your instructions 
regarding relief in the town through native residents have been carried out.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor trusts he may believe that the diffi'*ulties in 
Durblmnga and Mudhoobunnee have been met, and that w'c arc now well ahead 
of tho famine there as elsewhere. Already upwuirds of 1*J,()00 pcrs«jn.s are 
returned as receiving charitable relief in the Uurbhunga sub-division. 

Mrs. Metcalfe has taken charge of the poor pcoi)le and orphans in a largo 
onclosuro fitted up for them at i^urbhunga, and most of these poc^r people are said 
to be getting quite fat. 

In Seetaniui’hce things continue to be more favorably .situated, and the 
numbers on our hands arc not excessive, about 40,000 in all. 

In the throe northern sub divisions, Mr. Jletcalfo states that the whole 
number on the works, or otherwi.so receiving,' relief, is about 400,000, ami he 
hopes that we have reached nearly the maximum that w'o may exia et (»n our 
hands in that part of the country. J'c seems hardly possible that the number in 
Mudhoobunnee can bo very greatly increased i,one-third of tli * poj)iiIatioii aro 
already on the roads), but it is impossible to be confident that in titlier 
sub divisions the number may nut much increase. In tra«.*ts where the .sjuing 
harvest now occypies the people, we must expect, not improbably, a large 
addition to the number on the works betw'ccn the comi)letiou of tho harvest 
and tho cornmenceniont of tho rains. 

Tho Tirhoot narrative enclosure No. 3), speaks as if general distre.'w miglit 
be imminent in parts of tho hoa<l-quartcr sub-division of Tirhoot. A sabseijuont 
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letter, however, from the Magistrate of -the district, written after visiting the 
villages named in tlie narrative, says that the description there given was 
“ exaggerated, and no extreme distress is apparent or expected.” 

14i. The Lieutenant-Governor issued various orders in brief form during 
Ordoni iasnp.1 by the Lieutenant- liis visit to'Tirlioot. Since his retum to Calcutta he 
Governor on Tirhoot nffiiirs. },{jg embodied tlioso in u Note, Setting forth the 

order which he gave and the views which he formed during his visit. This 
Note is attached { Appendix C), and to it the Lieutenant-Governor begs to refer 
for an explanation of his proceedings and the measures which ho has adopted. 

15. At paragrapli 17 of the last narrative it was mentioned that Sir 
^ , „ , , . » Richard Temple had visited the Purneah and 

JJinagcporo districts, and Ins report on rurncah was 
then submitted, as also his estiiiiato of the grain requirements of Dinagepore. 
His final - minute No. 50 regarding Dinagepore was not received till after the 
des})atch of the last narrative. It is now appended (Appendix D). The 
Lieutenant-Governor is haj^py to find that Sir Richard Temple’s report, after 
inspecting the local arrangeineiits, is altogether favorable, and justifies the belief 
that tlie arrangements, both to trans))ort the grain and to give relief wherever 
it may appear, are very good and satisfactory. Sir Richard Temple has done 
all that was necessary to complete and systematise these arrangements, 
botli for the Dinagepore district and for the Rajshahye Division generally. 
In company with the Relief Commissioner and the local officers, he marched 
through the districts of Rungporo and Bogra ; he again visited Dinagepore ; 
ho has been to Maldah ; and, before concluding his review of affairs in the 
Rajshahye Division, ho conferred with the Commissioner, Mr. Molony, at 
Rajmehal. His minutes regarding Rungporo, Bogra, and Maldah,* and'^ie 
Rujshahyo Division geoeAally, Nos. 47, 48, 51, 58, St, and 52, with his 
second lottor on tlio subject, and the Government orders issued thereupon, 
will ho found in Appendix E. Sir Richard recommended some additions to the 
grain allotments of these districts, but it may be said that in regard to the 
Rajshahye Division as a whole, his reports arc very favorable and creditable to 
the Commissioner and Additional Commissioner, to Mr. Lewis, Magistrate of 
Dinagcj)oro, and to tho local officers generally. It is matter for congratulation 
that Sir Richard was able to express himself as thoroughly satisfied with 
tho conduct of the Rajshahye officers and with the forwardness of their 
preparations. 

Sir Richard Temple, after meeting the Lieutenant-Governor at Patna 
and visiting Allahabad to arrange further about reserve carriage, conferred 
with the Commissioner and tho Magistrates of Shahabad and Gya, and settled 
tho allotment of grain for those districts. On' his way down lie again visited 
Bhagulporo and settled the grain allotment for the Sonthal Pergunnahs and 
Monghyr. Sir Richard Tenqile’s Minutes on these subjects, and also thoso 
regarding the organization cf a reserve transport train, will be^found 
in Appendices F and G. 

It will have been seen from previous narratives that the Lieutenant- 
Governor has warmly acknowledged tlio good* service which Sir R. TemiJlo 
has done for tho Government of Bengal by visiting tho distressed districts, by 
conferring with lociil officers of all grades, by ascertaining what was required, 
by informing the local Government, by giving tho necessary orders, and by 
seeing that both his orders and thoso of Government were obeyed. Sir Georgo 
Campbell w'ould again repeat his most cordial acknowledgments of Sir Richard 
Temple’s serviijcs. 

IG. Sir Richard Temple has now suTimittod minutes clearly summarising 
the present tran.^port and relief arrangements in the three distressed divisions, 
Patna, Bhaguliiore, and Rajshahye. These will bo separately submitted to the 
Government of India, witli a note showing tho whole of tho allotments 
„ ^ , of grain, and giving a general review of tho 

transj)ort arrangements and their working. Here 
it will suffice to say that tho total allotniont of grain to the distressed 
districts amount up to date to 381,819 tons. It only remains to consider 
whether any further allotments, must bo made to the western districts of 
the Burdwan and Chota Nagporo Divisions, but it is not expected that the 
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demands for these districts will be very largo. The distressed parts of Chota 
Nagporo are those which are most accc.s.sible, and Burdwan is very ac(!e.s.sihlc. 
Seeing how favorably the season promises so far, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has no doubt ^hat with these largo allotments, and a certain reserve in case of 
surprise in any quarter, a very ample provision has been made. 

The carnage arrangements are now, as a whole, working very well indeed, 
and there is every pro.spect that the full cjuantitics allotted will l>e (ionveyed 
to, and stored in, the distressed districts in very good time. It was ut one 
time feared that the local carriage would scarcely keep pace with the supply 
sent up by the railway. Now the difficulty is the other way, i.a.y we can 
hardly send by railway enough to supply the local carrh^ge. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that arrangements now made will suffice to get up the wliolc supply in time. 
The only serious difficulty is in regard to the supjdy of Nortlj-Eastern Tirhoot, 
to which so mucii as 32 lakhs of maunds, or 1 17,000 tons, have been allotted, 
and where the carriage has, so far, fallen short of our expectations. But tlie 
Durbungah Railway is progi'cssing admirably, and most op])ortunely comes to aid 
us in carrying grain to Durbungah, to which a temporary lin(M)f rail will be open 
this month. The Government is now sangui tie that if the traffic lines arc not inter- 
rupted before 15th June, the supjtly for 'rirhoot will bo completed by that time. 
If the rains come in prematurely, the tli.strc.ss will, it may be hoped, bo so much 
curtailed, and the water routes will bo opened. The latest figures and facts 
regarding grain transport seem to make it certain that if no very unforeseen 
mischance occur, the allotments to all the other districis will be stored some time 
before the dates mentioned for the complet ion of the 'I'irhoot allotment, many 
of them long before. Only a portion of the additional allotment lately made 
tq^the Rajshahyc Division may be stored in the waterside dep6ts for distribution 
when the rains clear the channels. 


At Appendix K will Ikj found copies of the Lieutenant-Governor’s instruction.s 
to Commissioners regarding the distribution of grain during the rains, and his 
orders, deputing as})ecial officer. Mr. Wickes, c.e., toempiire into the best means 
of utilising the water-ways of the distressed districts from the 1st July. 

The trans])ort arrangements of Purneah and Nc-rth Bhagulpore have been 
organised by Mr. llankey with remarkable ability and success, and arc working 
exceedingly well. In Appendix II will bo found two reports showing what 
Mr. Hankey has done. 

17. The despatches of Government grain from Talent ta to tlio famine 

districts amounted (see Appendix B) during the 
DespatchcBof Govcr„.„.ntg,ui«. uiidcr revicw to 10,bU,9:}l) maunds - :J8,70r) 

tons). The total d('S])atches of Government grain to, and receipts in, the 
distressed districts up to the 81st ]\Iarch amount to 200,918 tons, out ol which 
131,705 tons had reached their final destination up to tlic date of the latest 
returns. The daily despatches by the East Indian Bailway fell, owing to 
the insufficiency of railway waggons, as low as 1,487 tons and 1,I<S5 tons dining 
the beginning of the fortnight. In consequence ot those short despatches, 
inconvenience was caused at tlio Purneah and North Bhagulpore uver- 
sido depots, where a jjowerful stream of carts had been arranged, and 
where the reserves of grain »Avcrc very soon exhausted. »Sinee the 20th 
March, ho’vcvcr, the average rate of despatches has bc'cn !:ept tis high 
as 2,479 tons per day, u quantity very little below the i !aximum wlthdi 
the Government of India desires should bo sent daiU'. i lu* Bailwtiy 
Company have allotted a siifficicut number of wagons to wor tl e Govern- 
ment grain traffic only; these wagons, if unloaded promptly at the Beiiar 
stations, will come back empty, and thus inaintain a constant .stt'udy trallic 
of ’Government grain. The East Indian Railway have also promised to give tl:<: 
Government grain at Howrah juiority of despatch over ordimiiy goods ; tiio 
ground for such a concession is that a regular stream of Governnumt grain to Beliar 
is necessary to enable the Government to ti’ansport its lull allotment into the 
interior before the rainy season, and to be in a ])osltion to .save the lives ol the 
people who may*bo cxpec.tcd to bo on its hands. J he Lieutenant-Governor 
only trusts that these arrangements will not interfere with the ch spatch of privato 
grain, remeuiberiug as he docs that after all that Government has done ior the 
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worst (listricfs, tlioro still remain mnny districts wlioro ihoro lias been much 
failure of crops which must frrcaily rely on private imjiortation. 

I'he I'lastern lJenj;al Kailway has been able to send away daily to 
Kooshtea and Uoalmulo all the {jrain which the Government rei^aiirod to smid; 
the average desjiatches by that line •durinjj the fortnight have been somewhat 
over 1,000 tons per day. 

18. The fortnightly returns of per.son.s emjdoyed on relief work.s under 

otll<‘('rs of the Public Works Department will bo 
found at enclosure No. 10. But this return does not 
always show the numbers cmjiloyed on works under the Court of Wards or on 
works under local agenc)’- ol' many kinds. As has been already said; the 
number of people employed, or pmhap.s, more strictly, relieved, on the works 
in North 'i'irhoot has increased (Mionnously. Compared with the figures 
given in last narrativi? ('paragrajth 2 '^) the figures stand thus, and even the figures 
given had been somewhat exceeded by the last accounts : —

It will bo scon that the numbers employed have incroa.scd considerably in 
other parts of the country besides Tirhoot. In ri'gard to the management of 
these enormous nuudiers of work people, the utilization (tf their labrir, and in 
regard to their ]nmc,tual payment, the Ijieuten'aut-Governor would invite 
attention to paragraphs 1 l-‘2-t of his Note on Tirhoot alTairs (Ajijiendix C). Effort 
has been mad(‘, and u'iil si ill be made, to di.sper.se them to their homes as .soon 
as po.s.sihh', and io reliev<' them then'. Meanwhile, every nerve is strained'to 
sujiply ju'fd’e.s.'.ional .sujjervision of all grade.s, to .send iij) comjietent eh'vks of works, 
to cilueo local agiaiey for .supervision, and to maiiago the jiay-dishiirsement 
business to the best intere.-^ls both of tlu5 Government and of the work-peo])lo.

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as many local laborers as they rc(|uiro, inasmuch a.s people can earn from 
•I' annas a day in harvostinj^. People on the works consume, for the most, tho 
cheaper grains, which they buy locally. Coarse rico can bo luul from local dealers 
on tho works at 12 seers per rupee. At one place only was there a demand 
for Govcrnmoiit grain, and there one bag of llurmah rice was i.ssuod and was 
taken readily. The number of work-people on tho Gunduk Einbankment.s has 
' risen to 28,834, as against 25,015 .shown in tlio last narrative. Alost of the ])coplo 
arc doing petty task-work; they draw their supplies of inaizci mainly from 
tho Irtcal markets. The pooplo arc strong and able to work ; only a hnv e.oino 
to the works in a reduced state, and receive gratuitous relief for a time from the 
Engineers. / 

21. The numbers of work-people on the Nortlnu n llengal Railway are 
„ increasing; about the 15th March tlu;re were U,00() 

the feeder roads. 'J'ho earth-work comj)leted was eqtial to a bank 2 1 miles long 
and 4 feet high’. On tho southern section, where tiie bank i.s In'aviest, but few 
laborers hud yet applied for work, but tiny were beginning to come in larger 
numbers. The Engineer-iii-Chicf is very anxious to complete the railway 
bank from Julpigoreo down to the Ganges this .season, and he is arranging 
to import laborers from other distrcs.sed districts. The Magi>'tiate of Bogra 
also has been instructed to s(md over tor work upon the railway any distres.scd 
people of his district who may b(! willing to take woik away from their homes. 

221 The railway from Chunipta Ghat, on the (Janges, to Durbliunga is not 
_ exactly a relief work, but it was undertaken, and is 

being rapidly pressed tlirougii, in order to carry 
grairhf^into the mo.st di.str(-.s.scd tracts of "Xorth 'Pirhoot. 'I'lie length ot the line 
at present sanctioned from tho Ganges to Durbliunga is 44 miles; on 28^ 
miles of this Icngtii tho rails had liocn laid, and tho principal bridge was 
expected to be completed at once. The Engineer-iu-Chief expected to 
lay two miles of rails a day, to conqiletc the remaining bridgc.s, and to bo 
able to run an engine into Durbliunga by the middle of Ajiril. From 
the finst of tho pvi'scnt month tho railway was to carry a certain amount of grain 
daily as far as Nagurbustee, two-thirds of the. dislaiieo from the Ganges to 
Durljhiiiiga, and .soon afwT the loth’ the railway will, it i.s expi'cted, carry 
800 tons of grain daily into i )iirbluinga. '^i’lio (Jovernmeni of India lias pro- 
vided that rolling .stock .shall b(^ ready on the lu'w lino in snUicii'iit. (juanlily to 
carry 800 ton.s a day, and arrangements are in train for unloading the wagons 
at stations and .starling it oil' to tho diqiots on carts. 

It has been explained in pri'vions iiarnil I ve.s that, in order to carry 
out the relief sy.stmn conleinplated by the “inslruc- 
tioiis” i.ssucd liy the Government ol India, the larger 
.suh-divisions have been sub-dividod, and each relief .'••u’o-division i.s parcelled 
out into circlo.s. Over each circle is placed a competent ollie.er w'.io has to 
direct amV^ontrol charitable relief at each village of his circle. The circle 
officer is aided by ont>, two, or moi-c assistaids. Atlaelied to eacli eirelo is a 
famine ho.spital and a native doetor; and it i.s the duly of the circle officer 
and Ids assistant to visit every vilfagc in tiio circle at least once a week, to 
jiroparo lists of the poojde wlio re(|uire relief in every vilk:gi‘, ami to see that 
relief is given in one f<»rm or anollier to cvitv person avIio requires it. 4Mio 
worst di.stric{s, Tirliool, ('huinparun, Diiiagepore, Alaldab, and Ivungjiore, and 
parts of Bliagulpore, Vurneali, and Alongliyr, have been thus parcelled out 
into circles; and every circle in each of these districts is manned, and the relief 
system, has been th'n-ougbly and systcniallcally begun. Bidow the circle officers 
are employed the indigenous village agency of village lieadmcn, village 
accountants, and village police, as explained in the Lieutenant-Governor's nolo 
f Appendix C, paragraphs 2-7). As has been stated in a previous paragraph (13) 
the Additional C(.imnii.ssi(mcr of North Ih liar, writing from the worst part 
of Durbliunga, sa's’tj that in a circuit of twenty inib'.s he did not Hiul a 
person unrelieN ed or uncared for. Mr. I lowo’s account (.sec the last jiapor in 
enclosure No. 3) of tin; relief arrangomciits in North Clntinparuii .shows 
that througliout Rmnmiggur the ndniini.stration of charilublo relict in the relief 
circles is now in good working order, and the people arc kejit from starving.

consulerable extent, lo the people on tho works 
the grain has been sold in Tirhoot and also in parts of lihagulpore. From 
Rumnuggur, in North Chumparun, only have full accounts of those sales and 
their results been received. Mr. llowo, tho Sub-Divisional Officer, writes thus: — 
“ Since tho 12th March sales of Government grain to tho public have 
“ rice to the public have commenced, and by tho 21st, the date up to which this 
“ reports extcjids, »T(35 maund.s, 20 seers, 12 cliittacks had been disposed of, and 
“ Rs. 1,269-10 realized. The jirccautions taken to prevent its getting into tho 
“ liands of monoj)olists were these: 1st, the rice was sold in small quantities, tho 
“ smallest that could be considered wholesale, generally 3 bags, and to as many 
“ petty traders as possible. A few of the more substantial dealers, four in number, 
“ received 7 bags (about 14 maunds each). A proclamation was issued several 
“ times (especially on market days) informing tho public that Government rice 
“ would bo retailed by certain dealers at 1 1-.} seers per rupee, and every oppor- 
“ tuiiity of making this widely known was taken. 1 also took an agreement 
“ from each dealer in writing to tho eftcct that ho should only soil retail in 
“ tho town of, and at tho bazars round, Raumuggur at 11^ seers per rupee, and 
** in not larger quantities than 5 seers to uny one pcr.son. A few titSo agreed 
“ lo retail on our roads ai’ouud Rainiiuggur to our coolies. Finally, I took the 
“ greatest care, thiough my o,stahlishment and in person, to watch the working 
“ of the measure and pr 'veut abuses. 1 feel Uoiiviuecd that tho grain thus sold 
“ has circulated freely amongtho people in tho manner intended by Government. 
“ Every shoj) Avhero Goveiiiinont rice is sold is .surrounded by eager purchasers, 
“ and no measino we have takt n (not even tho advances to ryots, ■which was 
“ very popular) has tcuided so completely to restore tho confidence of tho 
“ people. Villagers from 8 to 10 miles come in on bazar days, and tho 
“ rice is rapidly sold.” Sales conduotod after this fashion through tho local 
dealers will, it is hoped, not restrain trade, or prevent such private importations 
as may be coming in. In the Lieutenant-Governor’s Noto (Ajjpondix C) it is 
sufficiently ('xplaincd that private trade was 'active, and private supplies 
■were tolerably abundant, even in tho wor.st parts of Tirhoot. 

26. In tho Chumparun and rurncah districts advances of money and 

.. . . . grain to substantial ryots have been begun. In 

. cantos 0 rjo Suiuii, Tirlioot, Ruugporc, Maldah, Rhagulporo, and 

Monghyr, very considerable sums have boon advanced to zemindars in order 
that tlioy may help their ryots. The advances of grain made direct to ryots, 
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have been made by the relief circle officers on the security of tho ryot’s holdirif^ 
'or other security. At parajjraphs 41-40 of tho Lieutenant-Governor’s Not«5 
on Tirhoot affairs (Appendix 0) tho subject of advances to ryots is discussed 
and it is pointed out that there are considerable classes of ryots who will not 
work on roads, and who yet will require advances of grain to carry them 
through tho coming season. Sir George Campbell has desired all ofiic<>rs to make 
advances to ryots as far as possible on tho security of zemindars, middlemen, or 
head ryots ; and looking to tho very great importance of this advance question, 
he has suggested that villages in the worst tracts bo classiiied according to 
the manner in which it will bo necessary to make advances to ryots. Now 
that the Uclicf Circle Agency is getting into full working'order, the Liojitcnant- 
Governor has good hope that this business of advancing grain to ryots on the 
best available security will be properly dealt with during the next two months. 

27. During his recent tour Sir Richard Temple had recommended that 
, „ . , , . . aiiplication be made to the Madras and Bombay 

Medical stuff lui* the flimme districts. ‘ i i* j. j i i xr t\ ^ 

Governments lor twent}' additional Native Doctors 
to help in tho medical relief reijuired in the famine districts. The orders of the 
Bengal Government on that Minute show that, up to the present date, 102 Native 
Doctors have been indented for on behalf of the famine di.stricts ; and the Surgeon- 
General has made available 100 Native Doctors for the duty from the Bengal Pre- 
sidency. Out of this number from 50 to 70 Native Doctors had reached the famine 
districts before the end of March, and the rest were on their way.- Sufficient 
stocks of medicines and other necessaries jiackcd in small boxes have been 
sent to each famine district, so that the Relief Ciiwlo hospitals may bo found 
witli all fitting drugs and appliances. In case further indents should bo 
made for medical aid, tho offer of the Government of India to send 
for additional native doctors from Madras and Bombay has been accepted. 
For the sujiervision of tho relief hospitals an additional European medical officer 
has been .sent to each of the sub-divisions in North Tirhoot, and another for 
North Chumparun. Preparations are thus being made to meet and relieve 
disease among the famine stricken people. Up to the present date there has 
most providentially been no epidemic among tho people on tho relief works or 
at the chief grain routes, or at tho groat depots. There was a little 
cholera at one time on tho grain route to Ghoraghat in Dinagejiorc through 
Bogra ; but it lasted only for a few days and has disappeared. Diarrhoea is 
said to be prevalent among the people on one length of tho Chumparun 
embankment. If immunity from epidemic continues among tho enormous 
crowds on the relief works till they are di-spersed, it will be a very great 
blessing.

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NOTE OF THE RESULT OF THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR’S 

VISIT TO TIRllOOT. 


SiNCK I Imvo visited tlio country about Durblmnga wIk'VO distress 1ms first 
a.ssumcd u severe type, liavo discussed matters tlumm^jldy Avith tlie local officers, 
and have instructed tliem both verbally and by roujjli notes, I think it well to 
suunmirisc the views whiith 1 Imvc tbnned, and the instructions Avhich 1 have 
f^iven on this occasion. In case, unhappily, distress should, at any time, "ain on 
us iti other (juarters, Vc must profit by the experience of the places whore it has 
first appeared. 

2 . It is unnecc'ssary to repent the advantao:e of bein{j prepared in time, 
Dist.os*c..nnoti,o,.u twiti...MtuMng find meetiiij? the intlux of distress in .such a way as 
iii.tiu't'noiw 1111(1 voluntary iigincj. to avoid confusiou and aljuso when it comes on 
us with a rush. I trust tlmt this is every wlnn-e fidt, and tliat Avhethor .serious 
disti-ess already exists or not, no officers of districts where it may be reason- 
ably upprehi'iided are wantin*^ in zealous jnejmrations. Rut I am farther 
much impressed, by what I have seen in Durbhunga, with this, that distress 
on a large scale may, and often or generally does, come at last sone what 
suddenly, and that the (government organization which we can supply will not 
.suffice to meet it in this state unle.ss we also avail ourselves to the utmost of all 
the indigenous and voluntary agency Avhich'the country aflbrds. Onr execu- 
tive machinery is still A'ery detiiaent in the>e provinces ; the beginning of 
such machiiu'ry which has been recently made being (piitc unefpml to hear in 
its^ A'cry infain^y the strain of a great crisis such as this which has ari'f^’ed. 
I'he assi.staiKM) which avo obtain from other proA’inces is not in a moment 
adapted to a country and a system entirely dillerent. (.)ur anxieties have been 
spread over so Avide a surface that it has not been possible to concentrate all our 
power on the points Avhere the Avorst distress has actually occurred, till the facts 
liave solved all doubt. Morc'over, there is this special difficulty, that avo have 
the smallest machinery in the tracts inhabited by a (piiet, poor, long-siill'ering 
race, Avho give little trouble in ordinary times. North Behar is probably the 
ino.st under-goA’crned country in India; one young man as sub-divisional officer 
ha.s thev(' ruh'd and judged a j)o[mlati(ui Avhich would els<'Avh('re Iuia'c been pro- 
A'idcd Avith a full di.strict maerhiuery. (Of the Durbhunga Sub-division, for instaiuie, 
the pojmlation is 8()7, 10!).) Vet hero is the A’ery ])o|)ulalion Avhich comes oii 
us in a body in the most helph'ss .state. 1 am not surprised, then, that in such 
a sub-division as Durbhunga, notwithstanding the oflicial aid Avhich avc have 
sent, there should havt; lu'en some failure to fneet the ru.sh of the famine Avhen 
reliance AA as placed too exclu.sividy on otficial agency, and there Avas delay in 
attempting to Avork roughly Avith indigenous agency till the Government 
agency should he com))lotc. I inu.st .strongly impress on all officers, that Avhen- 
ever and hoAvever dislres.s may come upon thorn, and to Avdiatevcr extent they 
may and do ])ro])erly apply for (Jovernmont aid, tlieymnst not omit to do the A'Oiy 
ntnuKst that is ] ossible l)y the means Avhich thep- districts aftbrej.

Rut on the other hand, 
Avlieii Ave go lower doAvn, there is more of tlio old A'illago machinery than in 
R< ngid. Almo.st cAeiy village ha.s its headman or jeyt ryot, and putAvari, 
and then' are a good many, — Rrahmin.s, Mahomedans and others, — who have a 
( ertain amount of native education The census of Rchar was almo.st entirely 

taken, and Avell taken, by the putwuris and head- 
men, and it seems to me that the machinery which 
could lake the general census may Avell he used to census the poA'crty- stricken

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in each villa^^e, make lists of them, keep relief accounts, and work the village 
system of relief which the Governiiioiit desires to ado))t. 

4. The utmost use must he made of the zemindiirs and their agents and 
Zemindars and their agents, and dependents. Evcry possiltlo ])rcssure must be put 

Kuropoan planters, thoso wlio aro at all backward to induce and 

compel them to do their duty. In North lieliar wo have the very great 
advantage of the assistance of a very active and energetic body of Kuroiiean 
indigo planters. The aid which tln^y have most willingly given has been 
almost everywhere fully used and should be so everywhere. 

5. The orders for local committees must be c.‘irried/out in good faith. It

bora of «uoL should uiidertuko Hpoeiiic aro soniotiiiios a sliaiii ; but oitlu‘r acting* in coniriiittoe 

or, still more, acting .s('|)aratoly as individuals, 
every good resident should bo utilised. Tlie best way of Ix'ginning is to 
bring them together in committees, to portion off duties, and let it be settled 
in tlio ju'esence of the body of the committee that each man capable of aiding 
is to undertake some sjiecific function in a specitic. jilace, or in a K[)ccific area. 

6. A very good plan had been fornu'd of ajipointing to the charge of

was the delay in clTecting this, pending the completion of a larg(' superior estab- 
lislimcnt for which European officers were thought to he indispensable. In 
Mudhubunnee and Ilattoc about Ks. 15 p(‘r meniicm or less was allowed to 
tlie.so group Superintendents. The Durbhunga {)lau whi<h was (urculated con- 
teufjdated a unihu'iii rate of Rs. 30 per mensem I do not know that paying 
high and uniformly sccunis efficiency, and sonu'timcs volunteers will do the work 
better than paid men. I wmild allow a discretion in I’ogard to pay according 
to the circumstunecs and the class of people obtainable in each hxtality ; but 
subject to this caution, I entirely approve of carrying out the system of group 
superintendents. 1 trust it has now been nearly completed in North Tirhoot. 

7. liut beyond this, the point on wlu(‘h I have most dwelt istliat wc must 

not stop short with the group superintendents, ])aid 

» iiuigt" orifamsntion, ‘ . 

or unpaid. \\ e must have a [iroper organisation in 
each village. The moment wc go beyond the stage of great puldie works, it is 
totally iiupossihle to deal with the people in detail unless we have tliem 
localised and individualisi'd, village by village and name by name. We 
cannot send them away from the roads till tlio village machinery is ready to 
receive them ; we (ainnot distinguish jiooplo receiving relief by labor, clmritable 
relief, and relief by advanc,es, flr prevent the same ])orsons from receiving 
relief in diflercnt shapi's till we have all tliosc ri'ceiving relief registered, name 
by name, according to their villagi.vs by some person who knows them, and who 
can be made respon.sible for their coming and going. Above all, it will be 
totally fTfTpossiblo to deal with the people on our bands and wean tliem even- 
tually from dependence on Government unless wc have an individual knowledge 
of them in their villages. I Jiave oeenpird mysidf then in imprc.ssing on the 
local officers the necessity of carrying out a village organisation. This should 
be done as much as possible tlirough the zemindars. No man in tlie position of 
a landholder should be absolved from bis duties and responsibilities if it be possi- 
ble to obtain assistance from him. Finally, the headman and putwari must be 
utilised in each village. '1 hoy will keep a nominal roll of all persons in the 
village receiving relief cither on works or gratuitously. 'I'hrough them the 
village management may he cowdiudcd, and they will be responsible to check 
abuses. Small rewards according to work done may he promised and given to 
such headmen and {)utwaris. I authorise the Commissioner to arrange details 
of their remuneration. 

8. It is generally desii'able to allow tin laborers to choose their own 
^ ,,,• headmen, through whom they aro iiaid, and through

above indicated) and in Madiiubunuce wo have experience of another and farther 
phase of tho subject, viz. that in which very larjj:o numbers of people come on 
our hands for relief in great mas.ses congregated together. I myself saw vast 
assemblagt‘s of this kiV*d near Durblmnga, and by tho last accounts still greater 
iiuiiibers were on relief works in the Madhubunnee sub-division, though not 
so much reduced in condition as tho Durblmnga people. It may bo said 
that famines are of . two kinds, or at least there are two stages of famine — 
famine of money or labor famine, and famine of food-supply. It may, in rare 
cases of isolated districts, happen, as it did in Orissa, that the two stages 
become one, or that tho famine is from tho beginning an absolute deficiency of 
food-supply, the case being, as was stated in regard to Orissa, like that of a 
ship at sea which is suddenly found to be short of provisions. But with rare 
exceptions a money or labor famine precedes a food-famine, th.at is, food is to be 
had for money but it is dear, and the jioorer classes, being thrdwn out of work, 
liavc no money to buy it. Very often the famine never goes beyond this stage ; 
it has almost always been so in the North- Western Provinces, where there are 
abundant means of communication. Some of our stricken districts lieing very 


isolated, wo have feared and guarded against a food famine. But so far this has 
not come upon us. 1 have seen that even in North Tirhoot the btfzars 
are still supplied ; an active private import (by driblets in bullock- 
loads) is still going on, and food though clear has not reached what can 
be called extreme famine prices. Notwithstanding, however, the existence 
of supjdies in tho bazars* up to date, there is certainly what wo must 
consider wide-spread famine ; in some limited tracts some people have 
suffered from want of food before coming to our relief works, and in very con- 
siderable tracts tho people liave come to the relief works with a rush in very 
large numbers. Although these simple people very much follow one another 
like a flock of sheep, tliey are at first slow to move ; and, even when they 
have not actually starved, I do think that whoa they very suddenly come 
to us in this unusual way in very largo numbers, it is a sure indication that 
what must bo called famine is on them, that is, that they have reached the 


point when they would starve if not relieved. 
1 1. Tho first mode of relief for tho GoV 


Provision of work. 


relief for tho Government to undertake is clearly 
(and this has always been recognised) giving work 
to tho poorer classes who are without work and 


without means. The better classes who do not work on the roads generally 
do not starve till a later stage ; they have some credit if not some property. 
While the producing and wages-earning classes maintain themselves, ni /st of 
those dependent on them, even the beggars, are for the most part in some 
sort maintained also, llich natives do a good deal in this way, and I saw 
two or three faqueers living on a gang of relief laborers in Tirhoot. At any 
rate, tho beggars and helj)less people who come on mere charity, and are not 
supported by private liberality, may well be provided for in the early stages of 
scarcity by the rtjlicf committees without a very large Government organisation. 

In the present stage then tho public works have been our most active 
care. Under j)revious instructions a good deal had been done in most districts 
to prepare plans of such works for emergencies, and more has been done since 
tho present famine threatened. In those districts where the numbers seeking 
relief are not very excessive, I* believe that our preparations have been 
sufficient; but in some districts where no very large special works are 
available, and enormous numbers have suddenly come on us; it cannot bo said 


* From w)i»t I bhw of tho Hciivity of petty private trade» my impression is that for some time to come the 
bn Kars would be sui plied in this way if it wore not that tho pressure on carriage for the transport of Government ^rain 
is Wgiiiiiing to interfere very seriously with tho ineuus of pi ivaie traffic. Much complaint is now made that private 
people oniiiiot obtain carriage, and that the buAucka and donkeys which hitherto supplied the bazars are taken up by 
the conlractorB. This is no doubt a great evil, and the local officers should do all that is possible to avoid it. 
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that either the plans of our works cir our establishments are sufficient to 
enable us to obtain full money’s worth from tho labor of a needy multitude, • 
among whom little organisation is, in the first instance, possible. In fact, there 
is no denying that in some of these cases our organisation has not been such as 
to prevent the occurrence of what must be called great abuses, judged by the 
standard of ordinary times. 

1 i. In Bohar, at any rate, women and children come on the works quite as 
readily as men ; and it is because the whole family works, or pretends to work, 
that somewhat low wages with dear food arc not incompatible with an almost 
liberal measure of relief, measured by the fare to which these poor people are 
accustomed — a very low one. Wlierevcr some of tho people have begun to starve, 
or nearly to starve, it is impossible to refuse work to all applicants, whether 
really capable of real work or not. The result of the suddenness of the rush 
upon us in some places, and the necessity of being on' the safe side where 
famine has threatened, has been that wc certainly have, and to some extent must 
still have, great multitudes on our works doing very little real work and very 
imperfectly supervised. But I have felt tliat this i.s better than letting 
tho people starve, and that it must continue till wo can sift them out and 
Mode of dcuiiiig with a Huddtii rush deal with them in detail : vve cannot send them 
of population to works. away till this is done. At the same time, I am 

clear that this cannot continue, and the first work which I have set Mr.- 
Metcalfc, (the Additional Commissioner) and the local officers to do is to 
make arrangements for dispersing these inultitudt'S. Fortunately, the climate 
at this season is favorable ; tlie people seem not to dislike the assemblages 
ill which they are gathered, and I hope no great harm beyond a somewhat 
pibdigal expenditure of money will result for a short time. But beyond this 
it must not go To begin with, although, as I have said, I believe that these 
sudden rushes indicate real want and rapidly-approaching famine, still, when 
under pressure of such necessity a lax system is established, and every one, 
<iown to the smallest child, gets paid for the merest pretence of work (with 
jirobably a good many abuses besides), the thing becomes too attractive, the 
whole country tends to come on the works, tho numbers threaten to be 
•ibsoluteht overwhelming. The people, too, become demoralised ; works where 
r(?al work is exacted are deserted, and many evils follow. If disease or 
climate do not disperse such multitudes with possible calamitous results, the 
case might be still more impossible to deal with when the rains and cultivating 
season approach. It would bo very difficult to get back to thoir homes and to 
regular labor people accustomed to such a system, while it would bo impossible 
to continue it in the rainy season. 

13. A vast multitude, treated in tho gross, through mates and other head- 
men, cannot bo individualised and dealt with according to thoir position and 
needs : wo cannot deal with them till we know who they are. In all such cases 
of unmanageable multitudes on the roads, tho first thing to do is what I have 
Arrangoinenu for dutributiiig labor- Ordered to bo done in Durbliuiiga and Madhubunneo, 
ingmaiweB. viz. to sift tlicm out accordiiig to thoir families, 

villages, and tracts of country; to separate those who wish to do, and arc 
capable of doing real work on tho large works from those who wish to go homt; 
or are not fit for work ; to put tho former on regular works on a regular system, 
where good wages are paid but a reasonable talc of woi’k is exacted (less than in 
ordinary times, but still a fair quantity', and to put the latter either on light 
work or on charitable relief. 

14. The better to carry out this system, I 
DivUion of works into two tiiiiweg. havo dircctod that tlio works should be divided into 

two classes ; thus — 

(1) Works under Public Works or other competent officers, on which real 

labor shall bo exacted and full wages paid. 

(2) Works under circle officers, on which the labor given is less ofl'eetive, 

and fbr which superior professional supervision is not required. 

Tho rates of wages on these would be mere subsistence rates, unless 

easy piece-work is given for liberal terms. 

The large roads now going on under public works officers, and other 
large works, irrigation. works, and the like, should bo put under the first head. 
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Even on the regular works it right that, besides the hard work for 
the able-bodied men, work of a lighter character, but still real, should be pro- 
vided, so that the families of the laborers and others who wish foj regular work 
should be provided for. This is generally done, and I rely on the Public 
Works and other officers to arrange it discreetly. 

1 5. Although on the regular works wo cannot prevent a considerable fluc- 
proper regwiry of laboren on large tuatioii and Coming and going, it will bo desirable, as 

much as possible, to not(} the names and residence of 
the laborers, and to classify them under fixed and recognised headmen as persons 
regularly employed and paid Besides making it much more easy to deal 
with them and prevent abuses in the present, this will greatly facilitate our 
operations when we come to send homo at the piMper season, with a sufficient 
store, those who have well worked on the roads, at the season when there is 
nothing else to bo done. 

16. The mode of payment to bo adopted is a matter of extreme difficulty, 

, , , regarding which much local latitude must be 

Mode of payment on largo works. ii j xr • i i i j. • j 

allowed. Various modes have been tried with 
varying success. Primd facie, in the case of very poor people, it seems most 
desirable to pay daily ; but wluni the multitude is very large it is physically 
impossible to pay, by trustworthy agency, each individual daily — either the 
laborers are grouped in gangs, and payment made to each gang, or payment 
is really made to the headmen of largo numbers of mates, who distribute 
to the mates, and the mates to the laborers, in a way which admits of little 
check. As soon as the people are regularly (;las>ified and put into ])ormanent 
gangs, it will not be so difficult to pay each gang daily ; and when they 
have worked some time and are not living quite from hand-to-mouth, it will 
much facilitate matters if they are found to be well content with payment every 
two or three days. One great and increasing difficulty about daily payments 
to each individual laborer is the enormous number of copper pice required. 
Where these run short it may be permitted to pay in grain ; but from all 
I have seen, I have no doubt that, as long as money can bo had, it is far 
best for all parties to pay in money and lot the laborers buy either from the 
Government shops or privately as tlnjy prefer. 

Caro should bo taken that jJayment is not made in such a manner as to 
make it the interest of mates and lieadincn to tout for and bring together an 
unnecessary multitude. I fear that when wo arc oppressed by too great 
numbers, the tendency of such a system is to increase the numbers and bring 
the whole population on our hands. Wlien we are not able to rtyect people or 
to exact real work, every creature that can be mustered j)asses for so much 
profit to the mate and headmen, and if they can ])a8S muster two or three times 
over so much the better for these men. Effort should be made to j)ay if not 
individually at least in small squads, and not to distribute money in a wholesale 
way. 

17. It is to be thoroughly understood that not only are the offi- 
Rwipoiwibiiity of civil officow in cors of tho PubUc Wofks Department iemployed 

connection witii large work*. jp districts wliero t Scarcity prevails wholly and 

absolutely under the Commissioners and superior civil officers of districts 
on all points in which they may think it desirable to interfere, but that 
everywhere the local sub-divisional officers and their assistants are directly 
responsible to see that payments are properly made and work given in tho 
manner most conducive to relief. It is expected that in this respect they and 
tho Public Works officers will work in thorough accord. Tho Commissioner 
or Additional Commissioner on the spot will lay down general rules on 
which tho Public Works officers will act subject to the orders of the Magis- 
trate of the district. The Public Works officers will ordinarily arrange for 
payment of the men employed * under them ; but the local civil officers will 
inspect the works, test the payments of the Public Works subordinates, and 
see that all is right. If not right they will at once communicate with the Public 
Works officers, and if necessary, with their own official superiors. I have 
given full authority to the Commissioners to authorize the entertainment of any 
local establishments for the proper management and payment of the laborers 
that may bo necessary to supplement the Public Worka establishments. 
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18. It is most necessary that efficient sanitary arrangements should be 

made on all largo works ; and particular attention 

SaniUryarrangemenU. should be given to this. 

19. ■ The villago works under cirac officers must necessarily be conducted, 
Village and minor works under for the most part, by non-professional people; but 

circle officers. I have arranged that in each relief circle an officer 

should bo specially charged to look after the works in the circle. There 
lias been much correspondence regarding these village works. The result 
is that, by aiding zemindars and otherwise, we must promote the employ- 
ment of the people to the very utmost, but that in the last resort in 
very distressed tracts, where the people are likely to starve and no one can bo 
induced to undertake works for his own benefit or from public spirit, the 
Government must employ the people by undertaking such works (excavating 
tanks and the like) as are most beneficial to the general community. 1 rely 
much on the tact and energy of the local officers to make these arrangements for 
the best. Even when Government pays for the works they may advantagcou.sly 
be placed under village headmen and others locally interested ; we want to give 
the people work near their homes, and, if the headmen arc interested, they will 
carry the w'ork out all the more readily. 

Strangers coming to villago works arc to be registered in the villago 
where they labor and live for the time. 

20. To the distressed poor of both sexes the ta.sk-w^ork system cannot be 

.... , , . eenerallv applied. As much work must be obtained 

Limitations on task-work systom. i i 

for them as they can fairly do, and no more. 
Any sti'ingcnt enforcement of a labor test may re’pel these people and cause 
ultimate danger to life. But it is better to obtain a little, even the smallest 
amount of work from those wdio can work, than to give gratuitous relief. The 
offering of })ieee-work is very good whenever the people will accept it, the 
terras offered being, as has been said, liberal. 

21. Returns of laborers on -works in ea/5h circle are to be made by the

being' distinguished. Ihis is to be separate from 
the P.ublic Works Department returns. The Public Works officers are to return 
the number of their laborers to sub-divisional officers, who will combine the 
whole in one return. 


22. With respect to Public AVorks establishments, it is evident that, with 

„ . the cnoi-mous number of people now coming on 

I’ublic W orks establiiiliincnts. , i .1 1 pi r ' 

the roads and other works, even alter a large 
proportion of them have been sifted out and put to village works under 
the civil officers, the labor and rc.sponsibilities of the Public Works officers 
must be very great, and the staff of officers must be increased as much as 
possible. I have arranged that a separate Executive Engineer is to be provided 
for each of. the sub-divisions in Tirhoot in which distress is very great, especially 
that Durbhunga and Madhubunnee should each have an officer of the rank 
and powers of Executive Engineer, the very best available. As many Assistant 
Engineers as possible have been'; and are being, supplied ; also a number of 
subordinate officers ; but I agree with an opinion which I have seen expressed 
that the famine countrj’^ is hardly the place for a European overseer with a large 
family and imperfect acquaintance with the language. We arc sending all the 
fit men wo can, and they should be sent as unincumbered as possible, but for 
the rest I continue to repeat what I have all along said, that much inferior 
agency must be extemporised in the country itself, and made the best of by 
the utmost tact and discretion in selecting and using it. There is one kind of 
subordinate agency which is much wanted, dorks of the works, that is, intelli- 
gent men acquainted with accounts, who can make up and check the returns. 
For this purpose Bengalloes arc very well suited. I have instructed the Chief 
Engineer to do his.utmost to send up good men of this class. I fear that there 
must be much laxness and peculation in many places, and as we get things 
into order and establish some system, it is of tne first importance that the 
executive officer should bo assisted by competent men capable of keeping their 
offices and testing statements of numbers, payments, &c. 
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23. Superintending Engineers have been appointed to the several districts 

“ ’'•‘‘O'* •".go york is going on, but they 

are comparatively new to the duty, and in order 
to advise and assist them, to see that the utmost that is' possible is done 
to render the great amount of labor now in our hands as beneficial as 
possible by selecting the best large works, and to introduce on the works 
the best system possible under the circumstances, it has been arranged, in 
communication with the Government of India, that ( since the Chief Engineer 
of this Government, Colonel Nicolls, has his hands more than full) an Engineer 
Officer of experience and tact, Major W. B. Trevor, should be deputed for the 
general inspection and regulation of the various relief works. lie will proceed 
to the different distressed divisions with the powers of a Chief Engineer, to be 
exercised in communication with Colonel Nicolls, will confer with the Commis- 
sioners and Superintending Engineers, will give them the best advice and assist- 
ance he can, and will direct operations in concurrence with the Commissioners. 

The difficulty of finding sufficient work for the enormous number of 
laborers in Tirhoot and some other districts, is much pressing on us. It turns 
out that in many places the laborers dislike tank-work and insist on flocking to 
the roads. We must reduce them to order and discipline, and make them do the 
work most fitting for them to do ; but still it is a great object to maintain large 
works sufficient for the employment of all the laborers who legitimately seek 
regular work and submit to regular discipline, while at the same time the 
opportunity of permanently benefiting the country should not be neglected. 
A chief duty of Major Trevor will be to inquire whether any additional great 
works can bo undertaken’ with advantage in the districts where we have 
hundreds of thousands ef laborers. 


24. It has boon suggested that as a continuation of the Railway from 

RaiJw.,exte«.io«. Champta GMt to Durbhunga will certainly bo 

much wanted to the north-cast through the great 
rice-countries where famine is now so severe, and to the north-west through 
north-western Tirhoot into Chumparun, it would bo most desirable if 
these lines could be settled and the earth-work executed now. This is under 
consideration, and immediate steps arc being taken to lay out the line, if it be 
possible, in time to employ the famine laborers upon it. 

25. The best attention is also given to irrigation works, those connected 

Irrigation works. Gunduk embankments and others. One 

canal behind the embankinent has been begun, 
and the Government of India has determined to begin the line of the 
proposed large Gunduk canal through the Chunjjiarun distihst as far as the 
Bagmattee river. Furtlier inquiries arc being made to ascertain ■whether 
some further local irrigation channels can be undertaken in Wcistern Tirhoot, 
i3arun, and Chumj)arun. 

2C. While 1 believe that «)ur employment of the people on works of 

indivuhuiiigntion eraeniiai to iiiiitingC' various kinds, to the cxtcnt that they are now 
meat of ciiHiitubie relief uiid udviiiioeH comiiig upon US, will Icud to embarassiiig results 

" in the end unless wo individualise them, I am sure 

that the two other main forms of relief — charitable allowances and advances 


to enable cultivators to maintain themselves— are impossible to carry out as 
it is intended without a good system of dealing with individuals through 
responsible village heads. 

The only form of gratuitous relief which can be given somewhat indis- 
criminately, without leading to great abuse and future difficulty, is cooked-food. 
It is clear that the people of Behar will not accept this form of relief in any 
numbers till they are very much straitened. It is not that the lower orders 
have much caste — many of them will cat almost anything; — but they are 
curiously timid, afraid that we will ship them' off beyond seas and whtit 
not, and very averse to altering their habits. At any rate, the Government 
has resolved that the cooked-food test shall not bo very largely applied ; 
that assistance shall be given in other shapes, for which a great organization 
is necessary. Before going further then, I revert to the arrangements made for 
organizing relief down to the village and the individual. 
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27. Sir Richard Temple, when ho visited Bohar, arranged the circles into 

^ available wliicli tho sub-divisions were to be divided, and the 

Ai^ency iivai a . Bcliar ofliccrs havo been since engaged in manning 

these circles. But it seems to me that there is among some of the local ofScors 
in Mchar a somewhat unreasoning prejudice in favor of European, and against 
native, agency ; and that the harm w'hich has resulted from delay in Durbhunga, 
and perhap.s some other places, has been caused by too much keeping everything 
w'aiting for European ofticers, both as regards general relief arrangements and 
public works. It is really ‘quite impossible that a properly efficient European 
Superintendent can be supplied for each circle and each work — I moan efficient 
at all points ; combining sufficient experience, knowledge of the country, tact, 
and judgment. So many of our Bengal districts are more or less pressed or 
threatened that we cannot supply very large numbers of competent European 
officers. We sent to the famine districts all we could, and I believe as many as 
the local officers asked for. Wo have denuded all our districts not threatened 

to 1 may almo.st stiy the last man, Tho note in tho 
margin shows tho number of officers of different 
cla.s.scs sent to Behar for relief work. The 
Government of India most readily acceded to all 
that we asked in the way of assistance. A large 
number of military officers were placed at our 
disposal for both transport and relief work ; and, in addition to some competent 
civil officers previously obtained from tho North-W(!stern Provinces, some civil 
officers were ordered from tho I’unjab, the Central Pi’ovinces, and Bombay. 
Authority was also given to tho local officers to engage all the competent 
Europeans to be obtained among the resident European community of planters 
and others, and several gentlemen who offered themselves in Calcutta were 
engaged and sent up. The total number of superior officers specially employed 
on relief is as follows; —

Many of the officers a-ssigned had, however, a long way to come ; and 
when they arrived it cannot be .said that all the circles were efficiently filled. 
I’ho fact is that, for such a sy. stern as is pr')posed, wo want not only 
energetic and painstaking officers,* but also an intimate knowledge of tho 
Noceniiity of rev«*iiuc snd other peoplc tind of agrarian affaiis, land tenures, lent, 
Mpcriinice among relief officer*. rcvcnue. It is oiily oxeeptioiial military 

officers and experienced civil officers who are well fitted to deal with such 
matters. In Behar the grain transport operations are of enormous magnitude 
and importance. These operations, including the putting and maintaining 
in order tho roads used for the grain traffic, are in elnirgt* of a staff of officers 
under Colonel Maegregor, a most excellent and cncrgt'tic ollicor : and to 
complete his arrangements about all tho most effective military officers who 
arrived were required and absorbed. Some of ihesi? officei’s are rendering 
extraordinary service. Major dcKantzow for instance Some of the unemployed 
officers of superior rank proved to bo hardly well litted for duties of a civil 
character, and have charge of the loss important ghats and changing stations. 
Altogether, it happened that though this Governmmit had, in its distribution list, 
assigned a good many military officers for relief ■work, I found not one so 
employed in Tirhoot, and I believe only one in the whole Patna Divi.sion ; while 
only one more seemed to be available. Of the gentlemen casual! v entertained, 
some proved well qualified in their degree, others not so well. The civil 
officers from the Puifjab, Central Provinces, and Bombay, proved to be gcmcrully 
very young men, and they bad much to learn of a new country atul language. 
In fact, I may almost say^that the only officers of sufficient experience and know- 
ledge available in Behar were the civil servants belonging to Bengal and the 
North-Western I’rovinces, and a few uncoveuanted sub-divisional officers. 1 have 
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placed in charge of circles all civil servants who are of more than a few months’ 
standing ; but I very soon felt strongly that a good and efficient native officer 
would be far n)ore fitted for our purposes than a very inexperienced European, 
and that both to fill circles not provided fi»r and to asSist the European 
officers, we must get as many . good natives as possible. I am sure tho 
Commissioner of Patna does not share the prejudice 1 have alluded to regard- 
ing the exclusive employment of European agency in places of trust ; but all 
the districts of his aivision having sufi'ered, few of tho existing officials could 
be spared for extra and special work ; and tho tehsildarco system not* being 
in vogue, it is very difficult to extemporise an efficient native agency. The 
Bengallees are very diflerent in language and habits from the Hindustanees 
of Bchar. 


28. In the dilemma in which I was placed, besides ordering up a few

ing tlie Commissioners ot the Uresidency and 
Burdwan divisions to entertain and send up a few temjiorary men for famine 
service, I appealed to Sir William Muir for the loan of some native officers 
fitted for tho work. Sir William responded most promptly and handsomely. 
Sixteen selected men were at once placed at my disposal, more than half of 
whom arrived and were posted by myself while I was on tho spot. 

29. 1 was thus enabled to complete or nearly to complete the circle

assistance w'as necessary, especially under the loss 
experienced European officers. Some of the native officers from the North- 
Western Provinces, some temporary Bengallee assistants, and others, were 
posted for this purpose, and Sir Richard Temple, who was going to Alluhabad 
about tho reserve carriage, promised to try to get a few more men from 
thence. A selection is being made from the ranks of candidates for the Native 
Civil Service at Hooghly and Calcutta. A number of native officers of the 
army had been promised by tho Commander-in-Chiof, and their despatch 
arranged in communication with Sir Richard Temple. Though not ordinarily 
fitted for independent civil duties, these officers may be most useful assistants, 
and they are being distributed accordingly. 

Above all, full authority has been given to entertain every man capable 
of rendering good service whom tho country itself affords. Without a good 
proportion of men possessed of local knowledge, foreigners must be at 
a great disadvantage. 

30. By means of these arrangements it is my desire that in each impor- 

. . . , taut circle the officer in charge should have (1) a

capable assistant, generally a good native or 
occasionally a junior European officer ; (2 »n oflicer specially charged with 
those local works which are not put under the Public Works Department, and 
whoso duty it will bo to see that the joyt ryots and others in charge of 
these carry them out honestly ; that people are paid regularly ; that' they do not 
get relief twice over, and generally to see that the system works * and (3) 
an inferior native assistant. 

Deputy Collectors and full tehsildars from the North-Western Provinces 
should generally bo put at tho head of circles. Where experienced officers 
become available, they may bo placed over junior officers hitherto in charge 
without any disparagement to the latter. 

31. Under the circle officers come tho Superintendents of village groups 

o™., 8.p.,iuu.d..u. 

oi villages thero will be some one in charge to 
look after tho relief operations generally in the group, to manage tho operations 
at the grain stores, and to keep tho circle officer informed of what goes on. 
Where a local man, a zemindar, or planter, 'or zemindar’s tchsildar, will 
undertake this personally, or through his agents, such may be employed, but it 
must bo clearly understood what each undertakes to do. 

32. Einally, each village will have its own organisation. Lists of zemin-

bo prepared ; it is to bo ascertained whether each 
will do something, and each is-to be pressed to do so eithei personally or through 
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agents. I cannot too much impress onfall officers, as I have impressed on those 
at Durbhunga, the necessity of attending to this, of not acting as if they were, 
in a strange or hostile country, but of utilising those whose duty it is to assist 
the people, and finally through them, or in the last resort without them, to get 
at the headmen and representatives of the people themselves. 

I am very glad to see tliat Mr. llowe, a very efficient North-Western 
Provinces’ officer, in charge of the worst part of Chumparuu, has already 
organised this system without waiting for the completion of a huge paid estab- 
lishment. He says: “ The sub-divisional committee of Ramnuggur, with the 
two sub-cornmittees at I^ulthur under O»)lonel Bouldorson and at Bagaha, are 
now in full working order. The tiippah (Bultliur) has been divided into halkas 
(circles), and cacli member is to take charge of one. Lists of all the poor 
requiring relief are prepared by the putwarees (village accountants) and tested 
by the member-in-charge of the halkas, who is also responsible for the distribu- 
tion of food to those in the lists, whom he, after examining, finds unfit for work. 
I think it is better at first to do what is absolutely necessary, viz. to support 
those who otherwise must starve, and gradually to perfect the system in 
introducing the various rules laid down for committees. An organized village- 
to-village relief S}'8tem has been formed, which will effechially relieve those 
who mostrequiie it. I am much assisted in thistuppah by Sheik Salamut Ally, 
an influential and public-spirited zemindar. In this tuppah the headmen of 
each village and the putwarees receive a certain amount of food sufficient to 
last the poor of his village of whom he receives a list (an extract from my 
register), and whom he is bound to supply twice a week. The greatest safe- 
guard against abuse is the fact that the poor themselves know how much they 
are entitled to ; and secondly, there is constant inspection both by Sheik Salamut 
Ally, who is a member of the committee, and myself. In this way this important 
tuppah is provided for, and similar steps for the others ai*e also being taken.” 
Mr. Howe seems really to bo meeting the famine under very difficult circum- 
stances. In Seetamuvhoe also, the sub -divisional officer, Mr. O’Reilly, by availing 
himself of the help of indigo planters, zemindars, and others, seems to have done 


very much, and to have kept pace with famine. But in Durbhunga, under a 
very energetic and meritorious sub-divisional oflicer — but where committees and 
cohimitteemen and indigenous agency wore practically not used — while European 
officers were expected in order to start a system admirable in theory, the famine 
got ahead of us. I am sure that voluntary and. indigenous agency may and 
should bo drawn out. The efficiency of an officer in a difficult position, 
especially under such circumstances as those which now surround us, depends 
quite as much on tact in drawing out assistance as on individual eff’ort. 

33. No one could and would more efficiently superintend the relief 
^ „ . . operation.s than Dir. Bayley, the Commissi omir

or the- ratna Division ; but his charge is an 


enormous one. He has upwards of 13 millions c.‘f people under him, some 
suiferili^ from famine and all from scarcity. He is responsible for all the 
enormous transport and other operations. Clearly he requires assistance. The 
Tirhoot district, too, is quite unmanageably large, and the mass of office detail 
thrown on the Magistrate-Collector makes it impossible to look to him for a 
sufficient active superintcndenco all over his district in times like these. I have 
. then appointed Mr. C. Metcalfe, an officer in whose

great energy and executive emciency 1 have nuich 
confidence, to be Additional Commissioner of the Patna Division under 


Mr. Bayley, who will delegate to him any portion of the Commissioner’s 
duties trom time to time. It is arranged that Mr. Dlctcalfe is for the present to 
devote all his energies to getting into order the northern sub-divisions of 
Tirhoot, w'hero wide famine most threatens us and hundreds of thousands of 
people are already on our hands. Mr. Bayley met mo and thoroughly dis- 
cussed with mo the state of afliiirs. I entirely roly on his judgment and know- 
ledge. Mr. Metcalfe went with me to Durbhunga and through tlio worst circles. 
I have explained to him my views and wishes, and left him to carry them out. 
While the circle establishments are being completed and getting into order, he 
is dealing with the multitudes collected on the roads. As soon as they ai'c sifted 
and classed, and the circle establishments are ready to receive them, all, except 
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the able-bod ied fit to earn good wages on the roads, will be drafted to their 
villages, and there the scheme of relief, prescribed by the Government of India 
and this Government, will bo worked out. For all faitiine and executive 
matters the sub-divisional oflBcors of the distressed sub-divisions of North 
I'irhoot will bo directly under Mr. Metcalfe. Their formal reports and returns 
will bo sent to the Magistrate of Tirhoot for embodiment in the district 
returns (so long as Durbhunga remains a part of Tirhoot,) but the whole active 
control will rest with Mr. Metcalfe, cxcnusing the full powers of a Commissioner, 
but subject to the general control of the Commissioner of iho division, who will 
be fully informed of his proceedings. Mr. Metcalfe will ordinarily report to 
the Commissioner ; — to Government direct on emergt'ncics only. 

34, When the arrangements wo are now making in the most di8tres.sed dis- 
, tricts are complete, I trust that wo shall be able to 
lay our hand on eacli person requiring relief accord- 
ing to his residence and circuinstancoa. Wo shall be able to say in each 
-hero are so many persons found to be fit objeiits for relief; so many 


village- 

are doing work of some sort ; so many are receiving a charitable allowance 
of food ; so many have received or wdll receive advances to enable them 
to continue their cultivation ; so many residents of this village are absent 


working on such a public work. On the public works again, I hope we 
shall be able to say — here is a gang from such a pergunnah and a gang from such 
another pergunnah ; so many (name by name) from such a village, and so many 
from suoli another. It is only when things are so arranged that we shall be able 
to deal with the needs of the people in detail, and to supply their wants without 
the great abuses which must attend indiscriminate liberality to great multitudes 
whom we cannot distinguish. 

35. Supposing then the system to be fully carried out, the various forms 

Mod* of working cimrituhio roliof. .charitable relief aro indicated in the relief rules 

published by tlie GovernmeMt oi India. Fmploy- 
mont ^ on works I have already dealt with. Kmployment in the way of 
spinning, weaving, &c., is as before arranged to be given as much as possible to 
tliose^ who cannot go on the roads If we have sufliciont information and 
sufficient machinery, charitable relief is only a question of discretion and honesty. 
Cooked food being reserved for sjiecial cases, it remains to give a fair allowance 
ot food gratuitously or at a reduced price, and so much money as may be 
necessary to sujiplemcnt it, to tho.so really in need of such assistance. This 
will be done tlirough the local committees as much as possible, every 
possible use being made of individual knowledge and public spirit. As I said 

Une. of committee men. I^urbluinga .Committee, » The Lieutenant- 

ljr«)vonu>r wished to urj^o on them tiie propriety 
of their taking an active share in the relief mea.surc8 now in operation. He did 
not want them to give money merely, but to undertake, each according to his 
ability, the specific duty of hxjking after a certain defined portion of tiio town, 
and managing the distribution of tlio Government relief, so that no poor person 
should perish for want. He wished this not only for the direct good, but as an 
example to others. '^I’liose who could not themselves personally supervise could 
appoint responsible relatives or subordinate'^ to work for them, and could see 
that the.se did tlui work elliciently. If each member undertook the charge of a 
niuhtdla of the town it woukl be a great i*elief to the Govonimont officers, and 
would, he felt sure, secure an efficient and adequate administration of the funds 
.‘ind stores. Those of the committee who had lands in the interior would, ho 
hop(‘d, also heartily assist the circle officers by themselves acting and giving 
iihstnuitions to their gomastahs, patwarees, lieud ryots, &(f., .so that they might 
1 m Ip by every means in their i)ower. 'I’hc committee should bo made really 
and ju'actically oju'rative — the town divided among working members, and 
the distribution of town roli(*f uiuhutaken by tliem, wdth any necessary 
subordinate agency working under their supervision.” 

36. Although the use of cooked food is no longer prescribed as a general 

riKikid «„.! diet. ''t' «t;ee.‘^sity, it is still an important thing to 

have f<md in tins shape ready for those who are 
actually starving, especially on their first arrival at the depdts. 
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And it is especially necessary to nurse and feed on careful and nutritious 
diet people who are already reduced by scanty food. Many children have so 
.suffered, and every inducement should be o’fleredto their parents to bring them 
to bo tended in comtbrrable poor-liouscs, where every concession is made to 
them. With respect to the food, I gave the following directions at Durbhunga : 

(a) Cooked food is always to bo given at once to all starving people 
who desire to have it, till at least other arrangements can be made 
for thonn This to be done without waiting for inquiries. 

(J) Special food is to bo given, under suporintendenco of the native 
‘ doctor, to starved inftmts and other persons in a very reduced 

stage. Milk and other luxuries to be provided for such cases. 

(c) In case of people much reduced, it is not enough to keep body and 
soul together. For the next two months arrangements must he 
made to issue to the more feeble once a week, or occasionally, a 
little ghee, or, failing that, oil and such like strengthening luxuries. 
{d; One pice per diem for salt, &c., is to be given Avith the allowance of 
grain to very poor people who receive uncooked food to take 
home.

87. I may add that the cooked food given 
should not bo rice only ; a fair proportion of dlial 
or similar nitrogenous food should be given, and 
salt of course. 

To the very poor, who depend sohdy on public charity, a proportion ot 
nitrogenous grain, i.c.^ pulses, &c., should as much as possible bo given witli 
three parts of ri(!e. But as regards the popiilation not reduced to the lowest 
stage of pauperism, 1 found so comparative an ahuifdancc of the nitrogenous 
grains in the bazars, the famine is so much, us regards food, a rice famine \the 
little rice produced being probably reserved for seed) that J hope if Govern- 
ment supplies rice the j)eoph? will find the rest for themselves. 

88. Uoverting to the feeding hospitals for the reduced and weakly 1 was 

much impressed with the necessity of organising 
Feeding iiospiuift. tlicsc elHcieutly wherev(*r tluu'c is actual starvatit)n, 

or something approaching to it ; and quite as much for tins purpose as for 
sanitary supervision I telegraphed emergent ly for a very efficient Civil Surgeon 
to be’ sent to Durbhunga. The Surgeon-General very promptly arranged 
to send Dr. Birch. That officer arrived without delay, took up his duties 
most zealously, and I belitwo that much will be ettecteil by his active devotion 
to the subject. At every e.ircle where the distress is severe, feeding ho.spitals 
should be cstablislicd utuhir a good native doctor, and his proceedings should be 
well watched Dr. Birch quite \niderstands my views, and I hope h<j will 
make arrangements which will sorv« as a model. He will also of course much 
look to sanitary arrangements. 

89. The Government of India has suggested that a superior officer should 

be deputed for sanitary inspection of the various 
sanitury imrA -n- di.strosscd districts. At this moment a change is 

taking place in the office of Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal but as soon as 
the now Sanitary Commissioner, ^Dr. Coates, arrives, he will bo deputed on 
this duty. 

40. If our arrangmnents as above descriln^d are effective, we may hopci to 

(jurry the pc'oidc over the dry s('ason. Hut 

DiiTioulties when tbo raina set in. • 

in caso they remain on our luiiuls after the rains 
commence, it may be much more difficult to deal with them. In a mod(‘rat<' 
famine when, according to former praciic(‘, Govemment has given moderate 
relief hedged in by tolerably severe tests, it has usually hap])oned that as somi 
as the active agricultural season commemM'S, most of the able-bodied laborers 
disperse of their own accord, and only the helpless paupers are left on our hands. 
But I believe that on this occasion, in the pure rice countries north of the 
Ganges, the failure of the crops has been complete to a degree very seldom 
equalled. We are rtow undertaking relief on a mu(;h more liberal scale, ami on 
much more indulgent principles, less hedged in by strict tCv^sts, than over was 
attempted before. There seems much reason to expect that, in North Tirhoot at 
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any rate, a very largo proportion of the population will come (I may say have 
already come i on our hands, and the difficulty of returning them to self-support 
will no doubt be proportionately greater than on former occasions. It will certainly 
be quite impossible to continue in the rains large public works capable of 
employing vast numbers, and it would be most inexpedient if it were possible. 
Above all things, we must not wean the people from self-supporting agncultural 
labour. In truth, for the labour *we now employ we get a very insufficient 
money’s worth ; and from a financial point of view it would be no very over- 
whelming addition to our burdens if for a portion of the time that we must 
support the people who come to our works we get no return at all. It is the 
demoralisation of the people likely to result from supporting them without 
work that is to be feared. I still hope that very many will go off when the 
rain falls and they can cultivate, but it is impossible precisely to predict 
what will happen in a phase of things which is new. It is some consolation 
for any abuses (receipt of relief twice over and the like) which may occur 
that it is so much money thrown among the poorer classes and may the better 
enable them to support themselves when the time for self-support comes. 

41. To establish a system of advances to ryots sufficient to ensure 
suf7gc8tionBM to advances of money tlieir both Supporting themselvcs and employing 

the labouring population would bo a work attended 
with very great difficulties. To some extent this must and will be 
attempted; but we are only at the beginning of our difficulties in that 
respect. I am inclined to think that a sug/^estion on this subject of Mr. Lewis 
of Uinagepore, adopted by Sir Richard Temple, contains the germ of a plan 
which may be applied not only to some ryots, but to all other labourers. Mr. Lowis 
says, in effect, “ make advan'fces to those ryots who, by labouring on our roads show 
their necessity. When they have thus worked for us, advance them »/ages 
for the time they must be absent carrying on their cultivation.” I would not 
confine this to ryots. If the individualizing system is carried out fully, and if we 
know who our labourers are, where they reside, and where they work, we may 
be able to say to a poor man when the rains commence, wo now know that you 
are no impostor, but a person willing to work for your bread ; we can’t 
employ you longer, it would ruin the country if we could ; hero is a couple of 
months’ supply of food ; we give you that, take it home, but now you must 
support yourself ; we liave done with you. Seeing the amount of grain wo 
. are storing, and the scale on which our establishments are now being 
fonned, I think this might be done in some parts of the country. In fact, all 
our proceedings for the next few months w«)uid bo not only to give immediate 
relief, but a sifting and sorting of the people with a view to a final distribution 
of assistance and concluding with them at the commencement of the rains. 
In the eastern districts, where cultivation commences early, the system of 
advancing wages to ryots who have been working for a time, to enable them to, 
go home and start their cultivation, should be tried at once as Sir Richard 
Temple has authorised. In the case of substantial ryots so receiving advances, 
it may be stijmlatod, us Mr. Lowis jjroposes, tliat the advances are to be repaid 
wlu'H the recipients get a crop. From the poorer .labourers repayment cannot 
be expeotod. 


4*i. In North Ihihar, at any rate, it appears that there are many of the 

higher caste ryots too proud to work, ftnd too poor 
carry on efficiently the work of another season 
without assistance and to employ the laborers who 
<irdiimrily work for them and who can only be absorbed by such employment. 
’I'hc subject of advances to ryots of the higher class who are, it is hoped, liKely to 
repay, has bc(‘n very prominent in all c^ur famine discussions. For those classes 
of ryots Mr. liowis’ labor-test will not suffice; and something more is required, 
not only for their own sake, but for that of the poor laboring population 
do{)endent on them. I am much inclined to agree With the officers of the Dur- 
bhimga Itaj, who say that it i.s better not to call an advance what we are not 
likely to get back. A laxnes.i in regard to promised repayments would have a 
most domorali.sing effect on the country, and would shake the whole credit 
system on which so much depends. 1, therefore, strongly think that where there 
is not good and reasonable prospect of repayment, it is far better avowedly to 
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give something than nominally to advance what will probably not bo repaid. 
Government will bo at a great disadvantage in such transactions, it will not 
have the many means of enforcing repayment that private persons accustomed 
to such transactions have, and borrowers will much more readily make 
excuses to a Government whose resources they think unlimited. People who 
can give really good security may get the advances they require from private 
sources, and will generally prefer so to get loans in this way, if they really 
mean to repay. In spite of all that is said of exorbitant interest, &c., I have 
found that natives generally prefer their own mahajuns to Government. If this 
be so, Government will have for the most part as applicants for advances only 
those who offer bad security or no security. 

43. With the best and largest Government machinery a groat system of 
advances by Government to the ryots would bo diflicult in the extreme ; with our 
want of revenue machinery, I fear that on a large scale it would really be 
impossible to conduct such operations in any way that would not entail very 
serious evils. 

I have, therefore, strongly urged on all officers that advances should be 

made by or through Zemindars and Mahajuns to the 
Mabajunsr *’*'®“*^'* Zemindar* and possible extent, and Only by Government 

direct in the very last resort. As I have said, I 
believe that, if the money is really to be repaid, the people themselves would 
rather get it in their own way than come to us, and so long as those who usually 
lend to them do not themselves run dry, it is better that it should be so. I 
have directed that every possible pressure should be put on the zemindars to 
induce them to do their duty. Their estates arc good security, and we may well 
advance to them the money they require to keep tlieir ryots afloat, care being 
taken, through the large establishments we are forming, that the money is 
really devoted to the purpose for which it is intended. 

44. 1 am also inclined to think that there is much in a plan which Mr. 

Metcalfe greatly urges, viz., that Government should make advances to mahajuns 
whose capital may be unequal to all that falls on them in a year when no one 
repays and every one is ready to borrow, but who are trustworthy and reliable 
men and are willing, on receiving Government advances on reasonable terms, 
to engage to carry their clients, through this bad year. If this is discreetly and 
wcll done, I think it may bo of very great advantage and involve little or no loss 
to Government, and I have authorised Mr. Metcalfe to try it. For the ryot it is 
sometimes better that he should owe money to his banker than bo too much in 
the power of his zemindar. If the zemindar does his duty nothing can bo 
better, but it may not in all cases be desirable that a harsh landlord should 
have very large famine debts standing on his books when Government really 
gives the money. • 

It is when we go into the question of security, on which the Government 
has so much dwelt, that the real difficulty of dealing otherwise than through 
those wlu)*''' business it is to conduct the money dealings of the country becomes 
apparent. There are few under-tenures in Behar; occupancy rights arc ill-defmed; 
the titles to trees and tanks and such like, and to rent-free lands which ryots 
proffer as security, are very liable to be (tailed in question. On going into the 
matter narrowly I find it to be the general opinion that the real security most 
largely available consists chiefly of the silver ornaments, &c., in which natives 
so much indulge. Would it be possible for Government to open a vast pawn- 
broker’s shop to lend on ornaments? I hardly think so. But if the maluijun’s 
funds are maintained they will ve ry readily do so. 

45. The instructions which I issued at Durbhungah were then as follows : — 

citMifiMtion of viitage. for purpose Evcry starving village or estate should be classed 

of »dr«nce». ^8 one ID which 

(1) The zemindar has the means to assist his ryots, and must by every 

means bo induced to do so ; or 

(2) In which he has not the means, but has or can be induced to develop 

the will to do so, and in which he is to have tuccavee advances 
for the purpose, to the proper use of which our officers must see ; or 
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(3) In which it is found absolutely impossible to work, through the 
zemindars, and to save the people alive Government must under- 
take the work, trusting to recover the amount by legislation or 
otherwise. 

But I trust that if our officers work with the natives — as I think they may — 
the villages of this last clasi^ will bo comparatively few. 

To this should be added, with reference to what has been said above, that 
when a village must come under class 3. it will be better that the work should 
be done through a good mahajun, to whom the people of the village have always 
looked, than directly by Government, and that advances may be made to the 
mahajun for the purpose. 

'I’o arrange all that is wiquired with zemindars and mahajuns, and finally to • 
deal direct with the residue, which may he hift directly in our hands, ve^ groat 
skill and knowledge of the peojile and their aflairs will bo required For this 
work the experienced native officers now Unit us from the North-Western 
Provinces will bo of infinite use, and I trust our officers will not be above 
learning from them. I have throughout had it much in view that as soon as 
we can disperse to village works the masses of people collected and still collect- 
ing on our roads, the knowledge of the native officers, should bo specially 
utilised for the purpose of managing advances to ryots through zemindars or 
otherwise. 

4fi. As regards security for the advances, I am inclined to think, after 
, . , - , much discussion, that in the absence of real 

nuitorial security a good deal may bo done in the 
way of personal .security by getting the people who know one another to stand 
security one for the other. Whore the zemindar cannot or will not do his djjty, 
perhaps a substantial jeyt ryot may stand security for those whom he repre- 
sents, or a body of good ryots may take a loan going security for one another, 
which would bo far better than dealing with oa<;h individual. The indigenous 
patwarecs should bo used to the utmost in these transactions. 

47. A good deal of anxiety has lately been expressed regarding the 

supply of unhusked rice for seed. I did not press 
. ee Kwin. matter prominently in the fir.st instance, becau.se 

1 think historical experience shows that in no known Indian famine has seed 
ever run short. It is a fact shown by official records that the yesar after the 
great Bengal famiiui »)f 1709-70, the revenue rose higher than ever, .showing 
that the fields had not been left uncultivated for want of seed. In Ori.ssa, in 
the very height of the famine, tlie fields were fully sown. Cultivators keep 
their seed-grain with a tenacity which we cannot call superstitious; and for the 
princij)al ricc-.sowdngs, on account of the imactice of planting out by hand from 
seed-beds, instead of sowing broadcast, I believe comparatively little seed is 
required. 1 am in hoj)e8 that in our worst districts it will prove that much 
seed has been retained. 


I do not know if the unhusked grains scattered among the iVmmah and 
Saigon rice would germinate when separated, and M'hether the cultivators 
would be satl.sfied to use a seed so dilferent from their own. If they want this 
in the unhusked state, it will bo available. Biit for Government to undertake 
to imp<»rt a supply of seed, would involv<j a fresh operation in addition to the 
great burdtms which we have, undertaken. I am not prepared to recommend 
this Of cour.se, if seed is to Ixi had for money, the advance of money to ryots 
includes the purchase of seed as a primary object. 


48. In regard to estates managed by the Court of Wards, it was iiccessary 
. , ... , . t. . . to decide the question what is to be done bv 

Government at its own charge, and what charged 
to the es'ates, of which the groat Durbhungah estate extending over so much 
of the famine country, is the most con.spicuous instance. In the case of a 
very rich and solvent estate, sucli as that of Durbhungah, there ean be no 
(jucstioii that the manager .should do all that wo can fairly urge the best 
zemindars to do, and 1 am happy to say that this has been arranged 
throughout the Durbhungah Kaj. i think it fair, however, that when Govern- 
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mcnt does so much elsewhere, we should nbt throw absolutely the whole burden 
(in the Raj. The following arc the arrangements which I made at Durbhungah 
regarding the Dur.bhungah Raj Estate : — 

“ The Lieutenant-Governor pressed on the manager the importance of taking 
early steps to give effect to the orders regarding advances to ryots. It was 
admitted that in villages at present let in farm where the farms arc shortly 
to expire, the question was involved in some difficulty, but the llaj officers 
were urged not to let niinof difficulties stand in the way of making this species 
of aid really general and effective. Sanction has been given to expending a 
lakh of rupees in advances, but the Lieutenant-Governor, referring to the 
Viceroy’s reiterated desire to assist good ryots as much as possible, said that 
Colonel liurn was not to consider himself tied down to that sum. Caution was 
of course to bo extircised in a rc^'isonablo way, but a certain margin of ultimate 
loss must bo accepted as probable, and the Raj agency was such as to make it 
quite feasible to institute inquiry in every village belonging to the estate. The 
Jdcutenant-Governor did not wish advances to bo made to ryots who were 
absolutely insolvent ; they must be treated as fit subjects for charitable relief ; but 
it was better to err on the side of doing too much than too little. 

“ It was arranged that the Government circle officers should bo relieved of 
all responsibility for making advances to ryots in Raj villages. That duty would 
bo left entirely to the Raj officers. 

“ Colonel Burn and Mr. Llewhellin undertook to do their very utmost to 
give immediate effect to the above.” 

The relative position of the Raj and the Government agency was also 
discussed and settled as follows : — 


‘‘ The Raj pays for and manages all works on the property, also all advances 
to ryots. Tlie Government agency will relievo the Raj officers of the cost of 
charitable relief as soon as the agency is in sufficient wtirking oi’der, the Raj 
officers rendering all the assistance t hoy can. Till the Government officers can 
take over the charitable relief, the Raj officers will continue it. 

“When the charitable relief operations are amalgamated, any Raj grain not 
needed for Raj works will bo made over to the Government, who will supply 
grain' for the needy from the common stock. 

“ I’hc Raj officers in their degree will, as mucli as possible, undertake the 
duties of group Superintendents in villages belonging to them, and arrange 
effectively Tor the village headmen and putwaries to make lists of the needy 
and carry out the details. Where of sufficient standing, they will bo active 
members of committees and sub-committees. 


“ If the manager finds that tli«i circle officer’s calls leave no time to the Raj 
establishment for their regular work, thoy can either bo seconded and taken 
over by Govonimeut, or some other arrangements can be made to suit the 
particular case. Caro must be taken that no charitable relief now being given 
by the Raj is stopped until the circle officer orders it, after making other 
arrangements as above indicated. 

“ The large liaj works under the charge of the Plxccutive Engineer will bo 
dealt with in the same way as works under the Department of Public Works, 
whore real labour is exacted and full wages paid. 

“ The village Raj works will bo managed by the ordinary Raj establish- 
ment, as the minor relief works elsowhoro are inanagi'd by the relief officers.” 

49. In regard to all other solvent Wards’ Estates, similar principles 
, . „ , . should bo followed as nearly as possible. In one 

Case of insolvent Wards Estates. I'x'i. i.* i i *•! t 

district a question has been raised regarding 
Wards’ Estates which are embarrassed and without ready money. The 
primd facie view is, that the money necessary to do what is the duty of the 
estate should bo advanced and ch.ugod as a debt against it; but one officer has 


urged that, as practically we cannot do this in all other estates, wo should not 
charge advances against wards’ Estates, but do what is necessary at Government 
expense, and leave the Wards’ Estates in the same position as others who fail 
to do their duty, subject to the question whothor Government will, by legisla- 
tion, recoup itself for expenditure which ought properly to have been borne 
by the landholders. I think that, for the present at any rate, necessary advances 
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must be charged against the estates. The merits of the matter may be 
re-opened hereafter, if circumstances seem to give equitable grounds for 
rc-oponing the question. 

50. All our arrangements depend on our possessing a sufficient supply of 

„ , . grain, to feed the people where it is necessary 

Trfttisport of Government grain. y ^ iij*' 

to do so, and in case ot what 1 have called a 
food-faniino, as distinguished from a money-famine, wo contemplate largely 
supiilementing mere charitable relief by selling grain to those who have money 
to buy in the places which private trade docs not roach. The quantity of grain 
to be provided for each district has been, for the most part, settled by the. 
Government of India on the reports of Sir Richard Temple’s local inquiries sub- 
mitted by this Government. The sujiply thus provided is a very liberal one, 
and its transport is a gr<.'at ojieration. The tran.sport arrangements of the Patna 
Division were finally arranged by Sir Richard Temple (principally on a large 
contract system), and those made by the local officers under the instructions of 
this Govcniment in the lihagulporo and Rajshahye Divisions have since been 
seen and approved by him. The Patna carriage contracts having been so 
completely arranged, I have wished to interfere with them as little as possible, 
and have avoided all disturbance of existing arrangements. The only 
Ordors given as to Eastern Tirhoot pressing difficulty was tlic failure of the contract 
coiitraots. 8U})ply of Eastcili Tirhoot from Barh and 

Chumpta Ghat, where 1 found that the southern contractors had not carried 
half what they engaged to (tarry, while the northern contractors, who were 
to receive it and carry it oij, had carts standing unsupplied. The consequence 
of this state of things was that almost everything that arrived was sent on 
to the Madhoobunnee sub division, and hardly any addition was made to 
the small supply stored in the very ])opulous and necessitous sub-division 
of Durbhunga. ’I'liere is also this difficulty about the contract arrangements, 
that the carters arc not wholly under the control of the contractors; they go 
very willingly to places where forage abounds, but very unwillingly to places 
where it is scarce ; and while the despatches from the ■western si(lo of I’irhoot 
were very largo (even more, I believe, than was contracted for) there was a 
tendency to send too much to Scetamurlieo, where it was least wantecl, and 
none to Durbhunga, where it was much wanted. It has been arranged that 
for the Eastern Tirhoot contracts, two new linos of transport are opened out, 
where a fresh supply of carts will be available, by Mokameh and by Monghyr, 
while the changing stations have been shifted so as to give tlio southern 
carts a shorter lead and the northern carts a longer lead than before. Major 
deKantzow has arranged that the promised (les2)atchcs to Durbhunga from the 
western ghat are really carried out. I have directed that grain in excess 
of the proportional re(juircm(!nt.s of the western portion of the district i accord- 
ing to contract) shall not bo despatched ; the contractors must bo restricted 
to the fair weekly allotment for that lino, and the rest mu.'d’^he sent the 
other way in tho proportion in which the contracts stijmlated. 

51. Tho most important supplement to <iur carrying powcri» is the 

„ ,, „ railway from Chumpta to Durbhunga, which is 

lortuiiately just in the transport line whore tho 
failure occurs, and where it is mo.st wanted. It is progressing admirably 
without interfering in any way with tho otlu'r traffic. It is carried at present 
accross the fields as a temporary lin(‘, but in this way it gets on very rapidly, 
and there seems to be no doubt that it will bo ready to carry much grain before 
the rainy season, after which it will ho lifted and put on a more peunnauent lino. 
But this latter, 1 fear, Avill hardly be HUiintaiiicd in working order through tho 
rains. Under tho circumstances, then, it is clear that all our (‘fforts must bo 


directed to use tho rail as much as pos.'^ihlc before tho rains disturb it. All 
dopcqds on a sufficient supjdy of rolling stock, riiavo represented this strongly 
to the Government of India, ivho have a. once takcui means to supply stock to the 
very utmost. It is expected that som-j 200 tons of giahi may bo carried 
daily half way to Durbhunga in April, and that from the middle or latter part 
of April, 800 tons a day will bo carried into Durbhunga. Instructions have 
been issued to make tho necessary arrangements for tho receipt and despatch 
of this grain. 
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I bolievo that this line of railway from opposite Barh to Durbliunga is 
an admirable one, eminently suited for a permanent line, — that it will not be 
expensive, and that it should pay well. 

52. It seemed to me that it was not sufliciently understood who was to 

direct all the various despatches and deliveries 
Maegrogor’B fmic- grain, to arrange with the various contractors the 
questions in which one depends on tlui other, and 
so on. I therefore arranged clearly what I understood to bo intended from 
the first, that Colonel Maegrogor and his staff should undertake all tluvse func- 
tions. Mr. Metcalfe should (subject to the Commissioner’s general directioin 
keep Colonel Maegregor informed in what parts of the stricken sub-divisions 
grain is most wanted, and should bo in constant communication and under- 
standing with Colonel Maegregor. Colonel Maegrogor, understanding what is 
wanted, will arrange with the contractors and others accordingly ; that will be 
in his liands, and there will not bo risk of contradictory oraers by various 
local officers, each acting for himself. Mr. Metcalfe should sec that this is 
thoroughly understood. lie should come to a clear undenstanding with his 
sub-divisional oflicers as to the relative urgency of their requirements. 
Seeing that the Durbliunga ‘Sub-division is noai’er to the base, and that 
it will be supplied by the railway and by North-West Provinces reserved 
carriage, it is settled that for the present, only enough to secure us against a 
sudden surprise is to be kept in Durbliunga, all the rest will be allowed to go 
into the Madhubani sub-division till that is quite secured. Colonel Maegregor 
is to arrange a good system, by which full information of the despatches from 
one end of a line is punctually and promptly conveyed to those who are to 
take up or receive the grain at the other end. 

The reserve carriage as it arrives, will also be put under Colonel Macgre- 
gor’s directions. 


5.‘]. It is proposed to prepare a note showing the whole of our transport 
arrangements as now matured, and I do not here touch on more than those 
partial re-arrangements made during my visit to Tiriioot. 

54. I have remarked that, up to the time of my visit, the bazars seemed 

• . to be gern'rally w’cll supidied with grain, princi-

pally pulses, &c., rice comparatively scarce 

and dear. The time for general sales to the public had evidontly not come, 
though' I "ns satisfied that it would be a groat convenience and aid to our 
labourers to sell rice on the works to those who wanted rice. I directed that 
this should be generally done ; these instructions should bo carefully cai’ried 
out. With respect to price, it had been proposed to sell at 12 seers porrujiee, 
but I found that while the price of rice is not (;hcaper than 12 seers in the 
great marts on the line of rail, and in the 'Pirhoot bazars is from 9 to 10 .‘•eers 
or less, to sell at 12 would have an embarrassing efi'ect. The instructions which 
1 issued oil mis subject for North Tirhoot were, then, as folloAvs : — 

“ I am satisfied that good rice cannot at present be sold at 12 seers, as was 
at one time proposed, without gi^jatly deranging a still active private trade. We 
must, in the present circumstances, continue to encourage that trade to the utmost, 
and 1 trust 1 shall not hear again of the seizure by tho police of the bullocks 
engaged in it, as 1 have to-day found to have been done. It is remarkable 
that, while otlier grains arc still very plentiful in the bazar, selling at 11 to l.'{ 
seers of 88 tolahs, say, 12 to 14 J Government seers, rice is extremely sear(;e 
and very little to be seen. In ordinary times, licc is the main food of the 
people in this part of the country, and tho coolies now much run ujjon our ri(!e 
stocks. 1 therefore think that rice should be offort^d for sale on ail our Avorks 
at 10 Government seers per rupee for ordinary cleaned rice, other rice being 
sold cheaper in proportion. If at any time, in any of tho bazars, rice is selling 
cheaper than the above, the Government rice may also be sold on the Avt.rk.s 
as cheap as private rice in tho bazars. 

“ As regards tho price of inferior or unclcancd rice, the qualities vary so 
much, that it is imjiossiblo to lay down a rule, T must leave this to the dis- 
. cretion of the local officers. They arc to sell all kinds of rice at the rate Avhich 
they find in practice makes each kind as popular Avith tho people as cleaned 
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country rice at 10 seers. I believe there is no objection on the part of the 
people to clean Burmah rice ; if so, it should bo sold at the same rate as country 
rice. If it is found that the people avoid it by comparison, it may be made a 
little cheaper. I have ft)und here that the people crowded very much to get 
uneleaned Burmah or Saigon rice (good of its kind) at 13 seers. 

“ As rice is sold retail by pice per seer, and not by seers per rupee, I 
authorise oificers to adopt for sale on the works, the nearest rate in pice to the 
seer rates above ordered, although there may be some fractional differences. 

“ When oiir rice is stored in large quantities, f shall be glad to sell it on 
our works at a sonmwhat cheaper rate, say 12 seers for ordinary rice if tliis can 
be done without inconvenience and disturbance. 

“ To the general public, rice must only bo sold at present where there is 
really an absence of the article in the bazars. The sales to the people will 
much depend on the quantity of rice wo have in store. While we have little and 
private trade is active, wo must not interfere ; when we have abundance, and 
private trade ceases to operate, we may sell freely, using the bunneahs, and 
village traders, and giving them a small margin of profit. 

“ Seeing the abundance of other grains in the bazars and scarcity of lice, 
I think it better that all the mixed grains, wheat, &e., should bo kept till later, 
so long as they are sound and good to keep. Even Indian-corn, properly kept, 
shows no tendency to 8})oil so far. But whonever weevils appear, or other injury 
is commencing, the grain should he used. 

“ Much of the grain has come up unclasscd, and spare labour might be used 
at the granaries to sift it, mark it, and place it whore it can be most conveniently 
got out as it is wanted. This should certainly be done as far as ijossyhle. 
Sufficient doors and other arrangements should bo provided in the golaha ; great 
care must be taken to provide against fire ; and people who have reasonable 
objection to hard road-work may be cmjdoyed to guard and lock after the 
granaries.' 

When the time comes for selling rice to the public, the price will, as directed 
in Government ord(us, bo regulated by the price in the nearest large marts where 
food is abundant; but 1 hope that wo shall bo able to soli at not less than 10 
seers per rupee. Eventually, if it proves that we have larger stocks than wo 
require for relief purposes and for necessary sales, at a season when j)rivato 
trade is almost stopped, it may be both a gn'at relief to the people and a legiti- 
mate mode of disposing of our stocks to sell at a cheaper rate ; but this must 
de])end vn subse(iuent orders. 

In any case, when wo come to sell to the public, I am sure that we shall do 
so most conveniently and eft'ect the minor distribution througho’ut the country 
far better than we could do it ourselves by selling in a small wholesale way, 
at a somewhat profitable rate, to the jietty tradt'rs who abound and carry 
grain about the country in bullo<;k-loads in every direction. ,^^en in the 
rains, I hope that a good deal may be done by these petty traders in' this way, 
whetlier they use pack-bullocks, small boats, or head-loads. 


oS. This (juestion of distribution in the rains is one to which the Govern- 
. , mfint of India have recently drawn our special 

hi.-itrilnitinn i»f food 111 tlio mum. Till i i * T 

attention. 1 had already attended to the matter in 
Tirhoot, and issued instructions to the Commissioner to do all that is possible 
towards clearing and opening out the internal water channels and securing 
both regular boats for tiie rivers and canoes for the watery tracts where land 
carriage becomes almost impo.ssiblo during the rains. I trust that full attention 
will be paid to these points. 


Arrangements have also been made for a comprehensive inquiry into 
the whole subject of the means of communication during the rains to be made 
beforehand, .so as to secure us against doubt and difficulty when the time comes. 
*1 hud previously for other purposes obtained full reports qf the water com- 
munications of the two parts of the country mo.st affected, 'North Bengal and 
Tirhoot ; these will bo collated by a selected officer who has special knowledge 
of the subject, and any additional information necessary will be locally obtained. 
Major Trevor may well give attention to this among other subjects.

o6. The following orders on. matters of secondary importance were issued 
during my visit to Tirhoot, and are generally ajjplicable to distressed districts — 
“ All circle officers should have magisterial powers if they are fit for it. It 
, , , Avill 1)0 desirable that all fit for summary powers 

should have sucli. It will be understood that relief

officers need not devote themselves to investigating difficult cases, but it will 
be convenient that petty and clear cases, or cases connected with their work, 
should be disposed of prom])tly on the spot. A largo sujijily of the forms useil 
for record of summary trial should bo sent u}) at once to all the districts. 

“While bungalows have boon built for Kuropcan officers, nothing has been 
done for native oflicers ; arrangements .should be made to proto<d. ^hem as well 
as possible. The Lieutenant-Governor has prriinisod Sir W. Muir to take care 
of those sent down from the North-Western E’rovincos, and wislies to have this 
done. If good native buildings can be had on hire or nuuh', they may be hinul 
or put up. If not, proper aliowanc<*s mu.st bo given to enable tlie.so offiiiers 
to liou,se themselves with the least possible delay.” 

And the following, which, though specially issued for one liiu' only, is in 
principle applicable to all cases in which land is taken up for roads or othi*r 
purposes, as is so often the case in c.onm'ction with our relief works : — 


“The Lieutenant-Governor has observed with regret that where the Dur- 
bhunga State Railway runs through standing crops, compensation has not yet 
been given to the ryots. This mu.st be done at once. The Commissioners «)f 
Patna and llhagulporo are dcsire<l to issue immediate orders that the sub- 
divisional oflicers, through whoso jurisdiction the lino passes, .shall at once, with- 
out any very formal proceedings, assess on the sjjot the value of crops destroyed, 
giving the cultivator.s the benefit of any doubt. As the lands arc at })re.scnt 
only temporarily occupied, no quc.siion of compensation for tlie land need be 
takon lip. Only pa 5 miont for crops to tlu* ryots concerned must bo settled, and 
j)aid forthwith by a summary and rule-of-thumb enquiry.” 

57. Whether the land is occupied permanently or temporarily, compensa- 
tion for loss of cro}) should bo given summarily and liberally on the spot without 
any delay, leaving the value of the land permanently taken to be settled 
separately. But this ahso should bo done as soon as possible, unless, as has 
happened in many leases, the zemindars give the land for relief ])urposes free of 
cost, an exanqile which it is hoped many othei’s will follow. 

* 58. While things are in so critical a position it seems most necessary that 
Govexaiment shoufd have more sjicedy information than that which it obtains 
by the roundabout official channels. ( )rders have been issued for a brief weekly 
return i... Government dii’ect from every distres.sed sub-division, .showing 
numbers of persons on works and otherwise receiving relief, and grain stored, 
with an explanation of any remarkable changes. And such information is t«) be 
telegraphed from the most important sub-divisions both weekly and whenever 
there is anything specially remarkable to report.

The Ijioutenatit-Govc'nior lui.s long felt the want of a practical collection

Ijocal onicei’s must be able to recognise 
with jweeision the various grains and other j)roducts of their districts, to 
enable them to di'al witli agricultural .statistics in an intelligent manner. At 
present it is almost ludicrous to observe, in moving from di.strict to di.strict, 
how often the sanu; things are called by diflerent names, and different thing.s 
by the .same names; and liow extremely diflicult it is to recognise the identity 
even of the commonest products. The Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that 
the very first stej) towards the attainment of exa(!t and comprehon.sivo know- 
ledge of the agriculture and other industries of the province is to bring together 
and classify our raw jiroduets, and, im])resscd with this (jonviction, he has for 
.some time past contenijilated the establishment of somethiug in the nature of 
an economic mu.seum. 

To bo of practical use, however, the museum must be not merely a collection 
of the raw and manufactured imoducts, &c., of Bengal, but must also afford all 
requisite descri 2 )tivo information with r(!gard to each article. When 4.73 'museum 
is complete, an inquirer ought to be able not only to find in its cases a specimen 
of the i)articular jiroduct, or article which he desires to inspect, but to obtain — 
if wo sui)pose the object of his visit to be a j^articular grain — an account of the 
places in Avhich it grows, and the names by which it goes; if coal, he would 
find the principal coals produced in those Provinces represented, their several 
qualities and characteristics, tlm accessibility of the mines, .tim means of 
transport, &c. And similarly with regard to other food-pi'oducts, seeds, fibres, 
minerals, and manufactures. 

A careful and well classified seh^ction, therefore, of s2}ecimon3 of all the 
products of the country, with printed pajiers telling all that is as yet known 
(toncei-ning every article of imjmi'tanco, will be the jn’iniary object of the 
museum, a work which. His Honor believes, will bear fruit out of all proportion 
to the labour of its 2 )r()])aration. There is a tendency in all such institutions to 
degenerate into a curiosity shoj). His Honor ha.s no fear that a committee 
judiciously selected would jjermit anything of the kind; they would kec|) 
steadily in view the imrpo.se of the institution which is to trace every commodity 
in its successive stages of production and manufacture, taking slock of the 
actual I'csources of the province, and of its industrial developments. 

One of the great wants of trade generally in Ihdia is the means of utilising 
the valuable information that has been <-ollcctcd regarding the productions 
of the country, and that lies buried in the records of the Govoi-nment, or, almost 
equally inaccessible, in the scientific libraries and museums at the Presidency 
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towns. Tho results of the past labcuirs and researches of the eminent men who 
have been tho^ ornaments of the Indian scrvice.s, and other remarkable mon, 
should, tlie Lieutenant-Governor feels, if possible, Ixj edited in a popular form. 
He would like to see the results of these valuable labours gathered by 
ourselves, adding thereto our own systematic collection of information, and 
putting the whole in an accessible form in the hands of tho public. I’he 
Lieutenant-Governor bdlieves that an Economic Mu.seum well-administered 
would, within a ctnnparatively short period, provide the public with the moans of 
ascertaining, by a simple reference thereto, all that is known or is r(^corded in 
the several departments of tho Government concerning the products and 
industries of the country. 

Dr. Forbes Watson’s plan for an Industrial Survey of India, .s(mt out by 
the Secretary of State, is the development of a ])lan vvhitdi the Lieutenant- 
Governor is inclined to adopt, and which he has been anxious to begin. He 
found, however, that while we might rapidly get together from our various 
provinces many specimens, tho first necessity was to pi’epare a building for 
them ; and after much search ho was fortunate enough to find a public; building 
in Dalhousie Square, which, by adaptation, has been made admirably to suit 
the pur 2 )osc. 

lie had hoped that by this time the ]\Iu.soum would have been well started, 
but the famine has interferc'd, and prevented our doing anything which would 
involve largo calls on tho district officers. The ljuilding being however ready, 
a few materials available, and many of our districits being now fre(;d from 
immediate fear of famine, tho Lieutenant-dovernor is unwilling to leave the 
country without making a small commenccuncnt of the undertaking. 

Mr. Justice Phear has kindly assisted the Lieutenant-Governor with some 
excellent snggcstion.s, also (’olonel Hyde, the Mint Master; and Mr. Heeley, c.s., 
was ‘good enougli some time .since; to undeTtake a (;oll(;ction and classification of 
the fo(»d-grains of Hengal. 'J'ho three gentlemen thus named consented, at tin; 
Lieutenant-Governor’s request, to form themselves into an informal committee, 
in order to formulate the plans necessary to make a small commencement ot 
tho undertaking ; and they have made some suggestions which the Lieutenant- 
Governor iiKtst naulily adopts. 

In Accordance! with thc.so suggestions the Lieutenant Governor is pleased 
to appoint the following gentlemen to form a Central Committee to manage 
the Museum, Avith powers to appoint an Honorary Secretary and an establish- 
inent at a cost not exceeding lls. 00 per mensem, with Ks. 130 per mensem for 
contingencies.

’riie Avork of the Coutial Committee appointed by this Uesolulion Avill ho 
llie nominating, advising and directing of locill committees; the selecting and 
arranging of tho samples and models received ; and the composing ot the descrip- 
tive catalogue from the materials sent in by the local coinmittoes and from 
information obtained by the members of tlio Central Committee itself or found 
already existing in a Avritten form. This AVork Avill probably have to be done 
by allotment among sub -committees and individual members. It is necessary, 
tlierefore, that the committee should comiArehond as many gentlemen as possible 
possessed of tlio requisite scientific attainments, avIio Avould take int('rest in the 
objects of the museum, and would consent to servo ui)on the conmiittee. 'fhe 
Secretary would require to be paid, and it is proposed to make a small com- 
mencement with .a salary of Us. IfiO per mensem, which .sum is accordingly 
sanctioned. 



'J'lie appolntniont of local coniniittoos in the districts will be made by the 
('cntral Committee in conuuunication with the Government and the Commis- 
sioners of Divisions, and tliat Committee will be good enough to advise the 
(Jovt'rnmeut as to the constitution they propose to give these bodies; but 
the Li(‘utoiiant-Govornor feels keenly that, let their constitution be what it 
may, llioir edicicincy will depend u])on the interest which the district oflicers of 
the Government take in the work. He would remind these gentlemen that we 
must have their active sympathy in this effort to stimulate the industry and 
promote the well-being of the people committed to their care. The Lieutenant 
tiiov(‘ruor knows how real that .sym|)athy happily is, in the great majority of 
our officers, and lie feels sure that ho may count upon it in the present case. 
What we want from the districts are not things ornamental or curious, still 
less sj)ecimens of line art, but specimens of the ordinary products of its agri- 
culture, its minerals, its manufactures, and its forests and W'astes. Hengal 
teems with undeveloped wealth, ami we must have an effective inventory of 
our natural advantages and possessions.

Burdwan Moharajah* s Belief Operatiom Statement. 

Bukdwan. 

SixcE the last statement was made there has been very little alteration in the state of 
nlf.iirs. One of the relief works has been finished, bit thro is plenty of occupation on 
the other two for all who apply for employment. Of tho.<5e who might legitimately be called 
distnssed, there are still few among the applicants, although the number of people employed 
is gradually increasing. 

The number i mploycd on the l>'Uh March was 3S7, and on the lUth March 506, including 

men. womei», and ebildrt-n. Among these are a few up-country 
Keliif worki. j>ei>p!e. A system < f issuing tickets fi r admission to employment 

has been instituted, but daily paj mints have been diseoniiuued, as the people preferred receiving 
their pay weekly. Tne rate of pay still continues to be for men 10 pice, and woinen and 
children 6 piee each. 

The food dietiibution-honse at Purdwan has been placed under the persi nal supervision of 

Mr. Hossi, who has made a great im|)rov(ment in the system 
pursued. The nnmher^ continues uhout the same, and no per- 
manent incense is perci ptible. On the Uith of March the number of recipients was 1,0 1 2, 
and on ihe 1 lit h March 1,065, but this increase in number is no sign of increase of distress, 
as the number iluotuates, — thus, on the lOih Miuch the number was 1,151, on the 19th only 
1,065.

There has been a marked diminution in the number of applicants for labor on the 
/' » rb Somajb.irri Dighee ct Cuinn. On the 15th March the number 

ttoar It tiro «. crnplo} od Was 400, ttiid on the 21st only 273. The work is capable 

if imploying 600 hands, and unless that number be obtained the work wilHlT8V‘be finished 
by the beginning of the rains. It has, howevtr, been determined not to force the work, but to 
k'cpitasa means of relief for a greater number, sin uld distriss hereafter show itself in 
Culna, which has not yet been the case. The late if wages is the same as at Burdwan. It 
II ay be stated that there are a few agiieulturists among ihe laborers employed on the woik 
at Culna. Ti.e number of women employed on other works, where light labor is required, is 
the same as reported in the last statement, namely, between 50 and 70. 

Tlie number of recipients hardly varies at all from the six preccdi">> weeks. On tbs

Upon the representation of the Culleetor of Burdwan, it has been decided to open a 
relief-house immediately at Bood-boe d, near the tban.a. Shids are to be erected, for which 
paiii er labor is to be employed. The Deputy Magistrate anticipates about 400 people daily 
will require to be fed. This gentleman also proposes that raw rice should be distriiiuted to the 
Wt ter class of agrieult Uriels, who will not eat ihe cooLed food, but this suggestion is under 
coQsuleration, and has nut yet boon adopted. The relief-house at Bood boou will be placed 
under a datogab, but will be supervised by the district relief committee, the members of which 
have kindly Volunteered their services. 


lloociiLT. 

The Collector of Hooghly has snggestid the opening of three rcliif-houscs near that town, 
where cocked fond should be distributi d, viz., one at Dhurumpoic, one at Kodulia, and one at 
Bally. The Collector writes that he has suggested tin eu reluf- .onses instead of one in order 
to p! event the assemblage ut any one place of large crowds. Nn acthin has yet been taken 
upon the suggestion, but an objection has been raised to the ]:m>*i>Si.l, tliut three bouses within 
u limited distance of each other may give rise to fraud, people going fiom one home to another, 
and receiving food at all, unless cosily prohihitive measures be taken ; and also that peojde. 
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finding three rclief-honses opened at once, while the distress is still at a minimnm, will imag^ine 
that they have only to sit still and bo fed, and not exert themselves in any way, and that in 
this manner pauperism may be forced. It. is proposed to open at present one central relief- 
house, and, ns the occasion arises, to open branches, lint Mr. Pellew has been written to upon 
the subject, and action will be takun on the receipt of his reply.

TIor.o moved that the report of the Select Committee on 
lure Bill to amend Act VIII of, 1871 of the Bengal Council, “'riie Calcutta 
Markets Act, l^Tl,” bo taken into consideration in order to the sottleuient of 
the clauses of the Bill. 


The motion was agreed to. 


The IIon’ijle Mu. Hogg moved that tho clauses of the Bill be taken into 
consideration in the form recommended by tho Select C»)mmlttee. 

'riie motion was agn'od to. 

The HoN’iUiE Mr. Hogg moved that in Section I, in tho first clause, after 
the word ‘‘ mean ” tlie words “ the Corporation of” be inserted. Ho said this 
was merely a verbal amendment, as lie thouglit it would be wise, in defining 
the word “ Justices,” that wo sliould adhere to tho definition of the term as 
given in Act VI of 18G3, wliich was the Act under which tho Corporation of 
the town of ('lalcutta was constituted. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

The IIon’hle Mk. llo(iG said ho had to propose a slight alteration in tho 
second clause of Section 1. As tlie Bill now stood, “ ‘ Market ’ means a markc't 
carried on under tlm control of tlie Justi(;es of tho I’eace for the Town of 
(kdcaitta.” In the amendment he had given notice of, ho had suggested that tlio 
words “carried on under, the control” should be altered to “the rent of which 
is paid by, or whicli Is the ])roperty.” But he would now ask permission to 
alter that slightly as follows: — “vested in or the property of the Jus'tices.” 
Tlio clause would then run — “ ‘ market ’ means a market vested in or the ])roporty 
of tho Justices, The reason for this slight alteration was that in Sections 

5 and 6 it was proposed to give tho Justices power to sell tho markets 
witliin tho moaning of tho word “market” as defined in tliis Act. We 


could hardly give the Justices power to sell a market w'hicli was rented by tho 
Justices, and not their property. Therefore wo proposed to coniine the uK^aning 
of tho word “market” to markets vested in or tlio property of tlio Justices. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’iile Mu. Hogg said Section 2 of the Bill before the Council dealt 
with the proposal to repeal some sections of tho previous Act, Act^VlII of 1871. 
In accordance with the rcipiost of the Justices of tho Peace, as sulimitted to the 
Council in their rcjiort, wliieh was lately circulated among tho members, ho would 
suirircst tliat the last tlirco clauses of Section 2 be omitted, as tho Justices wi'ro of 
opinion that it was not wise to repeal Secliofis G, 7, 8, and 9 of Act Vlil of 1871. 
Tho sections were really olisolete. However, as the Justices wished it, he did 
not think there could Ix) any harm in conceding the point ; ho therefore pro- 
posed that tlu^ last three, clauses of Section 2 of the Bill bo omitted. He would 
also propose that aft(’r the v.airds “arc hereby rejiealcd” be inserted the words 
“ In the preamble the words ‘for the sale of moat, fish, fruit and vcgolablos.’ ” 
Tlie reason for tliis aiiu'ndnu'nt was that tho Select Committee had deemed it 
advisable not to define tho word “market” at all, but merely to say it was a 
market vested in or the property of tho Justices. Tho Bill was to bo 
read as part of Act VI II of 1871. In tlie jireamble of that Act it was stated 
that the object was to taiablo tlio Justices of the Peace to establish Municyal 
Markets for the sah; of meat, fish, fruit, and vegetables, thereby assuming 
that a market was to be restricted to places for the sale of moat, fish, 
fruit, and vegetables. It was true tlint the preamble was no part of an Act. 
However, if the point sliould arise, there might possibly bo slight compli- 
cations, owing to tlie ])reanible of Act VIII of 18j l.being soiuewliat in opposition 
to tho Bill now before tlie Council. He would, tliorefore, suggest tliat the words— 
“ In tlie preamble tho woi’ds ‘ for tlio sale of meat, fish, fruit, and vegetables’ ” 
be inserted after the words “ arc liereby rc])eulcd.” 
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Thk Hon’ble the Advocate-General askod wliother tlio hon’bks mover 
intended toj^ivo the Justices of tlio Poaf^o power to erect, construct, and estab- 
lish markets for the sah? of other thiiiffsbgsidesineat, fish, fruit, and ve«rotable5? 
The amendment was apparently a departure from tlio subject-matter of the 
remarks made on a former occasion. It seemed not only an unnecessary 
amendment of Act VIII of 1871, but would be givinj^ very extensive powers 
without sulficient pridiminary consideration. 

The IIon’ble Mr. IIooo said the Hill before the Council restricted the 
word “market” to property ve.sted in, or the jiropi'rty of, the Justices. Act 
VIII of 1871 enabled the Justiia's to estjiblish Municipal Jlarkets for the sale 
of meat, fish, fruit, and vegetables. That was merely stat(;d in the preamble. 
In the Act itself the powers of the Justices in regard to the e.stablishment of 
uiarkets were not re.stTicte(l, exiiept so far that they were not allowed to exjicnd 
more than seven lakhs of ru^iees. 'J’he preamble being somewdiat opposed to 
the body of the Act itsi'lf, it was proposed that those words ho omitted. Ho 
need hardly say that, in this country e.spocially, when marki'ts wore e.stablished 
for the sale of meat, fi.sh, fruit, and vegetabh's, it was almost impo.S8ible to 
restrict them to the sale of that idass of provisions only, as there would al.“0 
ho sold in them miscellaneous articles of all sorts, .such as charcoal, wood, salt, 
fowls, game, &c., in liud, arti<*les of every doscri})ti(m would gradually bo 
exposed for sale. Therefore, although the Justices had no desire to extend 
their powers, they would not wish their powers so curtailed as to prevent 
persons from taking leases of shops for the imrpo.so of oxjiosing such other 
wares as they miglit deem nec('s^ary. Mu. llofio trusted, therefore, that the 
learned Advocate-Clenoral would not prijss his objection. 

The Hon’blk the Advocate-General observed, that the explanation was 
perfectly satisfactory. 

’T’he motion was agreed to. 

The IIon’ble Mu. Hooo moved that in Section 3, at the end, the following 
words he added: — “ Provided that before any apjilication for sucli license shall 
ho considered by the Justices at a meeting, the Cliairman of tho Justices shall 
cause tho place. In respect of which ap|>lication has Ikhui made, to be inspected 
by not less than three Justices, who.so report sliall be laid helbro the Justices at 
a meeting.” lie said this ammidment was based entirely upon the sugges- 
tion.sent up by tho .Justices, who appeared to be desirous that the executive 
authority, the Chairman of the Justices, should not pass oithn’S in nratters 
coTinccteil with tho granting of licenses without the ajiiilicalioti for licenses 
being duly ciuisiderod by the Justiei's in meeting. 'I'lioy were also desirous 
that three Justices, with the Chairman, .should inspect tho place, and submit a 
n^port in writing to the .lustices in meeting ; ho thendore, in accordance with 
the recommendation of the Justices, proposed the amendment which he had 
read out in Koction 3. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

The IIon’ble Mu. Hogo moved to omit clause (J) of Section 4, and to 
substitute for it t],e following: — “For the c.stablishniont and publication of a 
price-current, and for prescribing the motlo ot sale of articles, whether by 
measure, weight, tale, or piece.” Tberc seemed to bo a want of lucidity in the 
wording of tho clause us it now stood. 

The motion was agriM'd to. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said, at tho suggestion of tin' Justices of tho 
Peace, it was projiosod that in Section 9 the words “ Spi'cial General” he 
inserted afti r tho words “ for the Justices at a.” 'I'he obji'ct of the amendment 
was that the Justices dcsiroil that all matfr'rs connected with the csluhli.sliiuent 
of markets should be consiilored by the Justices at a full meeting. A Special 
General Meeting implied that not less than twenty-live Ju.slices would be 
prdstmt, whereas, at an ordinary mooting only three .Justices miglit be present. 
Ho therefore propo.sed the Jimendiuent. 

The motion was agrecil to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, Section 11 of tho amended Hill so mod 
rather ambiguous, in not defining distinctly the way prosecutions under this 
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Acji should be conducted. lie, therefore, suffifosted in Section 1 1 to omit from 
the bofrinning to the word “ thereof ” in the lourtli line, and to substitute the 
following words : — “ Kvery prosecution in pursutince of this Act, or of any 
Act incorporated therewith, shall bo instituted before a Justice of the Peace, 
and every fine or penalty imposed by any bye-laws made in pursuance of this 
Act, or oV any Act incorporated therewitii — ” 

The motion was uiireed to. 

The Hon’iu.e Mk. Hooo said Section 12 of the amended Bill enacted 
that this Act should bo read with, and taken as part of, Bengal Acts VI of 
1803 and VIIT. of 1871, and all the powers, privileges, and rights conferred 
on the Justices by virtue of, and for the purposes of, such last-mentioned Acts, 
should he d(!emed to be conferred on the Justices for the purposes of this Act, in 
so far as the same were a])plicable or necc.ssury In addition to these Acts 
there were a number of other Acts which dove-tailed one into the otlier. He, 
therefore, suggested the folloAving amendment : — In Section 1*J, in the second 
line, for ‘‘ Acts ” substitute “ Act. ” In the third line, omit the Avord and figures 
“ Vill of 1871” and substitute the words “all Bengal Acts incorporated 
therewith ” In the sixth line, omit the words “ last mentioned.” By this 
amendment the Bill Avould be read as pari and jiarcol of all the Municipal 
Acts that governed the municipality of the town of Calcutta. 

The motion was agrei'd to. 

The last amendment, moved by the IIon’isle Mr. Hogg, was to omit the 
word “municipal” in the .second line of Section 13. He thought this was 
nocessjiry as they had not referred to the market as a municii)al market either 
in this Bill or in the ])reA*ious Act. 

The motion was agreed to. 

T’he IIoN’nLK B.auuo H<jouga Churn Laav said he had the honor to piove 
the folloAving amendment: In Section 9, lines 11,12, 13, and 14, omit the 
words “ and for any otlier purpose or purposes Avhich the Justices maA’^ deem 
necessary for establishing or carrying on the same or conducive thereto.” 
The reason of his objection to this part of (ho section was fully explained in 
his note of dissent annexed to the report of the Select Committee, and all that 
ho had to say was, that if this section were adojited by the Justices, and they 
shaped their course accordingly, the result would be most mischievous so far us 
the rate-payers Avere concerned ; and, besides, in this section there was no 
limit to expenditure, so that if the Justices engaged in active competition, there 
might be no end of exjiense incurred, lie did not mean to say that the 
Justices Avould spend money like Avater, but there was nothing in the Act 
to prevent them from doing so. For these reasons he objected to these words. 

Thk IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said he rose to oppose the jiroposal to omit 
the words “ and for any other purpose or purposes which the Justices may 
deem nccess.ary for establishing or carrying on the same or conductive thereto.”^’ 
He need hardly say that the Justices had in contemplation the purchase of the 
Dhurumtollah Market. If that proposal was carried into c^ct, there would 
be no necessity Avhatsoevor for the Justices to enter into active competition 
or to spend monies in the way indicated by his hon’blc friend. However, 
the purchase of the market had not yet been comfletod, and he would submit 
that it was no jiart of the business of the Council to dictate to the Justices the 
way in which they should establish a municipal market, whicli they bad erected 
with |)ermission and under the authority of a h'gislativc enactment. ^ITie 
Council was informed by the moA'cr of tin’s Bill, the Hon’hle Mr. 8oHALcn, 
that the idea was that this Bill should enable the Justices cither to purchase 
the Dhurumtollah Market, or to close the Municipal Market, or to carry on the 
market in any way they should think proper ; and it was suggested that power 
should bo given to enable the Justices To act as they, in their wisdom, might 
think best. He was lliercforo strongly opposed to the powers that wWo 
intended to he conferred on the Justices being restricted. At the s.ame time, 
he would state that then! Avas no' intention on the part of the Justices to spend 
mone}' unnecessarily, or to Avasto the rate-payers’ money in the manner in 
which his hon’ble friend seemed to fear. If the words were omitted, and if the 
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Dhurunatollah Market should not be purchased, the Justices would find thorn- 
selves in a most embarrassing position, as they would bo unable to sanction 
expenditure other than for the mere maintenance and repairs of the njarket, 
and keeping up a necessary establishment. Ho need Imrdly say tliat to estab- 
lish a market upon a firm footing with such a restriction would be absolutely 
impossible. On these grounds ho oppo.sed llio amendment. 

The motion was negatived. 

His Honou tuk PiiEsruKNT said — “ Although this Bill has not reached its linal 
stage, I yet deem it my duty to take this opportunity of declaring my general 
concurrence in the main principles of a Bill whi(!h appears to have attracted some 
interest in the city of Calcutta. In order to satisfy myself as to the merits 
of the case, I have carefully inspected, in comj)any with our hon’bh) colleague, 
Mr. Hogg, and other municipal olliccrs, both the rujw market and the old. 
or Dhurumtolla market. 1 have also read all, or nearly all, the objections 
wliich have been urged against the measure, including the papers which have 
just been printed, and one of which bears so recent a date as tlie »Sth April. 

“I will not trouble the (Council by attempting to ('uter ini o the details of tlie 
discussion ; but will merely suggest, for the consideration of the (Jouneil, the 
principal questions which pre.scnt theuKselvcs to my mind, as atfecting the root 
and substance of the measure which you are asked to stinclion. 

“ The first question, then, in my opinion, is — 

“ Was tho new market built by cojiipetent authority, and is it a good and 
suitable structure ? 

“ 1 understand tliat it was con.structed under tho diri'ctions of those ivho. at 
the time, had competent authority, and I should bo prinvi fivii' disposed to 
sustain tlicir action, unless tliere ■wore strong reasems to the eomiary. 'I'hon, I 
am quite sure that the structure is an excellent one, worthy of tliis groat city 
and its municipality, worthy also of any support or saiicti ni whitth may b-- 
required from tliLs legislature. If it fuliils its [irosont promise, it will provi* 
quite worth the outlay wliich has been expemded upon it. 

“ The next question, to my mind, is — 

“ Does this market, fulfil a real need ? 


“ 111 reference to tins, I have, among the jiapers relatiiig to tlu' Hill, road 
much about the usefulness of the private markets, mid flu'ir sutbeieney to mi'et 
all the reipiiremeiits of the jniblic. But, notwithstanding the fullest appn!ci:i- 
ti on of all that private enterpri.se has accomplished, or may yet a<*eoni])li.''h, in 
the matter, I fear that jirivate entorpri.se ■will not d<> all that is needed. .\s an 
instance, take tlie Dhurumtolla market. That is a market belonging to a publii-- 
spirited and wealthy native geiitlenuui. It has long exi.sted. It has lati'ly 
been improved in a very comnvemlablo mannei'. We may assume tliat on tlie 
whole it is as good a market-place a.s wo are likely to obtain by private enter- 
prise. And yet take it as it sniiuls to-day. Can we examine it and say ibat 
it is all that a »arket- 2 )luce ought to be at sucb a place as (’alcutUi ? or tliat it 
at all a])i)roache.s in excelleiico the market by wliicli it is to be rei.'aced 
if the Council pass this Bill V Surely it is much too small, too low, too 
close, too confined, for the largo purposes vvhich it has to servo. And yet 
those purposes will probably bei'omc larger and larger as tlu; business <il 
the city grows and expands, and as the facilities ot railway coinmunieatloii 
bring more and more the jiroduc.o of distant jihiees to our markets ol Calcutta. 
I say, therefore, that a new and a better inarkot-jdace was, and is, among tin; 
urgent needs of this eify. 

“ The third question would be — 

“If the new markct-jdaco has been well made, and is really wanted, ought 
it to be maintained by tho munieipality ■? t i- 

“In most parts of Judia, I believe, in nearly all tho largo citi<;s m India, 
the maintenance of the central market-jilaces is undertakeu by some eorjuira- 
tion or institution which repi’csonts the whole coininimity. There, tlie ta.NK. 
is found to bo. beyond the power of any iiidividiuil or number ol individuals. 
It is at least as difficult in Calcutta as anywhere. The mnv market eoiicmiis 
an important section ol the juiblic. And wli'ctlicr the miiuicijialit^ bo 
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technically a representative institution or not, it certainly does act on behalf of 
the public interest. Although the municipality may have power in respect 
to the regulating of private markets, still the administration is one which 
demands the entire force of the municipality as proprietor, as well as 
supervisor or inspector. And if the municipality be able to do the work 
better than it can be done otherwise, then surely this Council may bo asked 
to concede such authority by law, as may be required for this^ arrangement. 

“ But then, if the now market be thus established by the municipality, there 
arises this question, — do justice and equity demand that compensation should bo 
given to those pre-existing private rights, which would bo injured or destroyed, 
by the unavoidable action of the municipality in the general interest ? 

• “ Surely to this thero can bo but ono answer, namely, that, in some way or 
othor, such compensation ought to be arranged. And this compensation is 
virtually afforded by those sections of the Bill which relate to the purch^ing 
by the municipality ot the old market-place, for a price within the limit of an 
amount which constitutes a fair, even a liberal, price, aud which, as 1 under- 
stand, the proprietors are willing to accept. 

“ There still, however, remains the question whether the terms of this 
arrangement are entirely fair to the rate-payers ; and whether it is right to add 
any amount, however small comparatively, to the municipal debt, on this 
account ? 

“ The answer to these questions must mainly depend on the opinion wo form 
as to the naturo and value of the property which the municipality would thus 
acquire. I should think that all who examine the situation of the old market- 
place, so convenient, so central, so accessible, will be convinced that such 
a property, by whomsoever held, whether by individuals or by a public body, 
cannot fail to bo valuable, and worth such price as the municipality may settle 
under the terms of the Bill if passed by this Council. In othor words, I think 
the Council may be sure that the property proposed to bo purchased is a good and 
sound ono. I acknowledge that it is most desirable to avoid adding anything 
more than can possibly bo helped to the already large debt of the municipality. 
But I should hope that this particular property, if well managed (as it doubt- 
less will be by the Justices and their Chairman), will yield income as a set-off 
against the interest on the purjchasc-monoy, and thus prevent any burden for 
interest being thrown on the general rate-payers. I will not exactly anticipate 
the uses to which the Justices may see fit to apply the old market-place, u it 
shall be purchased. One suggestion I will, however, venture to throw out for 
consideration, namely this, that if the new market-place be used for raw produce, 
the old market-place may bo devoted to products of manufacture ; to those 
varied and beautiful wares which are sent to Calcutta from so many parts of 
the East, which are so much admired by travellers and visitors urom all 
nations, but which are, as yet, exposed for sale, not in open places of resort, but 
in narrow streets and inconvenient situations. ^ 

“ For all these reasons I am prepared to support the Bill, and to recommend 
it for the approval of the legislature of Bengal. But, as I may bo called away 
by duty to the northern parts of these provinces,* I may be unable to be 

E resent at the passing of the Bill. If I should not bo present, however, our 
on’ble colleague, Mr. Schalch, will preside.” 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 18th April.

Clear and very hot* No crops on the ground except a few vegetables. Rain 
wanted for the eaily riee sowings, C’lioleui continues in thaunahs Rnnkipore, 
Mathoorapore, Salkhira, Kaligunge, Kalnroa, liaduria, and Hussoerhat. It has 
broken out in Rurmekpore, Degiinga. Joumggur, Protubnuggur, Haanabad, and 
Harowa, and abated in llarripore. 8mull*pox reported from 8atklimi, Kaligunge, 
and Kaitiroa, and from near DuHaglmlta. 

At the end of Inst week rain fell partly generally in a tliird )mrt of the district, viz. 
tlie Kftostcah siib-diudon and parls of t)*e Sudder, Melu ipore, am} Choondnngah 
sub-divisions. In some placis there was a stoim. At Sadder Slation, hot and dry. 
So far the weather has been fuvorahlt* for tlic prejiaration for next sinson’s crops. 
The rain in the north has enabled the rjots to sow a^good deal of early rice. 
Cholera still continues bad. In the distressed tract labourers are finding plenty 
of work in the tanks which have been uudertuken from Governincnt funds or 
from tuceavee loans. 

Generally clear. In the afternoon of the 6lli April there was a storm from the 
iKirth-west. On other oceasinn.s tlicre have been falls of rain visible in tho 
distance. The reaping of the boro riee has begun, and the promise is good. The 
ground has b<en inosily cultivated for tin* early rice, and sowing has begun here 
and there, ho' genrrally it waits for a heavy fall of rain. In Magoorah it is 
specially said that fallow land is heing cxlensivel) taken up for the cultivation.

Common rice is half a seer cheaper in tlie sudder bazar, but wheat has risen two 
seers in (iorubazar ami Nowuda. 8inall-pox and cholera are still prevalent; 
the latter iIihcusc is spreading fast. 

(M»)udy, with showers throughout the district. The rain has done much good to the 
hbadoi or early rice already sown, which is nowin some places coming up ; it 
has also cnr.bled ploughing opcralions to he resumed and pushed on, Koro rico 
i.s everywhere reiwrtcd ns looking well. The mango crop will not be as large as 
it at first promised to be. 

Weather hot. Storm, thunder, hails, and rain on night of Tuesday, the 7th April. 
The ruin of Tuesday, which aiipears to havt* been general, has done much good 
to the hnro paddy, which is now in a proniising condition; the hull did a littlo 
damage t‘» the mango crop in places, 'fhe sowing of the bhadoi or early rice has 
comnumced in places, and the weather is favorable for it. Prices remain almost 
statioiiury.

6th and 7th April. The hail of the 6th and 7th did kouk* injury to the stundin;; 
crops, such as cheenn (niillel), wheat, and barley »» Pooteali .and Nnttore. In 
Mandah the boro paddy has been Konicwhat injured by the want of anflieient 
moisture and the excessive heat. Insects also have done Home damage to the 
yonnpr plants. Hnin is wanted for the tee] foil.Ree<l) and jute crojjs. Prices huve 
risen in some parts of Hagniaree, Mandah, (lodagaree, and Hhundaikhara to the 
extent of 1| to 3 sccr.s less for the rupee than latt week. <'h<ili*ra eases arc- 
numerous in Mandah and Tanorc. 

Hniii has hcen general thronghont the district during the early jiart of the neck. It 
has since heeoine very hf>i. The rain has done* much good to the choeiia (millet). 
The weather is favorable for the enltivation of early rice, which U going on 
extensively. The pric^e of rice lias suddenly gone up from Us. 4 to 6-8 a muiinii 
of *10 tohihs weight in the ba/.ars in the immediate iieighhonrh<K)d of Hungjiore, 
and nunierous complaints are made that it is owing to private trade having 
been paralysed by the cjinployment of the local carriage for transport of Govern 
incut rice. 

Fine weather. Rain has fallen on the night of the 7th April. Khesaree (pulse) and 
other cold weatlier crops are reported as having been reaped in parts of the 
district with a fair averiige yield. Aus or early rice is hciiig sown in various purls.

At nigiit of Tuesday, tlm 7th April, a very severe north-wester passed ov( r 
Furreedpore, lasting about two hours, iiceompanied by no rain. No .spring crops 
now remain on tbc ground ; tbc cereals and pnl.se.s having been all reaped. Agricnl- 
tnrists busy everywhere sowing early rice and jute on tin* high lands, nnil botii 
early and lute rice on low’ lands, wliieb are at present snflleiently moist, and mon- 
rain at present would damage tlie seed in the ground. Prospects of all kinds of crops 
ill every way fnvoniblc. ’13 im*bes of rain fell on the evening of the 4th April. 
Cliolnra and snmll-pox have appear- d in some of the villages to the south of the 
station, and inoeulntion is being had recourse to by the villages; but iu some of Ihi- 
uninfected villages ineusun‘8 are being taken to iiitrotiuce v.ieciiiat ion, wherever tK« 
people are willing to accept it. 

Weather hot Crop prosjiccts gocsl. 

Rain on two days of the w’cek at tlic Sudder Station. Th«*?e was heavy rain on 
the 8th April throughout the district. The weather since ba.s been clomly and 
close with a high temperature, and more rain may be t-xpeeted. The stall* 
and prospects of the crops arc very f.ivorabh*. In the cast i>f the district tne 
boro rice will he ready for cutting in a few days and will he a good crop ; in tin* 
central pergniiiiHlis the crop w ill be later, and will not be cui till May, but it 
promises well; in the north-west of the district, the cheenu (millet) crop is now 
being cut and the outturn is good ; in the south-west ami in the western per- 
gnniiHh.s the crop will he somewhat later. Unless the eheeiia (millet) and boro 
rice crops are injured by hail before being harvested, the yield of both cannot 
fail to be good. Aus or early rii*e sowings are completed on tlie <-astern pergun- 
niths, and in some places the young jilants are already above ground ; in the w'cst 
of the district sowings arc being proceeded witli.

CALCUTTA MARKETS ACT. 

The Hon’blk Mr. HoGO said ho rose merely to move a verbal amendment 
Tlic reason for it was this, that by Section 12 of the Bill as first drafted, tin 
Act was to bo called tho “ Calcutta Municipal Markets Amendment Act.’ 
The Council at thojiast meeting struck out the wopi “Municipal” in tha 
HHction, leaving the designation of the Act tho “Calcutta Markets Amend 
meut Act.” He proposed that the preamble should be made to fit iu with tin 
wording of what was now Section 18 of the Bill, lie therefore took leave t< 
mov(! tliat the word “.Municipal” in tho 0th linepf the preamble be left out. 

The motion was agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, as this Bill had now boon before the Council 
/Several weeks, and had been fully discussed, ho would not detain the Council 
P any remarks on the Bill. Ho therefore moved that the Bill be passed, 
f The Hon’hle Mr. Eldridgk said, before recording his vote in favor of the 
|ing of this Bill, he desired to give some of the reasons which induced him 
. ^^feconcile himself to a measure which hud interested the public to an unusual 
^tent, and called forth from influential.quartors considerable opposition. The 
rpaestion wa.s simply one of expediency, wlum viewed from the stage at 
which it hud reached. It would bo useless to discuss the question of the 
advisability of having a Muniiupal market, or whether tlio one in possession of 
tlie Justices was tlio best that could have been devised. His Honor the Lieute- 
nant-Goveinior had at the last meeting of the Council urgued those points fully, 
and Mr. Eldridgk had nAthing to add to them. The market existed. Whether 
it was good, bad, or indifferent as a market or as a building was another question : 
the fact remained that it was there, and the (j[uestion was, what should be doru' 
witli it in the interests of the tax-payers ? It had on several occasions “ been 
(!alled a white elephant,” but to his mind the simile was an extremely incorrect 
one. ilc believed there was a great demand for white elephants; and 
if jthe Justices had one they would bo able to dispose of it on the 
most advanta^ous terms ! But to sell tlio new market would involve a very 
serious loss. was either a market, ot it was nothing. Was it good policy, 
then, to allow it to go to decay and ruin ; "i!6 sink the considerable amount of money 
already exjicnded, leaving the interest' as a perpetual legacy to the tax-payers 
of Calcutta ? Would it not b^ more expedient to endeavour to make it pay u fair 
percentage on the investment by the judicious expenditure of more money V 
The Act passed by this Council in 1871 gave permission for the construction 
of a Municipal market, and gave the Justices, as they then believed, power to 
maintain it after it was built. It appeared now that some doubts existed as to 
the legal right of the Justices to carry on a market after its construction, 
and this Council was asked to supply what w'as apparently inadvertently 
omitted in the Market Act of 1871. To that, he confessed, he saw no 
objection. On the contrary, it appeared to him that this was the best, and 
would prove in the end the least expensive, means of overcoming the 
difficulties which had threatened the new market ever since it# was opened. , 
TTie Bill before the Council did not state how the money should be 
expended, or what course the Justices should pursue; and to his mind it 
would be nmnifestly impropi'r to attempt to exert any such control. The» 
Bill simply gave the Justices power to act', and left them to apply those 
pow’crs as they thought best. As that body was (jomposed of representatives 
from nearly every section of the community, and amongst its menibers there 
were several of th(‘ largest propei'ty-holdcrs and tax -payers in 'Calcutta, it seemed 
to Mr. Eldridgk that it was a powder that might be safely left in their hands, and 
he knew not any number of persons on whom such ’confidence might bi. more 
w’ortliily bestowed. Under the.se cirimmstances he thought it right to voti' 
in favor of this Bill. 

^riie motion was agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to a day of which notice w<mld be given. 
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BENGAL FAMINE. 

ETPTEKNTIl SPECIAL NARRATIVE OP THE DROrCFIT IN BENGAL, FROM 
.THE 3ri) APRIL TO THE ICrii APRIL 1871. 


1. On tlio 8tU of April Sir Goorgo Campbell was permitted to resign the 
Lieutenant-0 overnorshi]) of Bengal, and Sir Richard I’ernplc was appointed to 
succeed him. The Lieutenant-Governor left the Presidency for the distressed 
districts on the night of Tuesday, the 14th April. 

2. The weather during the fortnight under report has continued favor- 
able on the whole. Rain has fallen in •most 
of the districts of the Rujshahye, Dacca, and 
Chittagong divisions, and also in parts of North 
Bliaugulpore and Purneah. This has been very 
opportune for the early rice sowings, and all th(; 
accounts show that a larger area than usual is 
})ro])arcd for this crop. ]\Iore rain is re(|uired, 
and the weather seems sulHciently un.settled to 
make it possible to hope for this. In the Patna 
division tlie drought still continues, and the 
millets and pulse now approaching matuiity are 
withering for want of moisture, wliilo it will be 
impossible to pre])arc the ground for rice sowing 
without some heavy showers. 

.'L In the districts of Hooghly, ITowrah, and Bankoora of the Burdwan 

division, j)rices have remained stationary, or with a 
irioe of (,rraiii. . teiideiicy to fall. Jn Beerbhooin they have slightly 

risen. In Burdwan, although ‘the price-ciyrent shows the price of common rice 
at over 14 seers per rupef', tlio ('ollector rejforts that in the interior of 
Bood-bood it is only procurable sit lU seers per rupee, or even less. There is 
no marked change in the Pre.sidency division. In the Rajshahyc division 
prices have risen slightly in Dinageporc, but were! in the district narratives 
reported easier in Moorshedabad, Rajsluihyc and Maldah owing to private 
importations. At liiuigpore sadder station they suddenly rose from Its. 4 to 
Ks. 6-8 a maund, owing, it is said, to the demand for carriage on account of 
Government grain having paralyzed private trade. ( )nly jfbout 600 carts in all are 
here at present taken up for Government ; and Mr. liobmson, the Relief Commis- 
sioner, reports that he luis no doubt Rungpore could easily supply many inoro were 

n ier rates paid. lie is himself looking into tlvis. IVom the district narrative 
oes not appeiir that priccfs in the intc'riov have been at all affected. They 
arof however, extremely high throughout the south and west of this district. 
In the more eastern districts of Bengal the rates are (dther stationjiry or lower, 
except in Myinensing, which shows a rise. In Behar, south of the Ganges, the 
reaping of the rubbee crop has cheapened food-grains somewhat. North of the 
Ganges the harvest has not had the same effect, and in Soopool an upward 
tejideney is oBserved notwithstanding the harvesting of a very fair spring crop.

Hehar districts, been now brouglit to an end. In all

those south of the Ganges the outturn has been 


nuich better than w'as originally anticipated ; and in the llhagulpore division, 
north of the Ganges, the yield has been on the whole very fair. In Sarun, 
however, the results are less satisfactory. The severe hail-storm of last 
month did much damage to the crop in parts, while the outturn generally 
appears to have been unequal, and in some tracts considerably below expec- 
tation. The firmness maintained by prices in spite of the reaping of this, 
ordinarily a most important crop in Sarun, is looked upon by the local officers 
as an unfavorable sign. In Chunij)arun the checna, or lesser millet, was in a 
precarious condition from want of rain, except in tracts where irrigation had 
kept it alive. The outturn of the spring crop had not been here very su'cisfactory, 
and in the worst part of the district — Kamnuggur — there had been none to speak 
of. In Tirhoot the checna (inilh't), and uioong i pulse^, are sulfering from the 
continued drought, and it is impossible to prej)arc the land for rice. In all 
tliosc districts -where tlu^ inohwu tree* grows, such as lihugulpore, Monghyr, 
tlie vSoiithal 1‘ergunnahs, and the Chota Nagpore division, the crop this year 
has been singularly full and abundant, forming a most matei;ial addition to 
the food-8up})ly of the poorer classe.s. In the Rajshahye division the rain which 
was much wanted to enable the ryots to complete the sowing of the early 
autumn crop has fallen pretty gon(;rally, and though more is still required, the 
sowings are now on the whole well -ad van cod. The silk-crop, which is always 
precarious, has, in the Rajshahye district, unfortunately proved a failure. 

o. The (juestion of seed-grain has become of more immediate interest in 




Eastern Hengal, where sowings are earlier than 


in llehar. The Collector of Dinagepore writes: — 
“ As the bhadoi .sowings have not yet been completed, it is not easy to 
detemiino with certainty the (juestion of. sufficiency of seed-grain, to xirhich 
the attention of all circle officers has now for some time been directed. I'he 
impression, however, is that seed-grain, both for bhadoi and hemantee (autumn 
and winter rice), will be forthcoming, though at high fates. The inquiries made 
by the circle officers show that the people are themselves fully alive to the 
difficulty, and that dealers arc purchasing and storing the jwoduce of last 
harvest. I am more and more convinced that there is a sufficiency of seed-grain 
in the country, a stock wdiich the .sale of Government rice will tend to keep up.” 
The price will however be high. Already in one district the price of seed-grain 
is higher than that of clounod rice. In Rungporo it is noted that though 
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the ryots sometimes complained of wtmt of seed, the lands where ready have 
all been sown, and a much larj^er area than usual has been cultivated with early 
rice. In the other districts of the Rajsbahye division there will almost certainly 
be no lack of seed-^ain. The view that seed would pi'obably not bo wanting was 
that taken by tlie late Lieutenant-Governor at ])aragrapli 27 of his Tirhoot note 
appended to last narrative. Steps arc being taken to assist, through the 
zemindars, those ryots who may be unable to buy seed at the high ])rices 
now ruling. In T^irhoot the subject has not been lost sight of, as the following 
extract from the district jiarrative will .show: — 


“ Mr. MacDoiinell and the aub-divisional officer of H.attcc are now dircotin" their atten- 
tion to the relief of cultivators and small farmers whom it is difficult to bring to «)ijr relief 
works. To these they are tuakiug advances in money for seed-grain and in grain for their 
own support. The principle they have .'idopted is that of making advances to the applicants 
hy whole villages, the apnlicants entering into an association or system of frank jdedge for 
repayment, their estimate being liased on n'tiuns siil)tnitted by putwarces showing the quan- 
tity of land cultivated by each applicant, and tl>e quantity of seed-grain required being 
calculated at the rate of 20 seers per beegba. In some instances they have persuaded zemin- 
dars to take the seed advances into their own bauds ; and one zemindar, Haboo Ibinsee Darcer 
of Ragopore, proprietor of nearly half the Ltdira circle, is specially mentioned for the public 
spiiit and humanity which he has displayed in this respect, and in the administration of relief 
operations on l»is e.-tates under their directions.'* 


No spccitil reference is made to the subject in the Sarun and Chumparun 
narratives, but it is incidentally mentioned tliat in one sub-division of the latter 
district fully two-thirds of the rice lands had been, already ])reparod for the 
next sowings. From Puriieali it is reported that the trade in seed-grain is brisk. 


C, The supplies of grain in the local markets arc, in most districts of Btdiar, 

. still sufficient to meet the demand, and have been 

‘ pp y o supplemented to some extent by the new rubboe grain 

which is already coming into the marke.t. In the interior of Lurbbunga, however, 
supplies ar<j said to bo scarce save in one or two largo bazars. In Mudhoobunnoe.. 
where the same scarcity had shown itself, the sale of Government rice has 
brought into the market stocks of otlier grains held by petty traders. At a few 
places in Seetamurhee, and in one or two bazars in Sarun, and at Bukhtiarpoiv in 
Monghyr, there was some failure of sup])lies. But generally throughout Behar 
the inferiortgrains are still procurable, though rice is everywhere very dear, and 
fi’equcntly not to be got. In the Rajshabyc districts rice is becoming more and 
more difficult to buy, though other grains arc generally available in stifficient 
quantity. The Dinageporo district officer thinks, however, that everything now 
])oints to cxhuu.'stion in the stoelis of food-grains in that district, and traces u 
steady falling oil in su])plies, while the people are said to be anxious for the 
opening of the Oovornment golahs. In Rungpore also, along the south-west and 
south of the district, deficiency is apparent until the tract on the east is ri'aehed. 
which is supplied by importation from tlie Bralimapooter. In all other parts of 
the district food is procurable at high prii^es. This is also the case gen(*rallv in 
the Cliota Nagporo and Bnrdwan divisions.

The figures for the preceding fortnight were 17,928 tons from tlu' Xorlh-Wesf. 
and 7,7h7 tons from Calcutta. 

The block at Patna city station reported in last narrativi' has been 
removed through the active aid of the Magistrate, and orders have been given 
for constructing’ at once a now siding and station 3 ’ard, and otherwise improving 
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tlio traffic arraijgcnionts in order to prevent a recurrence of the difficulty (see 
appendix E.) A. fall of pritses in the Patna bazar led to a slackening in the rate of 
jM'ivate import to Behar from the Punjab. The Government has not yet received 
a linal report on the subject, but it is believed that the falling off was only 
temporary, 'rhe amount of private -grain sent up from Calcutta also shows 
a falling off, possibly in consoquenco of the orders that Governmenf grain 
should have priority of despatch. It is to be hoped, however, that carriage will 
bo found for all the" private as well as for tlio Gov(;rnmont grain ; and tlio Railway 
Com})any have been told that it is not intended to displace private grain 
despatches, but only that grain sliould take priority over ordinary traffic. 

In the Piajshahye division there is a tolerably brisk private import into 
Raj.shahye and Maldah on the Ganges, and to the parts of Rungpore lying 
near the Brahmapooter.

The famine has been got well in hand, and will, 
it may be hoped, be elfectually met and av(?rted The Commi.ssioner of Patna 
writes: “ Di.stross in the north ofi.humparun and Tirhoot has continued to 
increase steadily, and the iiumher of people re.sorting to the relief-works is daily 
becoming largi'i*. d'he organi.satiou lor dealing with the.se distres.sod ma.sses 
i.s, however, daily improving; and what were three weeks ago hungry mobs,, 
clamorous for relief, are now b\- degrees being tran.sformed into organi.si'd 
gangs of work-people, whih; those unable to \vork have been weeileil out and 
made recipients of gratuitous relief, light-lahiir gangs being formed for those 
who are unable to j«>in the able-bodied working portion. The relief circles 
liave now all l>een provided with ollieers, and arrangements are being made 
for starting village works in each circle, so as to prin’cnt ovjircrowding on the 
road.s and the la rgi'r works; and it is to be hoped that by this means mueh 
useful work will be done, while the dangers arising from the massing <*f largo 
and uninauagealde hodiiis of people on a few great works will be avohled.”

There were no comidainN 
whatever, and the imprnved conditittn of the recipients proved that the village headinim had 
not dj^prived them of (lovenimcnt charity. Indeed, this system of village- relief everywhere 
I went I found working widl,”

shown itself, and anxieV retrartlinjr which was one of the chief causes of Sir 
tleorge Campbell’s visitinjr Tirhoot last month. 

"Vha MtuUmbmnee snb-divisional officer writes; — , 

“ The time has now eorac when I must say that di.stre.ss is general throughout the sub- 
division. A few favoured tracts, such as the neighbourhuod of Ladma and Hurlaki thaiias, 
are still comparatively fairly well off'; but the fact that we have little less than half the 
population on our hands .shews that distress is .severe in general. But for the Government 
roads, we could not have hoped to cope with it ” 


From Mudhoobunneti several death.s are reported, five at feast of which 
M'ere probably due to jirivation or disease induced thereby. It is impossible 
to prevent such cases among the old and helpless, or among children, the 
classes which in fact furnish most f>f these cases. Every effort is, however, 
being made to discovc^r and ndieve those in want by careful village visitation 
ar.d inspection, while food and work are everywhere available for all wlio 
will come for them. No famine deaths arc reported from any other sub-divisions 
of Tirhoot. 'Phe water sup|)ly is unfortunately failing from want of rain, and 
should the needed showers^ not speedily fall a great aggravation of di.stres.s 
must undoubtedly be looked for. 


11. In the Suddet', Ilajipor>‘, and Tajpore Divisions there is an increasing 

demand for work, but the condition of the people 
South iiriioot. is, on the whole, not much changed for the worse. 

I’he accounts giviui a few we»'ks b ick of the .state of some parts of the Sudder 
Sub-division have been found to he exaggerated. This tract, however, needs 
carehd watching, and a ciide orguuization has h(>cn formed to that end. 'I ho 
planters haA’O (!omo feu’ward readily h‘*re, as they had ah’cady done elsewhcix', 
to aid in looking after the village rt'lief. The tobacco crop in ’J’ajporo is 
expected to as.sist the ryots miieli, but tlu're is some difficulty about getting th<‘ 
produce down to the Ganges as so many carts are taken up for carriage of 
grain. The liientonant-Goveri.or has eaiised eiKpiiry to bo made as to whether 
return carts a.id Railway <*mptie8 could not be made available for this purpose, 
and has sanctioned advances being given upon the security of the crop in case 
of need. 


l‘i. In Sanm the .ample provision of work made by Governniont has 
prevented any deterioration in ihe condition of the people. From Chimpanm 
the same fact is reported. The people have beiai saved by the measures 
, , , adopied for tlunr relief, which arc now described

as heiiig in good working order. Even in Uam- 
nupfivr, where the inhabitants depend almo.st entirely on Government help, direct 
or indirect, their state is reported to bo sullieiently satisfactory. In iVorf/i 
lihtiftvljmr the worst east's on the works are wanderers from Tirhoot. Village 
visitation is in progress, and will, It is lioped, bring to light any lurking 
distress, il' such exists. In M«v<fhfir then' has bet'ii no change for the wor.se, 
ratlu'rtlitj contrary, as the spring harvest has been good, and about six lakhs of 
rupees on uecount of opium payments have been distributed among the 
cultivators. In linhhtiarporo <*nly did tht' Rt'lief Superintendent find very 
marked di.stres8, where in two villagt's grain hud to be doled out to 350 persons 
of the lowest classes who were found <|uite famine-stricken.” In rurneah 
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no change for the worse is reported, but incendiary fires are said to be 
becoming frequent. In the ISonfhal Pergnnnahs the “ people look well every- 
where,” though they are said to be nearly at the end of their stores in 
])arts; but, as the Deputy Commissioner remarks, “ Sonthals would be 
merry and eat full meals up to their last handful of maize.” Fortunately the 
Sonthals take very roa<iily to out-door labor, and of this enough is provided. 


13. In 3foorshcdahad, the old, infirm, and beggars are coming more on 

charitable relief, and the pressure is tightening 
The lujgimhjre Division. some parts, as indicated by the increasing resort 

of laborers to the works. The failure of the silk crop in Rajahahye will add to 
the distress there, but this is not as yet at all severe. Both here and in 
Moorshedabad arrangements, have been made for careful inspection by cindc 
officers ( without, however, a full subordinate ageru^y as in Tirhootl and the 
doubtful parts will bo closely watched. In Dinnyepore the sale of Goveniment 
grain and the ample supply of work has checked any development of distress. 
From the south of Jlimypore the accounts are less favorable. Near f^adullapore 
and Govindgunge the village inspection has disclosed “ greater distress than 
was anticipated.” The district report says : — 


“ In the tract lying west of the Knrotya, the state of the villages is wretohctl beyond 
description ; the people have sold overy thing they possessed, and a e now solely denendent 
on (loverunicnt. Many have sold their plough-cattle the last thing with which a Bengalee 
ryot parts. I found one instance where a man had sold the roof over his head. Many ryots 
have deserted the place altogethf^r and gone to Bogra and elsewiiere. The relief officer 
reports that the people seem to be most grateful for the relief works The villages in this 
quarter are now quite deserted in the day-time. Every one is to he found on the road ; the 
women arc now coming readily, bringing their children with them. All are most an.\ious to 
get (Tovernmeiit rice. The want of water is felt nearly fs keenly as the want of food. In 
many villages people have to go two or three miles to bring a gharah of water. I have 
begun to excavate three old tanks in the worst parts, anil am digging wells at every mile 
along the roads. A few oases of cholera, with one death, have occurred among the coolies. 
In many tracts on the south and the south-west of the district the poorer classes of ryots 
have been obliged to sell or pledge the few things they have. Many complain of the difficulty 
of having only one full meal of rice a day, and of having to eke out the second meal with 
various coarse substitutes for rico. There is much widely -dilfuscd distress which is being 
carefully looked after, and relief to meet the circumstances that arise in each locality is 
promptly organised on the spot.” i 


In Maldcdi it is feared that relief operations must be extended, and villaj^e-to- 
village inspection made, even in those tracts wliicli have not hitherto been con- 
sidered di.stressed. The numbers requiring relief in the north-west of the 
district are increasing rajudly ; but no cases of starvation have yet been reported. 
The accounts received of late from Pubna, and especially from the Semjgunyc 
division of that district, have been somewhat unfavorable. The parts border- 
ing upcm the distressed tracts of liungporc, Dinagcqioro, and Rajshahye, 
may very possildy require more activ^o assistance .before the sea.son is over. 
Meantime the Lieutenant-Governor has dir(‘c1ed the opening of relief works, and 
authorised the Slagislrato, in case of omerg<*nt need, to indent upon the neare.st 
goluhs of the neiglibouring di.stricts. 


d4. Th<>re has been some change for the worse in the Bnod-bood, and 
. to some extent in the (,'utwa sub-divisions of the? 

It Inn wmi inisimi. Biirdwaii di.striet. The Collector ro])oi't8 that on 

])orsonul inspt'Ction he fnuls the condition* of the ])co])lo in many villages wretched 
in the extreme. The endemic fever has already niduced the standard of health 
in those parts, and the number of applieants for relief .has now become very consi- 
derable. The Lieutenant-Governor has liiinsoir gone to look into matters, and 
will give such further orders, supplementary to the nusasures of relief already 
taken, as may apja.'ur nece.ssurv. T’htre is nothing fVesh to nqiort regarding any 
of th(! other districts of thi.s division. TTie numbers on works and receiving 
ehuritable relief have increased, as was to h(^ expected, with titc advance of the 
season, but ample jivovision has been made to meet all needs. The Jungle 
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Mehals of Midnapore, a remote tract, regarding which some anxiety was felt at 
first, are now believed to bo safe from anything like severe distress. 


15. A full report by Colonel Dalton uj)on the condition of the Chota 
. Nagpore division' to the end of March will be

found at No. 8 ot tlio enclosures. It will bo seen 

that Palamow still continues to be the most distressed tract in this division, 
and* that many people come to the works in an emaciated state. The relief 
organisation has been coihsiderably strengthened here, and Avill now be able, it 
is hoped, to meet all demands on it. To both Manbhoom and Ilazarcebagli 
Government grain has been sent. In both districts, Iiowcvct, as well as in 
Palamow, the mohwa crop has given much relief to the poor. Work is provided 
for all who require it, and gratuitous relief is being given to those who cannot 
work. From Singbhuom the Deputy Commissioner reports : — 


“The relief works that have been opened out in this district are proving of the utmost 
benefit, and there can be no doubt that but for tliem the short crops of the past season would 
have pressed hardly on the poorest. The assistance rendered was all required, and it is 
hoped and expected that throuj'h it the season will be tided over till the next erop‘*. The 
mohwa and other wild fruit crops, more especially in the Kolhan, are turning out mercifully 
abundant, and they will siipidy food to the poorest for the next two months. The mohwa 
tices in the Kolhan are laden with blossoms in the most extraordinary manner, and blossoms 
themselves are of huge size and bursting with richmtss. Every tree is guarded with the most 
j<*alous care from the eattle. The Kola also prepare and eat the seed of the sal tree ; and the 
s&l trees this year are, beyond all experience, in most abuinfjint bloom It is no exaggcii- 
tion to say that in tlic Kolhan forests 99 out of everv K'O trees have blossomed, and 
blq-'somed in the most amazing way. In most cases literally not a leaf can be seen from the 
profusidn and wealth of blossuru. Other jungle fruits, the cha especially, are also in great 
abundance this year." 


15. Fours have boon felt from time to time lost the trade demand upon 

tbo oastcMi di.stricts of the Dacca and C-bittagong 
* divisions for rice to supjdy the more distressed 

♦racts to the west slionld aftetit niifavorabl;, the position of the exporting tracts 
tliemsclve.s. Duritig tin' last w('r>k accounts have been received from Mymen- 
sing to the eflb<rt that in a small part of tlip Jamalporo sub-division there is 
a deficiency ,in th(; local fbod-snp])ly. A proposal ’to import some Govern- 
ineni grain lias been .submit U'd by the (Jomniissionor. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has directed careful ii .quiiy to be made as to the necessity of this. 
It soen).s j)robablo that, surromulcd as it is by districts which had surplus crops, 
tliis little corner may, by a little iirrangemont and stimulus given to local trade, 
be able to get .supplies. Of course, if Government grain is really required, 
it will be given, and fortu'iately can be easily delivered by the Brahinapooter 
steamers at a ghat nearly opposite Ivaligunge, where the Rungpore supplies are 
now being landed. 

1 C. In the Presidency division the only tracts regarding which any anxiety 
.. ha.-, h'-eii felt, arc the north-west comer of Nuddea 

rjit I noiruiij iviMon. Tn^ar Moorsliedabad, and a small part of the Satkhira 

sub-division of the 24-Porgnnnahs. In Nuddea the system of advances for 
works connected with hiiui iinprovenieiits and water-supply lias led to the 
employment of the di.strcss( 1 poor in considerable numbers by private persons. 
About 4,000 souls thus find ('mployment, besides 1,150 who are employed 
on Government roads ; while we.’iving and s})inning is provided for those who 
<’.annot labor out of doors. I’hesi' measures have hitherto proved sufficient. 
In Satkhira, similarly, work is provid('d by Government for all who need it. 
^rhe distress licrc is not sev<‘re. as yet, thoiigh it is feared some suffering is 
ill store for the people. A rt.'lief eomniittce has however been formed. 

• 

17. Among the paiiers printed as appendix C will bo found a note 
„ , ^ sumniarising and reviewing the state and prospects 

of the Governnunt trfinspoi't arrangements up to 
the end of March. The general result is extremely satisfactory, showing tliat 
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each district will have probably received its entire allotment of grain by the 
end of May — several districts long before that date — and we may fairly hope that 
the whole will thus have been stored before the rains set in. "^rhe letter to the 
Government of India, No. 2257 — S.R. dated 10th April, with eiujlosures, in the 
same appendix, shows that the despatches for the Rajshahye division are now fast 
approaching completion. 

I'he Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied, as regards the western districts, 
that the local transport can easily carry away all the grain that the railway 
<!an supply. The manner in which the district officers have answered .to the 
calls made upon them by Government for the organisation of a strong transport 
service has been worthy of all praise. The minutes by Sir Richard Temple, 
Nos. > and 58, a})pendix G, to the 14th narrative, show what has been 
ilone to secure reserve carriage in case of any possible break-down ; and the 
Government can now, the Lieutenant-Governor believes, rest assured that unless 
some very unforeseen accidents occur, no serious failure in the scheme of relief 
can happen owing to any insufficiency in the transport service. 

Since the last narrative was written, the Secretary of State has advised 
the Governnumt that contracts have been made for the construction of the ten 
small steamers refciTed to in paragraph 23 of the 11th narrative. They are 
each to carry 20 tons, and tow a barge carrying 20 tons mor(i. ^Phey will be 
shipped in pieces by canal steamers before the end of April, and may be 
expected to be ready for Work here by the beginning of July. These, with the 
four similar .steamers now making in Calcutta, will be useful for distributing 
grain from district dop6ts by the inland rivers, or for carrying up any further 
allotments should the necessity for this arise. 

I'he Durbhunga Railway has been completed, the t'ngine having entered 
Durbhunga on the i 5th April. This will help very materially in placing the 
grain allotted to Durbhunga and Mudhoobunnee. This aid was much wanted, 
for the Alliance Compaiu’ of contractors have not yet succeeded in bringing 
up their despatches from Chumpta Ghfit to anything like the anticij)ated figure ; 
and Nilcomul, the North-West contractor, is also very backward in his arrange- 
ments. With the help of the railway, however, we can feel certain that alb 
shortcomings will bo now made up. 


18. The despatches of Government grain to the famine districts amounted 

„ , , . (see appendix B)'during the fortnight under renort 

( ? f*., up to I uesday, 1 1 th April) to 14, 1 9,2(50 mauuds 
(52,505 tons), which is a great improvement u])on the despat^jhes of the fortnight 
before (38,705 tons.) The total de.spatchcs of Government grain from Calcutta 


to the distressed districts amount now to 05,73,009 maunds or 243,480 tons 
while 150,925 tons had been finally stored to tfui date of the latest returns. 
'Phe papers in appendix C .show exactly how the case stands as n'ganls 
the amount and desj)atch of the grain y<;t remaining to be sent to ouch 
district. 


19 The Patna dealer.s, whose undertaking to deliver 42,000 maunds a 

paragraph 18 ol the 13th narrative, are working 
out tlnur contract very s,atisfactorily. 'There was a little shortcoming at first 
caused partly by the difficulty tluiy had in getting railway W'agons, and partly 
by the want of bags of the size roquinul ; but all these difficulties h.ave been 
overcome, and the grain they give, and the bags in which it is packed, are 
reported to be exceedingly good. ^ ' 


20. The fortnightly return of persons employed on relief works under 
K»ii«f work*. offi(!ers of the Public W orks Department will bo found 

as usual at enclosure No. 10. 'i’ho following table,

From the above it would sooni that the estimates of distress at the worst season 
formed some weeks ago by Sir Richard Tcmjde and the local officers will be 
realised — perha])s more tliaii realised in the Patna division. On the other 
hand, the distress in the Rajshahye division is as yc-t somewhat loss, and in the 
Rhaffulporo division considerably less than the e.stimato. Now that the spring 
harvest is over, the numbers may be expected to increase everywhere. The 
work of breaking up the great gangs upon the north Tirhoot roads and diverting 
them to village works has boon going on. The Additional Commissioner in 
Tirhoot has been authorised to make saltpetre manufacture a relief work, if he 
(jcn do so at reasonable rates, taking the nec(‘ssary precautions for the pro- 
tection of the .salt revenue by buying in the salt or otlierwise. Mr. Metcalfe' 
was sanguine that he could (nnploy great numbers in thi.s way. In Sarun the 
rowne system, under which each laborer is paid a cewtain numbi'r of c«)wrie8 for 
cjich bask(it-full of earth carried, is reported to have answered well on the 
JIutwa Raj works, the outturn of work having proved on meu.surcmcnt 
t() be all round not loss than half the amount which able-bodied laborers at 
contract rates would be expected to show in ordinary sea-'^ons. At. the .same time 
care is taken that the weakest and younge.st on the works can earn a livelihootl. 

( )n the Sarun district works tint plan has not b«'en tih'd generally, from a fear h'st 
the condition of paynnmt-by-results shouhl detc’ tlios** really in need from seeking 
♦‘inployinent freely In Chumparun it has been introduced more extensively 
for able-bodied laborers, se])arate invalid gangs being arranged for those unlit ' 
for task-work. In most districts an atttunpt is being made to exact a moderate 
amount o^’ n'al labor from those who aro able to give it. In Hogra, there 
has been a considerable Influx of laborers t)n tim roads, and the system in 
force seems to bavc been unduly lax. The lielief Commissioner has had his 
aitemtion dravvi. to the matter. 


21. On the Soane Canal Works the average numbi'r of hiborers was 38,933 
. , during the fortnight, as agaln.st ‘11,282 in that

^ehroe sub-divisions have not been received, the figure's are incomplete. Laborers 
are said to he increasing rapidly in the Arrah division. The Ounduk embank- 
ments gave employment to 29,299 persons on the ave'ragi;, but tlu' re'turns for 
the Upper Gunduk works were ine'ompleto. The work is mostly task-work, 
but weakly people jircscntiug tbemsolvos aro paid by daily wages, or on a 
liberal cowrie-system. 

The number of laborers on the Northern Rengal Railway has not as yet 
mmdi increased, but it is .said that more are 
gradually coming in. On the railway, and the feeder 
roads, there were 12,175 on an average last fortnight. .ViTaiigt iuents are being 
made for sending large gangs from Bogra. The «*iirth-work done is now 
equal to a bank 26 miles long, and 4 feet high. ()(>(> bricks have been 

burnt; 50,0,00 are now in kilns; and 17,24,000 have been moulded.

Tho following extracts from the Tirhoot report will show how matters arc* 

jiow being iimnagod in Dmbhunga and Mudhoobnnnec : — 

• 

The sub-divisioiial officer of Durbhunga thus reports: " I have alrevuly explained the 
machinery of charitable relief as it existed when first set in action. 1 have now to refer to 
an extension of the system, by which, while retaining our former organisation, we are enabled 
to render the administration of relief more searching and certain. It consists in having 
prepared through the jeyt ryot and putwarce of each village a list of all those who are in want 
of relief in the village, and according to this list the group store keeper dispenses weekly to 
each village in the group the quantity of grain required for the week’s cousumption. 'I he 
distribution is made in the village, by the village headmen and the pntwarep. Among 
the other duties of the inspector will be that of seeing that In this res])ect the village 
headnieii are up to their work. This siib-division li:is been divi'ied into 12 circles, The 
r>anl>arund Warisnugur circles being outside the area wln.re nistress was most pressing, were 
not taken in hand till now. Of tbc other circles tlic grouping has been completed in all 
except Lehria, Qungdak, and Hya ghat, where somt villages still remain ungrouned. 
Hut before Ibis week ends the work will be completed in these. In all of these villages 
tho officers arc at work, having the village list of distres^^cd people made toit ; and looking to 
th»: fact that as our groups are made up, and inspectors appointed. thVw work can go on 
simultaneously in every group, it ought to be eomplcteii within a foitiiight at farthest. My 
r' tnrns «)f those on charitable relief are incomplete, sonic circle oifieers having been unable 
to send in any returns, and others only returns for some groups, hrom these fragmeutary 
retuin.s I learn that the daily average on charitable relief is J 1,5()3. I believe this, however, 
ID be luueli under the real number.” ^ 

'I'bo Mndboobunnee officer writes : “ Charitable relief is now everywhere at work on the 

ticket, system. The system of giving out cotton, too, is taking root, particularly under 
Messrs Ozanne, Williams, Nicholay, and Baboo Ishice Pershad. 1 am establishing, through 
the relief superinteudent at most places, quad hospitals under the native doctors for care 
.)f those who are, cither by starvation or disease, unfitted to go to their owu people, or to 
work. T would have the distribution of cooked ♦food, where it is given, also under the 
siiperintcndeiioe of native doctors if a European is not present, as natives ars slow to enquire 
into eases in which care and extra attention is required.” 

fn tho other sub-divisions, alsA, careful arrangonicnts arc being elaborated 
to meet any distress that may exist. 

In S.^run, the numbers on charitable relief arc very small. In the whole 
lltitxva Ka j, only 60 persons are shown as receiving charity at present, and at 
most yOO to 1,000 persons are expected to need aid in the llutwa sub-division. 
In Chumparun, the organisation has, with tho aid of planters, been made

apparently very complete. In the diatripts south of the Ganges, and in most of 
Rajshahye division, only beggars and fnendless individuals, and in Monghyr 
some of the very lowest classes, have as yet come in for charitable aid. In 
Burdwan, upwards of 9,000 persons are shown as attending the tbod-dop6ts 
and relief-houses. The poorer classes in tliis district have become accustomed 
to take cooked food readily at the fever food-dep6ts, and they have no 
scruples in coming for this form of relief when pinched by high prices as they 
are at present. 

24. But little information is given in the district narratives as yet 
„ , , ^ ^ . with regard to the sale of Government grain. In 

.Boio evornmen grain. Bukhtiarpore (North Monghyr , 2,000 maunds have 

been sold to the public.* From Pumeah the district officer reports : — 


At Dengra and Kusba Amour there is less private trade than in other parts, hut thell*' 
scarcity is beginning to encourage private enterprise here as elsewhere. A cloth merchant of 
Kis-seugunge has opened a large store on the banks of the river, and keeps his supply up by 
small boats, In this neiglihourhood I last fortnight authorised the sale of Government rice. 
Mr. Gouldshury sold 10 maunds at Ratahat, and Mr. Wyer 16 maunds at Mathour, and 107 
maunds 1 1 ^ seers at Ootri at 15 seers per Burmah and 12 seers Bengal. The consequence of 
this was, that on the next hAt day, at Ratahat and Mathour, not a single private trader appeared. 

1 consequently reduced the rates t'> I seers and forbade the sale of Government grain at the 
])uhlic liAts. This has restored confidence, and the heparees are now buying as fast as ever 
from the Pnrneah bazar from the merchants who import it from f'aragolah I have 
directed the n-lief officers at Dengra and Kusba Amour to *8611 at 12 seers and 10 seers 
at their relief centres on fixed days ; and, after inquiry, to village communities or group 
of villages; not more than 100 maunds to be sold at each circle until further orders.^' 


In Diuagepore sales to tbc public have begun in limited tracts, and the 

Magistrate is ready to sell more generally as soon as the necessity arises. 

In Rungpore grain damaged by the accidental burning down of a Government 
golah was eagerly bought up by the people at fair rates. 

25. The subscriptions to the central relief committee, including those 
from England, amount to Rs. 13,05,373 up to date, exclusive of the Government 
subsidy. 

26. The subject of advances to ryots is one of fast-growing importance. 

The extract given above in paragraph from the 
Advanca* to ryotg. Durbhuiiga sub- divisional report shows how the 

plan is being worked in Tirhoot. , 

In Sarun nearly 3| lakhs of riipces have been advanced to zemindars to 
bo expended in grain or money advances to their ryots. Tlio following 
extract from Mr. Howe’s report on Ramnuggur is interesting, and worthy of 
spepial notice in connection with this subject: — 

“ The questions of the most pressing importance are, first, to provide the * Assamee ’ ‘ (or 
cultivating) population with sufficient food-grain ; secondly, to provide them with, or to enable 
them to obtain seed- grain. Almost the entire population of the sub-division is agricultural, 
and the proportion of the cultivating class that comes to our works is small, though the actual 
numbers are large. The remainder now depend almost entirely on the advances they have 
received either from their zemindars or from Governnieiii, nor have they anythin*; 
except advances to look forward to until the next rice crop is reaped. The best of 
them are poor and in debt, and it is from this fact that the question of advances 
becomes so difficult. On the one hand, unless advances arc immediately made on a large 
scale, the * Assamee' population will he reduced to starvation ; while, on the other hand, 
there is the risk that, unless great care is taken in investigating each case, the security will 
he insufiicient. To make advances too readily (except in the comparatively small class of 
cases coming under Kule F*) tends to demoralise the people, and renders them reckless in 
getting still further into,4eht. The difficulty is to combine sufficient promptness with suffi- 
cient caution, and to make a searching investigation without thereby losing the right moment 
for action. Mr. Howe has Submitted a scheme which has been sanctioned, and on which he 
has been acting. The/ollowing is an outline of this : — A register (mouzahwar) is prepared in 
each tuppah, in whicli the amount required approximately for each village is enttsred. This 
register is prepared in the first instance by the inspector of the circle, assisted, where possi- 
ble, by any influential member qf the committee resident in the tuppah. It is tlieu carefully 
tested by the officer iu charge of the circle, who can alter (increase or lessen) the total amount 
fixed in round numbers. As soon as this has been done, a certain quantity of grain is sent 


* in tits CMC of persona whoso caste or family poeitiim preclude them from laboring. 
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to each village, where it ia kept iti charge of the headmen of the village, from whom due 
aecurity f<>r its safe custody is taken. The dibs of cases requiring most immediate relief, /.r, 
' Assamees' coming under Rule F (which fortunately are comparatively few), will then be taken 
up and disposed of summarily. These men can be readily found, as there are but few in each 
village. The object of sending grain to each village, Mr. Howe explnius, is, ‘first* to 
confidence, for experience shows that the mere presence of grain in a village (if the object of 
its being brought is known) has this effect; secondly, to enable the advances under Knle F 
to be made at once. The summary inquiry preceding distribution under Rule F wijl be 
carried on simultaneously, and, having once decided to whom to give under this rule, there is 
nothing like immediate action, which of course cau only be taken if the grain is ready ; 
thirdly, because now ia the best time for carrying grain throughout the interior, and we should 
therefore a;Vail ourselves of it. Having provided every viii.agc with an amount of grain 
whivh approximately will suffice for advances, and having relieved the worst cases undiT 
Rule F, a formal register will be prepared and carefully tested by circle inspectors and 
j^ofiBcers in charge of circles: — 

Name of mouxah. 

Amount already distributed cither by Rajah of Bcttiah, or under Rajah of Ram« 
nuggar's loan. 

Number and names of Assamces requiring advances, with amount required by each. 
Nature of security. 

Remarks. 

When this return has been carefully tested, the zemindar will be called upon cither to 
make the advance or to go security. (Tovenmient making the tuccavee distribution. If he 
declines, the best security available will he taken, and the procedure kid down in circular 
No. 1088 of 25th February w.ill be followed, ie., the zemindar will be warned that Govern- 
ment reserves the right to recover the advance by legislation or otherwise." 

In Monjfhyr application for advances of this kind are numeroiisi The 
system pursued in Purneah is described thus : — 

“ In villages, when the people are badly off, grain ia advanced on credit, the village com- 
munity giving a joint bond f<'r the repayment of the advance This system works capitally, it 
keeps the people in food, it allows them to spend their money on seed, which ia procurable in 
nearly every hftt and is being imported largely from the north, and it enables us to distribute 
our grain at no cost at a time when cirriago is available. Mr. Wyer at the Sudder has 
worked this system, and found that it succeeds better than any other, the people like it, and 
it is far better than making them advanee.s in money, except ♦in places (which are, in rny 
opinion, very few) where there is no seed-grain to be had. In most villages the well-to-do 
ryots have seed-grain wliich they are ready to advanci- to their pfwrcr neighbours if they 
■see any prospect of being repaid. An advance of Government grain for focxLni joint security, 
or its sale in some cases, prevents the seed-grain from being eaten, keeps the poorer people 
in their homes, and enables them to cultivate their fields. The brisk trade in seed-grain i.s 
a good sign." * 

In Dinag'cpore such advances will, it is heped, be ppven largely through 
zemindars. In Rungpore also the applications are nmny, and upwards of 
Rs. 90,0.00 have been advanced for tliis purpose. The Lieufonaiit-Governdr 
is again about to call the attention of all officers in distressed districts to the 
fact that when the rains put a stop to out-door labor, the plan of advancing 
grain to ryots will be the best means open tp us of tiding them over the 
.months that must pass before they reap any crop from their fields. The 
security of the village headmen, or tlio collective security of a body of ryots, 
would generally be sufficient to warrant such advances. 

27. The Government of India has arranged to provide a reserve of civil 

officers to take the place of any now employed who 
may break down during the course of relief opera- 
tions. When the transport work is over, the Military officers now engaged in 
superintending that work will also be available for relief. 

28. Forms of account for cash and stock transactions have been supplied 

. * to tho districts whore Goverribent grain is stored, 

and on the loth April stock was to bo taken at all 

golahs and store-houses.

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RESOLUTION. 

SCARCITY AND RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta, the \Uh April 1874. 

•Read — 

The Dietriot Narratives the Patna Divirion for the fortnii;ht endini; on the 4th April 1874. 

1. Patna. — Prices have fallen in the Patna district, and the yield of the sprin;? crops has 
Wn much larger than was expected. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to know that the 
suggestions, made hy a committee of which Mr Mangles was a jnemher, for relieving the 
block of traffic at the Patna city station are being carried out. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
much concerned to hoar that the coarse up-conntry grains in the Patna store-houses am being 
injured by weevils ; he approves of their being sent across the Ganges for immediate use in 
North Behar. In other districts where there has been a demand for grain, the coarser grains 
have, under the orders of Government, been sold ; and in the Bhagulpore division the grain 
which was getting spoilt has been s<ild at a reduced rate. The Lieutenant-Governor will now 
cause the issue of separate orders directing that the coarse grains in store in any distivssed 
districts be examined, and sold off at once if they arc getting spoiled. It will be necessary 
tor the Tirhoot officers to watch carefully the storage and keeping of the northern grains now 
being delivered at Pntwah Ohftt. 

± Hna . — From the Gya district, also, it is reported that the yield of the spring crop is 
very much bt‘tti*r than had been anticipated. The Magistratts-Collector concurs in the view, 
which he believes the peoi)le <‘f the district to hold, that Gya will not be afflicted by " any- 
tliing like famine" if the autumn crops, are good. So long as there is no general distress, and 
so loijg as the invalid gangs suliicc to provide for the weaker laborers, the Lienten&nt-Governor 
approves of Mr. Palmer^s adherence to the payment-by-results system. But the progress of 
the works must be closely watched, so that no weakly may be turned off, or left with insuffi- 
ci ‘nt tor their maintenance. As yet it will not be possible to send further grain-supplies to 
Gya, while the needs of North Tirhoot are so very urgent; 196 persona appear to be daily in 
receipt of charitable relief, aiyl the arrangements for providing this relief appear to be suffi- 
eient for present needs. The TAeutenant-Govemor is glad to learn that the people of Gya 
have contributed literally (subscribing lls. 18,254) towards the district relief fund. 

3. Shahahad. — ^'fhe account of supplies of crops and of prices is favorable. It would be 
convenient that the Magistrate-Collector of Gya and Shahahad should, as do all other Magis- 
trates, note the daily average of work-people for the fortnight mder Section B, instead of 
referring to a return which is to be sent some days after to another department of Govern- 
ment; the Narratives would then be complete in themselves. The Lieutenant-Governor can 
hanlly think that a rich open district like Shahahad cannot produce enough carte to carry 
promptly the small quantity of grain allotted to Shahahad, as well as to lift the Sarun supply 
from the "Vailway station to the river. All other districts have, by offering fairly liberal rates 
of hire, educed very ample means of transport, and the Lieutenant-Governor anticipates that 
Mr. Alexander will, if any necessity occurs, bo equally successful. Charitable relief is, it 
seems, being given daily to 23!t persons. The applicants are only professional beggars and 
persons who suffer from physical infirmities. 

4. Tlrhr.ot . — Private supplies'of grain are said to be insufficient in parte of the north- 
western sub-divisions, "^nd jwicos are very high, notwithstanding that Government stores have 
been opened Jo>>-ely for sales to the public. In Mudhoobunnee the effect of opening the 
Government stores appears to have been satisfactory; and the Lieutenant-Governor would 
wish in future Narratives to have more complete information regarding the conduct and effect 
of sales to the public. Arrangements will be made to send up to Durbhunga and Mudhoo- 
bunnee the required quantity of copper coin as soon as possible. The condition of the people 
in Scetamurhee appears to be tolerably good; and it is very satisfactory to receive such assur- 
ances as Mr. Mawlonnell gives of the improvement in the condition of the people onUthera. 
With regard to Mr. Magmth’s remarks (paragraph 12 of the Narrative), the Lieutenant- 
Governor would observe that a sub-divisional officer, if he find more assistance absolutely 
necessary, must at onco represent 8\ich needs, and must not content himself with vague 
references in his fortnightly Narrative. Mr. Magrath is in frequent personal communication 
with the Additional Commissioner, and he must report at onco if further superintendence is 
required. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor sees the difficulty which prevents the Sarausur tobacco- 
growere from disposing of their produce, and he will await anxiously any practicable rccom- 
mendations the Ghmmissiouer may make upon the subject. He would hope that the transport 
department might be able to hedp dealers with backward empty carts or wagons on the 
Durbhunga railway, if only purchasers will come forward, and efficient arrangements are made 
to prevent delay in putting the tobacco on vehicles. At present, Sir Richard I eniple would 
not entertain a proposal for Government to buy the tobacco, though he would quite approve of 
advances being made through zemindars on its security. 

6. It is satisfactory that Mr. Worsley should be able to report that the condition of 
people in the head-quarter sujii-di vision is as yet good. Of the deaths reported in paragraph 16, 
as havinj^ occurred in the Mudhoobunnee sub-division, it would feem that perhaps five may 
have been really due to privation. No famine-deatlis are reported from other sub-divisions. 
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7. The figuree given for relief laborers would seem to be wrongly copied ; and they 
differ, moreover, from the numbers telegraphed from the sub-division on dbout jihe same date 
that the Narrative was written. Mr. Magtaih telegraphed on the 6th April 250,000 people 
on the Mudhoobunnee works, whereas the present Narrative gives 192,000. Possibly, the 
latter figures may be the daily average for the fortnight. 

8. The amount of grain stored iu Durbhunga is still very small, compared to the allot- 
ment and the requirements of this great sub-division. Next Narratii^e will, it is hoped, show 
• that the Durbhunga railway has begun to pour grain into the sub-division. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor does not fully understand Mr. Magrath's remarks at para- 
graph 23, and he begs that the question of the best way of making advances to ryots may be 
brought up before him when he reaches Durbhmiga this week, lie wishes advances to be 
given to substantial ryots who may be in need, but he desires tliat such advances may be iu grain 
rather than in money. 

1(1. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied with the progress made in get- 
ting the relief organisation thoroughly to work. In regard to the plan, explained at para- 
graph 30, of paying salaries to the assistants of plaiiters who may efficiently supervise extensive 
relief operations, separate orders have been issued oii a reference made by the Commissioner. 
Meanwhile, the arrangement described at par^raph 30 may stand until the Commissioner 
reports it for sanction with his recommendation. 

11. Sarun . — The bazars seem to be on the whole well supplied, and at only one mart 
out of ^thirty is Indiou-corn quoted at a dearer rate than 14 seers per rupee. Mr. Drummond 
is disposed (paragraph 14) to take a less hopeful view of tlie spring crop yield than he did 
before, and it is clear that the bail-storm of the middle of March did much destruction over 
a considerable area. The (condition of the people, however, in the ])art8 where failure of ci‘Of)s 
was greatest has not grown worse during the fortnight, though the numbers coming ujwn 
the relief works have risen during, the fortnight from 9(),0()0 to 135,000. Hie Lieutenant- 
Gevemor hopes that misunderstanding such as is alluded to at paragraph 29 of the Narrative 
will not recur; if the Wards' estate where relief works are required cannot afford the outlay, 
the works must be continued from Government funds, and people must be on no account turned 
away. Any question as to the source from which the outlay is fb be met can be subsequently 
discussed and settled. 

12. The question raised at paragraph 33 of the Narrative, as to Government taking 
over certain extra grain (23,000 inaunds), ordered for miscellaneous Wards' estates in Sarun, can 
be settled when the Commissioner's recommend.djon shall be received. Meanwhile, the grain 
can be received, transported, and stored as a part of tlie Government allotnicnt Ibr tlie district, 
and the Calcutta grain officers will be directed, ))eiuling further orders, to reckon this quantity 
(28,000 maunds) as receipts towards the Sarun allotment. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with satisfaction that the Magistrate-Collector of 
Sarun continues to give large advances to zemindars for the maintenance of their ryots. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would wish that these advances should for the future be made, as far 
as possible, in grain, at the rate of lls. 2-8 a maund for Burmah cargo rice, and Rs. 3-4 a 
maund for the better kinds of clean rice. 

14. Seeing th.it the system of relief works has shielded the district so far from general 
distress, the Lieutenant-Governor will not press the Magistrate -Collector to make more ex- 
tended or elaborate arrangements for charitable relief, beyond what is described in his 
paragraphs 86-38. 

15. Ckumpamn. — ^The Chumparun Narnilive is, the Lieutenant-GoverHnr is glad to find, 
very satisfactory. The people, whether on the works or in their villages, are getting into 
better condition ; few cases of emaciation are seen, and no cases of starvation are heard of. 
Supplies of grain are, with help of the Government stores which have been opened in the worst 
tracts, sufficient, though clean rice is nowhere selling cheaper than 11 seers the rupee. The 
Lieutoiflffit-Govomor quite approves of the action of Mr. Oldham and some of the other relief 
officers, in exacting light task-work from the work-people who have not recovered their strength 
and condition. 

The quantity of grain finally stored in the district is now 600,000 maunds, and should 
suffice for the work-people, and for advances to ryots. The Lieutenant-Governor is very anxious 
that this business of making advances to ryots should bo pressed on systematically and actively; 
and he has been much interested iu reading Mr. Howe's account of the system under which 
he makes his advances. Seeing how very bcadly'ofl* the ryots in Kamnuggur are said to be 
and how very doubtful (the areas given at p.age 4 as the total spring and cheena breadths in a 
large tract are almost incredibly small) the prospect of the millet crops is, the grwn advances 
to lyots cannot be begun too early. Those^who happily have grain of their own will not take 
the Government grain when they know they have to rep-iy it. If the difficulty aljout material 
security for advances be very great, the relief officer must be content with the. security, of the 
village headmen, or the collective security of a body of ryots^

I have the honor to submit the following* uarrative for the fortnight tMiding Saturday, the 
4th instant. 

A.— Statk of the CorNTKY. 

2. The bazaars al the head-cjuarters and the intia-ior of the di.strict are still well supidicd 
with grain of all de.scriptionsj and I have not heard of there being any delieieucy anywhere. 

I have during the 1‘ortnigld been busily engaged in tMideavouring to elear th(* hloek 
at the Patna city and ghat statioiis, and I am glad to say that 1 have to a certain extent 
succeeded in doing so, inasmuch as the company have lieeii able lo unload all tlieir wag«»ns, 
and none are now standing under load. To ilo this, however, I hav(‘. been obligial, bc^uKs 
visiting the sta.tions myself, to depute Mr. As>i^tant Magistrate Alhm to the Patna city 
station, and one of my d(i[)uty magi>trate.< to the griiat station, to look after the railway clerks, 
and at the same time, lo see that tlie mahajuus come to take deli V(*ry of 1 heir gooils, Tlii< 
can hardly be said to be the legitimate work of district ollicers; but still as I am satisthid 
tliat unless there is jiropor* European su])ervis:on a liloek would again occur, 1 am still render- 


ing the assistance, to the company, in the hope that it will soon take this resp .nsil)ilit\ 
itself, and appoint odieers to .settle all disputes arising I)ct\veen the elerk.s and the ni;i 
regarding the eliargo ot‘ deiniiiTage and tlie giving and taking ilelivery ot goods.

f). From the .'ibovc it will be .seen that the pri<*eH of all .sf)r(s of graifi, not oxeepting 
rice, have falhm in the principal marts; and iu the niofn.^.sil also, owing to the harve^liiig ol 
the ruhheo erojis, then; has been a slight tendeucy to eliea[»er rales, and this even in those parts 
of the district where wc expected to have the greatest flistres.s, the rice and bhadoi crops having 

been almost failures. • 

6. We had no rain during the fortnight, and it was not re([uired, a.s what we wanted 
was dry weather to allow of thij cokl-weather crops being cut and harvested. This has now 
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'nearly been completed, and the outturn is bettor than \fras expected. On this subject the 
Deputy Collector of Behar writes : There has been a full 1 6-anna crop over the land that 
had been sown with rubbcc. Taking the average of the yield of the former years, this yearns 
produce is by no moans less than three-fourths.^^ In the Barrh sub-division I should reckon 
the crop as a 14-anna one, and in the Sudder and Dinapore sub-division at not less than 
12 annas. During the fortnight I deputed one of iny deputy collectors, S,yed Ameer Hossain, 
to visit the soutli and south-west j)ortions of the district, they being the parts concerning 
which I had the greatest anxiety, and I was glad to learn from him that nowhere had there 
been leas than an S-anna crop, whilst in some parts there had been full 16 annas. 

7. No ease of misery or starvation was brought to light during the fortnight; and 
though the high prices arc to a certain extent felt hy the lower classes, they have, during 
the late harvest, been aijlc to collect a certain amount of grain which will assist iYi keeping 
them till the next hhadoi croj) comes in. There is an abundance of grain in this district, so 
that all we want is to jirovide labor, of which there is plenty on our roads for those seeking it. 

8. No case of grain-rubbery was reported during the fortnight, and the 8 cases of theft 
were all ot* a j)etty nature. 

9. The statement of crimes, prescribed by the Government circular of 20th December 
last, not having yet been received from the District Superintendent, caimot be submitted with 
this report, but it will be forwarded as soon as possible. 

10. 12 i emigrants for British Burraah were registered during the fortnight. Of these 
75 have already been despatched to Calcutta, and the remaining 49 will be sent immediately. 
Of the 124, j 6 were residents of this district, 24 of (lya, 14 of Sarun, 10 of Tirhoot, 1 of 
Chumparun, and 9 came from the North-Western Provinces. 


B. — Rklikf Works. 

11. The daily number of laborers on our relief works and local roads is fast increasing; 
and now that the harvesting of spring crops has been eompletod, I expect it will continue to do 
so. By the latest returns rceciv(‘d from the Executive Engineer, which bring us up to the 28th 
of March, tluu’c were 10,015 laborers employed on the different works throughout the district, 
or some 1,000 in excess of tl)e iiuniher repojtod in my lust f)rtnightly. 

12. In my original scheme for relief works, submitted to Government through the Com- 
missioner in December last, I had, in ad<lition to the works on the roads, estimated for 
Rs. 32,000 to bo expended on the oxeavation of tanks where found necessary ; and in my last 
fortnightly 1 informed that I had silectcd the sites for six such tanks. As the work in the 
fields is now daily becoming shorter, I have applied to th<‘ Commissioner for sanction to com- 
mence on some of these tanks, and for this purpose have asked that Rs. 10,000 out of 
Rs. 32,000 estimated may bo placed at my disposal. 

13. Dining the fortuight we received Government sanction to the proposed work of 
reclaiming a large swamp at the back of the Patna city, which work will be taki^n in hand at 
once; and as it is to cost some Rs. 50,000 should afford labor to all those seeking it in the . 
city and its .surrounding villages for some months to come, or at any rate till the rains, when 
they wijl be able to again find employment in the fields.

Or a grand total of 5,41,817 maunds, exclusive of wheat, was received at the Futwah 
branch line tor Government, hut inclusive of the Government grain received at Barrh and 
Mokiiinch. Tlie figures showing the actual quantity of such Government grain have not been 
obtained ; but it is roughly estimated to have been about 1,50,000 mannds, leaving the balance 
of 3,91,817 a* private importations, 

16. During the week ending the 28th ultimo, the private importations at the Patna 
ghilt station have again fallen below those at the Patna city station, as shown by the following 
iigures •

And T am satisfied that the increase of receipts at the Patna ghfit, as shown in my previous 
iuirrativo, was only owing to llio llailvyay Company having compelled consignees to consign 
heir goods to the ghilt during the block, and to ease the city station. 

16. Cur means of transport continue sufficient to meet all requirements ; and jiotv that 
large batches of bullocks aufi carts are continually coming from the North-Western Rovinoea, 
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I hope that I shall not a^ain bo compplled to have recourse to our local means of transport in 
the conveyance of treasure to other districts, and shall be able to leave it entirely for the use of 
private traders. 

17. In my last fortnightly narrative I informed that I had made arrangements for the 
supply of 85,000 matinds of fodder for Tirhoot, and 1 have now made other arrangements- for 
another 15,000 maunds, thus completing the lakh which I was called upon to supply, Bchar 
has already eommeiiecd sending in its share, consisting of 25,000 maunds to Chumpta, and my 
supplies for Bunker Gh&t will begin coming in from to-inorrow. T propose starting it for the 
purpose of weighinent, &c., in the old jail buildings at Deegah, which are on the banks of the 
river, and from whence therefore there will be no difficulty in sending it on to its final 
destination. 

D.— Storage of Government Grain. 


18. No further supplies of grain have boon received in this district, and no alterations 

have been made in the distribution of that which had been previously stored. Alf the golahs 
in the Sudder sub-division were visited during the fortnight by the Deputy Collector, Syed 
Ameer Ilossain, who hiis been appointed district grain officer. lie reports favorably regarding 
them; and states that, so far, the grain stored has not been damaged by climate or insects; 
but I am sorry to say wo have not been so fortunate in the Barrh and the Behar sub-divisions, 
from whence the sub-divisional officers report that all the coarse grains have been attacked by 
weavils and other insects, and arc fast being destroyed. I have obtained the Commissioner's 
sanction to sending the Barrh stores across the river to Tirhoot for immediate use, and if the 
same cannot bo done with the grain now in Behar, I will direct the Dcjiuty Collector to sell it 
for what it will fetch. The Dinapore sub-divisional offietu* also reports that his grain has, to 
some extent, been damaged ; and as it is not likely that wc shall ever re((uirc any of it, I intend 
asking the Commissioner's sanction to be allowed to dispose of all the up-country grain assigned 
to this district. ^ 

E. — Advances to Private Parties. 

19. No advances for purchase of grain were made during the fortnight. I have already 
expended the sum allotted me fur the purpose ; and so long as our markets continue as well 
stocked as they are at present, I do not consider that any further ativances arc necessary, espe- 
cially as those who have taken them and have purchased grain find considerable difficulty in 
disposing of it, as the prices in the local markets arc quite as low as they could afford to sell at. 

20. The sum of Rs. 9,500 was advanced during the fortnight to different zemindars in 
the Bchar sub-division for agricultural improvements. Some other applications were received, 
but rejected, as from iiujuiry it was elicited that the money was not intended to be spent on 
the works entered in the petitions, but either to cover low expenses or to be used in paying 
debts, &c. 

F. — (biAiuTABf.K Relief. 


21. Ni.'tliing was done under tliis head during the fortnight, there having been no neces- 
sity for it. Some of the nal.ivt; g<‘iith*inon, both in the cuy and in the interior of the district, 
have opened alms-houses, which at pre.sent nie«*t all rcqiiinmients.

‘i. The bazars continue to be sulfieiently supplied with food-grains of all sort*!. The 
annexed talde will show the reported price-currents during the ]v.ist fortnight. It will ho 
observed thjjt food-grains are generally somewhat clieaper than they were a fortnight ago. 
Tliis is the result of the reaping of the spring harvest, some of which produce has already 
come into the market. 

3. The rates as here detailed may he talcoii as being the highest rates that obtain, and 
there is no doubt that agriculturists aud field laborers obtain their supplies very much l)elow

4. There has hwn no rainfall within the district duruig the past fortnight. The weather 
has been everything tliat could be desired for gathering in the harvest. I’Ik! snflicient rain in 
hVltruary hronght new life to the rubhoc crops, which resulted in the ears of corn being well 
filled and the crops heavy. Prom every part of my district 1 am assured that lh« outturn has 
realized the most sanguine anticipations. Since the heavy rain in February we have had • 
occasional showers up to within tlie last fortnight, during, which briglit weather and a whole- 
some westerly wind have prevailed. 

5. I dare say that .a more favorable weather for the harve.st could not h.ave been. l<’or 
the past month at least I have neither seen nor heard of eater 2 )illars, blight, or such like • 
croi)-destroyers. 

B. I am hapjiy to be able still to pronounce the eonditioq of the imoplo to he generally 
good. 

7. It is extraordinary, with all the preparations aronhd and the unusual action of the 
Government in importing food, to notice the aiiathetie character of the people. 'Phey at any 
rate^lw-vo no gloomy anticipations, nor do the .higher classes of natives {mtieipatc anything 
like a famine. In this view 1 concur. I think that after the rubbee crops are threshed and 
stor^, we must be prepared to find labor for the laboring and other classes, as distinct from 
agriculturists. 

8. That the time has not yet arrived is clear from the iiidiirerenee with which laborers 
come to our works, and the terms they wish to enforce before working at them. 

9. No cases* of misery or starvation have happily yet been hoard of. Measures are 
being taken by which the state of each tract is asccrlaiuetl, aud where any real distress is 
apparent immediate relief has hitherto been ullurded. 

• 

10. Grain thefts and robberies arc not materially increasing, hut offences against pro- 
perty generally, as previon^ly noticed, ha\e been steadily iucrcasiiig for severid mouths past. 

11. The annexed com[)arative statements will exemplify at a glance what I have just 
stated.

1 have 
beg-^red the JSxocutive bbi^ineer to lui ;teii it as mueli as possiblt', as [ am anxious to corniTnTu-^v 
work there by the lOtb of this iiKmlb. During the fortnii;'ht the Warisliii^iniyt* road has been 
started in the Nowada Sub-division, an invalid ^an^ bavin”; at the outset bi en omployed. 

14. Tluire ajipcais to bo some hesitation with laborers to do work on the paymeiit-by- 
rosult system. This I attribute to one or two (rases in which duffadars on invalid ffaii^s have 
freely dealt out daily payments without in the least decree exercisiu*^ themselves in seeing 
that a fair amount o£ labor was .”iven in return. 

15. I have very great dillieulty in obtaining competent duffadars, and also in getting 
them promjitly looked after. Food in some eases is obtainable at a gn'ater distance than I 
should wish \ hut many hibiners bring their food willi them; and as long as the laborers them- 
selves are content wdth the exiting arrangements, it is impolitic t*) make fivsli ones, wliicli, 
though for thc^ir benefit, would not be so construed, and miglit serve as a ground for discontent. 
The Magistrate of Jehanubad asserts that the able-bodied persons coming for work object to the 
paymeiit-by-result syst,em, inasmuch as they distrust the dulladars and (jlovernmenl. 

16. If the syskun as iudic^ated in my last report is lollowed and the work measured up 
every other day, and these measureinents be ag.iiii tested bv a siip(*rior otlict'r evt*rv 7 or 15 
days, it is simply impossible that cause for distrust slunild exist, and 1 am ([iiite satisfied tiiat, if 
the sub-divisional and other ollicer superintending the work will personally take a little trouble 
to set the work going, lliis form of relief is by far tlie best adapte l for able-l)odled lu ai seeking 
employment. These men should not be piTiniltcd to overcrowd the invalid gangs, the cases 
of the two sets of men being altogether diilercut.

F. — Charitable Relief. 


Relief by distribution of cooked food has been afforded in the Siidder, Aurungabad 
and Nowada, sub-divisions. 

27. Ihe persons thus relieved are lepers and persons incapable of earning a livelihood for 
themselves, and who, as far as can b» ascertained by summary inquiry, have no relatives capable 
of supporting thorn. In the Sudder u daily average of 147 persons have thus been fed. The 
daily average in Aurungabad is 85 persons, and in Nowada 14 persons. 

28. The givi..g of raw cotton to he converted into thread has also been had recourse to as 
a metliod of relief in Aurungabad and Sudder station. In the former locality seven, females 
are thus assisted and in the latter 227.

In regard to the condition of tlic jieoplc I have notliing new to .add to my last report. In 
large towns, such as Arrub, Buxar, Cliousa, Sassoram, Na.srigiingc, Aklierpore, Bbubhooa, 
Chyneporc, where profes.sional beggars congregate, and when! many helpless indigent people 
belonging to the lower vluss arc living, gratuitous relief and iu-duor subsidised relief has 
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become now necessary, and in part has been commenced in one or two of the above-named • 
places. In rural tracts no such necessity has at present arisen. 

No eases of actual misery and starvation have as yet been brought to lif^ht. There has 
been no remarkable increase in the number of {jrain-thefis and robberies. Most of the cases 
reported have been petty tJielts of crops, which are of yearly occurrence. 

In the Sasseram sub-division, one theft occurred in a buildinjf, in which case 6 maunds 
20 seers of wheat were stMlen, and in another case 4 maunds 9 seers of rice were taken. 

The comparative statement of crimes (Appendix B) shows an iricrcjise by 88 over the 
cases in 1873, and by 121 Over the cases in IS? 2. 

I have nothing more to add in regard to the condition of any particular tracts ; if any 
material chanjfe does take place, it will, I think, show itself in June. 

B. — Relief Works. 

Full details in regard to all such works will be furnished in the statement called for in 
circular No. 5718, dated the 3rd December last, which is duo on the 8th instant. 

In the Arrali sub-division, work will be started immediately ou the road from Ourahnee 
to Bihta via Sikrita. 

In the Buxar sub-division, tin; village road from Chousa to Jumooaon has been completed, 
and the continuation of it from Jiirnooaon to Dhunsahi has been commenced. 

In the Sasseram sub-division, work is beinij carried on upon the roads from Chenari to 
Mill li pore, and from Akherpore to Juddoonathpore. There was a considerable falling-off in 
the number of laborers at the relief works during the cutting of the rubbee crops. Now that 
the harvest lias been gathered, the numbers resorting to the works are daily increasing, and will 
continue to do so, I am inclined to think, up to the end of this month. 

C. — Transport of Food. 

There has been no falling-off in the ira|)ortation by ra^ of grain by private traders in the 
ArraK and Buxar sub-divisions. The (jiiantity so imported will be submitted in a separate 
return (which will follow), directly 1 receive detailed figures from the Traffic Department, East 
Indian Railway.

The means of transport are at jiroscnt sufficient for all re<iuirements. The Collector of 
Sarun is anxious now to employ only carts of this district for conveying his grain from the 
Arrali rail\?ay station to the river glidt ; in other words, something more than GUO carts, 

I now exiioct that further consignments of grain will be sent to me v’^cry shortly for this 
district, and 1 shall certainly not be able to convey it away if the Sarun grain is to absorb so 
much of tlio means of transport belonging to this district. One result has .already shown 
itself, and that is, that I cannot convey grain at the same rate as I did when storing grain in 
January and February owing to thctlemaiid for carts which has thus arisen. 

D.— Storage of Government Grain at Relief Works. 

In the Arrah sub-division, 117 maunds 7 seers of rice was received during the fortnight 
and desjiatehed and stored at once. 

In the Buxar, Sasseram, aud Bhubliooa sub-divisious, no grain has been received or stored 
during the period under report. 


E. — Advances to Private Parties and their Results. * ^ 

In the Arrali sub-division, an advance of Rs. 2,000 has been made to Nowrun Singh of 
Chandi for land improvements, and Rs. 300 to Jiigdco Singh of Aeer for the purchase of 
grain. No other advances of any kind have been made. 

F. — Charitable Relief. 

I have nothing further to add to my last report in regard to headings Nos. 1,2, 3, 4, 5 
of circular No. 1251 S.-K., dated 5tli March. 

For the Arrah sub-division, three supervising relief officers have been appointed on Rs. 4U 
a' month, whose chief work at present will be to make a village-to-village enquiry in order to 
ascertain what persons are fit subjects for gratuitous relief, or subsidised in-dotir relief, or who 
can he employed on light out-door labor, such as rope-making and cotton-spinning. Poor- 
houses will be at ouce opened at Gurhanee and Arrah, at which it is supposed that the chief 
recipients of charity will be professional beggars, who, from physical infirmities, are incapable 
of performing any work. 

Rope-making and cottou-spiiiiiing will bo provided also for those wlio are able to do such 
light work; 36 persons arc now receiving subsidised in-door relief, and 41 persons gratuitous 
relief djiily at Arrah. 

• In the Buxar sub-divi.sion, 119 persons in all, including men, women, and children, have 
received gratuitous relief daily at the following places Buxar, Dooinraon, Nawanuggur, 
Choura Khyrcc. Two supervising relief officers on Rs. 40 a month have been onterfained for 
this sub-division. 
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In rosaril to the Sasseratn and Bhuhliooa sub-divisions, Mr. Eyre reports— no cliaritahio 
relief has yet been comineneeod in Sasseram beyond the subsidised in-door relief of rope-making- 
specified in my last narrative. The weekly returns of this relief arc not to hand^ and I cannot 
therefore supply them. Gratuitous relief has been eommeneed in Wiubhooa. I visited that place 
on the 31st uUiiiio, and personally supervised the relief. I could only find 41 persons fit 
recipients of relief, and some of these were fitted for light work. I left full instructions, and 
have since sent registors-tickets, and iterated the instructions aln'ady given. I am afraid this 
relief is being misapplied. The day after 1 left, the nunrfx'r of recipients is entered as 81, 
40 was the number of the previous day. I will be at llliubbooa ou tlie 8th, and will specially 
rej)ort on this matter. Details regarding sex have been called for, and will be submitted 
in the report.

I have the honor to submit ray narrative of scarcity and relief in the Tirhoot district foi 
the fortnight ending Saturday, 4th April 1874. 

A. — State oe the Country. 

2. In Seetamurhee sub-division tlic supply of grain is .sufficient, except in Clicront and 
Jalleyr where the people arc dependent on (jov<*rnmcnt supplies. 

8. In Durbhnnga suh-divisioii, the supply in the Durhhimga and Rowserah h.azars “still 
continues ample,'' hut in the interior all .articies of food are dear and scarce. In Ilattce sub- 
division, it has been found necessary to supplement private trade by Government sales. 
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4. In Mndboobunnce sub-«livision the sale of Government ^rain at Mudhoobnnnee has 
caused much ^rain of all kinds to be brouf'ht to market, and has also hod the elfoctof lowerinff 
prices jjenerally. The bnnyas, however, arc stated to have reeonj>od themselves to a certain 
extent by diminishiu*? tlie number of local picc iriveu in (•xchaug’c for rupee coins, and the 
sjjb-divisional f>ineer (“ousidefs that it would be a ^ood opportunity to ^introduce the standard 
pice coins. I would roeommend that two lakhs of pice be I’orwardcd if possible vid Earrli and 
Churopta Ghat for circulation in Durbhun<;a and Moodhubuniiee sub-division. 

5. In Ilajeepore, Tajpore, and Sudder sub-dili&ions the bazars have been sufficiently 
supplied.

7. In some of the western parts of Scetamurhee suli-division the majority of the rvots 
are reported to have sutficient grain for their own wants. Elsewhere no additional information 
has been obtained regarding storks, thotjgh the hoards of grain invariably disclosed by 
outbreaks of (ires iudicuitc the existence of hidden stores. I have directed the dislrii't 
superintendent to depute clever ollicei’s to specially investigate these eases, which have of late 
been very frequent. 

8. Tlierc has been no fall of rain in any part of the district. 

9. In Seeiaimirhec sub-division the cheena and moong erop.s are suffering from the 

drought, and the same n)ay be said of these crops in all parts of the district. In the western 
])art of the Sudder sub-division, where sowings w(*rc probably made under as favorable circum- 
stances as in any portion of the district, those crop, s are being fast dried up by the scoryliing 
west winds that have prm^iilod during the last fortnight, and when I was in that direction a 
week ago, the cultivators thought that they could not hold out for more than 10 or 12 days 
without rain. ^ 

10. In Scetamurhee sub-division the condition of the people has improved generally, 
but isolated cases of distressi-d women and children arc still to bo found. For all such cases 
tlie sub-divisional ofliticr is specially j)roviding. 'fhe condwion of the people (some 50,000) 
who attended the recent birge Scetamurhee lair was very fairly good ; and as all ciime provided 
witli grain for their own consumption and fodder for their eat‘lc, no difficulty was experienced 
in supplying them wit,h food. 

11. In Diirbhunga the sub-divisional officer has observed a marked improvement among 
the people, especially in the direction of Hahera. Ho writes: “1 had myself grouped round 
Bahera, where I have no doubt the distress was as pronounced as in any other villa«^ in the 
sub-division. These were the villages in which 1, in a former report, declared that hmiine had 
eomineuccd ; as then, so now. I had all the ])oor assembled, and were it not that I was 
assured liy the jeyt ryot ])utwarcc and g;oup inspector that no famine-deaths had occurred 
and that in the peojile now before me I saw the starving creatures of a month ago, I scarcely 
could have credited the ch.augc. 1 visited the village when the putwaree was distributin*'- tile 
daily allowance. There were no complaints whatever, and the improved condition of the 
recipients proved that the village Ifcadmen had not deprived them of the Government charity. 
Indeed, this system of village relief everywhere I went I found working well. Mr. MacDunncll 
and the sub-divisional odicer of Hat tee are now directing their alJcention to the relief of 
cultivators and small farmers whom it is difficult to bring to our relief works. To these they 
are making advances in money for seed-grain and in grain for their own* support. The 
prineiphr they have adojitcd is that of making julvanees to the applicants by whole villages, 
the applicants entering into an association or system of frank pledge for repayment, 'their 
estimate being based on returns submitted by putwaree showing the quantity of land cultivatwl 
by each applicant, and the quantity of seed-grain required being calculated at the rate of 
20 seers |ier beegha. In some instances they have persuaded zemindars to take the seed

advances into tlioir own hands, and one zemindar, Babu Bunsce Dareer, of Ragopore, proprietor 
of nearly hall:' the Lehra circile, is specially mentioned foif the public spirit and humanity which 
he has displayed in this respect, and in the administration of relief operations on his estates 
under their direetions.^^ 

12. 'Phe Mudhoohumu*n sub-divisional oflieer writes : The time has now come when I must 
say that distress is general tliron<fhout the sub-division. A few favoured tracts, such as the 
neighbourhood of Ladina and Uurlaki lliannahs, arc still comparatively fairly well c)ff, but the 
fact that we have little less than half the po|uilatioii on our hands shows that distress is severe 
in general. But for the (iovcruinent roads we could not have hoped to cope with it; and 
though, as our organisation becomes more complete, we may hope that village works will relieve 
us of the feehle part of tlie population, it is idle to suppose that anything but a vastly increased 
superin ten<l(?ncc, much mon» largely sujiplemeiitcd than it is at present by Kui'<»}^an energy, 
will enable us to bring food to the mouths of four-lifths of the population (whom I cxj>ect to 
have to Iced), if we have them scattered throughout the (*oimtry in their own villages.^^ 

13. In (‘xcepting perliiips the extreme northern tract, the condi- 

tion of the people has not cluingc<l for tin; worse. 'I'licre is still little demand ibr cmploynicnt, 
owing, as the siilj-divisional olliccr considers, to tin* high rates of vvage.s paid on tlie (iiiudin*k 
embankment by the Public Works Department. Local agency at present is quite sulficicnt 
to deal with all cases of distress. 

14. The sub-divisional ollicer of Taj])ore reports tlmt the peo])le seem to keep up fairly/^ 
but that in the diri*ction of the Tal Hareyla thev are becoming pinched, and he looks lor a 
marked deterioration in their condition in the next month or six weeks. The s«nith-e;ist ]»<)rtion 
of the snh-division also causes him some anxiety. The ditbculty of dispt)sing of lol>acco 
j)roduee, on which this snh-division greatly relies for its means of support, is thus noticed by 
Mr. Waee: T should not be far out in saying' that anxiety in the sub-division centres 
chielly now in tlie qiu'stion wliai is to bo done with tobacco* There are a few buyers going 
about., but there is a considerable balance over from last season and a very fair crop of 
this year to be disposed of. Tlio Nortb-West merchants have, I suppose, takt'U alarm at the 
famine, and if they were here I do not know how tln^y would transport their purchases. Ttie 
carts now carrying rice to tin; iioi'th-east would in ordinary years be carrjdng tobacco up to 
barter for rice to bring down, or carrying tobacco down to tlnj river. The matter de serves our 
earliest attention, for we have reckoned much on the wealth of Saraisa to tide it over the 
coming trial, and its chief source of w(*alth is tohaeco.^^ 

Mr. Wacc suggests that the tobacfco might, ho conveyed down to the Ganges foom Nagar- 
basti by rail, or that advan<*os sliould be given by Government on security of the tobacco. 
Both suggestions arc good under certain provisoes. If purchasers can he found in the Patna 
district, the conveyance of the tobacco to the bank of the Ganges will be a great boon to 
the cultivators; and I would lie glad if the Commissioner would kindly authorise the Collcif- 
tor of Patna to ascertain whether purchasers are likdy to be found in his district. With 
regard to advances, they might certainly be made; but if the tobacco is to be tieatcd as actual 
security, it must either be delivered and stored at Poosah, in whicli ease a temporary special 
establishment must he entertained, or loans might be attempted through zemindars, who could 
be left to arrange the question of security between themselves and tlie cultivators. The only 
other course that occurs to me is for Government to buy up all the tobacco at the ordinary 
current rates, and to desiMileh and consign it t.o agents in the Nortli-Wcst Provinces for sale. 

15. In the Sudder-division the condition of the people is good, so far as their outward 
appearance is concerned, but the demand for emjdoymcnt is increasing daily. 1 have lah*ly 
made a tour through the whole of the western portion of the suh-division comprised wHliin 
the jurisdielion of thannah Paro, and have met with no eases of distr ess except such as are being 
relieved gratuitously throug-li the maiuigors of lactories. Having i»rov'iOUsly stHUi had a(H*onnts 
of the extreme western timds, 1 s(*ul notice of my visit to the inspi^etor of the thaniwhv and 
desired him to produce before me some of the worst cases which he had reported. On inv 
arrival however 1 was told that no real distres.s^^ existed, but that professional beggars 
required relief and work was wautcil. On a tank-work adjoining the Ibannali, wbieb bad !»• t u 
opened two*days previously, 1 found a!>ont 2t)0 laborers, all of whom wore in ver y fair condi- 
tion. Similarly on all the woiks whicli 1 vii-itcd (some 10 or 12) I found the people healthy 
and strong, and T w.as jiarticularly struck with tlie good aiipearanee of the ehililren. I think 
very few of the laborers IkkI* heCi»me so d(*stitulv.* as to be wholly dej^endont on relief works 
for their support, but that they were certainly glad to avail themselves of employment olTcrcd to 
them near their houses. A large proportion of the population in this part cohmsIs t)l' gowalas 
and otln r agricultural cast(‘s, and 1 have no doubt that the numbers on o'lr relief w»irks will 
increase very largely during this mon,th, as there will be no work in the lie ds to emjdoy I be ]*en- 
ple, and they have not sutlieieut food or means to maintain tliemselvi*s in idleness for the next 
few months. Dislvess (which term I understand to me in actual bodily sulfiTing and enforced 
privation of food) did not appear to me to have yet .arisen to any extent. The stale of things 
however will require constant watehing, and tin* arrangemonts now made with the Com- 
missioner's sanction, and whicli will be detailed furtlu'i* < n, will be quite sutlieieut for ail jnir- 
poses of relief. 

In the north and north-east of the siib-f.ivi^.ion the comlition of the people, as reported 
by the police, gives cause for more anxiety. 1 intei'.d to take an early opjx.rtiinity of visiting 
those parts. In the meantime Mr. Deputy Collector Wiirde- Jones ha^ befn.»le]mtocl to make 
inquiries, and the relief superiuteudeuts are engaged in organising their eireles and opening 
works. 
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16. Some cases of death from starvation are reported from the Mudhoobunnee sub- 
division, but from the accounts given t)f them it is impossible to say how far they were owing 
to want of food. The following is Mr. Magrath’s description of the cases : — • 

Of known cases of starvation I havcf few to report j notably two people have died at 
Mirzapore; one man was found by Mr. Metcalfe and myself, the other, an old woman, by 
myself some days after. The man was not so attenuated but that other causes than starvation 
may have led to his death, and had come along with all his people who however decamped 
when they heard that I wa^ inquiring for them. The old woman was very old, and died 
within 20 yards of where grain was being distributed. The report of the circumstances of 
death has not reached me, and as the police do not make any inquiry but merely state that 
so many persons died of starvation in their reports, I do not hope for any additional evidence 
in the matter.'^ 

From Kutchra circle four.cases of death were reported in monzah Dhangah, pergunnsih 
•forail, the property of the Maharajah of Diirhhuiigah. I at once sent notice to Mr. Nicholay, 
sent off an officer to the village, and late in the day visited it myself. After a careful inquiry 
it appeared that not one of the cases reported had occurred within the month, and that the 
friends of the people who died were not in a starving condition, and that there was reason 
to suppose the whole story untrue, more specially as the Beneputtee head constable, who re- 
ported the matter, had not been in the village for two months, and had made no inquiry 
whatever, taking the statement of the chowkec^dar for gospel. 

As however there were a certain number of helpless people in the village, Mr. Nicholay 
made arrangements for their receiving a sufficient siipjdy of rice on the ticket system. I have 
had only one other report of the sort from that circle, of an old man iii ill health at 
Damodarpore, and as Mr. Nicholay has 26 tanks, and the ticket system is at work in all hut 
one of his eight circles, I have little doubt that the distress there will be efficiently met. 

Mr. Williams reports that soAn after his arrival in Motipore, seven deaths from starvation 
were reported in that circle, two of very old women, one at Bijai and another at«^Thowa (fheso 
persons were in receipt of Government relief) ; the third death was that of a mushar, who 
came to work on the Motipore road from the village of Chapahi. As the Chapabi zemindar 
(a woman) has been giving relief largely to her people, the reason of his leaving his village is 
not apparent. A fourth came from a great distance, no one knew whence, for relief. He must 
have passed by places of relief whatever way he came. The other three died in the villages of 
Gandanti and Sima, to which Mr. Williams called attention on his first arrival at Motipore, 
and where relief has been extensively given, though unfortunately loo late to save the lives 
of these people. Had my circle officers been sent to me at the time I joined, as 1 was pro- 
mised they should be, 1 have no hesitation in saying that most of these deaths would have 
been avoided. In his latter letter Mr. Williams, who has now visited his whole circle, takes 
a more hopeful view of the geiujral state of things and concludes : As long as the Mirzapore 
and Motii)ore road is in eonstruct/ion, I have no reason to ap])rehend any heavy distress in the 
villages in the west and north of iny eitcle.^^ 

From the Mudhoobunnee circle Baboo Ishree Persbad reports that of the four cases of 
starvation reported to him, one was of a man found in good health working on the roads, a 
second that of a person who on intpiiry proved never to have existed, the third ease was not 
traced, and the fourth proved to be that of a man wlio, after working for one month on the 
Government road, died of dysentery from which he had long been suffering, lie observes 
that the villages near and abotit Pandaul are those in the greatest distress, and attributes the 
poor condition of the Do.sadhs to the difficulty they have now in finding anything to steal. 
Mr. Kisch from Bhakwa, which be has only recently joined, reports that of two cases of 
starvation rcportcxl to him one man died of a disease from \Yhich he had been suffering for 
two years, and t,he other of old age. He liowever found severe distress in Barawn, but 
reliaved it at once. Whilst I was with him distress in Dhatwar was brought to his notice^ 
Viit be took prompt measures for its relief.'^ 

Mr. Azanne from Jhanjarpore reports one death at Meljhain from starvation. This 
village, although very close to Jhanjarpore, appears to have suffered considerably from distress. 
Mr. Azanne, however, on his arrival at onct; relieved those who were in want. *Four deaths 
also occurred at Jlian jarporc ; two of them hatl been fed for 19 days; the third man came 
from a distance, and was very ill when he came ; the fourth had been at work on the tank 
for seven days. He reports the village of Nunour as in great distress, but has only heard 
of one death there, which was not alleged lo have been from want. He also found five 
children deserted by their parents, and made arrangements for their support.^^ 

. 17. No cases of starvation are rejiorted from other sub-djvisions.

C. — ^Tkansvobt op Food. 

20. Of private importations the sub-divisional officer of Tajpore writes : “ I can say 
but little. Zemindars and traders find in the difficulty of procuring carriage a ready and 
plausible excuse for a natural disinclination to turn southwards instead of northwards for 
supplies.’’ The other sub-divisional officers do not notice this subject. As regards the Sudder 
"sub-division I have observed that grain still finds its way into Mo/.ufferpore town in sufficient 
quantities, and the difficulty, or rather the increased cost, of procuring carriage seems to have 
produced no worse result than a slight enhancement of prices. At Sahebgunge too, a 
large mart ou the river Gunduck, 1 found the grain-market well supplied, and the dealers 
admitted to me that they experienced no difficulty in obtaining lx>ats to import grain either 
fmm Patna or Revilgunge (in Sarun), both which places ttiey have been drawing on for 
supplies. In short, all that I have seen and learnt confirms me in the opinion that the allot- 
ment of grain for which we have applied will be quite sufficient. It may perhaps be objected 
that if private trade is doing so much, there can be no necessity for laying in more GoverniBeut 
grain at all ; but to this I would reply (1) that the sub-division has not hitherto depended 
wholly on imported food for its sui)port, and that it would therefore bo hazardous to trust 
entirely to private dealers when local stocks arc exhausted; (2) that we ought to be able to 
exercise some control over our prices, which we can only do by becoming grain-holders ; aild 
(3) that it is desirable during Uie season of cultivation and in the rains to lower prices to at 
least 12 seers per rupee. 

2 1. Transport arrangements having been now placed under the immediate direction 
of Colonel MacGregor, it is unnecessary li>r me to say more on this bead than that the 
companies on the western side of tho district are working thoroughly well, and that the 
Durbhunga sub-divisional officer reports a great improvement on the part of the Southern 
Alliance Company. Though he declines to commit himself to any distinct statement, he 
believes that the company will henceforth be able to carry between 3^ and 4 lakhs a month.

On the subject of advances Mr. Ma^ratli writes : — My remarks apply to the case ol 
respectable ryots to whom at present no advances arc bein^ made. I should like soruethiiii^ to 
be done for them at once, as otherwise they will in with tho rank and file of paupers. The 
workirif? of Sir Richard Temple’s loans up to the amount of Ks. 50, throu«^h the relief super- 
intendents would, I am sure, he a ^reat boon. The landholders also apply for loans ; I was 
y*ran(infjf loans to them till the Additional Commissioner stopped me. T should like ])erniis- 
sion to be y^iveu to the relief superinU^ndent also to giv’^e such advances up to Rs. 50.”

25. The sub-divisional officer of Durhhnnga thus rephrts ; — “ 1 have already explained 

the inacliinery of charita])lc relief as it existed when first set in action. 1 have now to refer 
to an extcn.-ion of the system, ])y which, while retaining our former organisation, we are 
enabled to render the administration of relief more searcl)ing and certain. It consists in having 
prepared through the jeyt lyot-putwarree of eswdi village a list of all these who are in want of 
relief in the village, and according to this list the group store-keeper dispenses weekly to each 
village in the group the <iuantity of grain re(iuired for the week’s consumption. The distribu- 
tion is made in the village, by the village headmen and tho ))ut,wari. Among the otlier duties 
of the inspector will he that of setting that in thi.s resjXH^t the village headmen are np to iheir 
work. The siih-division has been tlivided into 12 circles. The Kaiihar and Warisnuggur 
circles being outside the area where distress was most pressing, were not taken in hand till now. 
Of the other eirijh^s, the gron])ing has bee*n completed in all except Lehera, (fungdak, and Hya 
ghat, where some villages still njmaiii iingroiiped. But before this week ends the v/ork will 
he eom])leted in these. In all of these villages the officers are at work, having the village list 
of distre.‘?st.‘d j)f»ople made out, and looking to the fact that as our groups arc made up, and 
inspectors aj^pointod, this work ( an go on simultaneously in every group, il ouglit to be com- 
pleted within a foHnight at liivthebU My returns of those on charitaiblc relief are incom- 
pltrte, some circle officers l.aving l)e(ui unable to send in any returns, and others only returns 
for some groups. From these fragmentary returns, 1 learn that the daily average on charitable 
relief is 14,.5()3. 1 believe this, however, to ho innch under the r(‘al number.” 

26. The Mndhoobiinnoo officer write.*? : — Charitable relief is now everywhere, at work 
on the ticket system. The system of giving out cotton, too, is taking root, particularly under 
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Messrs. Ozanne, Williams, Nicholay, and Baboo Ishrcc Persliad. I am cstablisliing, through 
tlie relief superintendent at most places quasi hospitals under the native doctors, for care of 
those who arc, either by starvation or disease, unlitted to go to their own people or to work. 

I w^ould have the distribution of cooked food, where it is given, also under the siiporiutendencc 
of native doctors if a Kuropeaii is not |)resent, as natives are slow to empj ire into eases in 
which care and extra attention is required.^^ 

27. The Hajecporc officer reports — I have .appointed three inspectors on Rs. 70 per 

mensem to carefully find out all the really indigent in the 

600 north part of the sub-division. 1 have advanced Rs. 1,200 
200 to the gentlemen noted in the margin who have all under- 
^00 relieve the really distressed round them at the rate 

100 of Rs. 1-8 to Rs. 2 a month. I have directed the inspectors 
100 to jmt thein>elves diroi'try in eommnni(‘ation with these gen- 
tleinen, who have shown the most earnest dt'sire to co-operate 
with me, and in whose hands we may safoly leave lli<» distri-* 
bution of charitable relief. I liave received one return, viz., from jNIr. James Smith of Shah- 
porc. The others promise returns next week. With tins organisation we shall be able to meet 
all cases of distress as tlioy arise ; at present they are scattered about* the place, and I liave no 
apprehension that in any jiart will there be any thing like universal distress.^^ • 

28. The Tajporc officer reports : — It has been arranged that we should start at once a 
regidar system of village su{)crvision. The manager of eveay factory will receive through his 
j)ntwaries, and jeyt ryots ol‘ the villages in farm to him, re)>orls of the statjB of the village. 
Kor villages not in farm to a factory, which will he picked uiit on reeeip^ of lists now coming 
in from factories, there will be a special organisation, either thwnigh suh-cumraittees of which 
we proj)ose to have four, or ^laid agency, reporting either to the m^aresl factory or the nearest 
sub-eonftniltee. 

is fnrth(^r arranged that for tlie present every manager sliould give, in bad eases, 
gratuitous ndief from the graiu at his factory whether bought under Government advances 
or i»ot, and tliat the price of this should be made good to him out of the relief funds. 

A subscription list has been opened. The donalions made and promised up to date 
amount to only Rs. C7<5, and the monthly subscriptions to Rs. 07 ; no factory has yet siib- 
seri!»ed. Three managers have ])romised suhscrijdiofis, while two have repKed that they prel'er 
to dispense charity from factory and private funds on the spot, to eoiilril)utiug to a general 
fund.^^ 

29. In thj Sudder sub-division, gratuitous relief is adniinist(»red in tlic town by a 
sub-committee as previously reporlxid. The subjoiued statement shows the numbers relieved

In the interior, gratuitous ndief is given in the western part of the sub-division by the 
managers of the Suhebgunge, Scraiali and Jey pore factories, and in other parts by superin- 
tendents of relief circles. The officers having only recently joined their appointments, have 
been fully occupied in afrranging their circles, and reports of progress made will be submitted 
in next Narrative. ^ 

30. With the Commissioner's approval, I have arranged to place all the villages in the 
Paru thanuah and some in the head-quarters thaunah, amounting toge,ther to about 700 umler 
the direct management of planters and their assistants. I found, on making enquiry, that 
six factories held in lease or owned 695 villagca ; and as each manager was willing to bke 
charge of his own villages, and of any others lying within the outermost limits of hiS lands, 
and to give the aid of his assistants for supervision of relief works, and admiuisiratioii of

31. It will bo seen that the superior a<feney consists of 6 man.'ig’ers and 9 assistants. 
The former give their services gratuit<»iisl 3 ', but t(» each of the latter a remuneration of 
Rs. 100 per month will be allowed. \ loc.al man on Ils. 10 is to be placed over each group 
of four villages, Thi; rest of the establishment is comj)osod of clerks, golahdars, payadas, and 
peons, detaMs of which it is unnecessary to mention here. The supervision of these six circles 
will be my own special duty, and Mr. Gordon will have similar charge of the other circles in 
the sub-tlivision, iv'r., Jielsund, Toorkee, Katra, Raj Khand, and the Sudder, which will be 
worked in the ordinaiy way by relief auperintendents. 

82 The ihaiii advantages of administering cireles throttgh planters arc — (1) that we 
shall always be able to prcvcujt the congregation of jicople in large numbers ; (2) that the 
planters’ local knowledge and *!X|)eriencc nill enable them to detect all cases of inijiosition ; (3) 
that j)lanters can, and do siicceed in extracting from laborers more real work than ,wc can 
ho[)c to get by direct management; (4) that Government grain can be stored in the factories, 
and sold at the local hats with great facility and without disturbing the markets, and (5) that 
the system is economical. 

I do not propose to try the sj'stem more extensively in the Sudder sub-division, because 
factories in other parts arc comi»!iratively few, but 1 think it maj' be apjdied, if necessary, in 
the Tjijpore and Ilajeeporc sub-divisions. 

83. Good progress appears to have been made in the grojiping of villages in circles of 
the Durbhunga an«l Mudhoobunoe sub-divisions. 

34. I would respectfully suggest that tho form and headings of some subjects of the 
fortnightly narrativ<* be now altered, as they seem scarcely suitt(d to the system of relief 
circles, and there appear to be some j)oints on which it is no longer necessary for district 
officers to rejiort (e. ^., transport) ; uniformity of practice in reporting on relief circles is very 
desirable. 1 would also recommend that more detailed instructions be issued regarding the 
information to be submitted under head (F), charitable relief.

Narrative of Scarcity and Belief in Sartm District for the fortnight ending Uh 

April 1874. 

A, — State of the Country. 

* Abundance or scarcify of supjAy in the bazar. 

1. With the exception of Bussuntpore, where supplies are reported to be somewhat 
scarce, the bazars of the district ar<* everywhere suHiciently snpplu'd with grain, and though 
the importations have somewhat fallen off, private trade still holds out. 

2. In the Siuhier sub-division, during the fortnight the private importations were, 
to Revclgunge, 63,305, of which 12,750 were maize, 7,600 barley, 4,600 wheat, 7,050 rice, 
and the rest other grains; to Doorecgiinge, 2,625 maunds, and to JMaharajgunge, 1,382 
maunds; while the imports from Churnparun were only 26S maunds. The exports of grain 
to Tirhoot and Churnparun amounted to 6,104 and 818 maunds respectively. 

3. Mr. Hudson writes as follows of his sub-division : — 

‘^My own observations made in the Parsa thana assure me that the bazars are very well 
supplied indeed with every kind of grain and every description of ordinary food — vegetables, 
small fish, goor, &c. In Bussuntpore and Mashrakh the result of my inquiries shows 
supplies to be running short. In the latter thana I have the testimony of 103 putwarees 
to the existence of a deficiency/^ 

4. The following is Mr. WrighPs aoeount for the Se^an sub-division : — 

* There is no falling off in the supplies in the bazars of this sub-division ; the supply is 
always more than the demand. During the fortnight under report the private importations 
amounted to 8,861 maunds at Guthoni, Siswan, Darawlee, and Sewan. The above amount 
was made ’up of 2,836 maunds rice, 693 maunds gram, 308 maunds Indian-eorn, and small 
quantities of barley, w'heat, and other grains. These importations were chiefly from Ghazipore, 
Azinigurh, and (iuriiekj)ore, on the other side of the Ghogra River, and small (quantities from 
Patna and Bhagiilpore.^^ 

Mr. Rattray reports under this head as follows : — 

Importations still continue, and the supply in the market is equal to the demand. The 
importation of Indian-eorn has stopj^cd, as the grain will not keep, and. the stocks are said to 
bcsoldofiV^ 

5. Qf the llutwa estate Mr. Hodgkinson writes : — 

There has been no failure in the supply of grain during the past fortnight, but the 
firmness of the prices after the harvest points to the necessity of the supply being supple- 
mented by sales of raj and (jovernmeut grain belbye very long. Rice has, I regret to say, 
risen in price, only 15 and 16 seers kucha (9 to 9^ jmcka) being now procurable forR rupee. 
But as (;th(*r grains, of which the late harvest has given a new supply, form the staple-food 
of the poorer classes of the peoj)lo at this season, T do not propose to open our stores while 
these may be expected to hold out, although rice has gone below the limit of 10 seers.

Kind and price qf grain. 

6. The kind and price of grain selling at the principal marts and at the thaiias and 
outposts are given in the annexed statement. Prices are cxc'^pt^oiially high at (larhha. 
Bussuntpore, Dighwara, Goothnee, and llagiioonathpore, wIkm-C; while the ])rioc of ric«‘ iaiig«*s 
at less than 11 seem, at the same time more than 1 1, 15, and 16 seers of grain of any kind are 
not procurable for the rupee. • 

Stock of food in the hands of the people. 

7. Opinions seem to differ as to the ultimate destination of the crops just harvested, 
but, as stated in.the last narrative, my own view of the matter coincides with that of the 
sub-divisional officer of Sewan, who reports as follows : — 

Up to the present, almost the whole of the g’raiii of the rubbee crops which have? just 
been reaped is in the hands of the cultivators; but .they will not, 1 feel certain, retain 
» much of it ; the greater portion will be sold in the bazars, and a large (|iiantity will also llnd 
its way into the hands of the mahajuns. It is only the better class of cultivators who will 
store any of it. Th^ common class of cultivators in this di 41*101 are not in the habit of storing 
grain, but depend on the bazars for their supplies. Very liltle of the food-grain sold in the 
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markets by the cultivators is carricil out of the district. Most of it is bought up by the dealers 
in the bazars, who keep it to resell at a profit afterwards.^^ 

Mr. Hattray says that “ the yield of the rubbee harvest has been reserved for private con- 
sumption, oxccptwhei e proprietors are mucli in debt to mahajuns.^^ The Sub-Deputy Collectors, 
on the contrary, says that they are paying the greater portion to tlieir creditors and keeping 
the smaller for Iheir (uvu use. 

Besides satisfying the mahajnii^s debts, the cultivators ha^ to pay their rent to their 
landlords, very few of whom, including even the largest zemindaifs in the division, will forego 
or even postpone their demands, and to meet these claims, the poorest class of ryots must dis- 
po'?e of the grain obi ained from their rubhee crops, and would therefore be able to store very 
little for thfur own consumption even if they wished to do so ; but, as I*have already stated, it 
is not their custom to store it; they prefer depending on the local marts for their daily 
wants.^^ 

A ciontrary report, however, is made by IMr. Hudson, who writes : — 

(1) From ])ersoiial iinpiiries made by me in the villages chiedy of the Parsa circle, 

(2) From the report of the police of same circle made after investigation, 

(3) From information given by the putwarees of 130 villages in the Bussuniporc and 

Mashrakh eirclos, it appears that tlic rubhoe harvest, which has just been reaped, 
has been stocked by the r3'ots for their own consumi)tion, and has not found its way 
into the hands of the zemindars and mahajuus/^ 

And again lie writes : — 

^^It is generally ascertained that the ruhbco harvest tliroughout the three thanas is 
stocked by th(' assamecs for tlieir own consumption, and this supply, it is estimated, will last 
lihein for about two inontlis. There can he no doubt that zemindars have stocks of grain in 
many places, hut it is not generally admitted. At Sotihar, however, and other places in Parsa 
thana, where I made inquiries, tbe zeraimlars informed me that tliey were supporting their 
ryots with advsinces of grain ; and this proves that ihv.y must have grain in stock. 

“ Two-thirds of the putwarees of Mashrakh and Bussuntpore, who have been questioned 
on the subj(‘c(, deny that tlicre are any stocks of grain at all ; but as rogarc\s the recent 
harvest, 1 am convin(*(>d that this is a misrepresentation ; and indeed the rest of the 
])utwareos oxamine<l admit stocks in the hands of buili* ryots and zemindars, and confirm 
tlie result of ray own investigation as to the rul)bee crop.^^ 

Of course the ero))s just reai)ed are yet in the bunds of the cultivators, but 1 doubt much 
lljoir being ])ermitted to retain tliem. 

Hainfall. 

S. There has been no rainfall dtiring the fortnight. 

8taie, of the Crops, *• 

9. The nihbee crops have now nearly everywhere been gathered, but complete returns 
of the yield have not yet been received. Tlie principal planters have be3n asked to furnish 
informatioH on tliis head, but answers liUve as yet only come in from a few. In the next 
narrative I hope to give the final n’sult for (*ach lhanu. As feared, the damaiie done by the 
bail-storm of ibclfithhas pioved on incpiiry to have been very serious. From the report 
of the canoongo it a))peavs tliat the destructive part of its course was in a north-easterly 
direction from Oliorahat on the Gogva, 5 miles north-west of Manjbee, and that it extended 
thence for a length of IS miles to within a few miles south of Mashraklf, with a breadth of 
from 2 to 4 miles. The thickness of the liailstones on the surface of the ground is reported to 
have been somewhere three inches and somewhere four to five inches, while in some places they 
are said not to have melted away within 50 or 00 hours after* the shower. The area affected 
by the storm is computed to be 15 scpiarc miles in extent, and about 80 villages are reported 
to .have *su!fered, in more than 30 of wlii(*h tlie lo>ss to the crops has been 8 annas and 
upwards. It is estimated by tbe canoongo that oiie-third of tbe rubbee food-crops on an 
area of about 10,000 acres has be(»n altogether lost. Ho writes also that the villages that 
liappeiied to be on the skirts of the storm line have siiflered far less than those occurring in 
the centre of it, whitdi liave sustained damage nearly 10 or 12 annas, and he adds that the 
grain recovered after the hail-storm will barely suffice for a montlFs consumption.” The 
action of the landholders in jircventing cutting of the crops pending settlement of the rents 
has occasioned greater loss than would otherwise have occurred. 

10, Mr. Macrae, of the Arrowali indigo concern, who has outworks also in the 
Mashrakh and Parsa ilianas, writ.(‘s as follows with regard to*the crops 

About 12 annas only of the land , usually applied to rubbee were actually sown, and 
the rest abandoned for want of moisture and facilities of irregation in the pergunnahs of 
Bal and Goa. In the month of January, the intense cold for some days ^greatly injured 
the crops of rahar, cotton, kcrao, and innssur (pulses), and reduced their *^outturii to only 
about 4 annas yield; but the wheat and barely, whicli were helped by irrigation and 
some rainfall in February, have been very successful, and fully more than an average yield 
generally ; but in the middle of March* a destructive storm of liail and rain passed over a por- • 
lion of the above pergunnahs, taking -a direction from the village of Roosee to Mashrakh, 
some 10 koss in length and from i to 2 koss in breadth, and within, that space the injury to 
the rubbee crops generally has been very serious. Of the opium crop, about 12 annas had* 
been collected previous to the storm, and the balance was lost.

** Exclasire of the poppy, there has been of all rubbee crops aboat an average yield of 
10 annas in pergnnnahs Bal and Goa. 

" In pergunnah Makair crops have been generally worse. A less area has been sown in 
« • rubbee, and less secured by irrigation from want of water, 

- - and the loss by cold and trost was in the same proportion as 

in the other pergunnahs, and little more than a 6>anna crop 
is reported.’' 

Nowadah factory, in the south of Parsa thana, writes that he 
estimates the actual yield of the rubbee crops in his “ dehat” as under :

12. The report of the yield to the north of the Bnssnntpore thana is, as was expected^ 
very unfavorable, Mr. Exshaw, of Bala factory, writing that the rubbee crop has not yielded 
more than 4 annas in his neighbourhood. 

13. Mr. Hudson writes as follows 

'‘The outturn of the rubbee crop fur Parsa circle may be taken at 12 anna.s for half the 
cultivated area, and 4 annas for the remainder, the former representing the irrigated and the 
latter the unirrigated soil. *The outturn for Bussuntpurc may be estimated at 4 annas.” 

14. The following is Mr. Wright’s account of the state of the cru|» in the Sewan 
sub'division : — 

" The rubbee crops are now almost entirely cut. A field or two of rahar may still be seen 
in places, but otherwise the country looks bare. The ryots are busy having their crops 
trodden out, and, as far as can be known as yet, the yield is pretty fair throughout the 
division.” 

Mr. D. N. Reid of Saddowah has been good enough to 
of the rubbee crops in the Barowlee thaua for this season, as 
average seasons ; —

Of the crops in the Darawlee thana, the Sub-Deputy Collector reports that " the average 

• Probably kutcha m««nd..-J. E. D. .P" 

against 15 maunds ot previous years, Kahar yields at an 

average rate of 7 maunds per beegha/^ 

Of the Sewan thana, the Sub-Deputy Collector says that the average outturn of these 
crops (wheat and barley) in the jurisdiction of this thana is 9 maunds per heegha against 
11 maunds of previous year/^ is confirmed by iny further inquiries. 

And Mr. Rattray, iu reporting of the crops throughout pergunnah Paehlakh, states as 
follows 

I have been over the whole of the Paehlakh pergunnah. There arc scarcely any crops 
to be seen in the field j, as the gathering of the harvest is nearly completed. Rahar and a 
few fields of sugarcane are all that remain to be cut of the rubbee crops. The yield of the 
rubbee has not, on the whole, been ver\ much below the average of previous ycars.^' 

After all, the present state of pric* s is the best test of the yield of the recent harvest, and 
under the circumstances one is justified Iu distrusting tlio view that the outturn has u«t, on 
the whole, been very much below the average of previous years/^ save iu the case of dearafi* 
lands, and where exceptional means of irrigation were available. 

15. Regcardiiig the Hutwa estate, Mr. llodgkinsoii writes as follows under this head : — 
have nothing to add to my reinurks in last report regarding the crop outturn. Cheena 
has been largely sown in opium and potaio lands where water is procurable. The crop, as far 
as I have seen it, is healthy but certainly thin,^^ 


Covi/ilion of ike Veople. 

16. The continmous high prices of iood arc beginning to tell still more upon the pc(»ple, 
as is evident from the incresised numbers on the relief works, but owing to the ample means 
of employment provided for the peoi)k^ in the immediate vicinity of their homes, there is no 
general distress of ati extreme nature. 

17. Mr. Hudson reports as follows:— 

There is no alteration, as far as I have had the means of judging, in the condition of 
the people. My experience iu Parsa thana during the p;ist fortnight tolls me that they are in 
tolerably easy circumstances. Noteably 1 have received spontaneous replies to this ellect at 
Sotehar, Dbcrnee, Dighwara, Rasoolpore, and many '^ther places throughout the south and 
wetft of the thana circle. I iiiquii*i‘d at noa;ly every village along the road on my way from 
Garka to Teraiza, and everywhere received the ans>\er Mial aelilui hae.^ All i.s well here at 
Mashrakh itself, and the Sul)-Iusi>c< tor make.4 a good report of the surrounding neighbourhood, 
but the putwarees of Mashrakh an<l BiU..^untporc generally report di^^tress amongst the jK'ople 
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of their villaj^es, and say that there is considerable resort to the relief works. I have not 
had miuih opportunity lately of formin" a personal opinion myself as to the condition of these 
two circles, having l>cen absent in Parsa during the past fortnight. The planters whom I 
have met with continue to assure me that there is no distress in the villages leased to them.^^ 

18. Under this head the following is the report of the sub-divisional officer of Sewan : — 

There has been no material change in the condition of the people since the date of 

my last report. They arc still employed in the rubbee harves||^ and on the numerous relief 
.works throughout the division. 

Under this head Mr. Jlattray says that the laboring clastes are finding work in the 
gathering of the harvest, and there is ample work for the poorer classes on the public roads and 
tanks wliicli are keeping many, now pinched for food, from lapsing into a state of starvation, 
and, so far as I can .judge of the prospects before us, it appears to me that relief measures will 
have to be continued for the next five or six months/^ 

The following is extracted from Mr. llattray^s diary of the 27tli March, written from 
Srcciiugger in the vicinity of Mairwah 

Bhaban Singh, the principal zemindar in the neighbourhood, informs me that there is no 
distress, and that the poorer classes arc finding work in the gathering of the harvest and on 
the tanks being excavated in this part of the country. He tells me that there is no want of 
grain in the markets, though not to he had except at high rates; rice selling at 12 seers for 
the rupee. He does not think matters any worse than when I wasj in the neighbourhood in 
the beginning of January last. On Uic contrary, he thinks that matters ai*o somewhat better 
with the gathering of the harvest. So far as I can gather from him, he docs not think that 
matters will be any worse at any time during tlic year than they are at the present moment.’^ 

It is to be hoped tliat Bhaban Singh^s sanguine view of the situation may be justified. 

Knov^n cases of Miser ij and Starvation^ 

19. There have been no oases of starvation, and the moans of relieving distress, which 

cannot be met by the relief works, are largely available throughout the district. , 

20.. Mr. Hudson reports as follows: — 

No cases of starvation have occurred (as far as can he ascertained), nor have any excep- 
tional cases of distress come within my c*xperiencc, or been reported to me.^^ 

21. And Mr. Wright makes the following report from Sewan 

No cases of the kind have been reported. Mr. Rattray says that there is no serious 
distress at prrfsent, and l have seen no misery or destitution in the villages.^^ 

Grain-Thffts or Rohherics. 

22. There have boon ten cases of grain-thefts during the fortnight. 

23. The accompanying comparative statement shows the number of oflences against 
property involving an intention of theft committed in the month of March during the years 
1872, 1873, and i874, as called for in Government Circular No. 4081, dated '20th Decem- 
ber last. 

It will be seen that the number of such offences is sliglitly fewer than in the two previous 
years, a result whicli, considering the nature of the season, is, I tliink, attributable only to the 
exceptional means of relief afforded to the people in the ])resenl year. 

Condition of aiiy Special Tracts, 

24. The Cliupra, Manjhcc, Bussunlpore, Mashrakh, and Parsa thanas are the worse 
situated so far as the numbers on the relif?f works afford an indii'ation o^ distress, the numbers 
in the Sewan suh-division being comparatively few, owing ])rol)ably to the extensive sugarcane 
production in that sub-division having given employment to the poorer classes for some 
months past. 

B. — Rkliev Works. 

Progress of Relief Works^ 

25. The annexed statements show the relief works in progress, and the number 
employed tliereon. The average number daily employed during the fortnight has been 
120,129, and the number on tin* hxst day was 135,079. 

Now that tlio numbers arc sliowing a rapid tendency to increase, it is of tlic last import- 
ance that the gr(»ai works of the bank channel to the north of the district, and the proposed 
(logra embankment to the south, should be put in hand at once. Already many liave liad to 
be placed on village roads to find employment for tlic people, and during tlie rains it will be 
still more difficult to provide coiitiiiuuiis wdrk. The percentage of persons belonging to 
the non-laJ>oring class amongst those now employed is 33 per cent. During the fortnight 
ten additional works have been started. 

20. Mr. Hudson writes as follows: — 

The results of personal incpiiries made at random amongst the coolies show that they 
receive their due amount of wages in the currency of the place, and that the work is freely open 
to all elassos.^^ 

27. Under this head Mr. Hodgkinson reports as follow’s: — 

Harvest operations have continued to keep down the number employed on relief works. 
The cowrie system, which has been in vax’iably adopted on the raj works, has, after an ’expe- 
rience of tour montliH, been found £o work admirably. The condition of the laborers is 
itself a sufficient proof that no evil n suits have followed from exacting work under this 
system, and it is most satislactory to find that while persons of all ages and sizes, young and 
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old, weak and strong, have been' employed and none turned away who sought work, the 
outturn of work has l)een proved by measurement to be in almost every case not less than 
half the amount which able-bodied laborers alone would be expected to show in ordinary 
seasons ; in other words, the cost is only double the amount which the cost estimated at the 
ordinary ticca rates would come to. In places where the \yorks have been more directly 
under European supervision, still more favorable results have Ijcon obtained. The i)ayincnt 
of the coolies for each basket-full of earth has been so regulated, that tjvcn the weakest and 
youngest on the works cafl earn sufficient for their livelihood; and it has not been found 
that the stronger have been able to make more than a fair day^s wage. While the works have 
drawn the women and child /en of the laboring population to tliom in large numbers, the 
men of the family have kept to their* field work and not been enticed from it, as llicy would 
have been if they found the cowrie system yield them unduly high wages/^ 

2S. Tho cowrie system is being tentativoly introduced by tlie Executive Engineer, but 
unless increased remuneration is given to those who are old and infirm or of lender age, in 
which ease many eornpHcations might ensue, it is difficult to understand how these can earn 
Buffieient for their livelihood, while at the same time only subsistence allowance is obtained 
by the able-bodicul for a full day^s work. It is not enough that none should be turned away 
who se(ik work on tlic conditions offered, but it is also necessary that the system should be 
such that none are deterred from seeking work by the eonditions of employment given. 
Mr. Wright reported that the introduction of the cowrie system at Sewan resulted in large 
numbers . deserting the works, a result which was claimed by him as an advantage; 
but as the presumption is that these would not have come oil the works at all, unless in need 
of the means of subsistence, the ])robability is that the relief intended to be given faiUul in 
a corresponding degree. Mr. Hodgkinson, with tlic extensive ageney available on the 
Hutwa estate for seeking out and reKcviiig in other ways cases distress not met by the 
relief wprks, could perhaps afford to overlook this consideration, but with the limited agency 
at command at the outset in other parts of the district, serious danger might have been 
ineuired by the general introduction of the cowrie system. Doubtless that system is the best, 
as far as- the cost of the work is eonccriu'd, but it seems to me that the element of cost is 
quite a secondary consideration, and that the question is how best to ensure the saving of the 
lives of the people, and not how beSt to carry on the work given for that end. Perhaps the 
best solution ol the problem would be to have the two systems in operation together on one 
and the same work, the one for the able-bodied and 1 he other for the weak and infirm. But 
there arc difficulties ill tending this plan also. As to the argument that persons would have 
deserted their field work for the relitd' works, if they had finmd the cowrie system yield tliem 
unduly high wages, 1 do not think that there is much force in it, as practically the 
ordinary wages of agricultural labor, being ])aid in kind, arc much higher in a season 
like the present than any that could be carried on relief w^orks, and where such laborers 
come on the relief works at a time of agricultural operations, it is because their 
employers prefer, during a period of scai'cily, to perform themselves the labor wliich they 
would have hired in ordinary years, while if the eultivalors Avho emi>loy such labor are alluded 
to, it may b(^ pointed out that it has never yet been found in any famine that this class are in 
the habit of iicgleeting the agricultural operations on which they dcpmid for subsistence for the 
sake of a merely temp<irary employment ou relief works, nor is it reasonable to siipj)Ose that 
they w'uild do so. The eom])aratively low rents prevalent on the Hutwa estate, afTi»i*Jing as 
they must excc])tion:il facilities for the emjdoymcnt of agricultural labor, j)robably go far lo 
account for tin* com))a.ativ<'ly small numbers on the relief work there. 

29. The relief w'orks on the wards* estates were temporarily stojiped owing to the Com- 
missioner having dcniurrea to the cost of such works being boruobythe Court of Wards, except 
in the case of entire estates owned by minors in a thoroughly solvent position; and having 
olijcefed also to loans being raised fiir tlic ]mrposc. lint the Coniniissioner having since explain- 
ed ti) d he did not mean lo refuse conditional sanction to such wi»rks btdng earricTl on in 
certain eases, tlu; general manager has liceii authorized to rc-open the works to the limited 
extci.t conditionally sanctioned by tJic Commissioner,

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83. The Commissioner having refused to sanction the 28,000 mannds contracted for, for' 
the General Wards’ estates, at a time when the prospects of the future food-supply for those 
estates warranted alarm and seemed to justify the fullest precaution, basing his refusal 
apparently on the alteration for the better, cansed by the more favorable, outturn of the 
rubbee crops, the grain delivered at Revelgunge in accordance with previous contract should, 
if not sanctioned for the Wards’ estates, be taken over on behalf of Government, and can, if 
so directed, be made available in reduction of the balance of the district allotment still 
remaining to be received. 


D.— Storaob of Oovbrnmbnt Grain. 

34. The accompanying statement shows the storage places, the distribution thereat 
of the grain allotted, and the amount of grain received at the different storage places up to 
the end of the fortnigtit. The total amount of grain received had been 4,02,920 maunds, of 
which 3,74,003 maunds had been ‘finally stored and 24,334 maunds were in transit. 

E. — Advances to Private Parties and their Results. 

35. Rs. 177-7 have been advanced during the fortnight for purchase of grain for 
sale, and Us. 35,817 to zemindars for grain or money advances to their ryots, making 
up the total as yet advanced on those accounts to Rs. 1,30,877-7 and Rs. 3,4'1',904 
respectively; and for land improvement Rs. 18,872 have been advanced, bringing up the total 
on this account to Rs. 81,146.

37. Mr. Wright reports as follows under this head ; — 

“During the fortnight, the subscription to the charitable relief fund amounted to Rs. 140; 
the sums collected during the same period amount to Rs. 157.’.’ 

‘ In my last report I mentioned that Rs. 3,1. ’jO had been sent to the different circles 

for gratuitous relief of poor people who may be found unable to work. Up to date 1 have 

icceivetl intimation of only Rs. 3-13 having been paid. Of this sum Mr. D. N. Reid of 
Suddowiih gave one rupee to a Avoman “ whose husband was reported as having died from 
starvation,” but on enquiry Mr. Reid discovered that the report was false, and that the 
ha«l died from uaturul causes. The baluuec (118.2-13) was paid by Moulvi Golom Abbas of 
the Harpore circle to six persons. 

38. And Mr. Hodgkinson writes thus ' 

“The number receiving charitable relief still continues very small.* The enquiries 

through village agency have been completed in some instances, 
g and tickets will now be distributed to those who are 
3 reported to he incapable of working for gratuitous relief. 

16 In some cases this has been already done. Judging from 

g the returns sent in I don’t think that gratuitous relief will 
he necessary iu more than lor 800 to 1,000 cases in the 
Hutwa sub-division ; but even after tickets are distributed, I do not expect that this number 
will be reached for some time to come. ' In my next fortnightly narrative I hope to he able to 
give the resulta of the enquiry and the stops taken on it iu detail.”

I HAVE the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative of s«»rcity and rcdfbf for this 
district for the fortnight ending 4th April. 

A. — State ok the Cohnttiv. 

1 propose to deal with each relief sub-division according to its nufnbcr. 

Hulj-dhift'ion No. 1. — 'I’his sub-division, which eoiiiprisos thanas Mot(;oiiaroe and Ad.ipore, 
is in charge of W. B. Oldham, Ks((., s. He reports — “ that none of tho b.aJ!ar supplies of 
the grain usually ottered for sale at this time of the year have fallen short, but rice is scarce, 
while there is still an abundance of maize, and gram is <juite etpjal to the demand.” At 
Segowli (the hcad-f|uarters for the present of this sub-division), coarse rice has been selling 
at 11 seers for the rupee. At Bamgurwa, six miles to the north of Segowli, it was rathrr 
ilo.arer. I'he great annual vw.hi at Adapore (on the NepanI frontier) had been hold during tho 
fortnight, and there Mr. Oldham found that. «'oimuon rin; was stdliug at hetwoon lit and 11 
seers. 

At Kuthouwa (another frontier outpost) 7 miles e.'i.st. of Ailapore, and where the supply 
had shown signs of running .short, the sjime price (ue.arly 1 1 seers for the rupee) ohtaiiicil, 
while there was an ahundance of maize at nearly 15 .seers. TJic market ;it Kutkenwa hail 
suddenly lightened Avithin tho fortnight, Avhich Mr, Oldh.tm as.signK to tho excellent rttWee 
crops existing just north of Kutkenwa iu the Nepaul territory, a))d which had begun to Ix) 
barvcsteil. 

With regard to supplies of grain in the hands of zemindars, i&c., Mr. Oldham says ; — 
“There arc indications that the people still have considerable supplies ; a large tire occurred 
at Segowli wliicli do.stroycd .‘15 bouses ; only one of those was a grain dealer’, s, the others 
belonging to i)Ctty tobacconists and shop-keepers. In seveial of tho latter, I found Large 
.supplies of maizi' and oilseeds, ami soim*. rice. One tobaceoni.st stated that he had lost GOtt 
iiuiund.s of rice. Another indication is tho tluetu.atir)u in the numhers of tho laboring gangs. 
Tti chocking tho lelicf distribution at Koraiya, a frontier village, reported as the mo.st dis- 
tre.s.sod in this sub-division. I tbuml .setuc persons who had been relieved, and ile.spatched to 
the relief works lately opened there, in tludr houses. They explained to me that they did 
not care to work every day. Again, at Kutkenwa which Avas also thought to Ijo badly otf, 
on Amry light task-Avork being introduced on the i’clief-AA’Oik.s there, the number of laborers 
fell one day b'on) over 1,.300 to GOO.” 

There had been no rain during the fortnight. Tho crops, Avith the exception of “cheena,” 
Avorc being harvested ; the barley, Avheat ami d.al cro])s have been and are certainly not lo.ss 
than S annas of an average season. The poppy crop is .said to be \’ery fair. The “cheena” 
was looking poor at present, ou .account of tbt; west Aviuds, Avbcro not iiTigatoil. A largo • 
portion, however, had been irrigated from the local streams, and none i.s irrecovenable if even 
a little rain Avould fall. Of the rice lamls, /. e., tlio.se unfit for any cuItiA'.atiou but rice, fully 
two-thirds have been ptepared for the next sOAviiig.s. 

Of flic condition of the p('op1o Mj-. Oldham reports very iavourably ; he says : — “ Their 
condition i.s very much hotter than f expected, and they show no signs of .sinking. All the 
gangs employed ou the relief Avorks consist of able-bodied people, .all of whom are fit to h.aA-e 
ta.sk -work exacted from them, 'fhey still swarm to the works, but shoAV an independenoo both 
as regards their choice of sites for w'orkiug, and Avhen it is .attt'inptcd to make them give a 
due return of labor, Avhieh is very signiticant ; for instance, T found numhers of jTCr.son.s^[roni 
villages near to ami south of SegoAvIi on Mr. Lethbridge’s works at Kamgnrwa, Avhile Avork 
on the tanks being made here by the Public Works Department is very poorly attended. On 
the Avorks under me I have been trying to introduce light task-work, that i.s, to exact at least 
1,000 cubic feet from each gang of 50 person.s, eoiitaining not less than 1.5 able-bodied men 
Avith tools. The result of trying to get only two-thirds of this work from the laborers at 
KutkenAva has .already liecn noticed. On introducing it at Sripore, 13 miles north of Moti- 
haree on the road there, the coolies employed strupk Avork altogether.” 

This description of tho condition of the people is very significant and speaks for itself. 
Mr. Oldli.ani had only seen tAVO cases of em.aciation during his tour through his .sul)-divi.sion. 
One was an old Mussulman cultivator Avho ha<l come into the Raragurwa poor-hou.se for 
food* Ho livcil only tAVo miles ott* and had three boegahs of land, Avhicli his son cultivated ; 
he AA'as himself long past Avork. 

Tho othci» case was that of an old Rajpoot in a village about three miles from Ram- 
gurwa hietory ; his grandchildren were in good condition, and he had t\vo bullocks. Ho 
said ho had starved himself to give his grandchildren fooil. He Avas supplied Avith a maund 
of maize and 20 seers of rice. 

The spinning relief which Mr. Oldham Is introducing Avill meet thc.se ca8c.s. 

Just before Mr. Oldham Avent round his suh-divisiun, charitiihlo relief had been distri- 
buted. This no doubt accounts partly for tlie good- comlition hf tho people. Tho usual 
number of beggara’*^wariucd, Mr. Oldham says, .at the Adapore “ inel.a,” .ami they Avere all 
in g6od condition. Tho mela, however, Avas not so numerously attended as usual. Of the 
whole sub-division the northern tAVo-thirds, Mr, Oldham .s.ays, is tho portion which will 
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rciiuire most atteution, and of tluit tract, the fifty siiuare miles adjoining the Ramnuggur 
country {i. c., sub-division of Bulthur. which forms a portion of the Ramnuggur relief 
sub-division) are the worst of. This portion consists almost entirely of only rice soil, and 
is, innr(?ovor, more thickly populated than the rest of the rice tracts. 

liclicf^h-divuion No. 2. — Thistsubdivision, comprising thanas Dhaka and Modhubun, 
is in charge of Mr. S. Kilby. Regarding bazar supplies Mr. Kilby says There is no 

difficulty experienced in obtaining supplies at any of the bazars; a very small quantity ot 
tlio new rubbee crop had found its way into the markets, as tl)c cultivators seem very loth to 
dispose of it.’* With regard to the prevailing rates of food, Mr. Kilby gives the following 
table : —

There bad biM-n no rain, and the prospects tliereforci of ilu* cboena ’ croj) (wliich is not 
irrigated to any large extent in these thanas), arc very bad ; indeed, unless rain falls shortly, 
this crop will be a failure exc(*))t in low-lying and irrigated lamls. Regarding tlie condition 
of the people, Mr. Kilby reports that in conserpienee of the numerous relief works that have 
been opened out, iheir condition is siitisfactory. No cases of deatli from starvation have oc- 
curred, though some cases of emaciation have? been mot with. Tliese persons have been regu- 
larl}' fc<l, »and they are now able to work on the roads. Funds have been supplied to each 
member of the sub-divisional committee, and to the police at Dlinka and Madhubun to enable 
them to provide gratuitous relief to all who from bodily infirmity cannot be referred to tlio 
works. About 80 persons had been tlius relieved during the fortnight. 

The central portion of this sub-division is stated by Mr. Kilby to b(‘ tlie worst, as it is 
for the most p«art a rice-growdng country. Tlu^ rubbcc’* was being barviistiid, and a g?*cat 
portion had betui threshed. The outturn, it is estimated, wall be about as follows : — In the 
north of the sub-division (around Gborasban), a ten-anna crop is ( xjiected ; about Moerpore 
not more than a five-anna crop ; further south to Scoraha about a four-anna, and in the 
neighbourhood of Modliuhun and south to tlie Tirhoot boundary, nn eight to ten-anna crop. 

RpUef suh-diviHion No, — ''riiis sub-division, comprising thanas (fobindgunge and 
Kcssuriali, is in charge of Mr. Weekes, c. S. He reports as follows : — 

** The state of the crops is again altered for the worse. *riiore is hardly any moisture 
in the soil, except in some of the lowest lying lands. The indigo docs not germinate, or 
germinates and dies, and the millet is being scorched u]).** With regard to the rubbcc, Mr. 
Weekes reports tliat the crops arc very mucli better m the west and north-west of his 
sub-division than in the north and south-east ; the crop is being rapidly harvested, but the 
produce is in many places indilierent. The ** kodo’* rroj) is also said not to have germinated. 

The harvesting of the eold-w^catlicr crop had caused a lull in the progress of distress. 

• 11c is of opinitin tliat the agriculturists will be able to tide over April, and the more fortunate 
part of tlicm half tlirougli May with the assistance of the cold-W'eatlier erdp. 

In particular tiacts, /. c., fiom Gbbindgunge along the Gunduck, past Burhurwa, Serni, 
and along towards Arroy Ra, the fortunate villagers will be aide to last through the whole 
of Ma}' and longer, but it is different, be thinks, witli the rest qf the division ; no conP lence 
can be placed in thii millet crop. 'The tw'o lowe>t classes (the iiicapables and the <lay- 
labofers) are ])rovidcd for by the relief works and charitable reliid'. The royts of all grades 
an* clarnoious for loans. If this estimate of the condition of tlio people is correct, Mr. 
Weekes should lose no time in organising village- to- village relief, and tliis 1 am glad to 
sec he is doing. He says, — 

The relief works reach most of the ilay-lahorors. To ensure the lelief of those 
nnahlc to work, 1 he aged, infirm, and the sick, I have been constantly in tents and ou the 
move, and, with the assistance of tlie planters, have cstahlished a satisfactory system. The 
principle is to keep tln^ people as mueh as p<i>ssible in their villages. The putwarec of 
each village brings all incapables in his villages to the planters (wlio are members of tlie 
sub-divisional committee and relieving officers of the seviaal circles), and their names, caste, 
residence, &c., Jis guaranteed by the putwaree are entered in a register ; eaclr putwareo then 
receives every 7 or IT) days enough rice at i seer per head, to sup[)ort tliose who arc entered 
in the register, and residents of his village.” This plan, Mr. Weekes says, is Umwering very 
well. Store-houses and centres arc being selected, hut he does not propose to build many 
granaries as there aic many empty ones, he says, wliicli ho intends to fill when the need 
arises from the main stores, which are situated principally at factories witliin easy reach of 
each centre. Mr. Weekes has also used every endeavour to promote cotton-spinning and 
weaving, and witli consitjcrahlc success. All the putvvarecs have been directed to extend 
this kind of relief, and are strictly enjoined to see that ea(di person in want applies for 
and obtains the mode of assistance best suited to his or her ejaso. Domes have either had 
separate earth-work assigned to them or been employed in making baskets ; this has been 
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found Jiecessarv, as other people object to work in coinpjiny with Domes. Mr. Weekes has 
also pushed on the work of granting land improveinent applications as fast as po.ssihlo, and 
the pains he has taken lias had the desired effect of increasing the number of applicants* 
The putwaree agency is indented upon largely also in this spt*cics f»f relief, ench piitwaroe 
having to testify to the ijuality of the security temlered in every case in which Mr. Weekes 
does not personally inspect the property, and in each case in which money is advanced 
imiuiries are made into the use to which it has been devoted. Another class of loans had 
been made tlirough the European planters who luivo, bolli in this suli-division an/1 in all 
the others (where planters reside), taken advanc(;s from (Government for ihti assistance, (in 
grain or money) of their ryots. These gontleinaii, as Mr. Weekes ohservevs (amt as has 
already been fre([uently brought to the notice of Government), have shown grt;at public spirit 
and humanity in this and in many other ways. 

These loans (for assistance to ryots) have bcien of great value, reaching (as Ml. 
Wfckcs points out), “tlic main body of the middle edass, who arc the only large body, and at 
the same time by far the most important class, who aie not reached by other relief measures.” 

Hclit’/' svb‘<Uvision No. 4f. — {'I’banas Bettiali and portion of Lowrya). — Mr. ISumuoIls 
reports Unit the state of the bazars rernjiins as before, and that no scarcity of siijiplics is 
felt. The ])ricc of rice wjis reported to have risen a, bout 10 seers at Kutvval, but it was 
fouiid tt> be iiicorrcet, and when Government grain was oll'eied for sale it I'oimd no purclia- 
sers. The iieople .are said to bo fully employed in harvesting tlie rubbee, and in tlieir 
sugarcane lields. 'I’be price of rice hail been stcjidy at 10 to II seers. No cases of star- 
vation had occurred and no increase in crime. 

llt'Liaf sah-iUidiiion No. — (Bugba and portion of Lowrya). — Jfr. Ifowc rtporls from 
this sub-division, as follows : — 

“ No rain has fallen during the past fortnight, and matters ’iie much the same as when 
1 last wrote. Tlu! sale of (lovcriiment grain has proved a groat suoecss, and is minh 
appreciated ; it will, I think, have soon to be extended to the east of the sub-divi.sioD, 
where supplies, though procurable, are getting scarcer. Rice has been selling during the 
last fortniglit at the Ibllowhig rates : — 

Kamnuggur, Government rice through the traders, 11 seers cleaned, 1:! seers uucleaued. 

Shikarpinc, varying from 9 to 10. 

Karuatour, 1 0 seers. 

Bughaha, from 0 to 10^ seers. 

“ Makai’ has and been selling at Ramnuggur at 1.5 seers, fjt Sliikar}rore at 12; it has 
been procurable in suHiciciit (|uantities. In the east, riee fas above slated) bad become more 
scarce, and the sale of gr.ain will soon lie neo'ssary ; at Uarnatoiir (north- wi'st) on the other 
hand, it had beoome more plentiful.’’ This Air. Ifowe attrihutes to llie fact of sullieieiit 
advances Imving hceii given. The .lharoos are more or less independent, and tlie demand 
Ixsiug less, the owners of grain stores are more .inxious to sell, pcrhajis, because they fear 
that Govenimeiit rice may bo brotiglit to the market. 

With regard to the general condition of the people, Mr. llowo reports — “ Generally 
speaking, our relief measures have very bem-ficially atFected tlic condition of the people. 
During the fortnight the daily average, receiving .snpfiort by working on the roadswasover 
9,000 during the fir.st, and over 12,000 during the .second week, and the total number em- 
ployed was 145,000. IjJirge advances (cii/c beading K) have been made to As.sain(ies, and 
though the Ciindition of the latter in some, part of the sub-divisoti is still far from .s.iti.sfactory, 
tlicre can be no doubt that tlio advance.s already made have s;ivt}*l (lie Assamee {lopulation from 
starvation. The sale of Government grain, by bringing ample siipjilies into the most distressed 
parts at cheaper rates, li.as greatly diminished the general distres),, and restored the confidence 
of the people, whose condition by these measures has been .a.ssimihiteil to that of ordmary 
years.” There had been no casc.s of starvation, nor bad grain-theft-s oeeurred, and llivs liad 
been much fewer, and all were accidental. Speaking of special tracts, Mr. Ilowe says — “ In 
Tuppah Butsura J have been able to obtain, through the European members of the sub-com- 
mittee, accurate statistics of the ‘ cheeua’ and rubbee crops. The area under cultivation wa.s 
as follows : — 

Cheena .. ... ... .. ,547 beeghus.

“ Owing to insulliciency of rain the oiitlmn has not heen good. As inenlioiied in my last 
narrative, the manufacture of sugarcane gives employment and suppoit to many, and the 
worst time for the tu|#pah will be when this employment ceases. The arrangemenis for 
meeting distress arc, Ijowcver, fully advauced, .so that we are prepared for the worst.” 

“In the Kamnuggur tract, and generally, throughout the cast and south, there has been 
no " rubbee” to speak of. 

“ In llaranuggur and the south, the people now, in some form or other, depend almost 
entirely on indirect Government help; while in the cast we are rajiidly coming to this 
condition. By this, 1 mean that in tlio former tract trade has failed to bring in supplies, 
and that but for the sale of Government rice there would be grciit scarcity and suHcring ; 
secondly, that the A.ssamecs depend for lootl-supplies on advancos made, and to be made, by 
Government ; and thirdly, that uur works keep alive a large portion of the population. 
Sob number of persons who receive direct gratuitous aid from Government ih compom-^ 
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tively trifling. In the cast, food is gradually becoming scarcer, and as soon as the necessity 
of selling Governineut grain becomes inevitable the ineavsure will be adopted.

“"riiero isi a full supply ol food in th<,‘ neiglihourhood ul all (hu works, except at 
llamuuirwn, wliere leinpoiaiily grain payments are being m.el.*. At .-ojne of th.‘ W4?rks, 
wlicre the iiuui were getting ()nl3»^ 4 pi(‘e on (In* t.i.^k-work -y^fem, \v!i n ibe ii pii'e rat<^ 
was started, Tln.y refused to work, saying that tle\v pi drrMMi ilio t j‘ief wiilnnt IIm* 
inej^surena'iif 

All the lab&rers, Mr. Oldham says, are in a. fit ,stat»- lor ta-Tk-woik t • lx* rigornnslv 
c»xactcd, and, indeed, for the able-hodied to be tinned awa\^ and drafted to the Public Works 
Department works. 

To prevent the task-work system pressing too bard, a.n invaliil gang lias Ixm'd started at 
each work, to be composed purely of p<»rsons who are unlit for ta>k-work. P.xpmiinents 
in spinning relief on a small scale hav(3 been made, ami wito eminently sueees-fnl. Cotton 
was given to some 30 persons only, all of whom gladly receiv^ed it, and have spun it into 
very fair thread, and accounted for it striclly. Unfoi tuimtely, cotton is not pn>cuiablo in 
any large tpiantities, and Mr, Oldham has tin refon^ written to (Jazei‘pore for some. 

Mr. Kilby also reports that in cii do No. 2 food is ]>rocnrabIe near all the >\orks, and 
that no cofnplaints Jiad been made to Idni on that .score. Wages are <listiibutcd daily. The 
work-people bring their own to4)ls, and higher wag< s aie given to men who biing their own 
kodalis,tva, 9 pice (14 amia). Mr. Kilby' lias starbMl the ‘ cowri kbep ’ system, and finds that 
it works admirably. The maximum w'age of 9 pice is giviui only to imui who perform a full 
day s work, 7 to 8 pice being given to othors. The Public Works Department Ini.s l.itidy taken 
charge of most of the relief works in this siib-division, and much ciedit is<lue to Mr. Kekstein, 
the Assistant Engineer^ for tlui trouble he has taken to I>ri‘ak up the gangs, which wore 
getting unwieldy and putting mattcus altogether on a. Iielter footing. lie has coinmeuecd 
.several tanks, and Ins introduced the petty contract system, und t whidi nu n with kodalis 
get on an average 2 annas a day, and others (i or 7 pice. Daboo Diirgapersad, of Modhubun, 
a wealthy landed proprietor, is constructing a road from Modhubun to Koiludj>oreglial, for tlie 
relief of ids ryots. 

Ill circle No. 3 Mr. Weekes has several tanks in progress, and he also has tricjl the 
cowri khep*’ system with success. Mr, WcM^kes has be( !i woiking Idtlierto without as^jj^t- 
aiice from the Public Works Department. Mr. Arnot, who has l.itely i(umsl the distiict, 
has now, however, been deputed by the Executive' Eugiiicm* to tjj^e ciiargi^ of the woiks iu 
this circle. 

Sni?- Dlvisiox No. 4— In this circle, Mr. Sammlls ha.s also been working wdlbout a.ssist- 

aiice, exec'pl from tbo planter^, 'flie district has now been 
divided into East and Wc>l t'bamparan, :iml an K\4'entive 
Engineer ami staft^' of olliecas plaeed in eharge of eaeh 
ilivision. Il will now lu' p().ssibii' to m .^temati ^e iiiatlers, 
and put the whoh' of the lefu'f works on a inon* sat i’-factory 
footing. 

Some of these ollieers have been deputed lo Mr. ilowaVx 
circle also. The dailv aver.ig»' in tlii'. sub-division, iNo. .■>, 
has reachoil 12,000 or 3, OHO more than in the picviuus week. 
“ l^eople of all clashes, Mr. ifowu >ays, “ tloek to the roads 
and tanks, the poorer among tlie cultivating classes coming 
iu very huge numbers. ^ Tlie roads whu li attract mosi 
laborers arc those around llamnuggur, in which tract distress has been luon' severe than in 
any other part of the sub-divisioii. The healtli of the laborers is good, ami a VKtrkttd iin- 
provcmeiit in their condition is perceptible. They have now had regular cunploymcnt ami 
good pay for some months, while food has become plentiful ami comparatively cheap since 
Government rice has been sold to the public. These eatises have had the cfl'cct of cousklerably 
improving the condition of tho laboring classes, and of all who come to the relict works,

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there are, however, of course a largo number stiU who, from weakness, arc unable to perform 
a full day’s work.” On the three roads branching fi^oini Uamnuggur, traders who purchase 
rice from Government retail it. to the workmen at 1 1 seers. In the ea§t and west portions of 
the sub-division, whero the system of selling rice to the public has not yet been introduced, 
sales to our workmen Jinder I'ulc A continue At Harnatur and Bugliaha the rate is 10 seers. 
The Executive EiigiiuM'r. Upper Gnndiu-k eiulKinkinont, reports tliat rice was less plentiful 
than before, and was selling at 0 seers per rupee. The laborers are still purchasing maize 
aud other grains at 12 seers and 13 seers. The Govornmciit sale had been very small. 
He states that the I’urmah rice is not liked, and that a good deal of paddy is mixed with 
the rice. 

About hair of the <-arth-work h.-is been finished. He complains of the inefficiency of 
the siib-oversecrs, aiul states that .‘xs portions of the embankment arc finished, the coolies 
working thereon lelurii to theur villages, and arc seldom persuaded to go further on for work. 
Out of the total assignment of grain, 150,000 maunds, 128,000 had been stored. The daily 
average of persons ciuplo}'ed was 18,74.3. 

C. — Transport ok Grain. 

'I he conlrael lor the transport of grain is working most statisfactorily, evuu moi’e than 
the stipulated amount having been conveyed per Week into the district. The contractors 
complain lhat grain is not ilelivered to (liom last enough at Bimkurghat. The route 
through Sarun to Gobindgunge is in full working order.

F. — Charitable Reliek. 

Sub-Division No. I. — Mr. Oldham reports as follows, regarding this heading — “ 'riio 
arratigemcnts for charitable relief an; completed. I liavc now the following members in 
my sub-eouimittcc, and sliall have added to their number within the next fortnight 
Mr. R. Tjclhbridge, Haingurwali factory. 

'fliorp, Ilui'oli.'ili. * 

Captain F. Knowles, Coinmuiiding 2ud 13. C., tSegowlie. 

Mr. A. Edwards, Motiharee. 

W. F. Gibbon, Tirkowlcah.” 

Mr. Uldhaiii has also two siib-coniiuittces under him. Fie say ; " Mr. Loth bridge s assist- 
ance is invaluable. He h.as undertaken, and is actually looking after, the whole of the tract 
in farm to his factory, wliicli embraces a great part of that which will roiprirc m.isl attention. 
There is :i, poor-lionso and iiospital at Ramgurwah, both of which are being enlarged under 
Mr. Lclhtnidge's sujiervision. I found that he had started the ticket system .as fallowed in 
Orissa, and vrp to date tieki;ts for grain have been issued from his centre to 320 persons. 
The two iuspeotor.s under me liave now visited almost every village in the anb-divi.siou, and 
distributed moni'y relief as they went, as have also done the Sub-Deputy Collector, Baboo 
Jugc.sbwar Singh, and Moonsbi!e Durbari Lai. 'I'liese distributions, with Mr. Lethbridge’s 
arrangements, have fully alleviated all prcse^it distre.ss, aud left time for the gi’ain-ticket 
system, which has now been sUrted in al I but the south-west portion of the snb-division, 
to come into oper.ation. The iiKspcctois b.ave also convened and established ‘punchayats’ 
in all the villages visited by tliem, to ivboiu they have made’ovcr the sums for the mainten- 
ance of the persons charitably relieved, and, on checking the visitations, T, have found that 
the ‘ puncliayals’ liad acted very well, nor did I hear a single complaint against any of them,” 
SUR'DivisloN No. 2. — Mr. Kilby wMrites — “ The sub-division is being Jdivided into ten 
circles, each containing 40 villages ; a member of the sub-divisional committee will be placed 
in charge of ciicb circle, having an in.spcctor and 3 sub-inspcclors under him; each sul^ 
inspector will bo put in ebarge of 1."* vilhige.s.’ 

In this way Mr, Kilby proposes fo account for the whole of his sub-division, each portion 
being placed under the charge of some responsible person, and each village provided for. 
This scheme differs from the system adopted by Messrs. Oldham and Weekes in* the 2nd 
division, and Messrs. Samuclls and llowc in the Botliah division. In that the sub-agency 
to be employed is paid, and will be somewhat costly, but it has its own advantages. 

One of the lUClnbciCil. Ml\ MyLCmninirill. Ill 31 l.« flUiuP niYTi Uillll ’Tt 
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member, is making arrangements for his circle, and Mr, Kilby has commenced the scheme in 
CO villages. Those throe circles comprise the woret portions of the sub-division, and the other 
circles will shortly, Mr. Kilby reports, ne in working order. Mr. Kilby states tljat bo is 
almost swamped with applications for loans, which, although not really ioquir(>d in most 
cases, necessitate enquiry iu all ; arrangements are being made to provhlo Mr. Kilby with 
assistance. A hospital has been erected at Pakrec, Imt the hcaltli of tijo |u:opli‘ is so good 
that there have been no .admissions. A village-to-village enquiry h.as bot ii, and is being 
made by Mr. Kilby and his inspectors; tho.se who arc inwipablc of working, reccivegr.itm- 
tous relief from the members of the sub-divisional committee, and in a few in.stanccs funds 
have been supplied to the village pnnehayats for distribution. 

The measures adopted for charitable relief in sub-division No. '4 have .‘ilready Iweii 
notified in this report. In sub-division No. 4 (as rciiorlcd in a former narrative for the fort- 
night ending the 2 1st. February), Mr. Samuells has divided his jurisdictioti into eight relief 
centres, each centre being plaoxid in cliargc of some responsible person. The agency employed 
is altogether unpaid. Poor-houses have been opened at Rutwal and JBcttiah, and about 1,000 
jicrsons receive charitable relief daily throughout the sub-division. 

Sub-division No. 5. — Regarding the aiTaugirmcnts in this suh-division, Mr. Howe writes ; 
" The (piestioiLS of the most pressing importance arc, first, to provide the ‘ As<amco’ popula- 
tion with sufficient good grain ; secondly, to provide them witli, or to enable tlieni to obtain, 
seed grain. Ahuosl. the entire popul.-ition of the suh-division is agricultural, and the propor- 
tion of the cultivating class that conics to our works is small, tliougli the actual numbers are 
large. Tlie remainder now depend almost entindy on the advances they have received cither 
from their zemindars or from Govcrmncnl, nor have they anything c.sccpt advances to look 
forward to until the next rice crop is reaped. The bc.st of them are poor and in deiit, and it 
is from ibis fact that the (|Ucstiou of advances becomes so difficult. On the one hand, unless 
advances are iiiimediatcl)% made on a large scale, the ‘ Assamce’ population will be reduced to 
•starvation ; while, on the other hand, there is the risk tli.at, unless great care is taken in 
investigating each case, the security will bo insuflicient. To make advances too rc.adily 
(except in the comparalivL'ly .small class of cases coming under Rule F), IcmU to 
demoralise the people, and rcivlers them reckless in getting still further into debt. 
The difficulty is to comhiuc sufficient promptne.ss with sufficient caution, and to make a search- 
ing investigation ivithout thereby losing the right moment for action.” Mr. Ilowe 
has submitted a scheme which has bccu .'.anclioned, and on which he has been

111 each Inppah, in which the amount required approximately for each village is entered. 
This register is prepared in the first instance by the inspector of the circle, assisted, 
where possible, by any influential member of the committee resident in the tuppah. It is 
tlien carefully tested by the officer in charge of the circle, who can alter (inciease or le.sscn) the 
total amount fixed in round nuiubcrs. As soon as this has been done, a certain quantity of 
gr.ain is sent to each village, where it is kept in charge of the headmen of the village, from 
whom duo .security for its safe custody is taken. The class of ca.scs requiring roost iinmcdiulc 
relief, i.c., “ A.ssamccs,” coming under Rule B' (which fortunately are compamtivcly few;, 
will then bo bken up and disposed of .summarily. These men can bo readily found, as there 
are but few in each village. The object of sending grain to each village, Mr. llowo explains, 
“ first to uive coniiaciicc, for experience shows that the mere presence of grain in a village

(if the object of its being brought is loiown) has this effect ; secondly, to enable the advances 
under Rule F to he made at once. The summary inquiry preceding distribution under Rule 
B’ will be carried on .simultaneously, and, having once decided to whom lo give under this 
rule, there is nothing like iDimcdkitc action, which ol’ course can only be taken if tl*o grain 
is ready. Thirdly, because now is the bc.sttimc for carryiim grain throiiglioiit the iutorloiV 
and wo should therefore avail ourselves of it. Having provided ever} village with an amount 
of grain which, appvoxim.atcly, will suffice for advances, and liaving Relieved the worst eases 
under Rule B', a register in the following form will be prepared and carefully tested by circle 
inspectors and officers in charge of circles

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When this return has been carefully tested, the zcihindar will be called upon cither to 
make the advance or to go security, Goveruoieut making the tuccavee distribution. If he 
declines, the best security available will bo taken, and the procedure laid down in Circular 
No. 1088 of Soth February will be followed, v. c., fte zemindar will bo warned that Oovern- 
incut reserves the right to recover the’ advance by legislation or otherwise. 'I’here are 
numerous landholders, j.aghirdars, aritdars, &c., whose security will be sufficient. The other 
landhoMcrs in tlui sub-division arc the llajahs of Bettiah and llamnuggur. Mr. Howe has 
addressed Mr. (iibhon, the manager of the estates belonging to the former, aird he will no 
doubt afford his cordial co-operation. Under the Rajah of Rafnnuggur’s security Mr. Howe 
has advanced '>,09 1 maunds, and Colotiel Boulderson about 4,000. There are numerous 
villages, he rc)>orts, not l)clonging to the Raj.-ih, where :idvancos have to bo made dii*ect to 
Assainees, and where the pW'ediire under Circular 1088 of 2r)th Febniary will have to bo 
followed. The tuppahs in the south belonging to the Rajah of Uuttiuh also require attention, 
the advances made by Mr. (Iibhon being cither incomplete, or having proved insufficient. 
Mr. Gibbon has been ad<lressod on this subject, with regard to the very important question 
of providing seed-grain to the Assamces. Mr. llowo promises to submit a report a.s .soon 
jis he has completed some further iiupuries he is making. Tliere is very little seed-grain, he 
.say.s, in his sub-division, and ho fears that it will bo withheld in order that high prices may 
bo ohbiiticd. Under *hc special head of charitable relief, Mr. Howe writes: — “The sub- 
division has been ilivided into four large circles with 1 1 sub-circles (corresponding with 
tuppalti:), in each of Avhich there is a sub-inspeelor who prepares and tests the 
rcgi.stcr of tliose unable from weakness to work. The poor-hou.sos at Ramnuggur and 
Bagaha :ire in fidl working order. The principal feature in the cliaritahle relief scheme is 
the village-to-village ndief system (Rule 4) ; about 1,400 poor are .supported each d.ay. 
Colonel Bouldei.sun manages the circle in the oast (Balthnr), with five sub-circles; Mr. 
.Toakim is at Hnrnataur, whefo a similar system is in force ; while I manage the Ram- 
iiuggur circle with four sub-circles. The Biigaha .sub-committee supervises tnppah Butsorah 
and the poor-house at Bag.aha. fn this way every ]>art of the sub-division lias ‘proper 
supervision, .•iiid the riile.s are being carried into practical elfccl. The eougregatiou of largo 
jnas.ses at any place is avoided, wliile no case (if distress can occur without being brought to 
iKitieo and relii'ved.

RESOLUTION. 


SCARCITY AND RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta, the 1 April 1874. 

Read— 

The distviot narratives of the Khognlporo division for the fortnight ending on the 4th April. •• 

Resolution.— supplies in the bazars of the Monghyr district appear to 
be sufficient, and all who have money can get fo<)d ; prices, except in Buktiarpore, are no- 
where below 11 seers per rupee. The condition of the people generally is unchanged. Village- 
to-village visitation is going on in the worst tracts, and the people are found to be generally in 
good case, except in Buktiarpore, where the relieving officer had, at bis village visitations, to 
deal out grain to 350 persons. It is reported that no deaths have occurred from actual star- 
vation ; at the same time it is said, that on a road near Buktiarpore was found the body of 
an old traveller who must have sulfered from want. 

2. Relief work can, it is said, he had by all who want it, yet the numbers so relieved are 
not large, viz . — 

On Government relief works , ... ... ... 3,071 

Commissioner of Wards' works ...• ... ... 4,000 

On works executed firom advances ... ... ... 1,103 


Total ... 8,174 


It is explained, however, that the people have not yet come back from their work in the harvest 
fields. H^e Magistrate-Collector and the Commissioner must be careful to watch the rubbee 
country, wherein a oonsidcrablo quantity of Government grain is already stored, so that they 
may be able to declare, as soon ns possible, how much of the grain may be held as reserve, 
available for the wants of more necessitous tracts. 
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3. The Lieutenant-Ooveinor agrees for the most part in the views expressed by Mr. 
Lockwood*, in regard to making advances for purchase and storage of grain ; he believes that 
Collectors and their subordinates exercise an intelligent discretion in the matter. And that 
being so, public money^will go further in advances for purchase of grain, and in advances for 
land improvements than it could do in any other shape. It is satisfactory to learn that in 
all cases of advances to ryots, the Moiighyr authorities have been able to employ the services, 
and get the security of siiperior landholders. At the same time it must be remembered, that 
where ryots are really in need, advances of grain should by no means be withheld merely 
because the superior landlioldtirs will not come forward to share the responsibility. On this 
particular point the Lieutenant-Governor docs not at all follow the view of the Collector. 
It ought to be possible to afford some aid to distressed ryots, to sustain life till the new crop 
shall come in, without causing the abuses and demoralisation which the Collector seems to 
apprehend. 

4. 3,459 maunds of grain have been sold to the piiblie, and about 20 maunds to work- 
people. l,36^pcrsons are daily in receipt of relief; and the relief officer in the worst part 
is sending gram to distressed villages, and distributing it through the local village agency in 
a manner which seems to be successful. 

5. Bhagulpore ^ — Though the spring harvests have been decidedly good, yet prices have 
not fallen in Soopole and Muddehpoorah. Nothing is said of the condition of the cheena 
crop, of which the breadth is said to bo beyond anytbing known in previous years. No ascer- 
tained cales of famine-death are reported, except that of au infant of thirteen months. The 
numbers employed on relief works have risen greatly during the fortnight, and arc now — 

On Government relief work ... ... ... ... S,300

Total ... 33,735 


The number employed on private works seems to be less considerable than in Monghyr. 

6. The transport of Government grain has gone on very satisfactorily and efficiently, 
except that the supply delivered at the railway sttitions, was for some days less than the trans- 
port contractor required. Four lakhs of maunds of Government grain were stiored in North 
Bhagulpore before the end of March. 157 maunds was sold to relief laborers, and 340 maunds 
to the public. The sales to the public appear to have operated satisfactorily, and not to have 
stopped such private trade as there was. Sales to the public arc now beginning at three otlier 
placet in North Bhagulpore. 1,033 jicople are in daily receipt of charitable relief ; many of 
the applicants are people from Tirhoot. Registers of ])eoj)le for houso-to-house relief are being 
completed. Zemindars have taken considerable advances for helping their ryots ; but it has. not 
been necessary to make direct advances to ryots on any considerable scale. 

7. Purneah , — The snpply of grain in the bazars would seem to be fuller than at the 
time of last Narrative. The Lieutenant-Governor approves Mr. Kemble/s action in stopping* 
sales to the public at Dengragbat, when he saw that local traders were coming forward to 
sell; still we need not regret that sales were temporarily begun, seeing how very low the 
supply in the bazars at one time fell. On the whole, the condition of the people seems cer- 
tainly not to have grown \vorse during the fortnight, and the information obtained regarding 
the possession and importation of seed -grain by the Purneah ryots is satisfactory, 

S. The Licuteuant-GovennJr thinks that there is much merit in, the plan described by 
the Collector of advancing grain to village communities, on the collective security of the 
community; and this method will he suggested for consideration in other tlistricts. 

9. The number of people on the relief works has risen greatly during the fortnight, 
the daily average being now 17,250. Oovtjriiment grain is* being sold at 12 ()ut 10 of 
live larger relief works ; but the quantities, as yet taken are not large. The transport o])era- 
tions in Purueah are well forward. The cluivitable relief arrangements appear to be working- 
well, and the circle officers are earrviiig (iut the rules iut(‘lligently. The average nurnhor of 
people in receipt of this form of relief is 2,1 7S daily. 

10. The Sonthal Perguunah^s Navrative has iH)t yet (10th April) been received.

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-P. S. — The Sontbal Pergunnahs^ Narrative has now (13th April) been received. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that Mr. Boxwell has visited the neighbourhood of which 
the Reverend Missionaries reported so badly, and has found the jKiople all in very good condi- 
tion, though there is cause for fearing much scarcity and distress a month hence. The work- 
which have been at once opened, and the Government gram which is being carried into tlu> 
district should enable the Magistrate fully to relieve distre-'s, and to give advances of food t*» 
carry ryots through the rainy season. The goodness of the mowah crop will greatly help tlu! 
people. The great rise in the numbers of the work-people, who now amount to 20,869, would 
seem to show that the people had been much in want of work. There seems as yet to be no 
need for charitable relief iif the Sontbal Pergunnahs ; but the Deputy' Commissioner will Imve 
to arrange by what means he will make advances of grain to ryots such ns he adverts* to at 
paragraphs 30 and 31 of his Narrative, Happily the village organisation in the Soiithal 
Pergunnahs is very well preserved, and the Government officers will he able to work tliiough 
village headmen, as well as through zemindars. 

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief of the district of Montjhyr for the fortnight ending \ih 

A.— State op the Coi;ntuy. 

The bazars generally continue to he well supplied, and the price of grain remains almost 
stationary. The rubbee grain has not yet come into the market in large quantities, but when 
it docs come in, I do not anticipate much change. Rice is selling from 10 to ] :J seers per rupee, 
gram and peas from 17 to 18, and wheat from 15 to 16 seers per iuj)ee. The deficiency in 
the Buckteerpoor market, however, continues, and had it not been for the prompt measures 
taken in opening the Government golas, there would have probably now been a famine in 
that part of the district; as it is, about 2,000 maiinds of grain have been di«j>osed of, and 
Mr. Manson, the llolief Superintendent, anticipates that all our stores there will be readily 
purchased before the next rice harvest. Mr. Manson with the zemindars calculates that tin* 
rubbee grain cut in those parts will only feed the people for a fortnight ; but as I have be(*ii 
over a good deal of that part of the country myself I consider that this estimate is under- 
stated. I calculate that the rubbee now cut should siipidy the Buckteerpoor market for at 
least two months, particularly as high local prices and scanty carriage will, I hope, induce the 
owners to sell >yhat they have in the pergunnah instead of exporting it as is generally done m 
favorable years. 

In consultation with Relief Superintendents, I am of opinion that during the fortnight 
the condition of the i>eople has not materially changed. The poorer classes have not yet 
returned in any considerable numbers from the nibhee cutting, hut the harvest will not last, 
much longer^ aud the miserable hovels of the low-caste people found in every village will sofui 
be occupied again. I have made inquiries from every one likely to give me information on the 
subject, and it appears that each person employed as a labourer in cutting the crops, on an 
average, will bring homo about a niaund of grain, so that tl»cse persons, numbering probably 
600,000, will have at least a month^s supply to go on with. InJeod, if all goes well wdth tin? 
crops remaining to be gathered during the year, the poorer classes will probably look back on 
the past time between the rice and the rubbee harvest as the most trying period of the year. 
The mowah prospects are excellent. Mr. Rolierts at Kliurrukporc agrees wnth me in putting 
it down as a 16-anna cijop, and the mango prospects, although not so good as at first antici- 
pated, promise fairly. On the whole, the chcena is looking well, hut the Indian-coru sown 
after the February rain looks poor, except where it has been freely irrigated. The early mai/c 
will not have any percepiihlo influence on the ])rice of grain as it is too limited in extent. Mi. 
C'urrie, M». Baillie, Mr. Money, and their assistant Shah Abilool Ilosscin, express anxiety 
for the next throe months; but I think the gigantic effort.s which have been tiikcmto givt* 
relief wherever necessary should remove all real anxiety as to the future', §up]>osiiig that pric.*V 
return to their normal state after the next general harvest. There has fortunately been n<» 
rain during the fortnight, and the district has reaped a good rubbee crop under very favt>ral»!c 
circumstances. Khaliaiis with piles of grain are now to be seen all over the rubl>ee eountrv , 
and the samples of corn, barley, gram, and rahur winch I have examined havo be,en excellent : 
even the oats, which in most years arc little better than wild oats, have .some liltb* amount 
grain witliin the husk. 

I have lately sent to the Asiatic ISoeiety Museum in Calcutta specimens ot‘ 27 kinds of 
jungle roots and seeds which are largely consumed by the pour peojde in tins d:strif.t. Tluo 
were collected by Major Waller during his recent cold- weather lour of police ins])eeiion. Tl.c 
native names and manner of cooking them arc dcsevihed, and Major Waller has a]>o recorded 
his opinion regarding their flavor and gencml advantages as food. Some of them appear to 
be highly poisonous unless carefully pr<>pared, and I hope that some one siifficii'iitly learned in 
botany may be able to indentil'y fhem. 

Mr. Roberts, the Assistant Manager at Karakporc, conliniu*s to i*cport favourably on tlu* 
Durbhiinga estate at Klmrrukpore. He has issued notici s inyiting jiersons to ai>ply to him 
iof hondfide tuceavi advances, and on any local distress being reported he at once goes to the 
place, and if necessary affords work or gratuitous relief. In all the other Court of Wards^ 
estates and Government estates labour is being providcfd whenever nece:?sary, but fortunately 
these arc nearly all favorably situated, and require very little assistance. A report just received 
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from Mr. Currie shows that since the Ist of April, Mr. Wight, Superintendent, Luckhiserai, 
and his assistant Nowab Willayct Hossein, have visited 44 villages, and that although relief has 
been given without stint, the total amount given i^ small. J^garding the country north of' 
Luckhiscrm Mr. Currie writes — " The people say they are provided for the next month or six 
weeks, and here about the Musburs, &c., 4rho have returned from the rubbee harvest, say with 
perfectly happy faces that they have grain for 1 0 days. They take no tkonght for the morrow 
of the 10th day. The sickly smell of mowah is strong round their villages, and that will support 
them a few days more. 1 should not be surprised if in a fortnight or three weeks, we had dis- 
tress rather bad ; the mowah and mango crops may help to eke* out a living, but I cannot 
think they will support the (leople mtogether. For myself 1 do not know how the people 
live, yet with the exception of one or two in every rvillagc, and six or seven in the large 
villages, they seem plump and happy. 

“1 was at Owri on the 1st and fonnd the place in a bad way; the ground looks as if it 
had been fallow; not a grain was got from 1,072 bcegahs cither of paddy or rubbee. Large 
tuccavoe advances are being taken by the zemindars, but the place is cursed with the bane of 
tills countr}^ — numerous owners of minute shares. 

“ 1 have sent grain to the putwari for distribution to some people whoM names were taken 
down." 

From the tenor of all the reports received by poe, as well as from my own observations, 
the condition of the district may be stated as follows : — 

All who have money to purchase it can get as much grain as they want. The owners 
of the rubbee grain are well olf, and happy in consequence of the high prices. The ryots 
on the Jumooee rice-country, and those to the north Furkya towards Buckteerpoor, as well as 
the entire purely labouring population are hard pressed for food, in consequence of high prices. 
But work can be got by all who require it, and actual distress is being relieved by the Gov- 
ernment officers wherever they fkid it. 

B. — Reubf Works. ' 

Since the commencement of distress in this district, I have done my best to persuade the 
zemindars and ticcadars to come forward and provide work or money for their ryots wherever 
necessary. Most of the zemindars have come to me and given an account of what they are 
doing and intend to do. I have given advances to all who appear to require them under the 
law for the improvement of estates, and these advances, already amounting to Rs. 40,000, 
have certainly taken away a good many laborers from our works. As I have remarked in 
former narratives, I have been particularly anxious to encourage irrigation works in the dis- 
tressed parts of the Jumooee sub-division, because since November I have visited nearly every 
village there, and in each have found signs of departed prosperity in immense silted-up tanks, 
probably two or three hundred years old, most of which were dry even before the end of the 
year. I calculate that the money now advanced in this district will give employment on irriga- 
tion works to nearly 10,000 people until the rains set in. This and considerable tuccavM 
advances should do a great deal of good and take off pressure from our relief works. 

No Government roads other than those already in hand have been commenced during the 
fortnight, but I have submitted to the Commissioner a map showing 17 villages where if 
necessary most useful tanks can be dug out under the Public Works Department, and 41 
villages where light labor tanks may be dug out under superintendents of circles. These tanks, 
will afford labor to 150,000 persons for two months if necessary. Thq 800,000 persons lately 
employed in the poppy fields ^ave not much to do at present, but the six lacS of rupees dis- 
tributed amongst them by the opium agent should keep them from starving until they can get 
labor ch'ewhere either gathering mowah or ploughing their fields as they will do after the first 
good fall of rain. ’ ^ 

The rubbee harvest is drawing to a close, but immense numbers of persons are still in the 
^elds or at the threshing floors^ and 1 hope they may find employment there for a week or two 
longer. 

The zemindars have not got into the groove yet for submitting returns of laborers punc- 
tually, but I find that the following number of persons arc employed either in wards' estates 
or in estates where relief works have commenced by Government advances : —

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C. — Tbanspoetop Gbaw. 

I annex a Btatcment shewing the movement of private grain by rail. As might be ex- 
pected, it is inconsiderable. Seeing that there is a vast quantity of grain in the district, and 
althongh a very considerable proportion is set aside for cxpoitatiou, it will not leave the district 
until the rains finally set in and render the Ganges navigable. 

Vast quantities of carts have been attracted here through the agency of Mr. Tliomas, the 
contractor, moving on grain to Northern Bhagulpore. The only drawback is that the railway 
cannot supply grain fast enough, and the cartracn, who are an independent race, go away unless 
their carts are loaded as fast, as they wish. I found great want of grain at Surroop GiU Ghfit, 
where large bodies of men connected with transport arc collected, so I sent a petty trader with 
grain and an assistant to set up a shop at the place at once. The Durbhanga grain also 
arriving at Monghyr is shijiped off at once, and no block of any kind has occurred. I give 
all parries any assistance which they may require directly it is asked for. 

D. — Stobaoe of Govbbnment Gbain. 

Tlio only places now to which the Government grain is being moved is to Sondhi and 
Girna Pursunda between Jatnooce and Luckhiserai. It is proposed to store a total of 25,000 
maunds at Sondhi and 10,000 mannds at Girna Fursimd.a. The gola at Sondhi is nearly 
ready, and as there was great dilliculty in getting materials for building at Girna Pursunda, 

I went to the place myself and got the loan of a good gola, where 8,051 maunds have already 
been stored. A little addition to this i>lace will give all the accommodation we require. I do 
not sec any reason for ehanging my opinion, alreiidy expressed in former narratives, that unless 
some unexpected change in the condition of the district takes place, we have sufficient stores 
of o-rain to meet any demands on us. Although imiuensc puichases of Moiighyr rubbee are 
bein**- made on all sides for exportation, I think that what will remain, supplemented by our 
stores will prevent actual fanune in tin! district. It must also be remembered that I have ad- 
vanced Rs. 61,000 to private parlies for the purchase of grain, and although the first purchases 
have in many instances been disi>osed of, the money is being useil again to buy more. 

There is a consuhirablc amount of Governnuiut grain now stored in the good rubbee 
country. It was stored there before the .Tannary rain, at a lime when the ruhhoe prospects were 
bad. It will not, I think, he (piitc safe to dispose of this grain yet, but the golae are to be 
sealed up for the present and jdaeed under ihe least j) 08 sihle establishment. 

Arrangements are being made for taking stock of all the golas on the 1.5th. Copy of 
circular No. 1H28, dated 26th March, has been supplied to each officer, and I hope that there 
will be no delay whatever in the matter. 

E.— -AnvANCE.s TO Parties and tiibir Hksui.ts. 

• 

The advances for purchase and storage of grain have formed one of the principal and 
most satisfactory methods of relief in this district. All tht! money advaiictid has been received 
by gentlemen who have not only taken a good deal of interest in the matter, but who have 
personally seen that the grain is retailed to those who most require it at cost jn-ice. Advances 
{o private parties for land improvemente form also, I think, an excellent scheme for relief, and 
although onlyBs. 40,690 have been billierto advanced, tlie total amount of applications I have 
received is very great. It is said that some of these advances will not bo properly applied, but 
I am myself of a different opinion, for, besides having put the credit of the applicant an<l his 
security to a reliable test, 1 think that very few persons will consider it worth their while to 
misuse the money, p.articularly as the works arc visited from time to time by Government 
officers. Hitherto rcyyjrts on these works have been very satisfactory, and the xcraindars know 
that if the reports do not continue satisfactory, the full amount advanced with interest will 
at once bo demanded back by me. 

Ataother excellent form of relief is that of tueeavi advances to ryots through zemindars, 
and here also, although I have only been able to advance Hs. 18,900 as yet, the applications 
for advances are very numerous. It will be difficult for the hindholdiTs to misapiiroiwiate the 
money when they have in each case to furnish lists of the persons to whom the money Vs 

All the persons to whom 1 have, advanced money are zemindars, ticcadars, or persons who 
have given full and ample security. 1 have not made any direct advances to ryots. If once 
such a'^course was followed to any extent, it would 1 think he imi)ossible to prevent the most 
widespread and demoralizing abuse, besides causing endless trouble and loss to Government. 

R — CjiARiTABi.E Relief. 

Mr. Currie, the ailditional sub-divisional oHiecr, reports that during the fortnight 95 
villages (names given) have been visited in his sub-division. This number will he largely in- 
creased during the next fortnight, now thsit the relief officers are settling down to their work 
and deputy assistants have been appointed. On reading Mr. Currie’s report the most notice- 
able points are that the poorer classes arc still aw.'iy from their homes entiling the crops on 
dcarah lands ; that although in almost every village destitute persons are to he found amongst 
the aged women and children, no deaths from actual starvation have occurred; tlLit grain is pro- 
curable in all the bazaars tbroughout the sub-division, and that although the people at present 
appear pretty well off, yet considerable anxiety is felt for the time when the temporary relief 
afforded by the rubbee harvest lias worn off.. Mr. Cume reports that he lias visited several 
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works commenced wilh money advanced by Government, and except in one instance tbe result 
w'as satisfactory. The cora}>laint, liowever, is j^eneral that during the rubbee harvest laborers 
arc procured with ditliculty, and, as wc have no desire to press labor, I have told all zemindars 
taking advan<!C8 tliat I am not for the present very anxious to see their works progressing. 

1 have st'en Mr. Money, the Superintendent of the Sheikpura circle, and he reports that 
there is hardly any perceptible change in the condition of the people during the fortnight ; 
that the hovels of the poorer cbusscs are still deserted ; only very few persons have returned 
from their migrations, but that those who have returned have brouglit back a maund of grain 
each, which will carry them on for another month at least. Mr. Money gives a good account 
of his assistant Shah Abdool llossein. This gentleman has an elephant and horses, and he gets 
over a good deal of ground during the day. 

Since his arrival at Euctiar[>orc on the llth March, Mr. Manson, Superintendent, has 
been actively ongjigcd in visiting the villages within his circle, and affording relief wherever 
necessary. On the whole, I consider this pjirt of the clistrict more distressed than any other, 
and indeed in f wo vitlugc.s, Situnabad and I lure wa, Mr. Munson found the people so famine* 
sticken that he was com])ellod to deal out grain to no less than 350 persons. These persons 
were chiefly the old and very young of the lowest classes, whose rice crops almost 
entirely failed The system followed by Mr. Manson is that which has been generally adopted 
in the district of sending grain to the village, and dealing it out daily through the most 
respectable persons in the village. I feel confident that (bis system will not bo abused, and indeed, 
considering thatoiieh receiver of tbe Government bounty is registered, and a calculation of the 
total requirements made, the person to whom the grain is entrusted, even supposing him 
dishonest, would hardly consider it worth while to appropriate the grain for himself. Most 
of the villages within the circle have been visited and timely relief afforded. The total 
amount of persons who have received out-door relief during the month in the Bucktiarpore 
circle is 741, making a total of l.l.od j)er8ons relieved. Mr. Manson has a good active 
assistant in Baboo Bhola Nauth Dutt. the zemindar of Btirowui. An English-speaking 
d(!puty assistant, Baij Nauth Salmi, has also joined, so that part of the country is well provided 
for. There is no doubt that the gigantic exertions we have been making to pass grain into 
Tirhoot and Bbaugiilp<>re has raised the rates of carriage here, and consequently private ‘trade 
at and round Bucktiarj)ore has not lately been so active as it probably would otherwise have been. 
1 think, however, that whatever dainagu wc may have done lias been amply compensated by 
our sales of gram and Indian-corn, amounting already to 2,0UU maunds, at a fairly cheap 
rate. 

Mr. Manson during his tours found by the road-side two miles north of Bucktiarpore the 
body of an old man who had evidently died, if not from actual starvation at all events from the 
effects of want. Allhough Mr. Manson made all possible enquiries, be was unable to learn the 
man’s name or hi.s place *of residence ; apparently he was a traveller going north. Mr. Manson 
also found an infant deserted by its mother, who probably knowing tliat he would have it taken 
care of, threw it in his way.

Rulen for the guidance of Relief SuperintendenU. 

Tbe poor-houses winch have been erected at Mon^hy^ Jumooe, Beg*oo Serai, Sikandra, 
Bucktiarf)ore will remain under the management of the officer of the circle to urhieh they 
belong, and all the ex])enses conue(^ted with them will be defrayed from the money at the 
disposal of the Superintendent. Very few persons have as yet taken advantage of the 
accommodation afforded, apparently preferring to hang on in their own hovels, howcvei 
wretched ; but by degrees, particularly when the mins commence, many persons will comt 
in, and a medical oflicer will, if neeessary, be provided for each poor-house. Cooked foot 
will as a rule be distributed at these poor-houses, and each Superintendent will provide anj 
food which appears necessary for the patients from the funds at his disposal. 

A sum of one thousand rupees has been ])laced to the credit of each Superintendent 
either at the Government treasuries or at the entehcrios of the nearest banker or zerainda 
The first persons who should receive the attention of Relief Superintendents are respeetahl 
rynts and others who, in conse(pionce of their crops failing, have been reduced to poverty, am 
who only reejuire small pecuniary assistance for purchasing food to help them over the presen 
season of scarcity. These persons have not an equal chance with common laborers and pro 
fessional beggars in the struggle for existence. 

The best plan to provide for these persons is to give them money advances throng 
the zemindar, tiecadar, or mahajun. On arriving at a village the first care of the Superiii 
tendent will be to ascertain the number and names of such persons, and then call on th 
zemindar and tiecadar to advance them money at once, say ten or twenty rupees eacli 
according to circumstances. If the landlord pleads inability to advance from his own funds 
the Superiotendent may advance up to Rs. 200 to any single zemindar, tiecadar, or raahajui 
and take from liim a bond on plain paper jiccordiug to the sample furnished. This advanc 
will at once be reported to tl»e Collector, and the amount will be adjusted. If, however, th 
landlord refu'«cs, or is unable to furnish good security for repayment, special report of hi 
case should at once be sent to the Ool lector for disposal or report to Government under Circiihi 
No. dated . Such reports, however, will 1 think ho rare, as I have fomv 

landlords very willing te make advances where necessary. - In the meanwhile, if deia 
appears dangerous, the Superintendent may advance not more than Rs. 20 ciiher in money o 
grain to ryots direct, merely taking a note of hand under promise to re-pay the atnoun 
when the next crop is cut. A respcctahlcjeth ryot may jxjrhaps be induced to stand eecnrit 
for several such persons. Respectable purda-nisheen women might be included in thi 
system of advances, Imt the Superintendent must be on his guard that ho is not imposed on 
he shoidd insist on the women^s names being recorded, notwithstanding any alleged breuc 
of etiquette in doing so. If they eati ho persuaded to re-pay the amount advanced by spin 
ning so much the hotter. A list of persons to whom money is advanced with the amoun 
should be demanded in every ease where the advance is made with the Government monej 
and the Superintendent on visiting the village, without in any way appearing to ^doubt th 
probity of the landlord, should ascertain whether the money has actually been advanced or nol 

Superintendents will find particularly as the season advancers in almost every village man 
persons of low caste who are regarded by their more aristocratic neighbours very much in th 
same light as the village pigs. These persons have little money and less credit, and us the 
are the first to die of starvation in times of scarcity, they form the greatest source ol anxiety 
The able-bodied amongst these races can work, and they should at once be directed to th 
ndief roads and tanks, but tliosc to whom the labor tost cannot l)e applied, must ho rcHcviMl 
It will generally be found useless to tcill such persons to go and get cooked-food at our centre? 
I have myself tried tin; experiment, and found that many of them would lirobably die on x,h 
road. 

The only practical method of relief is ff)r eaeli officer either to send or take grain to th 
villages, ainl having registered the persons requiring relief leave suflicicnli food with the head 
man to supjiort th*im until he can visit the village again. The headtnan should be treate 
courteously, and in ninety -nine cases out of a hundred he will readily and faithfully disclmrg 
the duty of dealing out the grain <laily' to the i)oor. The ehowkidar should be called on t 
attend daily the distribution of foo<l to keep order, and as he will probably be found badl 
otr, he should rc*ccivo half a s<»er ni licc daily for his trouble. Money for the purchase < 
salt, dill, &c., may, if n(*eessary, be also given. 

Superintendents will be careful to ciiquire reganling the sufficiency or otherwise of seed 
grain in each villa::e, and if he finds ihat reported delieiency cannot 1»»> met by small advance 
through the zemindar, the maVter should be reported at once to the (>)lleclor, who will sc*e tha 
the necessary supply is civen. But I <lo nol anti(*i})ate much w/mt in this particular, for 
have seen sei*d grain religiously sealed np even in the most distressed villages. 

Ea(?h Assistant Superintendent of circles will have a. permanent advance of Rs. 5( 
and as each Assistant is a zemindar of bigh .standing, he should n^ecive the full confidence n 
tlie Superintendent, and he be allowed to distribute tickets and money fbi\dall, salt, &c., t 
those whom he finds starvii»g in the villages within his circle. He should also bring at once t 
the notice of the Superintendent any cases where an advance of money can be re(tomm(‘ndet 

Rules regarding labor relief have already been circulated.

To— The Secretary to the Government of Bongpalj Scarcity and Relief Department. 

I have the honor to forward my tenth fortnightly narrative. 

A. — State op the Country. 

2. The Soopool sub-divisional officer reports: — There is very little difference belTjeen 
the present supply of food-grains in the various Lazars ami wliat it was at the date of the last 
fortnightly narrative, but on the wliole prices of all grain, except wheat and barley, have an 
upward tendency, and, contrary to expectation, the harvesting ot the rubbee crops has had 
little or no effect on the general couditif>n of the market.” At Soopool itself rice is selling at 
9 seers, and mur\va at 12, and througliout the sub-division prices range, for rice from 9 to 1 1 
seers, and for miirwa from 10 to 15 seers. 

3. The Muddebpoora officer writes : — “ Supplies are more plentiful than they were at tin 
the time of my last narrative, owing chiefly to the sales from the Miiddehpoora Governmcni 
golahs, and from the private stores of Baboo llurbullub Narain Sing at Sonehursa. Barle} 
was selling at the Sonehursa oiarket at 20 seers the rupee (80 tolahs weight) ; at tlic Muddeh- 
p»ora market, held on the 3rd, clean rice was selling at the rate of 5 pice a seer (04 tolahs 
weight), and coarse rice at 44 — or 10 seers 3 chittacks and 11 seers 7 chittacks, standarij 
weight, against 84 the previous week. 

4. I'he Banka officer reports that the supply of food-grains is more abundant in eonse- 
quence of the rubbee harvest, and nmrwa being avaii.ablc ; the price of rice has remainoti 
unchanged, but that of wheat has fallen by 1 t() 24 seers, and tliat of gram has fallen by ^ U 
14 seers; new barley is selling at 224 seers. 

5. At the head-quarters tliere has been a very slight fall in the price of common ri(*e 
and a slight rise in the price of wheat. 

6. The rubbee harvest is now almost over, and in pergunnah Chyo and (he head-quarten 
sn))-division the crop may be safely put down as a very gnod one indeed, and above an average 
crop of ordinary years. In Banka sub-divi.sion what rubbee there was has also yielded abovt 
an average crop. In Muddehjioora the sub-divisional oflictjr reports an 8-anna crop to tin 
nf»rth of his sub-division, but taking the whole suh-division together, 1 am not wrong in putt, 
ing it down as a l2-anYia one. The Soopool olKcer admits a 12-anna or an average crop. TTic 
cheeiia cultivation, which is far beyond anything ever seen in this district, is not taken int< 
account; it is still in all stages of growth. 

7. The raowali is reported as excellent, but the mango crop, it is said, now will noi 
be so good as was at first anticifiated (in some parts of the north of the district). 

8. The Soopool officer writes: — No cases of misc^ry and starvation* have come to light 
a large proportion (on ' one oeeasit)n, when an account was taken at tlie centre here, it was 
found to be nearly 50 per cent.,) of ouv paupers are from the Tirhoot district, and most o 
them are mo^it wurthsomc objects ; as yet very few otheiN than the very lowest classes, am 
those who in the best of yinirs would liave been to some extent dependent on charity, have beer 
attracted to our relief centres, though 1 recognise tlie fact that nothing but the most carefu 
village-to-village imjuirios — and these are now in progress— can insure that many fit objectj 
of relief are not holding out in tlieir own houses. 

9. The MmKlehpoora ollieor writes: — have heard of no new eases of deaths fron 
starvation; in fact, from inquiries made by me during my late tour to the west no starvatioi 
is likely.^’ 

1(1. There have been a few deaths at some of the relief centres in the Soopool sub-divisioi 
which eann**t in any \v^ay be ]mt down to starvation, and are m>t to be wondered at when om 
sees the class of persons who come to tiiem. Mr. Smith says : — ‘^Five out of seven deaths wen 
tliose of residents of the l^irhocit district, and in most of tliem I can certify that disease C\\ 
many eases ot long standing) was the cause, thougli possibly the end has bi'cn accelerated b> 
privation).” Many of the persons wlio died liad lM»en for a b>ng time in the relief poor-Lon.<< 
with a <ioet/)r in attendance and jiroperly looked after and fed. 

1 !. There is no actual distress in cither the head-quarter nor Banka suh-division.

B. — R£U£P Woa^s. 

14. I annex a statement showing what has been done under this head during the fort- 
night, as also one showing the number of persons employed on the Durbhunga Court of 
Wards^ estates in this district. Now^ that the rubbe harvest is over, an increase may he 
expected in the number of laborers on all works. 

15. Some 157 maunds 23 seers of grain have been actually sold to laborers on the relief 
roads, and arrangements are being made to have rice for sale on every work, so that those at 
work may have the option of purchasing it in preference to other grains in the bazars. 

16. As regards the works being carried on by private individuals or zemindars, it is 
next to impossible to procure any information as to the total number or daily average of 
persons employed. Baboo Hurbullub Narain Singh is the only honorable exception, and 
is the only man who shows he is taking a real interest in what ho has undertaken, and the only 
one who voluntarily supplies any information ; he has in hand one bandh, eight tanks, and 
what he calls miscellaneous work; he shows a total number of 7,421 men, women, and children 
employed. There are other works being undertaken, but Mr. Kirkwood remarks he is afraid 
none with any vigour ; they are carried on by fits and starts ; payments, whether in cash or in 
kind, very irregular; and in the case of Mr. John Christian, who has undertaken an extensive 
work in the shape of bandhs, he writes — Mr. Christian has a bandh in progress near Bungaon, 
but the wage ^iven appears very inadequate for all but the sturdiest laborers.^^ The fact is, that 
none of the zemindars have attempted to raise their rates when we did on our works. Though it 
is almost impossible to get any statement approaching to accuracy from any private works, yet it 
is satisfactory to know that works of this kind are being carried on, and a certain number of 
persons, however small, being benefited thereby. 

€ 

C. — ^Transport OF Grain. , 

17. At the Bhngulpore ‘railway station hat little has been done during the fortnight 
in the way of imports or exports. The exports were only 6,U49 mantids, of which 571 were 
local, and the rest 1,947 maunds wheat and 4,4‘‘ll oats, to Hownvh. The imports were about 
9,000 maunds only, the chief being 1,362 maunds Indian-corn, 491 maunds wheat, 1,18K 
maunds gram, 891 maunds rice, and 975 maunds paddy ; about 292 maunds of rice were import- 
cil at the Pointee station, 574 at Colgong, 28 at Ghogha, and 729 at Sultangvingc, exclusive 
of Government rice. The exports were almost nothing. 

18. There is but very little private importation going on, and nothing is heard now of 
exportation from the interior of the district ^ there is admail amount of private importations in 
the north from Moughyr.

20. 'J'hc Phoolout route is closed, and the two contractors are carrying away the grain 
from Jugdis Chuck and Monghyr very rapidly. 

21. Mr. Smith has been sending rice from the Soopool golahs as fast as he can, and all 
the outlying golahs will now soon have their full allotmunt. 

22. It will be seen that about 1,20,000 have been stored during the fortnight, and over 
four lakhs stored in all, and it is possible that more has been actually stored in some places 
than 1 have as yet received intimation of ; some grain has reached Pachgachia, but 1 have 
not heard how much.

F — CiiAiiiTABTJB Relief! 


23. All the circles in this district referred to in my previous narrative are now officered, 
and it is unnecessary for me to rewiite the detads. 

24. Ifnder this head sales to the public may be properly dealt with. As mentioned in 
paragraph SO of the last fortnightly n irrutive, arrangements were made to sell to the public 
at the rate of 12 seers for the rupee, in quintitles not grcitor than one maund, nor less than 
one rupee's worth, from the Ek-ir and Bliowanipore golahs at ,the head-quarters of circles 
of the same names lint Mr. Kirkwood writes, owing to tlic delay in receipt of the letters 
(the moving about) the sales IVorn Kkar and Bhowanipore could not commence before tlie 
4th April. Tiie results will be fully detailed in the next narrative. 

25. I eonsidtTod it aiLvisable to open the Mmldebpoora golali, as rice was only, so it was 
alleged, ])roeurablc in the^ bazars at Si to 9 seers the rupee. Orders were issued to this elTcet, 
and the result is thus reporte<l by INfr. Kirkwood : ^^The effect of the sales at Muddehpoora 
has been as may have l)oen a.ntieii)ati‘d, — the ]»riee current in the bazar has fallen from 9 to 
11 seejs per rupee, and 11 seers is now the r<‘tail rate" (see Mr. Martin's remarks, para. 3); ‘‘hut 
it is only the very jM)Or wlio buy at that ia1(\ all who <‘an club together to make iqi a rupee, 
buy at the golah. The sales at Muddelipoora during the five days ending 3rd April show 
597 pnrehasers of 310 luaunds 19 seers, at 12 seers the ruj)ee. All the proceeds, except 
Rs. 595-15 realized on the 2nd and 3n5, have lM*en paid into the treasury ; that amount has 
not been paid in as the treasury was closed. As on the first day only 25 maunds were sold, 
we have 315 maunds, or an average of 79 per <liem, for the other days." 


26. The rule as laid down by me originally and approved l)y the Commissioner, was that 
not more than 100 maunds shouhl be sold in any one day, and not more tliaii one 
niaund or less than one rupee's worth to he sold to any one ])ersun. I further added a 

restiietion that no iieisou purchasing one maund should purchase any more for 30 days >this 

restriction was objected to on the ground that a person ivith a large family could not live on 

a maund a mouth ; tliough Inis may he the ease, my own idea was that the purchaser of one 

maund of rico eould easily sii])idemeut ins i)urehase with murwah and other cheaiter grains. 
Mr. Kirkwood, moreover, remarks: — ‘SV rule that no man is to buy more than a rnauud a 
inondi is of ootirse practically defeated every hour ; such a rule, it may safely be asserted, is 
one impossible of enforcement." 


27. There cannot he any doubt tluit great dillieulty will be experienced in j>reventing 
the system of sales to the jaihlic being abnst'd ; but with the quantity of grain we shall have 
stored in this district., if the rice thus sol*! gels into the hands of lliosc for the bcjietit of whom 
^the sales are intcudeJ, there will not he many persons left to be gratuitously relieved 


2S. The golahs of Kkar and Bhowanipore arc now open, and T am now issuing orders^ 
for sales from Soopool. 

29. Tn the Muddehpoora sub-<livision there are two circles oidy, and the undermentioned 
five relief centres are open, Muddehpo(»ra, Byjnathpore, (Jhylar, Guriimeria, and Sone- 

bursa. The average number of persons gratuitously relieved at each is given by Mr. Kirkwood

30. Those relief eentres will be removed altogeth(*r as soon as the house-to-liouse relief 
system is in full ojuualion, and a very fair commencement, has been made in this direction. 
Poor-houses will lake their phicc, and an* already in eoiirse of erection at Kamp and Bhowani- 
pore, the lK*:ul-qnarters of tlu^ circles, ''rinse will have a doctor attached, and all the Jioiiseless, 
poor lieggars, lei»ers, and other diseased and miserable objects will be collected and ])ropcrly 
looked alter; deaths may be ex]»ecicd to occur among them, but such deaths of such olyects 
cajinot be called deaths from starvation. 

31. Mr. Kirkwood re])orts: — At some of the g(dahs, 'notably those at Bhowanipore and 
Ekar, eoii.^iderahlc numbers (»f light laborers have been em|doye(l on earth-work, rope-twisting, 
&c. At Ekar, loo. about SOO people have been daily relieved l)y receipt of pice in exchange 
for baskets of grass as fodder for cattle ; these weroiearly all women and children. He adds — 
“ No regular relief has as yet been. issued to these j>eople; the registers for house-to-house relief 
are in course ol‘ i)reparation. Urg^’iit cases f>f <Ustiess here and there have been relievc(J by 

money gratuity." ^

chase of grain and seed, and four more applications had been received, not yet dealt ^dth.

34. Most of tliose, again, it is hoped, will be closed as soon as the boiise-to-bouse regi 
tens are coinplole and Ibe poor-bouM}s erected; tbeso have been commenced at Soopool, Kki 
and Burgaoii, and nlso at Nawabakkur and Siuirabi. At Soopool 50 per cimt. of those reliev 
are from Tirlioot ; ami Mr. Kirkwood found many o| those relieved at Bniuraon unlit roeipiei 
of entirely gratuitous relief; tbe.'5<' were sent off to work. • 

36. Mr. Smith, the Soopool Sub-DiWsional Oflicer, remarks: '^The tract to the wc 
along the Tiljooga is undoubtedly the worst off, and will doubtless be the only tract where, 
all events for sorad time, general distress may be expected. It is, however, the object of spec 
attention-, and fortunately the populaiion is very thin. Tlu; careful diaries of Mr. Fanshav 
the Soopool circle officer, show that he is working exceedingly well, always on the move, a 
constantly visiting village after village, and I think witli care and a little system, wc have i 
much to fear as regards this eirch‘. 

36. About 157 maunds 23 seers of grain have been sohl on the (rovernnient ivl 
works; the laborers, as a rule, supplied themselves from the markets, but in the ease oft 
Durbl)unga Court of Wards' tanks, a system had been commenced of payment of grain ; ll 
was considered objectionable, especially, as Mr. Smith remarks, as it amounted to little slu 
of gratuitous distribution to all applicants w'ithout any attem])t at getting any return for i 
and payment in cash has been ordered, the laborers being at liberty t(» })urchaso (jovernme 
rice, which is ready for them. 

•••67. Spinning and weaving have not yet been ct»niinenci‘d, but <^ottou has already tkicIi 
S oopool and Muddehpoora ample for a fair start in this <lirectioii.

I have the honor to submit herewith my fortnightly narrative fur the period ending 
Saturday, the 4th April 1874. 

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief for the fortnight ending the ^th April 1874. 

A. 

Daring the fortnight I have visited Arrareah, Dcngra, Kusha Amour, Bulraraporc, 
Barsoe, and Kudba. 

At Bjfrsoe, whore from reports I had been led to believe that there was a serious 
deficiency of grain in the market, I found a good supply, several boats laden with rice, 
kulfai, &c., had come up the viver, and the quantity not only, of grain but also of sugar, fish, 
&o., was abundant. In this neighbourhood I also found that the villagers had generally a 
good supply of seed-grain.

Mustard was selling at Rs. 3-2 a mannd, and was being taken away in the boats which had 
brought up the rice j dried fish was being sold for export to llungporc and Dinagepore at Rs. 
16 a bundle; and sugar, brought from those districts, was sold at Rs. 3-2 a maund.* Piivate 
trade being so active here, I did not avail myself of Sir Richard Templets permission to sell 
Government grain to the public. Matters are looking brighter near Kudba owing to private 
trade, the good rubbee in the south, and the relief afforded by Government works. 

• At Bulrampore the people have a larger stock of grain than in any other part of the 
district I have visited as distressed; they have no rubbee, and consequently will feel the 
pressure more later on. Mr. Meeklejohn and Captain James arc organising relief measures 
here. 

... At Dengra and Kusba Amour there is less private trade than in other parts, but the 
scarcity is beginning to encourage private enterprise here as elsewhere. A cloth 'merchant of 
Kissengunge has opened a large store on the banks of the river, and keeps his supply up by 
small boats. In this neighbourhood I last fortnight authorised the sale of Government rice*^ 
Mr. Gouldsbury sqld 10 maundsat RatahSt, and Mr. Wyer 16 maunds at Mathour, and 
107 '.maunds 11 J seers at Ootri, 16 seers per Burma and 12 seers Bengal. The consoquenen 
of this was that on the next hSt day, at Rata and Mathour, not a single private tmilerupivvi red. 

I consequently reduced the rates to 12 seers, and forbid the sale of Government grain at the 
public h&ts. This has restored confidence, and the bapareo's are now buying as fast sis ever 
from the Purneah bazar from the merchants who import it from Camgola. 

1 have directed the relief officers at Dengra ottd Kusba Amour to sell at 12 seers and 
10 seers at their relief centres on fixed days; and after inquiry, to villa^ communities, or 
group of villagbs, not more than 100 maun^ is sold at each circle until further orders. In 
villageS| when the people are badly off, grain is advanced on credit, the village community 
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giving a joint bond for the repajment of the ^advance. This system works capitally^ it keeps 
the people in foodj it allows them to spend their mou^ on seed, which is procurable in nearly 
every hAt, and is being imported largely from tlilT norths and it enables us to distribute our 
grain at no cost at a time when carriage is available. Mr. Wyer at sudder has worked this 
system^ and found that it succeeds l)etter than any other^ the people like it, and it ih far better 
than making them advances in money, -except in places (which are, in my opinion, very few) 
where there is no seed-grain to be hud. 

In most villages the well-to-do ryots have seed-grain which they are ready to advance 
to their poorer neighbours if they see any prospect of being repaid. An advance of Govern- 
ment grain for food on joint security, or its sale in some cases, prevents the seed-grain from 
being eaten, keeps the poorer })copIe in their homes, and enables them to cultivate their fields. 
The brisk trade in seed-grain is a good sign. At head-quarters there has been a rise in the 
prices, but this is owing almost euliiely to a large quantity of coarse rice brought up by a 
few traders being nearly all consumed. There has been no great general rise in prices, as the 
price currents sent up would lead one to suppose. Private traders as well as Government have 
sufiered from the inability uf the railway company to suj)ply carriage. Mr. llattray from 
Arrareah reports prices much easier. Itije was selling in the noiih of his suh-divisiou at 9^, 
and 10 seers at Tnrkeli, and wheat at ISiJ. The rubbee crop uj) here has been first-rate. 

Mr. Craven reports frmn North Kishengunge that if (ioveriiment Burma grain were 
offered at 12 seers to the people, they would not take it, as rice was selling there at 12 and lil 
seers the rupee, and throughout the sub-division there had been a general fall in prices from 
li to 2 seers the rupee. 

Here, as elsewhere, rain is ihav wanted for the rice sowings, and for the kauui and chceuu. 
Mr. Craven however reports that the lower classes are beginning to show signs of distress, 
and that beggars are increasing. This is the case everywhere, but the relief aiiorded by our 
works, and by the charitable oonnnittee, will, 1 hope, iweveut any severe distress being felt. 
During the fortnight three deaths have occurred at our relief’ houses, two at Barsoe and one 
at Kiisba. 1 inquired into those at Harsoc myself, and found that both the deceased had been 
sufferers for some time from disease, and that tlieir <leaths could not be attributed to want / they 
ha<l both for sonic weeks been inmates of the poor-housc. The case at Kusba Amour was of 
the same description. 

We have now native doctors at all our circles, except Bahadurgungc, who will Ije of great 
use in treatirg these cases of diseases, which are, in the present time of scarcity, brought so 
jirominontly to our notice. Mr. Craven reports that he notices that much charitable relief is 
given in every villago by welUto-do Mahomedans, and this is, 1 believe, the case everywhere, 
and amongst Hindoos also. 

The most unfavorable symptom I have to report this fortnight is the frequency of 
fires, which both Messrs, llattray and Craven assert are the work of incendiaries; from enquiries 
which I had made myself 1 think they are right. It seems that these fires gcneri^lly occur in 
some village where there are a number of fairly-stocked golahs. In Belgaehi, Saifgunge, 
Kusba, and Raneegunge, and in many other places, there liave lately been large fires. , 

Zemindars an? at last getting iilive to the necessity of helping their ryots. Aga Saifulla 
Khan is making a<lvances near Kusba Amour, where they arc wanted, and I have advanced 
to a good many pulneedars in Kishengunge, 

Of the crops at jircsent much cannot be said as llic rubbee is all cut. 

The number of grain-thed'ts amounts to 20 during the fortnight. The value of the 
property stolen is Rs. 107-4. This is not very alarming. 

B. 

The progress return of Air. Cordner is uiiiiexed. I have during the past fortnight been 
with him over the greater ])art uf his roads, making arrangements to ciiforee some task from 
the large numbers of all able-bodied men who Hock now to our works. 1 liave no doubt that 
this will soon be managed ; it is everywhere found that the village people soon get accustomed 
tp.use the kodali and ]>ro(er contract work. A few beldurs, who under orders should have been 
drafted off to the noitli road, have been allowed to remain on each work, as they distribute 
themselves among tlic vittegers, serve os duifudurs, and leach them to measure. 

Under orders from the Commissioner, for women, children, and others who cannot do a 
fair day’s work, employment will be provided by the relief officer on petty works. 

'Ihe number of peisons employed on these last is increasing. The returns do not show all 
the persons relieved by road-work, as considerable sums of money have been giVeu out for 
village rusids whieli have beeu made by villagers, who cannot be got to send in return of 
laborers. 1 have fciiI up this week a map shoAviiig all the works opened or proposed, except 
petty village roads, including sites selected fur tanks, in ease there should be a greater demand 
for employment Ilian our roads can satisfy. This, however, is not likely to be tho ease, while 
I trust that wc shall I t able to finish the work laid out. Huts have been built at each work 
But are not patronised by the workmen. 

Mr. Rattray pays his coolies in grain, at 15 seers the rupee for Burma rice, to the 
amoimt of their daily earnings. Tho average number of laborers engaged on the Department 
Tublic Works works by last return is 14,G()9, and on the relief officers^ petty works 2,587 ; 
this gives a total of 17,250. Grain is now sold on all the works at 12 seers and 15 seers, which 
above tho rate at which it i.s sold to the villag^ers. 

It is not necessary to copy here' the retiprns which have alreiuly gone up; the above 
figures differ from them, and slightly, as the latter did not include 64 persons employed on 
roads and 140 on tanks at Assaragurh by Mr. Craven, and 9 employed by Mr. tMcQueen. 
Tlie last-named gentleman’s figures, w^ich include no women or children, show that in Dhurum- 
poic the demand for work is far less than in other partp of Furneah. 
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C. 

1 have not reueiveil aTiy return IVom Cara«^olii this week to show me the quantity of 
})rivato ^rain importeil. Prom re]H)rts in’ the bazar I fear it has fallen off a little, owiiij^: 
doubtless to the sann‘ cause which bn^ught about the stoppage in the importation of Govern- 
nitmt iirain Iasi fortnight. 

Tlie means of transport have not failtnl as in the ilistriet yet, nor is it likely' that any 

• lillie'ulty on this head will arise, fhivate trade eontiinn*s as ae'tive in the S(Uith-east of the 
district as ever. The Morung authorities have either found that they have some spait} grain 
leross tlu» border, or they' are not so vigilant lo pri'vent .smuggling as they were, as 
-Mr. Cra\en repo ris that rice is being Imuight in for sale; li(» also reports large quantities 
bir)uglii frun Julpigoree.

Mr. MuloekV note on the golah and carting arrangenifMiis is annexed. 

All the golahs are b(‘ing or have been leepiMi, and spi^eial arrangements made to protect 
tli(*m from lire ai. Saif<iunge. Ijasl wei^k, when half the bazar was burnt down all round them, 
^he golalis were juvserv4*d. I ho]>e srion to have arrangt*nu‘nts complete for distributing the 
grain to the villages and sinalhu* gidalis. 

During this fortnight 1,727 earts h‘ft Caragola carrying 27,207 bags, or 54,531* maunds of 
grain. This is an average ol' 330 < arts per da\, a great lalling ofi* from our former averages. 
Thi< is caused bv the causes mentioned in the last narrative, namely, the sudden running short 
»f oiir stort‘S of grain at (\irag<4a, and tin* eonseijiu'iit imju*c‘ssioii among the carters that 
no nn»re grain was coming !«» the district. Our lilunal rdes^ however, are again drawing them 
!»ai*k, and 31 r. Alunro writes that he expects ti» ha\c carted away' five lakhs of maunds Ironi 
(.\*i.rag. 'la before 'riiursiiav next. * 

All the golalis for the n'ci'ptinn of Governnuuit grain are being fast eom]deted, and the 
>;ub-diYisTonal relit*!* olfn-ers are looking after their construction; sites liave been chosen at 
Kooti, Rudail, ami Azimgunge ; tlic three new gedahs tlecided on. The new golahs at Palankof 
anil SirsiH? are eom]deteil. 

Preparations ar«‘ being made for the general stock-taking on the 15th current. I have dis- 
tributed personally the forms to eight goladars, and thoroughly' e\|daiiied the principle of the 
aeeounts and forms ; and 3Ir. (.raven, who was in tin* slat-ion on Saturday, took away the 
forms for eight more to explain to his ehow'keedars. It will be very dillicult to have European 
olficers jweseiit at all llie golalis, but at Dingra, Tiirkeli, Mutiari, Ki'-liengunge, Pahadurgimge, 
Kiisba iVmour, Hulranniore, ilaisoe, Kiidba, and Piirneali, 1 ex]>ec*t lo be able to have JOuropean 
ottieers to I'heek the stnek-taking. In anv golah where tlie amount at stock-taking is staled to 
bt 3 much less than our register shows, it w ill b(‘ ncc(‘SMirv to have* a European olliecr deputed 
to recount llu‘ bags. The coidies who b.ki* out the grain will be j>aul in grain, wdiieb will be 
more acceptable than moiiev, and w'ill iihviate the necesslt v of sending large sums of rnoiicy 
to the goladars. 

I have received 3s bales ol' 3()-secr guiinv bags from Ibi* Aili|)ore Jail, wbieh I havi* 
distributed, with 4^ packing needles and :i maunds (»f Iwim*, tr> all the j)rincij)al golahs. 

E. 

The advances to privab? parties liavi* this forniglit liecn small, amounting only' to 
Jls. 3,0(30 to two persons, Gopaul Sing and IMhan 31 nil, for purcliasi^ oJ[’ grain, and [is. 3,000 
to Srikant Jlia and Aga Saii'ulhi Kliaii to lidp tlieir ryots. 

d'he last-named genthuiiaii has, however, asked for Us. 3,ti()() more, which 1 have recom- 
inemled shall he given. 

Advances have bi’cn made by rcliid* offi(*ers to ryots aTid'«)t I umn, but. I much prefer to help 
the pooref classes of jieojde hv advancing food-gram to I hem, and thus prevent them fr(»m 
eating their seed, wliicii they would have to do in mauv eases if iu)l helped. 

I hope that the ex:iin])!i* set. 1)V Aga Saifulla Khan would havQ hum more generally 
follow'cd, ;iud tiiist .yet lliat it wdll he. 

Since tlie end of the foiiuight under review further advanees Inixc heen made. 

P. 

Charitahlc relief has heen generallv and freelv given throughout the district. The renort 
of Air. AV yer, the relii*f oHicm*, suhmitted a few days ago, was very incomplete, as the suh- 
di visional officers had not fidlv umlerdood that their repuiis Nvere lo go to him. 

I can from personal iiKjuiry state that the relief olliems are generally actively engaged 
in their work, and 1 am sure tlui^. the existence of relief centres and relief works is known 
ill every corner of ilic distriet, and Unit if any person in want does not get relier it is his own 
fault. Mr. Wyer, at head-(iuart<rs, has vi.si ted most of the \illages in the distressed part of 
the suh-di vision ; he lias advanced nionev for seed to those ryots whose hfndlords would not 
lull]) them, and has, under my orders, sold and advanced grain to vilhig*ers where the need of 
such helj) was apparent; he has not given any relief by cooked food. 

Mr. Thornton and Mr. (iouldshury, at Diiigra and Kusba Amour, have heen very ik^tive 
iu giving out twine and cotton and juU\ and in arranging circles of villages for the sale and 
elistribution of grain. 

Mr. Peny, at Knsha, h.'is heim mon* active in opening out road and tank work; he finds 
hut few ajipHcants f<»i* n lief at juM.r-Iimises. Hf‘ and the Dengra and Kuslia Aftiour relief 

• »tfieers work the tic*ket systt m very successfully, and cheek the lists. The active and intelligent 
w'uv in j which Lieutenant Tliurnton has taken to this work, which is quite new to him, is very 
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hilvo done well in looking after the larger Department Public Works works in' their circles; 
tln^y have been directed to open more jictty relief works. 

Mr. Rattray, at Arrarcah, has started a very large number of jietty roads, and has worked 
\,\\e tic*ket system faiidy ; but I fear that he has been too indisitriminate it\ his charity. 

Insteafl of advancing cotton and twine to indigent persons for spinning, he has advainn'd 
a large sum in cash for the purjiose, he explains, of c^nabling such persons to buy the raw 
materials. The plan I cannot approve and have stopped. 

The average number of ]>ersons, according to the last return, who arc in ivceiid of cha- 
ritable rtdief, is ii,178. This is far below the real lunnber. 

The return does not include jiersons in reeeijit <>f redief by s]»inning, and has not bi en 
received from some centres at all. Ucgiilar rules mid tables lor returns alxiut which up till 
lately tliere has been some uiisniuleistanding have been sent out now. The rules are based 
on those circulated in Tirhoot. ,

2. For the last fortnight I have been travelling fast, and never stuying more than three 
days in any place. I have left my oidice aU behind me, and have found it necessary to sacrifice 
report-writing considerably.

3. I. — Supplies are not said to have failed anywhere. . Pood is reported plenty m the 

Deoghur sub-division, except at head-quarters, where the demand is very great; it 
is surprising that a resort of beggars and devotees like Baidzanath has not fur- 
nished a good deal of distress before this. 

4. In Godda the laborers are chiefly supplied from the Government golah at Doi. 

6. It is impossible to say whether the local markets would have stood the strain or not 
unhelped. 

6. Anyhow there is food for the people, and they are able to get it. 

7. I have not heard from Itajmohal. 

8. There is a considerable quantity of rice stored in Sultanabad ; but the mahajuns are 
unwilling to sell, wishing to force up prices. It is likely enough we shall have to import a 
little to prevent prices rising too high.

10. The chcajiost rice is 14] seers at Patrol. The cheapest food is 30 seers of barley at 
Pakauri. Prices are gcncially steady, with slight local fluctuation. 

11. III. — An agent of the llajah of SullanaLad ha.s 6,000 raauuds of rioe istored at 

Pakauri. 

The Rajah has a good deal of rice stored at Mahcshporc. Six mahajuns in the neigh- 
bourhood are believed to be holding up eonsidcmblu stores for lamiue }>rices. 

12 ^ lY, On Friday last iliore was rain with hail from Maheshpore to about 6 miles 

west. I ^.0 not know bow far north or south it spread, 

13. The hail damaged the mango crop a good deal. 'Fhc rain has helj^ed ploughing 
much. I have not received any registered rainfall. 

14. Tlie mohwa flowers are the chief crop coming in now. I am sorry that the last 

weekly weather and crop return but one gave a misleading account* It was made up^ at 
Doomka, where some of the trees were late in flowering. ** 

15. 1 have myself seen mohwa trees in full flower from Bcnajarhia to Doomka and 
Mahefllipore, and I have heard of the crop from Deoghur and the Hendwa pergunnaU. It is 
quite first-rate nearly everywhere, and is bad nowhere. The l^est is so good that the whole 
crop may be put down as excellent. I have breakfasted on boiled mohwa flowers, and 1 can 
say that they are wlmlesome and valuable food. 

16. The mango crop is not so good, and the kend trees are promising badly. 

17. I find that, beside the flower, the mohwa fruit yields an edible seed, with oil. 

18. There is no ordinary ruhbee in any part of the south of the district. I have l^ard 
of about 200 beeghas of good grain in Sultanabad, and literally nothing else. 

19. The Godda report gives no details of the ruhbee crop. 

,20. In Deoghur sugarcane is doing well. 

21. People look well everywhere. I have seen one half-starved boy of about 7.^ ffis 
parents were beggars, who died about two months ago. He is a dome by caste, and has no rsia- 
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tions. He cauic to sliow himself to me. He was very thin. His ribs could be counted^ and 
the big loan joints showed out the miserable leg and arm bones. He had been living on scraps 
from door to do<)r since his parents died. I gave him in charge to a eomfoitable Brahman. 
This 1 should think must count as a case of actual distress. 


22. One man has died, and another man is said to be dying near Maheshporc from com- 
bined disease and poverty. 

2S. The wonder is that we have not heard of dozens of such eases, as they are constantly 
occurring all over the world. 

24. I v/as for three days at llenagiiriiia with Mr. Bmrrcscn, the missionary, last week. 

25. Tlie comi>laint is, that the peojde are nearly at the end of their stores, axid that there 
is danger of great distress ouoo the rains begin. 

20. If people are going to starve six weeks hence, their lieing well and hearty now won^t 
alter the fact. But it is iinp. ssihh? to tiust the aeeonnts the people give of their own condition. 
This is one of the greatest ililliculties wc have to light against. The first answer to any inquiry 
is always, ‘^oiir citps all died ; we have nothing; Ui«‘ Sarkar is our father and mother; if the 
Sarkar helps us we may escaj^e/^ This is the refrain to nearly every song all over^the district. 
When pressed to give details ilie peoiile let out that their case is by no means so had. They 
admit that they Lad very uneven croi).s ; that most villages had a share of good and bad luck. 

27. In the hill country west of IlLUiagurhia there was fair maize, and a irttle good rice. 
The population is tliiii, and mowali trees are plenty. In spite of some complaints 1 consider 
this region safe. 

28. The pco]'lc of the plains or rolling country of Dari Maleshwar are much worse off. 

The villages are thicker and larger than in the hills ; the people trusted more to rice and 
lost more. * 

29. They arc coming in great uumher*? to works I ojumed in concert with Mr. Bcjcrrcsen 
last week. But they are in excellent condition so far. The men are strong and the girU tall 
and good-looking. 1 did not see a thin, weau frame, or a woe-begonc face among a thousand 
laborers. 

The cattle also are in good case. 

30. Still, it w»mlcl be very wrong to let siudi ai)pearanees mislead. In about six weeks 
the first rains may he looked lor; the people must idough their land, and they must ho able to 
live while they have to be engaged ou work which does not bring them in their food for the day. 

31. As has been long foreseen l)y every one, the time of grc.atest difficulty will be from 
June to Scplcmher, when nuTi must he phaighing their fields, or there will be no crop next 
year; when transport will he mo.st, dilfieult, and when the last grain of the old haryest will be 
eaten, possibly hjlbrc the first of the ii -w liarvest is eatable. Soutals would be merry, and eat 
full meals up to thru’ last liandful of maize. 

32. Therefore about iienagurhia and Dari Maleshwar generally, 1 say the people are 
still in very go^d condition. Scarcity up to this hr.s not affected them, but I believe the 
accounts of their ^hort sujiplies to he true. They will not got so much mowah as tlie ijcople 
in the hills. Tliey are inv.v li more numerous in an ecpial area.

I said to them, “ the whole country 
is going to ruin. What about you?^' They answered laughing, we are all right, we have* 
got our's safe.^' A week ago 1 passed through the same village, and I was toM that not a 
grain of rice had been saved. The water in the khal is not dry yet. Cows drink it and 
buffaloes lie in it. 

40. The tenants of Snltanabad are not on good tonns with their landlord. They are 
constantly asking me what the Sarkar is going to do, and they arc inclined to convene meetings 
to make proposals, and hear news. 

41. The Rajah of Mabeshpore has promised to spend Rs. 5,000 borrowed, and Rs. 2,000 
of his own money on tanks and bands. Work has already been begun on a very good line 
of road and on several tanks. 

42. I consider that relief works are necessary in Snltanabad, and, as I have alreaily said, 
we shall probably have to import some rice. 

43 In Maheshporc lalxirers are refusing task-work. Daily labor at.tracts many hundreds 
of persons^who like pay for lazy work. Number rolls of day-laborers are apt to mislead. 

44. Crimes does not appear to be increasing. 

B. 

45. Yesterday I receiveil the district progress report, which 1 have to submit in original 
as I am alone in the interior, witliout a clerk. 

46. In addition to the works repfirted in this sboet, I opmed work last week by tlio kind 
help of Mr. Boorresen on a tank and a band near Bonagurhia. 1 gave Mr. Bo?rrosen Rs. 1,000 
to carry on the work. In four days the number of labiireis increased from 200 to J, 100, 
almost all Soutals. 

* 47. Mr. Meara has opened work on the Bario and Pratapore road, blit linds that laborers 
will not come to it. They prefer the Barahai. road. This requires investigation. 

4«S. As I have said, the people of Snltanabad are working on a road and on tanks 
selected by Mr. Wood. These works will now come on the regular list. 


49. I have nothing of importantec to report.’

50. • T have nothing to report. I have not received details from Doi, our only working 
golah. I have not received .sufficient information from llajmehal to make any report.

51. As I have said, Kajali Oopal Chiiivlra Singh Baluidoor, of Maheshpore, is liorrowing 
Rs. 5,000 for tanks, of which he is going to begin twenty immediately.

SCARCITY AND RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 

Calcutta, the \4ith April 1874. 

Rkad— 

The fortnightly narratives for the Rajshahye Division, the period ending 4th April. 

Mootshedahad . — ^The effect of the reaping of the mhhee cro]^ is perceptible in. the markets 
of this district, for though rice is a little dearer, averaging 12| seers per rupee, wheat and gram 
are at 17 and 18 seers, and other grains cheaper. % 

2. ^ before reported, it is only the begging and indigent non-laboring classes that are 
8uffering%A>m actual want, and to whom it has been found necessary to give gratuitous relief. 
For the laboriag classes, work is provided, and is readily taken where the pressure is at all 
severe. Difficulty is said to be felt in undertaking tank-work for want of a supervising agon<^. 
It is thought that the headmen of villages cannot be trusted with the disbursement of money 
on this account without a tolerably active supervision. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that 
this difficulty is exaggerated. It is hoped that the arrangements recently made|^nder the Com- 
missioner’s orders, for dividing the district into circles, with an officer in charge of each, will 
^akc it easy to introduce this form of relief more freely where required. The Lieutenant- 
Governor was prepared, from his own knowledge, to find the necessity of such circles in the 
western half ; but he hopes that in any case a full circle organisation will not be found neces- 
sary in the eastern half ; that is on the east of the Bhagirattee river. If however the Collector 
thinks that it does, then the Licutenant-G|pvcrnor will be glad to receive a special report. 

8. The average number of persons on relief works daily, is 8,464. The daily number 
receiving charitable relief is 879. It is stated that the manufacture of jute-cordage has proved 
a useful form of light-labor, and more popular than thread-making. The relief committees of 
other districts may, perhaps, try this. Government grain when sold to an independent relief 
committee need not continue to be shown as Government grain. 

4. Rajthahye . — Though prices are easier here, owing to private importations, than they 
have been fur some time, the failure of the silk crop which is now reported, will, it is to be 
feared, causes much distress than would otherwise iiave bce,n avoided. The district has, however, 
l)eea divided into circles under the Commissioner’s orders, and a careful watch must be l^jM 
upon the condition of the poorer classes. The average number of laborers on relief worn 
had risen to 6,587 in the first W(!ck of the fortnight. The retr.rn for the last week is not sub- 
mitted. 185 persons daily receive charitable relief at poor-houses, but these returns are also 
incomplete. 

а. iladih . — ^The Collector notes a marked decrease in the supply of rice and paddy iu 
the local markets, friccs are nowhere loss than 11 seers per rupee, and go as high as 9 seers. 
Wheat and other rubbee grains are however coming in, and helping to relieve this extreme 
pressure. Tlie rubbee harvest has fi)rtuuatoly been above the average. Seel for the bhadoi 
dhau sowings' has been procurable, though at very high rates, and a much greater area than 
usual has been laid down. 

б. Mr. Alexander thinks the condit'on of the people getting worse by degrees, and now 
anticipates that villiige-to-village inspection will be necessary ; arrangements for this seem to 
have been made. The Lieutenant-Governoi observes that this process can only be necessary in 
the tracts on the west banks of the Muhaniiddcc and its affluent. It can hardly be required in 
the tract between the Ganges and the Muhanuddcc. If it be, however, the Lieutenant^ 
Governor woubl be glad to receive a spei.ial report. In tin very ba<i parts, the increase in the 
number of ordinary villagers coming for cooked-food to the depdts, indicates the growth of 
distress. It is not, howqycr, understood why these people should receive cooked-food ; they 
should be set to work on relief works. 3,160 persons daily, find employment on ‘relief works, 
while 684 are receiving charitable relief. 

. 7. Ifinaf/epore. — Mr. Lewis’ report is as usual full and interesting. Rain is much re- 

quired in this district to enable the ryots to complete the sowing of the light lands for the 
bhadoi crop, and to plocgh up the heavier soils. The Collector believes that seed-grain exists 
iu '.he country in suflldcnt quantity, though tBe prices of it will range high. He proposes to 
put some pressure on the zemindars to induce them to a.ssist ryofo who have no means of their 
own to purchase seed. Probably it will be found that the zemindars will do this readily enough 
for their own sakes, if the grain exists. But it is right to devote constant attention to tlie 
matter. It is, .ns Mr. Ijowis aay^, better for Government to avoid direct dealings with the 
cultivato'‘s, and get the zemindars to perform ’their natural duties^. 

8. rhe facts related by the Collector confirm the conclusion to which he had already 
come, that the general stocks of the district are ni>w fast failing. Fortunately tlie Government 
rice is available in sufficient quantity J;o meet all distress. 

9. The numbers on relief works have risen to 74,806, 

10. Transport is working smoothly and well. The Collector would like to take 40,000 
maunds more vid Dingraghat, in addition to the 1,59,000 already sent through Purneah, but 
the present arrangements cannot be again disturlx'd, and the East Indian Railway cannot be 
further burdened. It is to be hoped the Collector may find the forms of the stock accounts 
less complicated than he expects them to prove. 

11. The arrangements for charitable relief are complete 1,791 persons were receiving 

this form of aid. . * 
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18 ^ Jlttnffpore.—the Runj^re report is on this occasion sufficiently IcA^rtfay, and gives 
a very fair idea of tho state of the district, and the local distribution of distress. It might, 
however, with advantage have been more condensed. The worst tract is that in the south by 
Govindgunge, where village inspection has disclosed even greater distress than was anticipated. 
In some parts the people have been redneed to something approaching extremity, though no 
deaths are reported. It is hoped that the Collector can show that he has from the first exercised 
sufficient vigilance in this respect. The Lieutenant-Governor warns him most earnestly, both 
as to the present and the future. No shortcoming in this vital respect can be overlooked or per- 
mitted. Relief measures seem now to be on an efficient footing ; work is provide^ advances 
are being made to zemindars and jotedars for their ryots, while the latter e^erly watch the 
due application of the sums so lent by Government. W 

1 3. The total' number on relief works is not given. They are said to be much the same 
as before, 'except in Govindgunge, where about 10,000 people are on the roads. Last ndrra- 
tive showed 8,465 laborers for the whole district. 

14. The transport of grain is said to be going on smoothly, though complaints arc made 
that private trade is interfered with hy the Governmen t demand for carriage. It can hardly 
be the dase that a district like Rungporc should feel seriously tho withdrawal of 653 or even 
1,000 carts. The special report of the burning down of a Government rice golah will be 
awaited. 162,828 maunds of rice have reached the district. 

15. Over 4,000 persons are said to be in receipt of charitable relief. Th(^ are chiefly of 
the beggpng class. 

16. Bogra. — The Collector reports that no change has taken place here during the fort- 
night in the condition of the penjilc ; but the numbers on relief works have risen from 9,686 
to 24^961 persons, of whom only 7,980 were men. It is evident from Mr. Kelly's account 
that the population of tho villages is turning out to perform Doniinal labor on the roads. If 
these people are really distressed, work must be found for them in their villages. But it is 
stated as a fact that well-to-do pcojile come on the roads briuging their laborer-servants with 
them. Certainly in such cases the labor test sh'onld bo made a reality. Mr. Robinson’s 
attention is invited to Sir George Campbell’s " Note” published in the last Gazette, where this 
question is discussed. lie should take steps to have the works classified as t here directed. 
T|k Lieutenant-Governor begs that Mr. Robinson will take the earliest opportunity of visiting 
tihe "Bogta. Alstrlct. 

. The CoWeetor tVvnVs the \«nA carnage ot the dWtlct Inaufficlent to carry oft the 
whole of his increased allotment. In that case, bo must arrange to store it at places from 
which it can be conveniently distributed in boats later in tbc wason. Mr. Robinson should, 
however, look into this question without debiy and report the result. The Lieutcnanfc-Governui 
has hitherto been under tho impression that there is enough land carriage in the district for so 
small an allotment. 

18. Charitable relief is being given to 5S3 persons.

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief in the Moonhedabad DUtricl for the fortnight ending Satur- 
day, the 4<4 April 1874. ^ 

A. — State of tub Countuy. 

.1. — Abftnddnce or 9car*niy of supply in the bazaar. 

The supply of food -'grains other than rice is reported to be increasing in the bazaars and 
lifttB of the Sudder sub-division, and the prices are easier. There is still sufficient rice for 
daily consumption, but the stock is reported to be gradually decreasing. In the Lalbag sub- 
division there is still an abundant supply in the bazaar. The mabajuns of Balo^bur and 
Aziinguuge have opened their stores aud are supplying the bazaar. In the llampore Haut sub- 
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division tho markets are in a similar stale to what was reported in the last narrative. In the 
Jungipur sub- division it is reported that the supply of rice and dh&n in the market of Dhulian, 
from East Bengal, is abundant. The Sub-Divisional Officer saw a number of Dacca rice-boats 
in the Ganges near Dhullian on last Monday and Tuesday. The supply of rice in other bazaars 
is reported to be scantier than in other years ; but there is always enough to meet the daily 
demand. 

2 . — Kind and price of grain selling at one or more principal marts. 

In the Head-quarters sub-division ,the price of common rice itf somewhat higher than at 
date of last narrative; the average of 12 of the principal marts gives 12i seers per rupee. * It 
is cheapest at j^wada, where the rate is 15 seers per rupee, and dearest at Kallyangungc, 
where it is 11 roers per rupee. The price of wheat and gram has fallen ; of the former the 
average is 17 seers, and of the latter 18 seers per rupee. Other food-grains such as kulai, d&l 
of clitforcnt sorts, &c., are somewhat cheaper, but the whole of the rubbee crops have not yet 
been gathered. In the Lalbag sub-division coarse rice still remains generally at 12* seers per 
rupee. Wheat has fallen one seer, and barley two seers. In the Bainpore Haut sub-division 
the price of fine and coarse rice are as follows : —

It will be observed that in the market of Ramporc Haut the prices have fallen by one seer 
in comparison with those mentioned in tlie last narrative. In the Jungipur sub-divisiofa the 
})rice of new “ hoimonto^^ rice isegiven at 12 or 12 J seers per rupee. 

3 .— information obtained regarding the amount and kind of grain believed to be in 
stock in the hands of zemindars^ traders^ ryots, and others. 

The stock of food-grains in the hands of zemindars, mahajuns, and others in the Sudder 
sub-division is said to be much the same as before. No. precise estimate has been attempted. 
The Lalbag Sul)-Divisional Ofiicer still adheres to his former opinion. No further informatgpii 
has been obtained on this point, as no special ennquirics have been made. The Sub-Divisional 
Officer of Rampore Ilaut, as stated in the last narrative, states that there is little in store in the 
hands of zemindars and mahajuns. 

4. — Rainfall, if any. 

There was a slight fall of rain on the 24th ultimo in the following station jurisdictions • 
Jellinghee, Nowada, and Bhurtporc; and on the 1st instant in Gowjis, Dewauserai, and 
Jcllinghee. Hail fell in the latter place on the same date, which is said to have partially 
injured the crops in the ground. It appears from a report since made by the Sub-Divisional 
Officer of Jugipur that ’88 inch of rain fell in the afternoon of the 3rd instant (accompanied 
by gale and hailstones). The rain will greatly benefit the cultivation of the early rice, do 
material good to the boro dhan now on ground, and prepare lands for the ploughing of the 
late or hoimonto rice. 

5 . — Slate of the Crops. 

The prospects of the early rice, indigo, and mulberry crops are goo^. The Sub-Divisional' 
Officer of Lalbag rejjorts that the rubbee crops on the dearah” lands arc all being reaped, and 
will give a very fair oq^jburn. Mulberry, especially, is doing well, and this is a great thing 
for the people who d^end to a great extejit in some parts upon silk. Unfortunately a some- 
what considerable proportion of the worms have died, aud the mulberry leaves fetch a small 
• price and will be partly used for feeding cattle. 

In the ^'rarh^^ country most of the lands have been turned up and are being manured. 
In the dearah** lands the ryots arc busy in turning up the ground for the aus^^ sowings. 
Tho Sub-Divisional Ofiicer of Rampore HauUpStates tliat the outturn of boro paddy in his sub- 
division will probably be fourteen-sixteenth of an average crop. He does not speak well of 
the state of the rubbee crops which have been somewhat injured by the late liailstones. In 
the Jungipur sub-division the spring crops are reported to be good. Wheat and barley are 
nearly harvested. The yield will be a good one, but notwithstanding this the price of rice 
shows a tendency to rise. • 

0 . — Condition of the people. 

There is hardly any change in* the condition of the people from what was statcjd in the 
last niumtive, but in some parts the people arc reported to* be in great want and to require 
assistaflte from the relief sub-eomrnittecs. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Lalbag reports 
that in his present tour he had only come across some three or four eases Of real distress, the 
persons in distress all belonging to the beggar class, and in these cases he had given money 
relief. He h^ gone through a good many villages in thana Bhadurechaut durii|g the last 
few dav^ and in the villages neighbouring Sagurdighet^, and he had seen some persons to.whbm 
it would be soon necessary to give gratuitous relief. For this purpose a relief house will soon 
be started at Sagurdighee, and gratuitous relief in the shape of unoqi^ed food will be given. 

^ There ere a good many laborers about here who are in want of work. The Executive Engineer 
has been requested to have the repairs of the part of the Nulhattee and Azirngunge road in 
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the neighbourhood of tliqpe villages started at onee. The Sub-Divisional Ofliecr had gone 
through several villages in these parts and hud demarcjated the boundaries of tanks to 
be taken up as relief works under tiio sub-divisional relief corn mitt ee. He states that 
the great difficulty as regards the excavation of those tanks as relief works is tin? want of com- 
petent persons to supervise the work. He does not think that it would be safe to make over 
the money for these tanks to the headmen of the several villages, and that has no (^tlier 
agency at his command, lie could start work almost immediately on these tanks had 1 m‘ any 
one who could supervise the work, and on whom he could rely to see that the work ,was fairly 
done, and that the laborers were pro])orly and promj>tly pai<l. J li.uve, in a report to the Com- 
missioner made some little time agf), recommended tljeappninimcnt of a Superintendent or Assist- 
ant for relief purposes by whom works sindi as tank excavations could he siijuTti^ed. Jt is not 
advisable in many cases to entrust sueh works to the headmen of villages at any rat<i wit honi ink r- 
ably regular supervision. In some of the villages near Sagiirdighee the Suh-l)iyisional Olfiiier re- 
marked that some of tlie dried-up tanks had be<m dug over, and on l)is asking the reason was inform- 
ed that the poorest people had dug up the ground in search of mattans” (t*artli root honey-eombed 
inside, which wlnui boiled is eaten witli salt). This root is ))robaldy oidy listed as an addition to the 
usual food, but still from Ibis it would seem that the time for gratuitous ndief in tliese parts 
has come, otherwise, he says, he has seen no signs of distn^ss. I believe that these roots are 
consumed to a eertain extent (ivery year, whether llu‘re he good Iiarvest or bad. The Sub- 
Divisional Officer of Riimjiore Ilaiit states that the people that a]>j>ear to be in want <5f food 
are piineipally, as reporkal in the latt. narrative, the old, the iiiKrm, and the beggars, and that 
the poorer class of people are in difficult cireumstanees. Tliis remark may be ajijilied to the 
district generally. The laboring class have been extensively eini>loyed in carrying tlie mud 
from dried-up tanks and putting it in tlndr fields by way of manure. Works have been 
started for this class of the ])eo|»le, and other works will isooii be started, so that I believe 
that no anxiety need he felt for them. Tliese people, it a]>])rars, liave not flocked in 
greau numbers to the works which have been going on. Near Nulhaltee the ])eoj»le were 
employed and paid at first at a daily rate, and when the work was ollercd them by contract 
they went away. Tliis shews very [iiainlv that tneir eiieumslanc(‘s are not very had. As 
regards the Jungipore sub-division I think 1 may give a general view of tiic country in the 
following words: — It may he said that the fortunate parts of this sub-division are the 
dearuh^' or alluvial lauds near the Ganges, which yielded a good “ bhadoi^^ harvest last year, 
and have yielded very good winter and spring crops in the present, and the worst parts are 
west and south Mirzapore, of which “ hoimont</^ rice may be said to be the sole crop, though 
there is a little boro dhau on the rn irgins of two (‘xtensive taidcs. Shuinshcrgunge is so well 
off that for some time at least it may be left to take care of itself. There is an active demand 
for lal)or»at Dliiilian, and the rate rd* wages is one rupee for a batch of fivt* laluirers, a rate 
higher than any obtaining elsewhere in this sub-division for unskilk'd iiinmial labor, Alirzapore 
is the ihaiia whicli will continue for some months to come to l>o the object of most anxious 
solicitude. l\vo relief sub-committces have of late been formcMl in this th ana, and lOtimaunds 
of riee have been des}»atehed from Jungipore to the sub- committee at Mirzaptirc and stored in 
the thana godown. The Juroor and Nowada road, on which work is going cn, passes thi oiigh 
west Mirzapore, the most distressed pait of the sub-divi>ioii. From the above it will appear 
that the people of the Jungipore sub-division are well olf in Shnm-hergunge and Dewanserai, 
and badly off in southern and wt^stern p.irts of Mirzapore. In tln» north-west portion of thana 
Sooty, the mals and krores who have no lands of their own are siiilcring. 


7 . — Actual fach as to au// Jcnow)i cases of misen/ and sfalrration. 

No cases of death from .aetu.al starvation have come to light. There was a rumour about 
a woman of a certain village in the Jungipur suh-division having been starved. • 'I'he Sub- 
Divisional Officer einjuireil into the matter on the spot and found it to be utterly unfonmVd. 
Many such rumours, 1 believe, wh ‘11 tested by persjinal en([iiiry, will be found to be entirely 
groundles,s. Many eases of distress and iuisqj.y. havt; l>eeu relieved by the ndii f eoinmittces, 
and though it is impossible, with the agencies at m}^ «*oinmaiid, to senn h out every case of 
great misery among the most bolides'^, tlnav :ire, 1 think, sr.llicient ini'ans for them to make 
their distress known to the odicers of (/overnnient in tlie va.ri.>us parts of the du'^lriet, and to 
the various reliiT eomniittecs. 


S. — (IraiitA/iffls of ndheries. 

Eight cases of petty thefts of grain were r(‘ported during the fort-night in the Sudder 
snb-division, two of which wen* of sueh a petty nature that ein|iiiry was refused. There have 
been four grain-thefts in the llampon; llaut siib-di vision, and no cases have been reported from 
the Lalbag and Jungipur sub-divisioiis. A eiiino statement is auiuxed. • 

9 . — Conditions of any special tracts. 


^ Small-pox and cholera are Iioth very jwevalent in parts of the Headopiarters sub-division. 
The former is most prevalent at Salar ami Kandi in the Blun t pore thana. Cholera ])rev:iils 
ill the Sujagunge and Borooah stations. In the Lalbag suh-division sinalU])ox is still preva- 
lent, though decreasing in the city of Moorsh«*ilabad. l^liero have heiai some casi‘s of cliolera 
in Balooehur. In the llampore Haut suh-divisioii sraall-pox is still raging in the villages i^f 
Doonigram and Autkoola, and the villagers are reluctant to be vaccinated. The vaccinator 
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petit here for vaccination lias been sent back, as the season for vacckiating is over. Cholera 
had made its appearance in the village of Mulsa, and indent has been made for cholera medi- 
cines. The public health in the Jimgipur sub-division is reported to be generally good except 
that there are some sporadic cases of small-pox' here and there. 

B. — RiiMEP Works. 

The average number of persons employed on the several relief works is 3,464. The 
laborers are generally in good condition, and can obtain food easily except in the case of the 
Juroor and Nowada road at which food is obtainable in small quantity. The rate of task- 
work varies from 3 annas 6 pie to 2 annas per 100 cubic feet throughout the district, and. cash 
payments arc made at the rate of 2 annas per diem. The men generally bring their own tools, 
but in a few cases they are supplied with them. A statement showing the expenditure on 
relief Works is submitted. Several relief works have been started under the ('itv Moorshedabad 
Munieipality ; the number of laborers daily employed lias been 85, and the total cost during 
the fortnight has been Rs. 126. There has been a falling off in the number of the laborers 
owing to some of them having left to reaj) the rubbee harvest. The condition of the laborers 
are rtjported to be good. They are paid at the rate of Rs. 2 per 1,000 cubic I’eet of earthwork. 
Tools, when required, are supplied by the Municipality. 

Solne difficulty has been experienced by the Sub-Divisional Officer of Rarajiore Ilaut on 
one road for want of picks. The Executive Engineer hal been requested to send 30 of these 
to him. 

C. — ^Transport of Food. 

It appears that importation is /?till going on via AllatuH ; 9,910 maurds of food-grains have 
been exported from the Rampore llaut sub-division, and 921 mannds have been imported into 
the sub-division by railway during the fortnight ending 2iBt March 1874. * 

D. — Storage up Gcvernmeut Grain at Relieu* Works. 

The rice received from Mr. Toynbee for the Jungipur sub-division was found by actual 
measurement to be 491 mauuds 39 seers 9 cliittacks; of this 100 niaunds have been dispatched 
to the relief sub-committee at Mirzapore, and stored in the tliaua godown. As the rice has 
been jiaid for by the relief committee, I have some doubts whether it should now be considered 
as ^‘■Governnieiit grain at relief works.^^ In the Rampore Ilaut sub-division seven places of 
storage for grain have been selected, but it has been resolved to store grain at present only at 
Khurgram, Bhuddevporo, and Jhilloc. A golah will be erected at Khurgram lhana for the 
purpose. 

E. — Advances to Private Parties and their Results. 

Nin(*teen applications under the Land Improvement Act were received in the head- 
quarters sub-division during the fortnight under rejiort, and a sum of Rs. 2,1 10 has been 
disbursed on this acjcount. The Rampore Ilaut Sub-Divisional Officer reports that 60 similar 
applications have been received by him during the fortnight. Additional funds have been sup- 
])licd to him for the purpose of making advances. A sum of Rs. 100 has been advanced by the 
Sub-Divisional Officer of Jungijiur during the fortnight for the excavation ,pf a tank.

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Column 1. — These commiltecB consist of the district relief committee, its execotive 
sub-committee at head-quarters, 1 St sub-committees in the Sudder sub-division, 3 sub-divisional 
relief committees, and 4 sub-committees under the Rampore Ilaut sub-divisional relief 
committee, and 2 sub-committees in the Jun^ipnr sub-division.

The committees entered in column 4 are the 12 suh-committecs in the Sudder sub-division, 
4 in tlie Hamporc Haut sub-division, and 2 in the Jun<i^ipur sub-division. Durinj^^ the fortnight 
under report a sum of lls. ir)0 has been sent to the Seciretary of the Kattamarcc sub-committee 
for the repair of a road in oi’der to give employment to able-bodied men seeking relief, and 
another sum of Its. 150 has also been sent to him for the purpose of excavating a tank at 
Lakrajparah in thana Gowas. A sum of Rs. 180 has also been sent to the Hiirhurpara 
relief sub-eommittee lor the repaii^and c<»nstruction of certain roads. Rs. 100 were sent out to 
the relief sub-committee at Bhurtpore for construction of a bund in a village named Syed 
Koolut, and a sum of Rs. 276-9 was sent to the Secretary of the Ilurhurparah relief 
suh-committee for the purchase of paddy. The Gotum relief committee have been supplied 
with t('n maunds of jute for relief purposes, and 200 mauiids of rice have been despatched from 
the Borbampore co-o]:>erative store to Bhurtpore for sale to poor people on advantageous terms, 
the price of rice in the village being somewhat high as compared with other markets. A por- 
tion of this rice will also be available for gratuitous relief to persons in distress from whom no 
labor can be exacted. The siib-comrnittee has started the system of relief hy grants of cotton 
and jute for the luanufac'ture of thread and cordage, and some manufactured material has been 
received, llicre was very littb^ desire on the part of the poor, at first, to avail themselves of 
this means of relief, as owing to ilu* decline of the thnjad manuhw.*ture, caused by the intioduc- 
tion of English thread, the ])rofits yielded by one day^s work were quite inadequate for one 
day's subsistence. More advantageous terms have now been granted as remuneration for work 
done, and there will, in all probability, be a considerable incrcilse in the number of persens who 
will accept relief of this kind. The manufacture of cordage being fiir more remunerative than 
that v;f tliread, no difliciilty is experienced in inducing persons really in distress to take grants 
of jute on the condition of their receiving the value of their labor as ascertained by the difference 
u the prices of raw and the manufactured material. 

The Gokum sub-committee having reported the great difficulty felt by the poor in the 
village and its neighbourhood in procuring rice, has been authorized to sell rice to such peoph 
from the stock already stored tlicre. Both in tliis case and that of Bhurtpore, necessary in- 
structions to secure the correct working of this measure and the submission of accounts have 
• been issued. 

The Sub- Divisional Officer of Lalbag reports that gratuitous relief is about to be organizec 
in thana Bhadreehaut, and possibly in thana Bhugwaiigola, thougli he docs not thin! 
there is any pressing need for it in the latter thana. There are no persons receiving regulai 
gratuitous relief in his sub-division. He bad given the sum of Us. 2 only to two distressed- 
looking beggars, Re. 1 each, during the last fortnight. Charit^able relief is given in Jungipui 
on every Thursday and Sunday; 129 persons were relieved by wage^ for jute-spinning ; 3t 
received doles of ])ice ; and between a hundred and two hundred persons, chiefly professiona 
beggars, who cannot procure alms enough for subsistence, received doles of rice. 

It should be remarked here that the average number of persons relieved as given in th( 
last narrative was by no means complete ; several returns were received too laic to be incor« 
porated in the narrative, and information as much as was available at the time of the submis- 
sion* of the narrative was given. The sub-commiltces have been again reminded on tb< 
subject of the punctual submission of these returns.

1 have the honor to submit my narrative for the fortnight ending 6th April. 

A. — State ok the Country. 

There has been no rain during the past fortnight, and the want of it is beginning to lie 
Mt, as until some does come the bhadoi sowings cannot he cornj)let(»d. Tlie rain that full so op- 
portunely during February was taken advantage of to break up the land for the early riee ; the 
sowings, however, were not compl(?ted, and a considerable amount of hind still remains unsown. 
The earth in fact had become so dry that the rain we had did not in all places to alf »rd 

moisture enough for sowing, though it moistened the ground suflieiently to enable ploughing 
operations to he carried on. The above remarks apply only to pali or light soil, on which 
hiuidoi is* generally grown. This crop, it is true, is also cultivated on khiar or stiff soil, but 
there has not yet been rain enough to enable the cultivators to jilough such lands, much less 
to sow them on the khiar lands ; however, if the cultivators fail to get any hhaJoi, they will, 
if the weather he favorable, he able to fall back on hernantee or winter rice. The time for 
bhadoi sowing has not yet passed however, so that though rain now would he welcome, no present 
anxiety is experienced at its absence. 1'he bora rice promises well, though in sonic places the 
water necessary for its preservation, it being a crop dependent entirely on irrigation, is lie- 
ginning to fall short. To the north of the district a very large area has hc‘en devrited to the cul- 
tivation of kaon, which is, I believe, a spt'cies of millet. This crop is generally sown in Fehruarv 
and ripens in June, but this se^ison it lias bctui jmt in without much regard to proper seasons, 
and plants are to be found in Thakurgnon thana in every stage f»f progression, some just 
coming up, while other fields are beginning to rijieii. As the bhadoi sowings have not yet been 
completed, it is n^t easy to determine with certainty the <juestioii\>f sulficiency of' seed-grain, 
to which the attention of all circle officers has now for some time been ilirected. The impres- 
sion, however, is, as I stated in my last report, that seed-grain both for hhailoi and hernantee 
will he forthcoming, though at high rates. Bhadoi seed-grain, at one place I visited, was 
selling a week ago at 9 seers per rupee, a rather higher price than was I'etclied for clean rice 
in the same locality. The inquiries made by the circle oflicers show that the people are them- 
selves fully alive to the difficulty, and that dealers are purchasing and storing the produce of 
last harvest, while those who have stocks are holding bac*k, in tho hope that the price of seed- 
grain will eventually he high. 1 am more and more convinced tliat there is a sufficiency of 
seed-grain in the country, a stock which the sale of Government rice will tend to keep up. 
But admitting that there will be a sufficiency, th<‘ question has Ix^en raist^d hy more than one 
relief offieer, li»pw far will the poorer cultivators abb* to provide themselves out of the .•^toek 
in the market? And the result of their inquiries seems to show that some of the laborers on 
the relief works will be unable to command means enough to enable thc^m to Imy seed-grain. 
Some of our coolies have come on tlic works before exhausting all their resources, and 
have something at home to fall hack ujmn to help them in this di^eiilty; others, again, 
arc able, by laboring diligently at task work, and by living economically, to save something, 
while others will obtain Indp from their zemindars fir rich neighbours, 'fhere remains, however, 
a certain projiortion, so it is reported, who have no means to fall hack upon, who are unable to 
earn more than a bare subsistence, and whose zemindars will not licdp them, and as regards 
this class it becomes a q^^estion how far and in what way assistanee should be affordcMl. It is 
most oliviously tin* duty of the zemindar to help men of this class, and it is a duty cheerfullv 
undertaken by all liberal and intelligent landlonls ; there are, how(»ver, it is said, landlords who 
are neither liberal nor intelligent, and such should he eonipelled to piTfonn the duty. Tliere 
is, 1 believe, a feeling among the people that Government Avliich lias ilone so much, will step 
ill and undertake this burden too; hut 1 do not at all ctmsider that tlie Iceling should Jie en- 
couraged. Government have agreed to advance money to zemindars on most liberal terms; 
tliose who expend money in helping their ryots have hiMui promised indulgence as regards pav- 
meut of Government revenue; arrangemenfs have also been made whereby the ryots working 
on our roads can obtain suhsisUmee while absent for purposes of cultivation. Government 
have done all that can he dotie to ensure that the next harvest shall not be a (lolicienl one, and 
the further task of providing seed-grain necil not be midertakeii by lliem, but should he madt^ 
incumbent on the zemindars. T propose directing my circle officers to inquire on whose estates 
the laborers who say they cannot aHbrd to get seed-grain reside; they will then inform tin* 
ziunindars in question that certain of their ryots are in waul of seed-grain, remind th(.*m oi 
the offer of (Tovernineiit to advance money and grant iiKlulgenecs to those who assist their 
tenantry, and warn them that if they decline to undertake so obvious a dul y that Governniiait 
will he moved to make the mlvance, holding the* zemimlar personally responsible for tin* dcl)t. 
The responsibility wiW thus he cast on the right shoulders, and a safeguard afforded against anv 
unnecessary advances being given, for we may he quite sure that ans zemindar thus called 
on to help a ryot, who has means at his disjiosal, will take very good care to let tlu» circK* 
officer know that advainies are imt iiooded. I do not myself think that landlords will he so 
forgetful of their own interests as not to take cjire that their ryots have the means 
to raise th-3 next crop. If, however, it ia found that such is indeed the case, some such 
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measure as I have siijifo^ostod will have to be adopted. I would deprecate any direct 
dealini^s between the Cioveriiment and the ryots in this matter. Government have not the same 
taeilities for testing the boyid jMes of an application, or for recovering the advance, as are 
possessed by the zemindars, and if the responsibility must be incurred, it should be incurred 
by those best fitted to sustain it. The prices ruling at the different h&ts and the scarcity of 
the supply in many places still point to exhaustion in the stocks of food-grain. Rice is now 
sold in Thakurgaon, the northern thana, at Rs. 4 a maund, and at few places can it be oh- 
tained at a cheaper rate, while sometimes it goes as high as S seers per ruj^ee. In Habra and 
Chintamon, where there was some rice, and whicih are i)hiccs that in ordinary years export 
largely, prices are rather oasicn*, and rice is being taken from thence to other i)arts of this 
district, as \voll as to Rungpore and U(»gra. As I noticed in my last report, prices rose very 
suddenly at Datiram, and distress b(»gun to he felt there and at Patintala; the rice, however, 
was at hand, ready to suj)ply the market, and a European was at once despatched to take 
charge of the latter circle.. What distress exists is met as it arises, and the panic has been 
allayed. Within the last week the suj)ply of rice in tlie Gnngarampore division fell short in 
the same sudden and unexpected manner ; there was, however, an offieer at hand, sale of riee 
in this circle had been saiuitioned, and tiie arrangements for selling it in train ; no difficulty 
was therefore experienced. Tlie circle oHit^or reports, however, that but for the timely arrange- 
ments made on receipt of orders sanctioning sale of trovernnicnt rice, thei’C would have been 
much distress. In Bhadooria circle there has been no sinlden falling off of sup))Iics, but 
though gradual, the falling off has been steuly. The sudden failures of supply which 
have occurred at Paliram and Guiigarampore show how thin a wall often divides scarcity 
from famine, for until the market day tliere seems to have be(M) no sus|»icion at Guiigarampore 
that the supjdy would fall far short of the demand. Prices at the station itself are touching 
Rs. 4 per maund, and the people are clamorous to have the Government golahs thrown 
open. 1 am waiting, lioujever, lor j)rices to rise above the present rates, or until thcTC is some 
indication that the supply is not ample should occasion arise, I am qyitc prepared to sell. 
As I write, a storm has jiassed over tlie station attended with but little rain ; the heavy 
clouds, however, betoken rain to the north and north-wesr, 

B. — Relief Works. 

The number of persons employed on the relief works is daily on the increase ; the only 
ollieer wliose return shows any decrease is Mr. Seanlan, hut that is accounteil for hy the fact 
of his having introduced taskwork througliout all the roads under his charge. The greater 
number of his coolies at first left ; but iiuding that he remained firm, and that by working 
diligently an uhle-boditHl man can earn more than ten pice a day, they are gradually corning 
back, and by this tinu! I have! no doubt he has as many as ever. It must not he supposed 
that Air. Seanlan is ap[)Iying a severe and rigid labor t(»st. All women and qhildren, as well 
a-? infirm and old men, are admitted at daily wages ; but the able-bodied are obliged to do 
task work, and are paid according to the amount of earth excavateil. Women arc employed 
On all the works j they are all of the lower class of agriculturists, but are. not genc^ndly ac- 
customed to work in the fields, Tliey seem to take very kindly to the work, however, now 
that they have overcome their lirsl s(!niples. As I have already pointed out, many of our 
relief laborers ba\e j(iined the works before being reduced to absoluie want, some of them 
having small stores of seed-grain in their houses ; and as soon as the weather is favorable for 
agricultural operations, these men will leive the works for a time. 1 may add that some- of 
them employed the caily morning in ]donghing up their lands bidbrii coming to work on the 
r.iads. Jn the month ol‘ Jum* there will, I fear, be some difficulty in providing work for 
l.il>orers, for roa 1 work will b(! linislied and tanks cannot be dug after the rains have begun. 
Tliere will, liowever, be a d(»rnand then for agricultural labor which will absorb a good inany.'^ 
The weekly n^ports c.dled for from circle ollicers render it almost unnecessary for me to 
noticf the number of laborers employed; hut as the n»lurn has perhaps not been correctly 
given this week, I suljjoiii a list compiled from the latest information at my disposal; 
the numbers are evtui larger than those mentioned, for the coolies daily increase. In the 
Kaliagiinge, Tamhoh'i*, and Rim* 1 circles there are l),09>5 persons at work. Mr. Ji)nes 
Knds em[»loyment £«»r 27,172; iIk'sc numbers jirohalily include Chooramaii. Mr. Seanlan 
has under him 8,7S5 ; Baboo llari AlohaTi Cliand, 11,427; Mr. Einucaue at Datiram has 
about doubled his number, and now employs 7,099. At Patnitolla there are 3,700 under 
Baboo Poorno (dmuder Goopto, at Bhadooria 3,3:i0, ami in the Sudder circle, 093; while tlie 
Ptiblic Works Di partmeiit find employment for 2,572 more. • 

C. — ^^rilANSPOHT. 

Our transport arrangements .continue to work sm«>otlily, and rice is being brought in as 
rapidly as (‘oiild be expected ; our allotment for Dinagepore is almost all in now. Mr. West- 
rnacott at Maldah, therefore, has been dirccUxl to discontinue his service*here, and to fill in the 
Tamboolee golahs, which he ought to do, witli the large number of carts at his disposal, in the 
course of a month or so. Air. Seanlan at Ratii Soiikoil has got in already very nearly one lakh out 
of the llO.DOt! mauinls allotted for liis division; the rest of the rice Mr. Seanlan unust get 
through Itaigiingir, for the Purni^ah authorities, as the present arrangements stand, only supply 
lib with 150,090 inaunds in all, of ‘which 39,000 maiiuds have gone to Riudoil and Uemtabad. I 
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would sug'qfefit tlio advisability of at least the balance of Mr. Scanlan\s allotment, say another 
40,000 rnaunds, being put down for us at Dingraghat ; it is a mere sti^p across from tliat place 
to Hurreepore, and other golahs in the Rani Sonkoil division, and if we have to bring from old 
Maldah or Hyatpore, it is a much more tedious and expensive journey. Kor Patnitolla and 
Patiram, I learn from Lieutenant Ilawkes that he can put down Jl,0u0 maunds a dav at Now- 
gong if I can carry it, and more if I like to take more. Thenj ought to he no difficulty in 
taking 2,000 rnaunds. a day by cart from Nowgong to Patnitolla, and at that rate another 
month or so should see Patnitola and Patiiam full also. There is now no diffuailty about carts; 
the men find they are liherallj paid and well treated, and work thcMvforc willingly. There was 
some slight hitch about gidting carts to go across the water, and serve on Mr. lleily^s line 
from Hyatpore to Cliooramon, but the men have been ^)crsuaded to go, and the difficulty got 
over. Pack-bullocks we do not employ at all ; some were taken on to carry rice from Maldah 
to Kalikamora, but as a complaint was made that private trade was heing interfered with, and 
as plenty of carls were i)rocural)le, the bullocks were given up ; nor do T think there will be 
any necessity to fall back upon their services again. 

D. — Storage of Grain. 

Riee is being distributed throughout the country at the different golahs, for it is clear the 
time is not far distant when we shall have to supply the market to a considerable extent. 
Forms for stock accounts are l>eginning to come in ; they have not all arrived, but from what 
1 have seen, they promise to he somewhat elaboraU^, ratluT too much so for ordinary golahdars 
on Rs. 15 or 20 a month. For those ac<*ounts to be of any value, we niusl assume that the 
quantity stored has been, in the first instance, aeeuraUdy calculated ; but t his is just what wc 
ilo not know, and what it would he now almost hopeless to attempt to ascertain. As I pointed 
out in previous rejiorts, we have never been provided with ])roper weights and scales, so that the 
ric'j could not be weighed at the golahs even if we have wished to do so; but even if the 
weights and scales had been fi>rtheotning, they could not liave been made use of, for at the rate 
riee was ]>oured into tlie district, it was as much an we could do to stow away our grain without 
stopping to weigh. A grain officer has now been nominated, but it will be quite impossible for 
him to go round, as the printed instructions seem to contemplate and weigh the grain in each 
golah. The instructions again seem to contemplate the ascertainment of the wastage during 
the journey to Calcutta, from thence to the points of receipt into the district, and from sueli 
points to final destination. As a fact, the bags have not, I believe, been weighed anywhere on 
the journey, and the defi<iit to he found now will be the wastage during the cml ire journey. 1 
have not, however, seen all the accounts, so I am perhaps premature in judging of their 
adajitab^ity. 


E. — Advances. 

There have been no further applications for advances. 

F. — Charitable Relief. 

The district relief officer has been entrusted with tlie ;luty of filling in this head of the 
narrative, and his lejxirt is appended. Jt seems to me advisable, however, first to mention the 
general ]>rineiplcs on whicli our scheme for eluiritable relief is founded. The first idea was to 
have a central executive commit i j)C iu the station, who should direct relief operations through 
sub-eommittees scattered ab»)ut throughout the distriet. 'Chis wa.s before 1 was aware of the 
extensive ageney that was to bo pl.Tced at my disposal. It was soon ap])arent that the com- 
mittee svsteni would not work, there was a feeling of divided resjionsibility ; the action of* the 
Magistrate was also liable to be hampered, since a measure that seemed advisable to him was 
liable to be vetoed. I thererore, acting under the directions of Sir Richard IVmjde, did away 
with the ageney of eoramittees as a directing power altogether, atul impressi‘d on all circle 
officers that as I am responsible for ray district, so each oflieer is responsible for bis own circle, 
such responsibility bedng shared by none ; that the aid of the respectable lo(‘al authorities is 
to be souglit, and their counsel and advice treated with respect, but that each officer is to 
ust^ his own discretion in acting on it, though, in the event of an officer acting in direct op- 
position to local experience, he is bound to report the action taken by him. Each officer, with 
tin* aid of two t»r more Inspectors, manages Ins own circl«‘ with the assislanee and through the 
co-o)*eration of the respectable inhabitant's, and reports weekly to the Distriet Relief Officer 
all that he is doing. The District Relief Officer has general control over all the circles, suh- 
jeet to the direction of the Magistrate and Collector, and is indepen<lent, except in so far that 
he is to be guided by the spirit of the instructions issued by me t.o all circle officers. The 
Distriet Relief Officer is in fact in charge of a particular department, much in tlie saim* way 
as the Sii])erintendent of Police is in charge; of his, subject to the geneial cmitrol of the head 
of ’the district. The report of the District Relief Officer is subjoined. 

• 

Arrangements for giving charitable relief within this district have been in force for 
about a month, but it has only been within the last fortnight that the necessity for the systjp- 
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rtatic (lisbui-semcnts of charity has arisen. The figures at my disposal for the present report 
show the lollowiujf result for the first half of the fortnight under report : —

The ^places/ it will be observed^ do not correspond with the r()iirt(*en eireles into wbieli 
the district is now divided, because tbe.'je eireles were constituted siib.seijuiuitly to the date of 
tlie returns tabulated above. The returns given bidow for the second week of the fortniglit 
eorres])Oiid accurately with the new, circles. 

Charitable relief is granted to all jiersons who have no money wherewith to buy food, and 
who cannot, by reason of age^ caste, or other adeipiate excuse, earn a livelihood for themselves. 
Light work, as spinning and gunny (doth work, is provided for tlie better ranks of females, 
and for males who cannot do hard work ; inquiries are duly made into the oinmmstauces of 
persons who apply for oliaritable relief, but relitd’, when obviously required, is never with- 
held during the progress of ii quirics. The agency of Mandals and other heads of villages is 
employed both in making impiiries and in distributing rice. The rici‘ is bought from (lo- 
vernmmit stores at \i seers a rupee for fully liuske l rice, and at 14 seers when th(‘ urain has 
not been completely clc.Tned before being packed iu the bags. In cither ease, the daily dole 
amounts to half a seer of clean rice for adults, and a (pmrler seer for cbildrcu under li. The 
question has been raised by two officei*s whether this quantity is suflieient, and no doubt it is a 
minimum allowance. But I think wo should not at present increase it ; our wnrli^ is still 
bef )rc us ; we know not with accuracy bow many months wc may yet have to feed, and ^should 
liusbaud our resources accordingly. It has yet to Iw proved, moreover, that half a seer 
of rice, supplemented as it is with tlie .'«um of one pic»* per adult for the pureluise of salt and 
other seasoning ingredients, is insuflleient to keep a man in a fair eondiiion. One case lias 
been reported in which a woman jireferred to work and get eight pice a <lay to accepting her 
half seer of rice and one pice; but if the woman^s labor was worth eight pice, it is clear that 
the arrangements by which one charitable relief elicits working power instead of encouraging 
idleiie.ss is altogether good, and, as far as my ])resent information enable me to judge, half a 
seer is just that quantity which will suflice for the support of weak and «infirm persons, and 
at the same time not afford any indueeincmt to those who are able to work to abstain from 
exerting themselves for their hotter support. The following table gives the number of pcisons 
receiving charitable relief on the dates shown in column 2. No comparison is made of details 
of the circles this week with details of the last week shown above, Ijecause this week the dis- 
triek is divided into dilfereiil circles from tho-se in which it was divided last week.

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This gives a daily consumption of^ say, 850 seers, or a little over 21 mannds, which is a 
monthly consumption of 651 maunds ; and if the people bo fed up to the end of September 
(six months from date), 3,906 maunds will be consumed. The number of applicants for relief 
will increase as time passeiff 

Patiram, it will be observed, is far ahead of any other circle fn the amount of charitable 
relief given ; but I have perfect confidence in Mr. Finucane, and feel sure that he will not give 
relief where relief ought not to be given. The professional beggars, deprived of their susten- 
ance as ordinarily obtained through the charity of their friends, contribute to the number of 
applicants for charitable relief. Every possible endeavour is made to induce them to work, 
and it seems a fair question whether strong-bodied men, who are by caste beggars, have any 
claim to , support when they refuse to work. A few men have been discovered about Dinage* 
pore who come for charitable relief in the morning to the Oijvernmcnt place of distribution, 
and at a later hour resort to a distribution of food given to professional beggars by the 
Dinageporc agent of the Banker, Dhanpat Singh Roy, Bahadoor. lnqiiii*ies are under pro- 
gress with the object of striking the names of these men off the list of paupers who receive 
charitable relief from Government. 


Except in Patiram, it will be observed that the number receiving charitable relief is still 
small. The organisation by means of circle officei*s, aided by their assistants, and advised 
but not controlled by their sub -divisional (or circle) committees, is admirably adapted 
to the requirements of the work iq hand, while local agency, chiefly in the form of 
sub-committees for small groups of vilhiges, renders important services in distributing rice 
almost at the very door of each recipient of charity. Cases may occur in which extreme 
apathy or caste prejudices, honoured even in extremes^ may induce people to be still and die 
rather let their cases be known about ; but excepting these, not likely under any circumstances 
to be numerous, it is not probable that any deaths from statvaiion will occur within this 
district 


The collection of private subscriptions is now nearly over. Several sums, promised when 
the relief schemes were first commenced, remain to be collected, and I trust will be paid by 
those who promised them. Of new subscriptions, only 25 have beeu collected during the past 
week, making the total local subscriptions actually paid Bs. 7,170. 


The committee has received also 20,000 as a subsidy from the Central Relief Committee, 
and as I write, a cheque has been brought to me fur another sum of the same amount from the 
same committee.

I HAVE Che honor to submit my narrative for the fortnight ending instant, and regret 
that it has been unavoidably delayed till to-day. 

A.— Statk op tiik CbuNTay, 

In the Sudder sub-division there have been large importations, and rice and paddy is 
getting cheaper. In Ba’uleah and Charghat eominon riec is sidling at from 13 to 13i seers ”(H() 
tolahs' weight) per rupee. In parts of the Nattore sub-division, also, prices have improved. 

At the same time, in some places the supply in the markets has not been sufficient, and the prices 
have been very liigb, notably at Sabebgungc on the Attrai and Sooktigatcliee. This the 
Deputy Collector of Nattore attributes to the strain on the local markets caused by the out- 
siders who have come to work on the railway drawing their Rup])lics from them. I have 
written to Major Lindsay on the subject. 1 have lately received reports of short supfilies at 
Bhundaikhara; but last Wednesday the price of rice was by no means higli there, 12 seers 
(80 tolahs’ weight) being procurable ])er rupee; while at Goilagrce, a few days ago, I ascerhiined 
that rice was cheaper at Gohindpore Haul (the market which supplies a great portion of the 
Godagarce thana) than it had been a sliort time back. While the rice has in many places 
improved, I regret to have to report that the silk bund, which was looked forward to with so 
much hope, has proved a failure, and this no doubt will cause a great deal of distress. I am, 
however, hopeful that the work provided in several parts where the pressure is most felt will 
prove sufliciuiit for the able-bodied, while those unable to work will get relief at poor-houses. 

2. There have bceu no cases of sfarvation ; the condition of the laborers on the roads is 
still good. Petty thefts have been more numerous than they were in the correspouding months 
in 1872 .and 1873, and I think there can be no doubt that ibis increase is owing to the high 
price of food. The number of oases of house-breaking is smaller tluan that for tlie corre- 
stionding mouth of the last year, and the number of cases of theft and house-breaking during 
March last is considerably smaller than the number reported during February. 

1 have only been able to send the return for the first week of the fortnight, as that for the 
last week reached me only last night, and was fopnd to be incorrect, I hope to be able to 
forward it iu a few days. It will be observed that the total number of laborers during the 
first week was still large. I hijvo advanced Us. 1,000 to the manager of the Tahirpore 
estate to improve the road from Bauleah to Tahirpore, as relief was much required iu these 
parts. Mr. Durand was also entrusted with the re])uirs of a portion of tlie road from 
B^ni^ra to Bhundaikhara, aud the remaining portion has been done by a Sub-InsiH;ctor of 
Police. 

C. — Tuanspokt of Grain. 

TJjc means available for the transport of grain are ample, and f.ir exceed what was expected. 

It is now quite clear that by giving fair rates any amoiuit of carriage is available. It is 
duiibti'ul whether public trade has l)een iuterfered with by the employment by Government of * 
such an enormous quantity of carts and boats. I have heard complaints that a cart is not to 
be had for love or money, hut at the same time irapottati«)ns continue.

These are chielfy poor women without the means of support, blind, and lame. 

2. In the northern Bhurind suh-divisiou there are at present four poor-houses, and the 
average number fed d^ily at each is as follows 
. Bagsole ... ... 22 I Lanipara ... ... loj 

Saljore ... ... 23 | Bamnecgram ... ... 

In the south Bhurind dudsion there ar<j four pnor-houscs, but the sub-divisional oflieer has 
not been able to send the accounts as yet, as he had not received them from the several poor- 
house-keepors when he submitted his report. 
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In the Nattorc sftb'division thcre^is one poor-liouse, which was lately opened by Rai Baboo 
Grish Chandra Lahory, but which is now under the management of the sub-divisional 
cdmmitteo. No accounts have been received from this institution. 

1 have directed the sub'divisioiial oflicer of the northern Bhurind to collect kunkcr at 
convenient places, paj'ing women and children at the rate of one anna per cubic foot for it. 
There is a good deal of knnker in thp Bagmara ehtka, aud there will be water-communication 
in the mins, by which it can be broughhto Bauleah. 

The district relief committee have api)licd to the Central Relief Committee for a grant 
to relieve the poor sufferoi's whose houses and property were destroyed by the fires which 
occurred lately in the town of Bauleah. Of course money will only be given to those who 
are fit objects for charitable relief, and of these there are a great many ; an<l it is estimated that 
Rs 3,000 will be rwjuired for this purpose. The amount of sufl'ering caused by the fires call be 
imagined from the fact that upwards of 76,000 rupees worth of property was destroyed. 
A sub-cominittee has been formed to enquire into the matter, and to discover who are really 
deserving of charitable relief.

In continuation of this otRce letter No. 929 F of the 24th ultimo, I have the honor 
to submit herewith the fortnightly narrative of scarcity and relief in the Maldah district for 
the fortnight ending 4th instant. 

Fortnightly Narrative of Scarcity and 'Relief in the Maldah District for the fortnight ending 

the 4M April 1874. 

A. — State op the Country. ' 

The supply of rice and paddy in the local market is less abundant in a noticeable degree 
than hitherto, and is gradually decreasing in quantity each successive market-day at a great 
many of the local hauts and bazars. 

The importations of rice and paddy through private sources from the eastern districts 
are also comparatively small, and arrive at irregular intervals. New wheat in considerable 
quantities has come into the local markets, but has not had much effect on the quotations of 
Tice and paddy, the supplies of which (rice and paddy) so far as the central and southern 
tracts has been barely equal to the demand, and that is all. In the north-west tracts consider- 
able importations of food-grains from Sahebgungc via Ilyatpore werfi reported during the 
early parts of the fortnight, but had fallen again during last week. The reason of the 
decrease, so Mr. Reily thinks, may be indirectly caused by the fact that the Dinageporc officials 
are selling rice at 1 8 seers for the rupee to the public, but i t i.s hard to estimate,'^ h-^ says, 
to what it is owing.^^ 

• ‘ Prices have been unsteady and fluctuating with the deficiency in the rice supplies. 
During the early part of the fortnight there was a marked and sudden rise, 9 seers to 10 Seers 
being the price then quoted for ordinary rice at most of the principal markets te the central 
and southern tracts, where supplies had hitherto been plentiful. At the close of the fortnight 
prftcs were rather more favorable again, lOJ to 11 seers of 80 tolahs per rupee being the 
quotation for ordinary rice at the sudder station, and to-day 11 to 12 seers is obtainable. 

The following arc the latest prices of paddy and orilinary rice for the fortnight at the 
undermentioned principal markets in different parts of the district (wheat is selling at the 
fiudder station at 15 seers of 80 tolahs per rupee) : —

Note . — At Kdhunpore, on the last market-day, 1,000 manrids of paddy .and 125 maunds of 
rice are reported as brought for sale, the gradual decrease in the supply will thus be noticed in 
comparison with last fortnight. 

Rain-Fall. 

During the 'early part of the fortnight, strong westerly winds prevailed, succeeded by 
south and south-east winds, with excessive heat till Friday, 3rd April, wh(*n a heavy thunder- 
storm, accompanied by hail and rain, passed over the district from south-west to north-east. 
Since then the weather has been cooler, and* at times eloudy, but without more rain. The 
rain-fall of the 3rd is recorded at the sudder station (which was quite in the centre of the 
storm) at 0*88. The north-west of the district got little or no rain. * 


State of the Crops. 

The whcjit and barley harvest is almost completed, and tliesc crops have turned out above 
the average. The eheena (millet) and the gram crops, now harvesliug, are also turning out 

WCil. 

Before the rain of the 3rd a good deal of the bora dhan ero]> was in a very crtical 
condition ; the extensive area cultivated this year, and the dilliculty of irrigating the drier 
portions of it, owing to the low states of the jheels, had miidc it very problematical whether a 
very considerable portion of the plant would not dry up, and every effort was being made, 
where such was the case, by cutting bunds to save as much of the crop .as possible. Tiie rain 
of Friday last has, however, I am glad to be able to report, come in time to save much of 
wliat was drying up ; and if we have another shower within the next fortnight the bora dhan 
will give a considerable out-turn and help a good deal to supplement the food -supply at a 
most criticixl time. It will be ripening in another 20 or 25 days. I have visited in the centre 
of the district an extensive area of the crop, both before and after the rain, and am glad to he 
able to report so far well of it. Accounts of it from the south-west are also good, but in the 
north-west it is slated to be much in need of a shower of rain. 

The sowings of the bhadoi dh.au crop have been commenced, and a very much larger 
area than in ordinary years is reported to have been prcy>ared for the reception of this crop. 
The want of proper seed has, however, been severely felt, the price of such seed having risen to 
Re. 6 a maund. 

The mango crop promises fairly well. In the Parooa jungles the bamboos (known 
as the beora bans) have this year flowered and produced grain in abundance, and many of the 
poorer classes have within the last few days been collecting this grain as an article of food. 

Condition of the District. 

The health of the district continues generally good, but the poorer classes are feeling the 
high price of rice very much. About the towns and largo villages especially, there arc many 
women, some with families and home without, who in an ordinary year manage, to support 
themselves by husking rice, but are now mluocd to great proverty for want of their ordirtrny 
occupation. The plentiful wheat-harvest and comparatively cheaper rice of the same has, with 
the help of the previous kulai crop, helped to sust.ain the poor ; but the fact that numbers 
of people have lately been collecting the bamboo rice in the Parooa jiingle.s shows tl^t the 
scarcity is beginning to tell heavily on many, even in the richer tracts, whore the necessity for 
very extended relief has hitherto not been thought necessary. Disastrous fires, too, during 
the week at the sudder station have caused additional trouble to many of the lower classes. 
The sudder relief committee arc getting up a subscription for those wlio have really suffered 
from these fires. Hitherto, our charitable relief operations have in the central .and southern 
tracts been confined to a few relief centres at the chief places, where the old and the sick and 
infirm have received gratuitous help ; but the present conditinii of the district assures me that 
throughout the district our relief operations must now bo extended, and village-to-village 
visitations be made even in those tracts which hitherto have not been considered distressed. 
No cases of starvation are reported from any part of the district, but instances of old and 
infirm people in real distress have come to light.

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I ann(‘x a comparative statement of eases of robbery and theft, &c., for the month of 
March ; it does not call for sperial remark ; there is no remarkable increase of crime, and no 
sort of disorj^aui/ation of society, by people leavin;^ their homes in numbers in search of 
relief; Inii that many families are on “ short commons" is only too si<rni(lcantly indicated 
by the fact which I have inontioued, of many persons collecting bamboo rice in the Parooa 
jungle. The medical olliccr cannot say that it is unwholesome, or actually injurious to health, 
but if eaten for several days together he thinks it would produce sickness. It has all tlie 
ap})earance ot a fine rice (which, indeed, I suj)]M)sc it is), and it is a fact that it is being eaten 
by many, if not in place of ordinary rice, still as a supplement to other ordinary foocl. The 
natives say, with superstitious dread, ^^iua famine year the bamboo flowers and produces 
grain." 


^ Condition of any special tract. 

Prom the distressed tract (tliana Khurbah and part of Goregoribah) no cases of starva- 
tion arc reported ; but Mr. Roily in liis latiisfc report writes: ^‘Tlie numbers availing themselves 
of the distribution of food at the kitchen at Chanchal incri*ase daily, the maxiinuni being 500 
in one day. The majority of these recipients are villagers of the ncighhouring estates, and 
arc persons who would not, unless driven by necessity, accept food in a cooked state without 
loss of caste privileges, and tliis may therefore bo taken as a genuine instance of distress among 
the lyots of this Iraet." 

R. — Relief Woks. 


During the fortnight work has been goingon in the north-w'cst tracts under Mr. Reilv on 
12 roads and S tanks, l^hreti of the roads have been completeil. Government riee is sold to 
persons labf)ring on the relief works at ]2^oers per rupee : but the details of the (piaritity sold 
have not beeti furnished. Mr. llcily says; — ^‘I luive not thought it necessary to sell Govern- 
ment graitt to the ])ublie up to the ]n*esciit moment, as, from iliiigtmt empuries, I find tluitJ the 
supplies of the ])rivate marts arc (piite etpi.al to the demand. Govcriimeut grain will he sold 
,hy me at the sanctioned rates directly. 1 see that there is a necessity for supplementing the 
private sup]>lios/’ 

Work is also going on on the ordinary district roads and muuieii»al roads, and on the other 
relief works noted below. 

During tlio fortnight two n(»\v relief roads have been started, viz., one at Bulbul Cnuiiidee 
in tluiiia IVliildab, under Mr. Livesay, district relief olliccr, and another near Goinastapore 
under Lieutenant Burgess. 

Sh<»ps, where (jovernnieiit grain is sold at 12 seers per riij)ee, have been opened at several, 
places where the local supplies weie failing, or the local rates very high. On the Dhiagepore, 
road, beyond Maldah city, I found a day or two since that the. workmen (Beldars) were daily 
taking their supplies from a Government shop close by, and were lairly contented with what* 
they got, and ignored ‘Mxiinoo riee." Further on, liowcver, in the Parooa jungles, I found 
that all the local villagers (Polis, Rajbangsis, &c.) had deserted the road-work to go and# pick 
up 'M>amhoo rice." At English bazar the coolies object to the Alooa- rice" at 12 seers, and 
the moodee has .sold but little yet, nor is it likely he will do so as long as Poorbi-rice is obtain- 
able (as it now again is at 10 to 12 seers).

C. — Transport op Food. 

Private trade in paddy an<l riee is very dull ; the small local craft that ply on the Alaha- 
nuddy, between lL)har})ore and the chief bazars, are barely sufficient to keep uj) the necessary 
supplies, while the private trade in these articles with the easlerii districts is very irregului 
and tluctnatiug. The fiict is that every available boat on the IMahniiuddy has been taken up 
in the Government transport work, and private trade must nc(jessarily be slack. 

The trade in new wheat, whicli is brougl)t from the Jearali to the bazars and huts onpack- 
bulloeks, is fairly brisk. 

The transi)ort of Government grain goes on satisfiictorily. Up to the end i)f the last 
week, i. April 4th, the grain return shews 4, t‘b'l04 mauiuls received into the district, of 
which 4,01,fi<hS mannds had passed through the district, or was in transit for Dinageport?, and 
2G,7 U mannds was storcil in the district, lly the Il 3 'atpore route, ^Ir. lleily had carried sonic 
75,000 maunds up to the 2nd April, via Domroil, for the Dinagepore district, and his aveiage 
despatches for last week have been over 2,000 maunds a day. He is expecting 000 cart'^ 
from Dinagepore, and with this will be able to raise his despatches to 3,000 or 4,000 maunds 
a day, and in that case expects to complete by the end of the month the (juaiitity of grain to 
Ijc carried by that route. • 

Mr. AVestinacott^s desyiatchcs for the last week b\’' the land-route, from Old ilaldah to 
Diiiage])ore, av<?raged 1,814 mannds per diem, and by the water-route from Neemaserai !(» 
Kaigunge and Chooramon (Dinagepore), 1,210 mannds per diem. 

The Manickehak route is to be closed, and the remainder of the grain carrietl by the 
Godagaree and Hyalpore routes. The carts now einph>yed on the Manickcliak route, between 
tliat [dace and Neemaserai, should, if jiossible, be put on the Hyatporo route. 

D. — Stokaur of Govkhnment Grain. 

The grain-return for the last week shows 26,7 H maunds stored in the district, but there 
have been some additions and changes in the disposition of the grain, and 1 am not sure that 
t'nese figures are quite correct. TIic returns of Mock, which will be taken this week, will 
enable me to siate precisely what quantity is in store at each golah. 

4'he Tailing olf of the local supplies and the cbnsequcnt rise in th’c prices has necessitated 
rny distributing grain to localities wheredt was not expected it would be needed so snon, if at all, 
but where it is now re([iiired for the charitable relief committees and laborers on relief works.

E. — Advances to Private Parties, and their Results. 

The advance of Rs. 50,000, applied for by Raj Nath Guho under clause B, paragraph 4, 
of Government Circular No. 80, dated 17ih November 1873, and of which Rs. 10,000 had 
already been advanced under sanction of the Special Commissioner, has now been sanctioned 
in full by Government, and is available as soon as the applicant appears to receive the same. 
Ks. 100 has been ordered to be advanced to one Juggur Nath Sing, farmer of a Government ^ 
estate, to assist his ryots (Government Circular No. 40Ji0, dated 18th December 1873) (this 
money has since been paid). No other advances have been made; several have been sanctioned, 
and are available when the jiartios come forward to register their agreements. 

P. — Charitable Relief. 

The arrangements in reejarJ to charitable relief are progressing; several new centres 
liave been opened; circles allotted to different officers; and inspectors deputed to visit villages, 
and report and relieve all cases of distress that come to tlicir notice. 

Looking at the present condition of the people, and the pressure caused by the liigh prices, 
and want of means in money to the proper classes, I have deemed it advisable to start arrange- 
ments wlicroby the inspection and relief, not only of the admittedly distressed portion of 
the district, but of each thana shall be more extended than hitherto. 

The present arrangements are as follow : — 

Special Relief Circles. 

1. — Chanchal Circle. — I lead-quarters, Chanchal, under Mr. Reily, with Lieutenant Kellie 

to assist him. One relief inspector at his post, one appointed, and ordered to join at once. 
One native doctor arrived, and sent to join his post. , 

^2, — GazoU Circle . — Head-(juarters, Gazole, under Bahoo Okhoy Kumar Bo.se, Sub- 
Deputy Collector. One relief inspector at his post. One native doctor arrived, and ordered 
to join his post at once. 

3. — Maldah Circle. — Head-quarters, Bulbul .Chandec, under Baboo Hem Chunder Kerr, 
Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector. One relief inspector at his post. One native 
doctor. 

Sub-Divisional and Thana Circles. 

Sudder Sub-Division. — Includes Englishbazar, Kaliachaek, and Sccbgunge, and part of 
Goregoribah, under Mr, J. J. Livesay, c.s., district relief officer. One relief inspector 
(Mr. Christopher Owens) deputed to Seebgunge, at hjs post. 

2. — Oomaslapore Thana Circle. — Head-quarters Gomastapore, under Lieutenant JJurges^. 
One relief inspector at Ids post. 

Nawahgwige Thana Circle. — Head-quarters, Nawabgunge, under Baboo Isan Chunder 
Sein, Sub-Deputy Collector. One native doctor at bis post. 

Note. — All the officers placed in charge of the above circles are at their posts. The 
appointment of an additional road overseer has been intimated, but I have not heard of his 
arrival yet.

Narrative of Scarcity and Uclitf in liungpuro Lidrirt for the fortnight ending \th April IS74. 

A. — State of the (Jounthy. 

In the part of the district nortli-enst, towards Kurigram, the importation of grain is 
active, and the sup]>l}»at the hauts and Lazars is reported to he as jdeiitil'nl as it used to he in 
ordinary times. The weeding of the early rice* has everywlnne begun, and in some parts near 
Kurigram laborers are in consei)Uciicc3 leaving the relief works. There is no ehaiigo in this 
quarter in llie condition of the ])eople, whiidi occasions little anxiety at andi.'^ as 

satisfactory as can bo exi)ccted while prices are so high. The grain market (.‘outiiiiies the 
same, both as to sujiplies and prices, which arc fn»m Ks. 3-S to lls. 4 per maund lA' 80 tol|fh& 
weight. 

At Borobarce in the same direction the reliel' oilicLM* ob.served, on roml No. (hb that 
women of low caste and prostitutes liad conn uni to work, .and it was assumed that the 
circumstances of the poorer ])eo])lc in that neighbourho(»d wore getting bad. I'lio zemindar 
of Bhitarband opened an amiacluitra at Didhala, and the daily average i>f Iho.-o who attendcil 
was 35, and has not increased. No eases of actual di.>tre.-s were diseovere<l? 'fhe wheal ami 
pulses recently harvested have temporarily impn)veJ the condition of the people in tin's neigh- 
bourhood. The importations there arc by land from Cooeh Dehur, and by w.iler from 
Gowalparali and Eastern Bengal. The sujiplies are fairly maintained by both routes. In 
Fulbarya Cliakla distress is general, but it has not assmm*d any seveie form among the poorer 
classes. The Cooch Behar olKeers are doing a great di al towards relief by ])ioviding work on 
roads and in digging wells. Mhiiit of water here, as in many other parts of tlie district, is 
complained of. * 

2. Passing to Kishoregungc and Juldluika, and that (]uarter on the north-west, the 
reports arc, that the supplies of rice in the chief markets arc well maintained, ami that prices 
remain the same, — from Rs. 3-S to Rs. 4 a maimd of ^t) toUdis weiglit. The standing crops 
are all doing well, and prospect is good. The condition of the pi‘ople in that j»art of the dis- 
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trict is in no degree critical as yet, though, from the dearness of food and straitened means, 
many isolated cases of distress have come to notice, and h^e been relieved. 

From Kallygunge, on the south-west, Mr. Blair reports : — The price of best rice at the 
river ghats is lls. 4-‘2 to-day, April 3rd 1874, and the lowest-priced rice Rs. 3-14. The price 
has been rising steadily during the fortnight. The supply has been very deficient; the average 
daily amount at the Preingunge and Kolmoo ghats has been about 5U0 maunds at the former, 
and 600 maunds at the latter — 1,100 maunds. There is, I hear, a large supply of grain at 
Chellobareo, about one day ^s journey south of this, and rice is selling there at Rs. 8-6. The 
dalals of this ghat have sent word there, and have no doubt that a lot will come up. The 
rise here is stated to be owing to the deficiency of the supply and the great want of grain. 

There has been no rainfall during the fortnight, and the early crops are in consequence 
suffering much. The 'checna' is all on ear, and very much dwarfed and withering up; the 
known crop is also suffering much, and it is stated that unless rain falls soon both crops will 
be a failure. Wheat and other cold weather .crops have all been gathered, and are good." 
Between the Ist and the 4th rainfall has been reported, aud appears to have been tolerably 
general. The country looks bright and green, atid the crops still promise well. 

3. Towards Guibanda and Bhowaiiigunge, south-west and southwards, and towards 
Sadullapore, south-east of Gaibanda, the supplies of rice in the bazars are reported 'to be 
scanty, owing to tlie falling off of imports from the neighbouring districts of fiogra and 
Dinagepore, and prices vary from lls. 3-1) to lls. 4 per maund of 80 tolahs weight. 

No reliable information can be obtained regarding private stocks ; but it is believed that 
about one-eighth of the population have about two months' stocks in hand. Wheat and 
barley and sugarcane are very good. The millets have been suffering from want of rain ; early 
rice continues being extensively sown on*the palee lands ; but in the direction of Kamdiar (red 
clay) laud, the sowings have not yet been commenced. The condition of the people in the 
south-east of the district remains unsatisfactory on account of the high prices, but the wheat 
and pulses have much benefited those who raised these crops. . Applications for advances from 
the ryots arc most numerous, and the zemindars and large jotedars are required to help their 
ryots. Loans are being made, but it is found difficult to manage with the non-resident 
land-owners. 

4. In Nisbetgungc and Kourgunge, on the west of the station of Rungpore, the condi- 
tion of the people is not less favorable than in the soui.hern parts of the district already 
described. More active relief is, however, going on in that quarter, and the circumstances of 
the poor arc carefully watched. Information of urgent distress and of a case of starvation 
was received yesterday, and the relief officer proceeded to Kourgunge to give relief and to 
ascertain th^ facts. 

5. In Maliigunge, Sundargungc, and Molung active relief work is going on everywhere, 
and aiTangem(uits are well organised in advance of present necessities. The recent tole of the 
rice saved from the lire at the Maliigunge golahs was so arranged as to be in some degree a 
measure of relief for the poor ])eople uf that neighbourhood. Public relief in the way settled 
and charitable aid in all its modes, are being actively applied to assist the indigent ryots and 
their families, who, in many villages, arc very hard pr(?ssed, and to seek out individual cases of 
destitution, which niiglit be fatal except for the watclifulness of the relief officers and their 
assistants. Distress appears both from official and private report to be well got in hand in 
these parts. Private trade is active. Tlie prices at the chief hats and bazars aro from Rs. 3-9 
to Rs. 4 per maund of 80 tolahs 

6. Proceeding southwards to Peergurige, Sadullapore, Govind^omge, and Kamdyar, 
owing to the pressure from high prices, local failure, or absence of crops and ill-supplied 
markets, the condition of those first affected by the scarcity is more critical than in the part 
of the district last described. T^e reports liavc occasioned doubt and anxiety. The i^romtest 
action has been taken on the first information or nitpiisition. "The staff has been increased in 
Govindgungo; the transport of grain there lias been puslied forward; the relief officer has been 
kept supplied with funds. Materials for home-relief have been sent, and employment on road- 
repairing and well-digging has been opened out in every direction through the worst tract for 
the relief of distress, in the neigh bonring villages; advances of gTain are about to be made to 
the indigent ryots sliould circumstances bo found to reipiire this. 

7. The ridiei olfioer, Mr. Dauiant, rejiorts that the supply to the south and east of 
Sadullapore *^and of Govindgungo is still tolerably well maiutaiuod by imports from the east- 
ern districts by the Brahmaputra. In Peergunge, and tlie west of Govindgungo, the supplies 
are very small, and may part us at any time, • Imporlation from Dinagepore seems to have 
entirely ceased. A vovy little comes from Bogra, but this cannot last long. Prices are ex- 
cessively liigh, ninging iVom Rs. 3-12 a maund on tlie banks of Brahmaputra to Ks. 5; in 
some small h&ts the jirice is lls. 4-4." 

The village inspection has disclosed greater distress, the relief officer reports, than was 
anticipated, in the tract lying west of tlie Kiirt>tya, the state of the villages is wretched 
beyond description ; the people have sold every thing they possessed, and are now solely de- 
pendent on Government. Many have sold their plough-eattlc, the last thing with which a 
Beiigaleo r^’^ot parts. I found one instance where a man had sold the roof over his 4iead. 
Many royts have deserted the place altogether, and gone to Bogra and elsewhere. The relief 
ofliicer reports that the people seem to bir most gratifful for the relief works. The villages in 
this quarter are now quite desorteil in the day-time. Every one is to be found on tbe road ; 
the women are now coming readily, bringing their children with them. All are moslT anxious 
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to got Governmont rice. The want of water is felt nearly as keenly as the want of food. In 
many villages people have to go two‘ or throe miles to bring a gharah of water. I have begun 
to excavate three old tanks in the worst parts, and am digging ♦ells at every mile along the 
roads. A few cases of cholera, with one death, have occurred among the coolies/^ 

In the neighbourhood of Ramnagar, Dhaporhat, Tremohini, and Peergunge considerable 
distress is reported. No cases of death have occurred, but many instances of people very much 
reduced by starvation have been found. There arc about 10,000 persons employed on the 
roads, of whom about half are men, one-third children, and one-sixth women. The women 
only work on the roads on the west side of Qovindgunge, where they come in great numbers. 

8. Jn many tracts on tlie south anil the south-west of tho district the poorer rhisscs of 
ryots have been obliged to sell or pledge the few things they have. Many comphiiu of tho 
difficulty of having only one full meal of rice a day, and of having to eke out the second meal 
with various coarse substitutes for rice. All thosi; who work on tlic* road earn enough to 
provide their two meals of riite a day, and a little for their families hoside.s. Tho ryots in many 
places from time to time complain of inability to sow tlioir lauds iVom want of seed. The 
lands, however, where ready, have all been sown, and a Hir larger aroji than usual has hceu 
cultivated with early rice. Many of the ryots are found aft(‘r invcstigalion to have complained 
of their zemindars and of their eirciunstaiices without reason. 'I’heii! is, however, much 
widely-difluBcd distress which is being carefully looked after, and relief to meet the oircura- 
.stanccs that arise in each locality is promptly organised on tho spot. People complain of the 
dearness and of having to live closely, hut only in isolated easi;s has the pressure from high 
prices produced actual distress. Tliere have been no deaths t raceable to the present scarcity. 
No premature deaths have come under notice for iiupiiry. The only I'aso that has cotnc under 
inquiry in the last fortnight was that of a very old woman who died •%>£ disease, probably 
hastened by privation. 

6. The wheat and pulses have boon stornd by tlu* ryots, ;ind aro hoiiig used for food ; very 
little of it finds its way into the market. 

. The wheat is not ground in mills and made into Hour for hi-cad, hut is simply husked and 
boiled like rice and eaten with salt, chillies, &e. ; or else aft^r husking it is made into a coarse 
sort of meal, and then mixed \^ith water into a mash and sweetened with goor, and so used 
for food. The poor here do not a)>pear to know tho proper use of wheat, and if taught can 
make nothing of it, as they have no hand-mills for this j)nr])oso. 

10. All classes understand thoroughly fhe modes of relief adopted by the Government, 
and many anticipate the action of the relief ollleers, by ready ootnplainls of distress, with 
suggestions for relief wurksj and aunauhatras in their neiglihoiirhood. They are very grateful 
for what is being done, and the lahorer-rj'ots deel.nre f hat nuiny of them must liave perished 
hut for tho relief works. lJn<lcr the present eireumstauccs of tho peojile (except in the worst 
parts of'Govindgunge), small advances are hotter appreciated and more .sought after than any 
other form of relief. 

11. Tlicre have lieen numerous complaints from bodies of dissalisfioil ryots as to alleged 
abnses in manipulating the advances ohtaiiMil by the zeraind.irs and jotodars without interest 
from Government. Tho rases have been di.sposoil of to their a)>parent satisfaction, and every 
precaution Inas been taken to sec that the advances .are proj»crly distributed among the ryots, 
and that substantial agreements an? executed to guard against pos.siblo attempts hereafter at 
realising prohibited interest from the ryots. The independence of the ryots in Rnngporc 
affords the best guarantee against such endeavours. 

13. All comphints regarding scarcity are taken up at once, and a.ssistanee and investiga- 
tion proceed together. . Relief works are opened within easy distance of villages where great 
poverty or distress are believed to exist, and all ablebodicd persons j-oquiring menus of sifosis- 
tence are provided for in that way. People unlit for work are sent to the nearest annachatras ; 
if too distant, they get a ticket for 7 days or 14 days' I’ood, or an iwlvanee direct. The home- 
less mendicants are housed at the chatras as long as they choose to remain, hnt a few heggajrs 
unfit for work obstinately refuse to avail them.selvcs of tho aimuiihrulras, and they have been 
temporarily relieved witli donations of raw rice and a little money at the villages they usually 
frequent. 

13. Complaints of noglcet on the piirt of the zemindars are promptly enquired into, and 
the attendance of the zemindars or their agents is caused, and they are required to assist their 
ryots with money or grain from their rcsonroes, or else to take advanec.s from the Government 
for the purpose. The zemindars, as a rale, appear to he behaving well to their ryots, but some 
of them are still very backward in their duty in this respect. During the last tortnight rclli*f 
has everywhere, and in every mode, become developed and bettor orgaiii.sed. The appearance 
of large bodies of the peasantry has been carefully observed and rejMjrted on from .all (puarters. 
There are no indications of debility or deterioration from insufficient nourishment among the 
generality of the poorer classes, who live much from hand to mouth. 

14. In the north and north-east of the district near Kulaghat, the relief officer visited a 
number of villages, and also along the rood from Kukaghat to Supaua. There was nothing 
apparent to indicate distress among the poor of this neighbourhood, and inquiry confirnied 
thft view. In some places the men wore very clamorous, and from thoir'behaviour it was clear 
they were under a false impression, and believed that if they were only sufficiently importunate 
and complained as loudly as possible the Government would supply them with money by loan 
or advance, or even ns a gift. In the same locality others were found going to the opposite 
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extreme. They resented the idea of there bcinj» distress in their- villages, and answered to all 
inquiries^*' there are none in ^ant here." The condition of the people does not appear to be 
bad in that pari of the district (Borobari). It is, however, with the rest being carefully 
watched. The price of rice there is from Rs. 3-4 to Its. 8-8 a maund of 80 tolahs weight. 

15. In another case a petition from a body of clamorous ryots, giving a very bad 
description of distress and staiwing people, and of the neglect of the zemindar, was investi- 
gated. It was unfounded in fact throughout. On censuring the ryots, they blamed the 
mooktears for using exaggerated langnagc. In numerous cases the ryots have complained 
without cause against their zemindars when they were well-off, and no relief was necessary. 

16. In the majority of the villages bordering on the lines of relief works, a considerable 
percentage «>f the indigent ryots would have had the greatest difficulty in procuring their' pro- 
per daily food, if it w(‘rcnot. for (he relief works j as it is, they are at present enabled to tide 
over a very critical time without los.** of life or bodily injury from privation. It is evident, 
without referring to tlu' w'orst parts of the district on the south-west, that within some 15 or 
20 miles south of Rungpore, w(?re it not for the timel}' relief measures, numbers must have 
been permanently enfeebled, and have perished prcin.atnr(*ly from privation; not only many of 
the beggar-folk, who ai’c now maintained by charitable I'clief, but some of the peasantry als<>, 
who have up to the present time been preserved in good condition, physical and moral, by the 
relief works now everywhere affording healthy employment. 

17. There arc no signs among the laborers of weakness or disease attributable to the 
present restricted means of the classes that supply rural labor. Whenever there has been a 
Iona fide demand for employment as a relief measure, work has been opened in the neighbour- 
hood requiring it. Where supplies are short, moodios arc commissioned to sell Government rice 
to the coolies at 12 seers for the rupee, and grain can be taken in part payment of work where 
local supplies run short. 

18.. To resume: .serious afixiety is not felt regarding the 'condition and prospects of the 
people in view of the relief measures now organised, except as regards the tract prominently 
brought to notice in previous narratjvcs, viz., Govindgunge, Sadullaporc, and Pcergungc. ^The 
grain transports have been pushed on in that direction to ensure that the supplies shall be equal 
to all requirements. Money and materials for relief have bfru despatched. A native doctor, 
with medicines, was scut out at the first intimation of a probable outbreak of cholera. It has 
been arranged that cither the Magistrate or myself shall b(? present at head-quarters, so that 
any intelligence received may at once meet with proper .attention. A Deputy Magistrate was 
sent to Pcergunge, who, with an intelligent assistant, i.s temporarily supemsing relief, and 
looking out for the occurrence of distress. Previously, a Deputy Collector of considcRiblc 
experience visited Pcergunge, and noted its requirements. An additional officer of experience. 
Inspector Proka.st Chuudra Deb, was hurried off from transport work to the relief i)fficer of 
Govindgunge on the first intimation of anything like .an approaching crisis in those parts. The 
jMJople there arc coming in numbers to relief works. The part of the country is in a bad state 
for supplies by private importation, and the people are generally reported to be very destitute ; * 
still Mr. Damant writes tliat there is no immediate d.angcr of any loss of life from starvation. 

The means for relief now being pressed forward appear to be equal to the emergency. 
The Magistrate has settled to go out to Pcergunge and Govindgunge after conferring with the 
Relief Commissioner, who will be at Rungpore on the 5th or 6th instant. 

19. With regard to the details and statistics required, urgent reminders have been sent 
to the relief officers to obtain thesq. 

The circles have been but recisntly organised. Many of the officers are new to the work. 
The necessary subordinate aijpointments have only just been filled, and clerks are on their way 
out or have only just joined. Though the relief circles are manned and active work is going 
on everywhere in the mo.st unsparing w.ay, the results of the work do not come up in detail as 
req^nired, and the great increase of work makes it difficult with a small staff to keep up the 
requirements by official communication. Efforts .arc being made to procure the details and 
statistics regarding classes of people obtaining charitable relief, and it is hoped that a return . 
may be submitted in the next n,arrativo. There is such a demand for intelligent, trustworthy 
natives for all kinds of work (Mjnuocted with relief that it is impossible to get an agency of the 
desired efficiency, as to genend attainments, and knowledge of English. All the public offices 
have been in some degree clisorg.auisod by the drafting off good, active officers on relief duty, 
and still there are difficulties in filling “relief" appointments properly, such as transport-clerks, 
golahdars, relief officers, assistants ami writers, and road suh-overseers. 

The relief officers have not the work of supervision w’cll in hand, and they will be required 
now to submit and procure the submission of the details as to charitable relief required. 
[While engaged in writing this report, .the station was visited by a most remarkable hail- 
storm. There h.ad been a grc.at increase of heat at .about 4 p. m., Saturday, April 4th, when 
a gale and blinding dust-storm, accompanied with the rumbling of distant thunder, set in from 
the south-west. It blew ,a regular hurricane, sweeping the plain with clouds of dust. A 
drenching rain, which seemed to last two or three minutes only, cleared the landscape almos^ 
instantaneously, and then the wind blew very chill, and large hail-stones, bristling with icicles, 
battered down on the roof and verandah, and kept striking the ground — thud- thud — at intervals 
of 20 or 30 or 40 yards. They Iook«'d like a good handlul of bail-stones cum{)actly ciystalised 
into solid lumps. As the wind was strong, they were projected with much force, almost pmnt- 
blank for about a stone^s throw, and then striking the ground with uousidcrable sound, tiliey 
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bounded along^ two or three times, becoming suddenly spent and motionless from their spiked 
shape. The largest of them were, in the solid part, about the size of a tennis>ball* but measured 
round the short, thick icicles jutting out all round, they were, some of them, about the size of 
a cricket'ball. Some had a 8tar-&h and coral-like form. All had the flowing stalactite ap- 
pearance, which, makes the rudest clnline when frozen over pleasing to the eye. They certainly 
were most picturesque looking missiles. Some reminded of the spike-balls of iron, found at 
the end of old maces, and similar mediueval weapons. The storm was soon over, and the rain 
has done good. Fortunately, the tobacco has all been cut and gathered, and none of the present 
crops have been injured. The mango trees have suffered. Mr. Oram, an old resident of Rung- 
pore, informs me that he saw larger specimens than those outlined, the sketch of which is 
forwarded.] 

20. Eighteen grain-thefts have been reported during the last fortnight. Two constables 
were detected in dishonestly disposing of a maund of the rice saved from the Moheegunge fire, 
and from the separate sums of money, aggregating about eleven rupees, found in the waist- 
cloth of one of them, it appeared probable that the offence discovered ^was not the only one 
committed by him. Both were convicted and punished for criminal breach of trust as public 
ifervants. 

Petty pilferings of the Government rice while on transit to the golahs are attributed to 
the police and to the g&riwdns ; a two-maund bag has been found half a maund short on 
reaching its destination. Under the present system it is difficult to get a thoroughly satisfactory 
explanation of deficiencies, or to make the constables and glrriw&ns accountable for the same.

B.— Relief Works. 

The number of relief roads has been increased from 49 to 59. 

New roads have been opened, and sub-overscers employed on them ; t roads are still kept 
ill reserve. The numbers remain about the same, except in the Govindguugc circle, where 
about 10,000 people have come upon the relief works for support. In Goviudgungc, the rate 
has been raised from 3 annas per 100 cubic feet to 4 aunas. 

In Goviudgungc they are employed in excavating tanks and wells also, as water is very 
scarce. The relief works have been steadily pushed forward during the la.st fortnight. The 
lalwrcrs have been paid regularly, and there have been no complaints from them. Government 
rice is being disiwscd o^at twelve seers for the rupee, but no acqouut of the sales has been sub- 
mitted. In Pcergunge, Goviudgungc, and Borobarcc sales have takeu iilaee. 

Q. — Transi>ort ok Fooit. 

With regard to private imports in Nesbetgangc thaunah — in four vilkages MaduporC| 
Sarapore, Basuntpore and Ormarcc, the relief officer found live thousand maunds of paddy 
stored. One resident of Sampore . deals extensively in Julpigori rice, keeping a train of 16 
carts, and hiring also for that purpose. Private trade is brisk in the interior, and ryots go long 
distances with their pack-bullocks to purcliasc grain where the market is slightly easier. 
Complaints have been made that the hiring of carts and bullocks by the Goveruraent has inter- 
fered much with private trade ; and though the rates arc high the eartmeu i-egard it as 
l)eg3.r” or compulsory work, and dislike it, although the rates are high. Formerly jirivate xiartics 
could jirocure a cart and pair of bullocks for about Rs. 14 a mouth. The rate given a cart and 
pair of bullocks was first fixed at Rs. 7 a month. ' Subsequently the lost lot were engaged 
at Rs. 20, and all now demand the same. Pack-bullocks are now being engaged at Rs. 7-8 
a moutli, and a corps is being organised. Several hundred maunds of rice have arrived for 
the Mobaram Faruamagi, and also for the Tagores of Poergunge. The rice transport is 
working well, and ^hore is no block anywhere. The despatches ai’e less this week — as the 
carriage by boats has been stopped ; 320 carts were received during the fortnight at 
Kallygunge, and 653 carts in all were at work. Efforts are now being made to bring the 
number up to a thousand or more. The zemindars have been called uxmu to assist, and a 
specially appointed officer deputed to the interior to engage and collect carls. 

About 050 maunds were imported for private parties at Kallygunge and SOO maunds at 
Kolmughat during the last fortnight. 

Inquiries were widely setou foot to organise a trauspor I service for shallow water with 
dug-outs, but it was not 'practicable. The transport officer is about t4> visit Gaibnudu to sen 
if further means of Irausport cau be opened up to SadullabxKirv, xiarlly by laud aud ^Kuilly 
by t^ Gluighat. 
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D.— Stoiuob of Govebkhemt Gbain at Relief Wobks. 

The golahs arc ready in part everywhere, and the transport of grain is being steadily 
effected in accordance with local requirements. The list of completed subsidiary golahs has 
not been received from each circle ; a complete list will bo forwarded as soon as possible. 
Accommodation is now ready for 1,85’,000 maunds.

, Besides the above, about 6,000 maunds are being unloaded from boats from Goalundo, 
and about 22,000 from steamer Prinne of Wa/es, The whole of this is being stored in the 
Peergungo golah. 

A special report regarding the circumstances of the destruction of the Mahigunge golah 
and the disposal of the salvage rice; has been submitted through tlie Relief Commissioner. 

E. — Advancfj? to Puivate Pabties. 

Numerous applications have been imule for advances by all classes of zemindars, patnidat?;, 
lakhirajdars, jotedars, great and small. AVliere they are not known, local investigations are 
made by the relief officers ; and the 6ond Ji4ei> of the application, the status of the applicant, 
the condition and number of ryots, and the propriety of the loan are I’oported on, and after 
such further inquiry as can be made advances arc sanctioned under the best safe-guards that 
can be devised to insure their being applied as intended, and to prevent abuses.

F.— CUABITABLE Rei.IEF. 

The numbers daily relieved is over four thousand. Exact figures cannot be given, as 
no returns have been submitted from several of the annachatras. 

There has been no instance of severe distress reported dneing the last fortnight, but many 
proper cases for relief arc discovered by the officers on their village inspection ; several new 
relief centres have been opened. One in particular at Dhaper b6,t in Sadullabpore, where the 
poor were found in very bad circumstances. (A road for relief work was opened there at' the 
some time.) « 

The people who accept relief at the annachatras are nearly all by habit or infirmity 
unfit for work, and are of the beggar class; such an abundance or relief has been provid^ for 
them (they are not a large number fof the district) that they are very independent about 
attending the annachatras for food. 

They murmur at the Government annachatra arrangements, and are nnwilliqg to stay 
*ai the chairas in the day or to do any work. They object to remain for a se^nd meal, and 1^ 
to be provided with the early and late meal together, once only in the morning, so that they may 
fill their bellies well and^ take their chance of getting what they can elsewhere for supper. 
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^hore annachatras are near together^ as at Sankamari (public), and Radhabullab (private), the 
more active of them manage to get a meal at both chatras. Ample arrangements have been 
made so far for relief centres, and if people of this class arc found unrelieved/ it is because 
they will not remain wlicrc food is provided for them at the chatras. When found in the 
villages, tliey arc tem])orarily provided for with an advance of irrain and money. At the 
aniuichatriis every effort is made to sac that they are availed of to the fullest extent in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the rules, so as to relieve want among a class which is now almost 
entirely thrown upon organised public and private charity. 

The officers in charge o£ relief centres, ]>ublic and private, endeavour to keep in attend- 
anee tliose wlio begin to frequent llic ehatra, so iliat their charitable action may contrast 
favourably witli that of other reliei centres, and may be as unrestricted as possihh?. 

At llie aniiaehatras at Alaikuiy, the s<*ale of food has been raised from 4 chittaeks of rice 
and 4 chitlacks ui‘ potatoes, to 0 chittaeks of rice and 4 eliittacks of potato(»s, and lndf-a-pi« e 
lor condiments This scale is general, 'fho average attendance now is 4S Maliomedans re- 
ceiving e(»oked food, and (iO Hindus receiving uncooked food. IJefore the rules of issuing 
cooked food to Maliomcdans was instituted, the number taking relief was aboue a day ; 

wli(*n the cooked food syst<*m was ado pt(id, the nuinhi»rs fell at on(.*e to the present average, 
wliieh has since been steadily nuiiniaiiuid there without any complaints of distress. 

Homo lelief in t he sliaym of cotton for sjnnning and paddy for hulking lias been freely 
given. At the annaehatras some women, able to do a little work, liave heen asked to take it, 
but they retuse, and it has not been [iressod on them. In the (Johindgunge annaehatras, tli»‘ 
relief officer has not adopted the cooked-food system, potatoes are scarce thi*re, and half a seer 
of raw rice and a half pice arc given to each person who comes for relief. 

New cotton and riee-distributing centres have been established in the relief circles, and 
ag<Mieics opi?n among the pradhans of the villages. In Sundergunge, the zemindar Baboo 
Aiinada Proshad llai is now ojiening a cooked-food relief agency in ,onc of his villages 
(Khamthana). , • 

The arrangement is for the zr niinJar to supply the rice, and servants to take charge of it 
and pitn ent waste and emhezzlcment, and the ryots with their families will come and cat the 
rice eook(Kl by some of their own village people, wlio may be willing to serve at a house selected 
by themselves. 

It will bo a kind of co-operative private arrangement, and relief will be given in a« form 
less open to prejudice than in the public or private anuachatra as ordinarily unengaged.

This number is certainly large, but it nin.st be noted that the number of men among the 
whole is only 7,980. The labour ex.acteil from the women .and chililren is light, the pay 
curni>aratively good, and no wonder the works are popular in these times. I have actually 
heard of persons coming with tlieir own laborer sorv.ants on to the road work, and people 
leave their villages eu mtis.<te for the purp»)sc. I .shall direct the circle officers to endeavour 
to prevent very small children fiom coming on to the roads, as the people are bringing tht^n 
very young. They are employed in beating the earth, and of course .such relief i.s 
practically almost gratuitous, but it is difficult to draw a bard and fast lino in such a 
matter. Another rca.son which tends to account for such a large influx i.s, in my opinion, 
the large proportion of Mahomedaus, over 80 per cent., in this district. Hindu women 
would naturally be aver.se to leave their homes. 1 hear of men actually staying at home 
anti niakittg their women go out and work for them. I sltall be prepared to sell ibod when 
ncce.ssai y to laborers on llie works. At present they are supplied from the bazars. 

C. — Transpout of Food. 

The reports received .show importation of 11,000 inaund.s of rice from Pubna, Dacca, 
and Mymon.sing districts by way of the Daokolca and Bengali rivers. (300 maunds of rice 
.and 500 maunds of paddy from llajshabye by carts. Now that the very considerable increase 
of 1,90, 000 maunds of rice has been ordered to Bogra in addition to our previous allotment, 
I am unable to .‘■ay that our means of tran.sport are sufficient. We have rfiore than 600 
• ThoRo sent in tiBve b«en Amml unfit niid caitS at WOlk, which Iieaily, if not (piite, exhuusts OUT 
ruturnetl. Wo onnnoi vxi'oet tiVotiuul aid by cart resources. Pack-bullocks aud pom'c.s liavc bceu 
tills ngency. Called for from all police Btation.s* and out-posts, .some 

of which have boon srnit in.. The Serpur Police have also been told to .send stjaall boats to 
take rice from Bogra to Serpur. 1 Jiavc also asked the ('onimissioner of tJie division to have 
50,000, inapnds of our allotment .sent from Goaluudo to Joregatcha whence we can convey 
it in small boats up the Karolaya to Bogra. T have also written to Nature .and Serajgiinge 
for more carts, :iud the Suh-lnspector of Adarndighi has been directed to try and obtain 
carts from Nature. I really do not .see what more wo can well do'. We might perhaps ho aide 
to utilise some of our road lahourens .as tr.an.sport coolies, and I will see what can be done in 
lhis‘se.'«pcct. If the Government or the llelief (.’ommis.sioner could send a supply of carts 
or other efficient means for transport fropi elsewhere, no doubt we could distribute 
our supplies more quickly ; six hundred more carts would he not more than necessary. 
Meanwhile, We must, get on us best we may, and as the district is small, when the 
rice is once latuled at Shobagipara, we could, in case of need, send sufficient for immediate 
wants to any part of the district from there without much delay. 

1), — Storage of Government Gjiain at Relief Works. 

In addition to places of stomge previously reported upon, new .storage-room has been 

ordered at places noted in the margin in order to 
accontmodato the increased supplies ordered. Amount 
of food-grain reported as received up to the 4th April 
1874 is -19,729 maunds. The only food^grain as yet 
distributed has been 1 50 maunds sold for Rs. 500 on 
ucceonnt of charitable relief purposes. 

E. — Ai>vance.s to Private Parties and their Results. 

Several applications have lately been received from persons willing to assi-st their 
tenants. Rs. 2,500 have been given out in the period under report as loans in compliance 
witli applications. Some undisposed of applications will receive attention. •

I have already reported in my last narrative on our commencement of charitable re- 
lief operations on the Government aided system and our committee arrangements. Mr. 
Atkinson, Mr. Collier, and Mr. Gupta, relief circle oflicers, have arrived and have gone nut 
to their respective circles, viz., Panchbihi aod Badalgachi, Adamdigi, and Shariakandi. Mr. 
Nugent has also been out in Bogra thannah, of which he istho relief circle officer, and Inspector 
Times Chandra Glume is in charge of Khctlal. I propose now that Mr. Clay, District Re- 
lief Officer, has arrived, to put him in charge of Bogra thannah and to send Mr. Nugent, 
aided by two assistants, to .take charge of thannabi Sherepore and Shariakandi, w ith apt.cinl 
reference to the distressed account in these thannahs, which are on the whole comparatively 
well off*.

I have remarked above on the subject of the increased number of laborers on our 
works. I am glad to be able to report a' ino.st scasouable rainfall on the 1st and 3rd April 
1874 at Bogra, which I trust may have e.xteaded largely over the khyar land. It has arrived 
most opportunely and cannot fail to do considerable good. Amun rice was selling at 10 J 
seers in the Bogra market on the Gth April 1874. I would remark in conclusion that it 
should not be su[)posed that the whole of yic very large number of persons employed on our 
relief works are very badly off. It m.iy be taken as a fact that manjr comparatively well-to-do 
people have come to them. But with reference to what I have said above with respect to 
light labor and good pay, I would not be understood as recommending cither the increasing 
of* the seenritj’ of the labor-test or reduction of the wages. The object of Government is 
to save life, aftd although in many cases the pay may be received by people who could exist 
without it, yet on the other hand I consider that it wt)uld be unsafe by means of a hard and 
fast rule to deprive many others, viz., those really in distress and often with large families of 
what i.s no more than adcciuatc for their wants. Wo are in urgent want of at least three 
native overseers or sub-overseers ; I trast they may be sent at once.

RESOLUTION. 

SCARCITY AND RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 

Ualcvbtta, ifie lUk April 1874. 

Read— 

The fortnightly Narratives of the Bnrdwan Division for the period ending 4th April. 

1. Hooghly. — Oa the whole the account given of the condition of this di.strict is 

satisfactory. Prices are stationary ; there is no marked distress of a general character any- 
where, and no very great demand for relief work. Only 1,650 persons are employed on 
Government work and 7,812 oti private undertakings ; of the latter, however, only 2,147 are 
said to be local laborers. The organisation for charitable relief is very extensive, there 
being no less than 136 sub-committees, besides four large .serais or public kitchens on the 
great lines of traffic. 901 persons daily are receiving charitable relief. ’ „ 

2. IfowmA.— Mr. Grant was specially ordered to include in his report the relief works 

and charitable relief operations in Howrah. It is not satisfactory to find him still omittino to 
furnish any information on these matters. ” 

3. Sanhoora. — Prices show hero a tendency to fall, and in the distressed tract of 
Moheshra work has been provided for all who require it. The Commissioner 1ms attain sent 
Mr. Larymore to inspect this pergunnah, and his report will bo awaited. The numbers on 
Government relief works were 2,740 in all, while about 2,000 more are employed on private 
works. About 1,200 persons daily get charitable relief. 

4. Seerbhoom. — There is no marked change for the worse in this djptrict as yet. About* 
3,600 persons are on relief works,' and 683 are daily getting charitable relief 

5. Burdwan. — The Government has already had special report upon the increase in 
distress in the Bood-bood sub-division of this district. The Collector has now personally 
ascertained that things are worse here than he had at all anticipated. The fever has of 
course reduced the condition of the people of this part below the standard. It is hoped that 
the' Collector will be able to .show that he exercised from the first duo vigilance as to the con- 
sequences of want supervening on chronic disease. Cutwa sub-division also appears to be 
more distressed. The other parts of the district are not very badly off. The table show- 
ing the number on relief \vork.s is not very clear, and the column for the average daily 
number is wrongly totalled. Apparently about 13,000 persons are on the work's, while 
9,137 persons arc in receipt of charitable relief The charitable relief is administered by 
the district committee, five sub-divisional committees, aud 225 village committees. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor being about, to vi.sit the Burdwan District himself, will 

not here make any further remark. * 

7. Midnapore. — Tho state of this district is not tiow such as to cause any alarm or 
anxiety. The J angle Mehals, about which some fears were entertained, are apparently not 
badly off ; and though some distress among tho weaving population near Chunderkona had 
shown itself, this has been met by starting gunny-weaving and opening .food dop6ts for 
charitable relief The measures adopted .seem sufficient.

My previou.s letters will have prepared the Government for the receipt of more mi- 
favouraiilo accounts of the state of the Bood-bood sub-division, and the Collector states that 
the iiumlier of applicants for relief is increasing at a r.ate wliicb he did not at all anticipate. 
It is to be regretted that he did not take earlier and more active measures to make himself 
acquainted with the state of the sub-division, but now that he has become more alive to the 
difficulties with which we have to contend, I trust that the measures which are being taken 
for the organisation of charitable relief will be found sufficient for the protection of the 
people. 

The Collector complains of the non-receipt of the Jehababad sub-divisional report, but 
it reached him on the 7th April, and contains no information of any material importance. 

Tho Collector has appended a copy of the proceedings of tho charitable relief district 
committee, and of the rules drawn up for the guidance of the relief sub-committees. I beg 
to recommend that these may be separately published in the Calcutta Gazette.

I hawc the honor to submit tho narrative for the fortnight ending to-day. 

A.— State of the Country. 

2. The Ranoegungc Deputy Collector says that the supply of rice is plentiful ; that rice 
is still flowing in from Miduaporo and Bankoora; that the grain trade at Rancegunge town 
is very brisk ; that prices have risen about two annas a maund, and now range from 1 1 to 1 2 :l(» 
seers of best rice, and 13*5 to 13‘J1 seers of common rice for tho rupee; tli.U no rain h.as 
fallen ; that there Is “ no immediate cause for anxiety as to the condition of the people that 
rice Is procurable everywhere ; that there is no considerable demand lor emjiloyment on the 
relief works ; that tho#veavor class has been taken in hand, bjit even in their c-ase the need is 
not very urgent ; that in places inspected by him during the fortnight nothing like local 
distres.s among the weavers was found, but on its becoming known that it was intended to 
relieve them they applied for relief in largo numbers ; that a few cases of di.stress among.'.i 
bcc'O'ars and travellers have come to light, and that even the village sub-committee do not 
allege the existence of any misery or starvation at present. * , ^ 

*For my own part I do not think that there are any grounds for anxiety about Ranee- 
gunge at present. 

In Bood-bood, I am sorry to say tho case is othcrwi.so. The number of applicants f<.r 
relief in that sub-division is increasing at a rate which I did not at all anticipate. In my 
last fortnightly report 1 mentioned that several food depots for the distribution of cooked food 
had been opened there, and the attendance at some of these, notably at Gulsce near Kanoo. 
was very large. 1 have therefore thought it best to go over some of the more easily accessible 
parts of the sub-division in company with Baboo Bagalauanda Mookeriee, and endeavour 
to «rauge the amount of distress for myself. Accordingly 1 visited Gulsee and Kamoo villagt-s 
near Kanoo junction, Oorgram, Mahata, and Diguuggor near Gooshkara .station, and 
Potn^tn, Kolianporc and Bhedia near Bhedia station. Also 1 have been to Bood-bood itself, 
and visited the villages of Eral and Blialkee. Tho result of my enquiries is that there is 
most undoubledly*a great deal of di.stres.s there. This distre.s.s is more .severe in the fevci- 
stricken villages, such as Dignugger, Kamoo, &c., hut it prevails in a loss degree in almost 
every village I visited. The condition of some of the people 1 strw wa.s very wretched. One 
man,*who had been worn hy ioug-coutinued attacks of fever, and recently by want of proper 
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fond, «aid that lie was accustomed to sit all day in a tank to case his pain. The laborers 
, (Bagdis, Haris, Dorns, and so on) complained very loudly of the want of work, and it appeared 
that many of tlm men had emigrated to Cachar and elsewhere, leaving the women and 
ohildren. The so-callcd respectable classes were nearly as loud in their complaints as the 
poor. Sonars complained that their trade was at a stand-still ; napits, that people have given 
up shaving ; cultivators, that the mahajuus hnve refused the usual advances of grain ; brah- 
mins, that their sources of income have failed ; chowkidars, that their chowkiran lands 
yielded next to no crop, and that their money dues (dwar mashara) are not paid ; fakeers, 
cripples, and lepers, that charity is no more ; weavers, that advances were no more to be had. 
Allowing of courao for some exaggeration in all these complaints, still the looks of many of 
the complainants were enough to prove that tlicy were in the main founded on truth. I 
should add, however, that I did not hear of any deaths from starvation. When this wat 
a.sked about, the invariable answer of course was that many had died, but on asking for names 
and details, I found it impossible to arrive at any single authenticated case of death from 
starvation in the villages I visited. Deaths of fever-stricken persons of course there have 
been. The Deputy Collector has visited .some villages in the west of the sub-division, and 
his report is gloomy. The price of rice at the large marts continues nearly as low as in othei 
8ub-divi.sions, but in the interior it is only procurable at the rate of 10 seers the rupee, anc 
oven less. At Bhcdia, for instance, I found the ctitcha seer of only 58 tolahs selling for £ 
pice, and at Eral 14 chittacks of the cutcha seer of 72 tolahs cost 5 pice. The wheat anc 
barley on the banka of the rivers has all been cut, but a good deal of teel is still on tin 
ground. In some parts the people are eating the paddy-husks (koonro),Avbieb arc generally 
given to cattle. 

What has been done in the way of relief is set forth tinder the proper headings below. 

The Cutwa Deputy Collector gives a .somewhat less favorable account of his snb-divisior 
than in former narratives, lie .says, howcivcr, that rico is everywhere procurable for read} 
money, and that the allcgatinti.to the contr.ary means only that mahajuns are demanding 
unusually high terras for making advances, but adds that if the rains set in early am 
the .season proves a good one, they may probably relax their terms. Ho says tcel has ^leei 
as extensively cultivated in this sub-divi.sion as in Bood-bood. He states that the condition o 
tbo people, especially in Kctugr.am and Munglccote, is becoming a greatercau.se for anxict] 
day by day ; that petty thefts are incroa.Sing, and the ploa of starvation is more frcquontl; 
heard from the culprits, and that the number of confessing thieves in March was 5). It i 
not impossible that some of these confessions were made witli the view of getting admission t 
the jail. At Patna in 18t»6, if I remember rightly, a number of persons actually petitioned ti 
be impri.sonctl in the Jail. The Deputy Collector mentions t^at the cultivators are sti! 
unwilling to woi’k, but in some cases are beginning to do so, c.specially in Kctngram. H 
estimates the number of indigent laborers in Cutwa and Munglccote at over 11,000. 

I am afraid di.stre.ss is on tlio increase in Cutwa as in Bood-bood. The gredt rush c 
applications for relief which h?s been experienced in the past fortnight has no doubt (as yoi 
have observed), been much stimulated by the organisation of village sub-committecs all ove 
the country, and by the constant flying visits paid by various officers to almost every qiiartei 
but that di.stress really is increasing in Bood-bood and Cutwa I have no doubt whatever. 

The Jehanabad Deputy Collector has not sent in his fortnightly narrative, and I mus 
bog that sfuno notice be taken of this delay. It w.as only a montli ago that his attention wa 
narticularly called to the ncces.sity of submitting these narratives with punctuality. 

J may say, however, of both .Tebanabad and Cutv^^a, as well as of the Sadder sub-divisior 
that I consider there is no need for any anxiety about them at present. ‘The only parts wher 
there is any appearance of distress is the western half of Sahcbgungo tliannah adjoiniu 
Bood-bood. 

B.— Relief Works. 

3. The annexed Statement I. shows all the rojwl and other public relief works no’ 
going on under the charge of the Executive Engineer, the Embankment Engineer, the sul 
tiivisiunal officer.^, the town committees, and chowkoedary punchayats and private persons, 
would particularly draw attention to the circamstanee that the demand for work in th 
Jehanabad sub-division (old Benares road) is very small, as it is also in the Sudder and Culn 
sub-divisions (Buddipore road and Kana Nuddee works?). The demand for employment i 
Raneegungo, too, w'ould seem to be but small. Work lias lioen commenced on the road froi 
Kanoo to Sahebgunge, but the returns have not yet come in. ITie numbers shown in tl 
statement of the roads and works in cbarge*of the sub-divisional officers of Jehanabad an 
Kanoo are estimates, as their return.s have not been received. The Maharajah is carryin 
on tank-works at Culiia and Burdwan, and Baboo Hitlal Misser at Bood-bood and Maucoor 

C.— Transport of Food. 

4. Importation continues from the districts on the south. The tot^il export by ra 
during the third week of March was 10,94G maunds, and total import 4,030 maunds. Tl 
returns for the lost week in March have nut been received.

6. These are shown in the appendix A, Statement II. Advances for purchasing grain 
continue to be asked for,.ii.s remarked in my last report. 

F. — Charitable Relief. 

7. The arrangements for charitable relief arc being extended and ad justed by degrees. 
The following is an outline of them. A district relief committee and ^ve sub-divisional 
committees have been organised ; 22.5 village sub -committees have been appointed all over the 
district, that is to say, rather over 10 to each thannab, or about I to every 15 square mile.s. 
In tho vast majority of cases these village sub-committees now act only as reporting agencies, 
{. e., as a sort of intelligence <lepartmcnt to bring distress to the knowledge of the district and 
sub-divisional committees. But where the pre.ssuro of distress makes it necessary, they 
are used as administrators, distributors of relief, and managers of the food depdts and relief- 
houses which are established wherever necessary. The village sub-committees in charge of 
these food-depdts have received instructions to distribute cooked food to the infirm gratui- 
tously, but to exact some kind of labor from the able-bodied. At the last meeting of the 
district committee, a .sot of rules for the guidance of these village sub-committees in charge of 
food depdts, was approved, which will tx) translated and circulated to them ; a copy is annexed 
to this report. At the present momeut there aie no less than 27 food-depdts at work chiefly 
in the Bood-bood sub-<livision. The number has been swelled during the past fortnight, not 
only by the in.sti4utiou of many new depdts but also by tho inclusion in the list of all the 
ofd fever food-depdts, the cost of maintaining which was accepted by the district committee 
at their meeting of the 28th ultimo, in cou.sequenco of the fever relief funds running short. 
Besides these, tho Maharajah hits three food-depdts at Burdwa.n, Culna, and Bood-bood. 
Wherever distress increases and the number of food-depdts becomes so largo as 
to be unmanageable by tho sub-divisional officer and his committee, a.s has been tbo 
case in Bood-bood, it* is intended to appoint relief inspectors at the rate of about 
two to a thannab to visit and supervise these food-depdts. A moburir to keep the accodbts, 
cooks at tho rate of one to every 100 men, and work overaecrs at the rate of one to every 50 
men, are also attached to each food-depdt. These peraons will be selected from among tho 
distressed person.? if possible. The sheds required will be built by the recipients of relief. 
The able-l^dicd men will bo employed on any adjacent road work, or else at a tank in the 
neighbourhood ; women will be employed on the various kinds of light-labor specified in the 
rules. Provi.sion has also been maile for making advances of money or material to weavers, 
to Beeparies to import grain, and to Fardahneshin women for spinning thread and husk- 
ing rice. Simple accounts will bo kept and abstracts submitted weekly. It is intended to 
utilise all tho existing inspecting agencies. Medical, Educational, and Police, so as to exercise 
more complete supervision over these food-dep6ts, and enforce the application of tho labor- 
test in tho case of all able-bodied persons. The cultivators, and other so-called respectable 
classes, have beer^ of cuiii'so, kicking against this regulation and holding out for gratuitous 
relief, but now show symptoms of giving in in some places. Rice for tho use of the depfit is 
about to be stored at Bood-bood aud Kanoo. The complete charitable relief organisation 
above sketched out is at present only required in Bood-bood. But something of tbo.same 
sort will have to be set going ere long in Cutwa. The relief operations of the whole 
district aro superintended by Baboo Bogulanando Mookerjee and an assistant The 
prescribed statement of relief food-depots will bo found marked III in the appendix, also 
a list of the food-depdts now opened, aud the attendance at them; 

The statement does not sliow tho particulars of advances to weavers and others which 
are made in many cases direct by the district and sub-divisional committees. 

Financial Results. 

8. The annexed is a statement ( lY) cf tho expenditure of all .sorts on relief operations 
up to date.

Rales for the guidance of Relief Sub’Cmnmillees, 

1. Every person admitted into a relief-house shall be provided with a ticket. 

2. The tickets shall be of two descriptions, (a) for gratuitous relief, {b) for labor>test. 

8. The labor-test must be enforced in every possible case, but persons incapable of 

work shall receive gratuitous relief. 

4. Able-bodied men must be sent to the nearest road or tank-work. If no such work 
be available, the members must devise some suitable work, aud report for the approval of the 
sub-divisional ofiScer. 

,5. Able-bodied women may be employed as follows • 

(a.\ Collecting ghooting or kunkur. 

(b.) Picking up cow-dung and preparing it for hiel. 
fe.) Mat-making. • 

(d.) Basket-making. 

(a.i Making rope and twine. 
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6. Women who aro unable on account of their social position to do any work of the 
above description may be employed either in husking grain or in spinning .thread in their 
own houses, and they shall be paid for their labor either in money or in kind as they wish. 

7. Work-overseers must bo selecteil from the recipients of relief ; one such overseer 
must be allotted to supervise the work of every 50 person. Those overseers shall, in 
addition to their daily allowance of cooked food, receive the wages of 2 pice per day. 

8. Ordinarily cooked food is to be distributed. If any persons, for any sufficient cause, 
object to taking cooked food uncooked food may be given to them, but all must do some 
work except the sick and infirm. 

9. To each person is to be iUlowed d.aily half a seer of rice (pticca weight), 1 chittack of 
ddl, and 2 chittacks of vegetables, with a proportionate (juantity of salt and mussalas ; milk 
and sago may be given only to siuk persons who produce a doctor’s certificate declaring that 
they require them. 

Milk may bo given to children under 3 years of age. 

10. One cook is to be appointed for every hundred men. 

If possible these cooks should be selected from among the recipients of relief, and should 
be paid by the fixed allowance of food and wages one anna a day. 

11. To every relief-house a mohurir must be appointed to keep the accounts, and if 
possible he must be selected from among the recipients of relief. Paid mohurirs, coolies, and 
work -overseers will be allowed only when such cannot be obtained from among the recipients 
of relief. 

12. Each rolief-honse (hotel) should be under the immediate management of the local 
snb-committee, subject to tluj stijiervision of the circle relief-inspector and sub-divi- 
sional officer. 

13. Advances of money or thread may bo made to weavers. 

The cloth prepared, therefore, will either bo sold in the local markc^ or, if that is impos- 
sible, will bo forwarded to the s»ib-divisional officer for sale. « 

The advances to the weavers shall be of sums varying from Rs. 5 to lU, and no .second 
advance shall be made to any weaver till be has produced cloth to the full value of the first 
advance. 

The same rule must be observed iu making advances to women of cotton to spin or of 
paddy to bnsk. 

In giving advances, the accompanying cheque forms will invariably bo used. 

14. The sub-coinmittco will procure rice aud cotton, &c., iu tlie cheapest market open to 
them. If any saving can* be effected by purchasing rice iu Burdwran or elsewhere, the sub- 
committee will address the sub-divisional officer on this subject.

1 have the honor to forward herewith the report on scarcity and relief in this district for 
the fortnight ending April 4th. I regret to ^nd that the last reiwrt arrived late. It was 
despatched from this office on the usual date. 

i \ * 

2. Grain continues plentiful throughout the district. The surplus stock however of 
Midnapore is practically exhausted, and what now passes north along the Bankoora road, and 
north-west along the low level canal, is almost exclusively 0{issa rice. Tliis is stated by all 
the dealers, and a few days ago, at the Sudder ghat, 1 questioned each of some 50 gareewans 
and only f^und one man whose load was the produce of Midnapore. The purchasers first 
exiiaustcd the nearest centres of surplus stock, and have gradually proceeded further as these 
have become exhausted. 

8. Prices contmue stationary with a slight tendency to a rise, especially in the extreme 
west, where 161 can only now be obtained instead of 18 and 17^ as was the case when I last 
reported. The imiwrts from Singbhoom referred to have ceased ; whether the spare stock is 
exhausted, or whether the low prices which it induced have discouraged further imports, can- 
not be certainly known till u renewed rise a^aiii gives it an opportunity of profitable entry. 
As a consequence, the supply at the principal hats is decreasing rapidly, as shewn in the follow- 
ing table

Certainly I do not anticipate any severe famine, i. e., scarcity of grain in these tracts this 
year such as occurred in 1866. If my previous reports gave that impression, it was my failure 
to express myself correctly, lu that year 50,000 persons diedi in year 1 do not suppose 
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a tenth part of that number would be in danger, even if we folded our hamb, and let mattera 
drift. All I contend for is, that in this tract its own supply will not suf&ce for consumption, 
while extreme want will ensue before prices rise so high as to turn back the stream of trade to 
this quarter from the rest of Midnapore. On the other hand, if the Chota Nagpore Division 
has a surplus on which we can draw, we are periectly safe ; if it has not, sale of rice on behalf 
of the committee will afford great relief at the worst period, and greatly diminish the propor- 
tion of the population which under any cireumstane&s will have recourse to jungle-roots and 
fruits, and inferior grains fur siqqwrt, as a mere result of high prices. , 

4. I also submit that, even if wc are taking necessary precautions, wc arc doing so at uo 
appreciable expenditure, and therefore the error is harmless. Experience already shews that the 
state of public confldcncc has much to do with the amount of rice thrown into the market in 
the jungle mehals. From all sides the rcfport was universal that rice could scarcely be procured 
even at the h^ts ; a few hundred maunds came in from Singlibhoom ( for it has now been 
ascertained that it was a very small quantity, and has since quite stop^wd) , and the market re- 
mained easy for nearly four weeks. It is now again lightening, and the price st Silda is reported 
to have risen 1 J seer per rupee. It is therefore extremely probable, that if ever a crisis does come, 
the benefit which we can confer by promptly tendering a few hundred maunds for sale at con- 
venient places will extend far beyond the mere quantity brought forward. Even the fact that 
we are known to have those small stores spread over the country, for sale if need be, produces 
somc.cffect in bringing the slorcs of petty cultivators into the market, as they sec that they 
incur no risk of starvutioii if they ruu short. At any rate, the experiment cannot cost the 
commitec above Rs. 200 to 300 us the diifercnce between cost price and ultimate sale, which I 
submit is purchasing couiidcucc at a cheap price.

* 5. In accordance with your orders, all public employer.*? of labor have been called upon to 
return the number of laborers on their works; they had not had time however to respond to the 
call, and on the other hand the occurrence of three holidays in the days preceding this report, 
has led to tlm non-receipt of many of the usual returns for relief works. I therefore ask your 
jjermissiou to defer to next report a full account of the laborers on each work. Suiiicc it to 
say that this branch of relief i.s in a more s.atisfaotory state than any other. The Joki embank- 
ment has been commenced in Ilidgelcc ; the. high level caiml is employing large bodies of 
laborers, and the embankment repairs arc doing the same. Our roae^ relief workc, therefore, 
only fullil the functions of gleaners, and pick up the residue, who either being weak, or uot 
able t» satisfy the contractors, or boiug tied to their homes, arc unable to proceed to a distance 
to labor. 

6. It is mainly with this view (hat I have Iniil recourse to the system of paying 
a subsistence daily rale on the special relief roads. It does not attiact the eoolies 
from other work when obtainable ; on the other hand, it is well adapted to enable the feeble 
and sickly to tide over the crisis, and supjTOrte the largest number at the least cost. That it is 
an expensive form of work admits of no doubt. 

■ 7. It at present proves very well adapbid to these ends. The munbers ljuctuatc greatly, 
as every fall ol' rain, every local opening for labor, immedijlcly takes otf three-fourths of the 
eoolies ; as soon as iT is over they come back again. Also they of t:ourse demur to the r^tes, 
which are, however, amply sufficient to support health, and therefore do not come forward till 
in real need. 

8. The general indications of the fortnight are that the demand for labor is ,not increas- 
ing in the jungle mehals. Most of the ordinary working population have long since comt? on 
the canal and embankment works; and it is only the iwrtiou that docs nob general migrate for 
labor that wc have to assist. The useful rainfall in February has afforded large openings for" 
employment to this chiss. 

9. On the other hand, the demand for labor is visibly increasing in the north-west of the 
district, specially round Keshporc and Narajole. A new relief road, Keshporc to Narajole, ha.s 
been marked out and begun, and a declaration sent to you for publication. It has already 500 
laborers upon it and will soon bo completed ; wo have two more roads in the .same neighbour- 
hood Narajole to Da&spore, and Nowada to Nimtollah to construct, and 1 h(»pc that tiiis will 
suffice. Tho most densely populated thanna of all, Dassporo, apjicam to be perfectly secure, 
with its silk bund and general prosperity, as no demand for labor at subsistence rates is made 
from there.

10. There is no block now at the Sadder ghat, as the stream of exportation tui^ards 
Bankoora is somewhat dimiuishing. Tho 60 garries I refer to in the early part of the report, 
had* all but five, been ferried over, but they find it convenient to halt on the sands dmiug tho 
day, and reserve their going to Bankoora till nightfall. 

D. 

11. No Ooverumeni grain is stored in this district. 
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12. Advanoes to private parries for land improvement will not be of any consequence in 
this district. The favorable rules were only extended to tho jungle mehals, the greater portion 
of which is under Messrs. AVatSbn and Co., cither as putneedars or izardars. They of course 
require no advances, neither do the zemindats of Nyabossan ( Moharaja of Mourbhunye ) or 
Nyagram, or Baboo Kamnidhi Coondoo, the mohajun, who is virtually the zemindar of 
Jhar^am and Cheearah. These zemindars and Messrs. Watson and Co. occupy nine<tenths of 
tho Jungle Mehals, hence all the applications have como from tetmre-holder* intermediate 
between the zemindar and tho ryots. In many cases the security was not satisfactory, and the 
zemindar was generally opposed to the advance, hence I have rejected two-thirds of those that 
are ripe for decision, and have only sent u]) eight to you For sanction ; even in these the pro- 
priety of making the advance is very problematical, and generally against the wish of the land- 
lord. I infer from tho decision which you have arrived at in two already rejected by you, that 
you are averse to making the advancti where the zemindar o]>poses it, and if so probably nearly 
every application will be ultimately rejected. 

13. I must confess that I do not think this result will be much to be regretted. As I 
have said our means have bcou husbanded, and we have thus far no difficulty in meeting 
the demand for labor ; and on the other hand, I have little doubt that, with very few excep- 
tions, the main object of Uic applicaliott has been to strengthen the claim of the intermediate 
tenure-holder by making fjovorument his creditor as regards that tenure. 

. P. 

14. Operations to relieve distress among the weavers, and perhaps also among other 

traders, such as braziers, have b»?eu pressed on during tho fortnight. As estimated in a sepa- 
rate letter, I fear that our expenditure in this work may aggregaUj Its. before the next 

harvest, though this I look ou as a maximum ligure. 

(1). — We have now four sub-divisional coramil tecs. That sit Contai however will, I bbpe, 
have nothing to do beyond collecting subscriptions.

The treasury being closed I cannot state the precise amount collected, but it amounts to a 
reasonable portion of tl\e sum subscribed. 

We have three special sub-committees already appointed, one for Chundi'okonali, one for 
Bamjeebunpore, aud one for Kuanpore cim Mowbunee ; several others are in course of formation. 
Distress is greatest at Cbundrokonah and Kuanpore, which is adjacent to it though not iu the 
township. 

(2) (3) & (4). — There is only one special relief circle, viz., the lhanas of Chundrokonab, 
Ghatal, Kcshijore, and Outpost Narajole, which temporary . Deputy Collector Baboo Gossaiu 
Doss Dutt ,’s specially eutrustetl witli. 

(5), — A large food depot has been opened at Chuudrokonah, which i^clieves both that ]4ace 
and Kuanpore. Over 100 persons are already fed at it daily. This is independent of the 
epidemic dep6t relief, whinh, however, is roporte<l as diminishing. No food relief was found 
necessary at Bamjeebunpore, where the people are much better off than at Chuudrokonah, 
though some distress is apprehended a mouth hence. 

15. As there were many applicants for food-relief at Kheerpoy, some of whom were 
obviously iA great need of it, a dep6t was open^^, but out of 72 candidates the deputy collector, 
whose judgment in these matters can be trusted, only passed eight ; it is, therefore, at present 
ou a very small scale. 

16. The other forms of relief alr^dy initiated, besides out-door work from municipal 
funds, are two : (1)— Husking rice. The rice needed for the food depdts is purchased unhosked 
and made over to distressed women to husk and give back cleaned rice, reserving the usual 
proportion as their remuaeration. b'orty-five womeu arc thus supported at (jiiunderkonah and 
four at Kheerpoy ; but it is reported that 50 women can advantageously be relieved in this 
way at the last-named place. (2)— Weaving guui^ cloth. I reported last fortnight that I 
had sent out two convicts to give the necessary instructions. 1 see tltat this measure' has 
been disapproved of, and they will be 'recalled; but 1 saw no reaiiy means of iostmction except 

' this, and tho number sent was very small, involving the very minimum breach of jail discipline. 
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17. Tho moveiDeiit is at prosent succeeding well. Two hundred wcaver^u^Chunderkonah ^ 
wished to learn, but only 20 from Chunderkonah, eight from Kheerpoy, three from Ramjeebun- ' 
pore, and three from Kuanpore, could be taught from the jail loom, and paid daily wages while 
learning : the rest must learn from them ; and the Deputy Collector has received authority to 
advairce jute and take back gunny cloth, and advance thread and take back cloth from all 
distressed weavers, fixing the quantity on the principle of allowing a profit of 9 to 10 pice a 
day for a full day’s gunny work, and 7 to 8 pice a full day’s cloth work. The extra profit for 
gunny is both to compensate the gunny-workers for the novelty of their work, and to offer some 
inducement to them for learning it ; and also because the committee infer from the orders of 
Oovernment on the subject that they will lie able to dispose of the gunny cloth with greater 
facility. 

G. 

18. The only Government expenditure dining the fortnight has been the contribution 
to the committee paid to meet collected subscriptions on the 81st March 1S74, Rs. 2,754-10 ; 
grand total to end of week, Rs. 2,95i-l0. 

It). I enclose the reports from Contai, Tumlook, .and Ourbetba. The Gurbetta Deputy 
Collcetor has been told bcl’orc tliat Thuiiii. Gurbetta is especially under bis eye, and tiuit he 
ought to rejiort jiarticulars of any distress he apprehends. He has already ample funds to re- 
lieve it. The sub-divisional officer of Tumlook has taken steps to relieve the distress in Kassi- 
gorah, which is chiefly duo to the inundations of the Cos.sye in July. The mport of the 
Sub-Deputy Collector will bo forwarded when received.

1 have the honor to submit herewith the fortnightly narrative for the fortnight ending 
(Ith April 1874!, which h.avc been received up to date. 

2. JlooglUij . — The Collector’s report i.s carefully drawn up, and needs few rcmarksl 
There has been no change of prices and no marked progress towards distress. Tho tota, 
number of por.sous employed on public relief works under tho district road committee is 
given as 1,650, whilst 7,812 per.sous are employed on private works ; but of these only 2,147 
.ire returned as local laborers, 109 banks arc being excavated or improved by them. In 
addition* to these, 718 laborers arc employed on 85 tanks in the Hooghly and Chinsurah 
municipality, and 90 men on 8 tanks in tho Serampore municipality. Altogether, including 
.some other work.s, the Collector, in paragraph 22, shows that 12,808 persons aiv obtaining 
fiublic or private employment, but there is some apparent inaccuracy in the figures as 
totalled. 

3. As the bulk of the rico exported from Chandernagore by railway is chiefly for 
distances over 150 miles, it is clear that it piisso.s toward.s Bchar and beyond this division. 

4. Chavitablo relief is being administered through 136 sub-coinmittees, and the 
numbers receiving relief arc given as 23 1 men, 472 women, and 19.1 children, or less than 
1,000 persons daily. *tn addition to the sub-committecs, tli«’e are four serais for supplying 
food to needy traveller, and these are managed by the police, and this appears to bo the 
best arrangement as explained by the Collcetor. 

5. llcriiirak . — The Magistrate of Howrah has submitted a very brief report, but he will 
bo requested to state in future the number of persons employed on public roads as relief 
works j for instance, on tho J uggutbullubporo ro.ad, and also to notice tho proceedings of hte 
charitable relief sub-committecs at Khanakool and Juggutbullubpore. 

6. Ban/cooi’a.— The report of tho Collector is not so full as I could wish. Ho docs 
not state the price at which rice is boiitg sold in pergunnah Maheshara, which is tho most 
distrossbd part of tho district, although in other parts of tho district prices have a tendency 
to fall. 

7. In the fifth paragraph the Collector refers to certain information which 1 sent him 
of some Baricoora laborers who appeared at Burdwan, saying that they could get no relief in 
their own country. 'J'heir statements turned out to bo rather exaggerated, and when they 
were provided with work at Burdwan, they soon recovered from their exhaustion of their 
jouiTiey to Burdwan. Tho statement shows that 2,740 persons aro being employed on public 
relief works, and of these, 679 are on tho Gungajulghatty and S.altora road, and 688 on the 
Morooleo and Mejia road, which roads aro intended to provide for tho wants of the Moheshara 
pergunnah. 

8. Tho statement in paragraph 6 regarding persons seeking work from Maunbhoom Is 

probUbly an exaggeration, similar to that of the Baukoorah people at Burdwan. Bat provi- 
sion is being made for a considerable expenditure on a road from Bankoora to Purulia, to 
meet any possible -wants towards the Maunbhoom frontier, and I have applied for a special 
extra grant of Rs. 16,000 for this purpose. , 
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9. Char)tal)lo relief is being given to about 1,200 persons daily, and about onc-third 
of these are in the fiankoora station, and about onc-fourth of the number are at Mejia. The 
proceedings of the charitable relief committee are reported separately, and sent for publica* 
tion in the Calcutta Gazelle. 

10. I have sent my special assistant, Mr. Laryraom, to make a further inspection* of 
the arrangements going on in pergunnah Mohe.shara for public works and charitable relief, 
and shall submit a special report if there is any thing requiring the interference of Govern- 
ment. 

11. Beerbhoom. — The report of the Collector notices a tendency to a rise in pricesj 
but it is very slight, and the average rise in price is only live chittacks in the rupee. The 
Collector, however, anticipates further pressure ; and I have been urging him demi-ollicially 
to make full provision to meet it by road relief works and charitable relief organisation. I 
also sent my special assistant up from Burdwan to meet Mr. Hitne and the Executive 
Engineer at Bhulpore, which is about the centre of the distressed part of Boerbhoom, and ho 
brought bock a satisfiictory report of what he saw, no distress being jus yet visible or un- 
relieved. I have nothing to add to the Collector’s report except to notice that the export 
of rice by the railway still continues. 

12. The reports from Burdwan and Midnaporc will bo forwarded when received. 
Tire latter is necessarily a day behind the others, as the dawk takes two days from Midna- 
porc to Hooghly.

3. Amouid and kind of grain in stock in the hands of zemindars, traders, ryois, ^c.— > 
There has been no change in prices in the fortnight. At Dwarbasince in Pandooah 600 mgnnds 
have been added to the stock of 400 luaunds already reported as stored by* Baboo Joykissen 
Mookerjee. In Dhuncakhally a total amount of 61,200 niaunds is reported to bo now in 
store in the hands of zemindars. In Hooghly 23,343 maunds arc reported. As you have 
. expressed an opinion that it is doubtful whether the enquires into stocks of rice arc ^visable, 
1 sWl order the police to discontinue them. At Govindgungc in the north-east of thana 
t Balagurh on the banks of the river is a large gunge called Goviudgunge, here are stored 
some 7,100 maunds of imported rice, and about 3,000 maunds are stored at Mugragunge, in 
"Bansberia. 
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4. ’Rainfall nU at tho suddcr station^ but there is a sljght fiill of rain 
reported from Serampore, Bydabatty, and Chunditolla. A storm with hail and rain occurred 
on the 24th March in the neighbourhood of Ooterparo, and ditlsome injury to plantain trees. 

5. State of die crops.—THc til reported to have been planted in paragraph 9 of the 
last narrative is reported to have failed in thana Bausberia, but is growing in the other 
tlianas. Bain is required everywhere for the til, the vegetable crops, puttie, turmooz, 
kakoor, &c., and for the aous sowing. Tho cutting and crushing the sugarcane is still going 
on. A good deal of new sugarcane was planted out after the rains of the 1 6th and 18th 
March, and there is promise of a good crop next year. The crop now in the mill was a good 
one. The mango crop is good in some thanas, fair in others, and promises badly in 
Dhuneakhally, Kristouugger, and Bydabatty. The land is prepared everywhere for aous 
sowings on a very extensive scale. Four or five good showers will be necessary to get the 
whole crop in, and such may reasonably bo expected at this .season. * 

6. Ckmdition of tfie jfcople. — In Pandooa tho police report that the smaller agricul- 
turists require employment to enable them to purchase rice and .save their stores, but 
there is no lack of employment at present.. The Oistrict Superintendent of Police who 
visited thana Balagurh reports that some Boona coolies on Gooptipara Chur, that wero 
settled there in former years by indigo-plantei*s, though reportcil to bo in distrc-ss are not 
actually so. He .says — “ They will not leave their cluir.s to look for work. Relief works in 
that part are not yet a necessity, though a few persons having no cultivation going on are 
glad to resort to them.” The Joint- Magistrate went out last wciik and started some road 
repairs clo.se to the chur to which they can come if they w:int work. 

• 7. Of Dhuneakhally the Sub-Inspector writes that about three-fourths of the popula- 

tion arc husbandmen. Though the amun rice yield was small, the people were aware that it 
would bo wise to lay in stock,s, and did .so as much as they could. When rice rose to 9 seers 
foj two or three days in February last, tho pooiilc wcri! alarmed, and much rice was imported. 
In the west of the thana, near the Damoodur, there were rich harvests of sugarcane and 
vegetables, but distress may arise in the east of the thana unless rain falls and the aous be 
got in. In that ca.se money and grain will be freely supplied by mahajuns and zemindars. 

8. Except isolated cases of indigence arising from accidental causes, the number of 
which is shown under head “ 6haritable Relief,” there is no distiuss at present in tho 
district. Work is abundant, and yet the local laboicrs, who avail fhemselves of it, arc not 
very numerous. Near the Damoodur there is groat difliculty in procuring labor, and it is 
evident that the good crops of sugarcane, &c.,,havc compensated in the tract along its banks 
for aq^y failure in the rice crop. The Scrampore Sub-»li^isioDiil ofliocr says tliei’c is no 
want, unconnected with disease, except in tho case of a few high caste women who are lakhi- 
rajdars and cannot get in their rents. 

9. No cases of starvation have occurred during the fortnight. To prevent all possibility 
of such cases amongst the numerous travelling population, two more .serais have been 
established on the bydabatty feeder road, as will bo stated under head •' Charitable Belief." 

10. The figures given in paragraph 10 of the last narrative wore reported by tho police. 
Since the establishment of the committees of relief, tho polici! have ceased those particular 
enquiries, and have been instructed to make over their lists to the sub-committccs. 

11. Grain th^/ls arid rotberics.— A grain theft of t,wu niaumls of rice from a house is 
reported from bansberia thana, and another from Ivristonuggor thana. This last was 
committed by an old oflender. In the former aise no clue has been obtained. 

13. Condition of tspcoml tracts. — In the east of Pandooah, in Baliagurh, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Bhastara in thana Dhuneakhally, and in parts of Bydabatty, Ghiiuditolla, and 
Hurripal, cultivators of small holdings are glad to get work. The District Superintendtnt 
of Police visited Hurripal on tho 24th ultimo. Ho says that the rains have fitcilitated tho 
piloting of sugarcane and vegetables, the potato crop has turned out much better than was 
expected, and the sugarcane, of which a good deal is grown, was a fair crop. The profit per 
beogah of potatoes has been Rs. 4U, and of sugarcane Rs. .‘15. On the immeJiato banks of 
the Damoodur there wero good crops of all kin<ls,aud his conelusiou is that, notwithstanding 
tho failure of the main rice crop, there will be no mure distress than at present unless 
prices rise again. '

Government assistance is prepared by the police, to whom persons undertaking such worl 
were requested to furnish information. It is of course defective, but it shows a very larj 
amount of privately undprtaken land improvement. I have excluded the Kotrung brie:

17. The work on which these laborers are employed is almost exclusively tank-diggi*^ 
or re-digging. 109 tanks are being thus excavated or improved. 

18. Besides this, Baboos Joykissen Mookerjea of Ooterparah, and Bqlkisscn Bancrji 
*of Telinipara, are employing a daily average number of 142 coolies, of whom 53 are local, < 
the excavation of the Ghca hluddce at their own expense. 

19. In the Hooghly and Chinsurah Municipality 718 laborers are employed on ! 
tanks at the cost of ‘the proprietors, after notice under Act III (B. C.) of 1 861. Of t’ 
laborers, 492 are men and 226 women. In the Scramporc Municipality the number 
laborers thus employed is 90 on 8 tanks.

24. There was no up-inward traflSc or down-outward traffic, that is to say, no rice or 
<i*raiu brought from Howrah or Calcutta by train was taken out of any of the stations in the 
Hooghly district, nor was any rice despatched at Hooghly stations towards Calcutta or 
Howrah. The ?:1,786 raaunds of rice sent up-country from the various stations is, I suppose. 
Eastern Bengal rice lirought by boat to Seramiiorc, Clmndcrnagorc, Hooghly, and Muggrah, 
and in hackeries from Culna and Covindgunge to Pandooah. The Muggrah khall has always 
two or three boats laden with rice from the eastern districts, and several large merchants are 
engaged in the trade there. 

25. The other food-grains sent up-country are chiefly from Chandernagore station. 
The grain probably comes from Bhudessurgunge. 

26. I have not hitherto given tlicsc figures, as the transport of grain by railway through 

thitf district did not appear tb me to come within the scope of heading C, as detailed in 
circular No. 80. I have merely, therefore, remarked in former narratives that large quantities 
of grain are transported up-country from Muggrah and Chandernagore. •

I would respectfully beg that they may l)o allowed to remain as they 
are for several reasons. First, the relief songlit at the .serais is generally urgent, ami it cannot 
1)0 expected that the members of the sub-committee should be at a reli(?l’ house day and night 
wliilst the police must be there; secondly, I have tried to get two committees to take charge 
of such serais, and the result was a failure.

Expenditure during the fortniglit under report— 

36. No d)sl)urs(‘ments wore; made to the Executive Engineer or otlieis on Jiccount of 
relief works during the fortnight.

I have Ihe honor to submit my narrative for the lortni'yht cndiiij' the Gtli April 1874. 

Statb op the Country. 

3. Ria*, wheat, barley, &c., are to be had in suiiiciont abundaneo throughout the district, 
except in Mohoshra, which, as I have already ob.servod, is d<'i»omlent upon imports for its 
supply. Ba ];)00 lla^unuth (Ihosh has, during^ the last lortuig'ht, sold a hii-fre quantity of rice in 
the pergunnah at lower rates than those at which the people then* bail ln*en before able to 
purchase it. I am still of opinion that money should have hccui advanced for the purchase of 
j*iee in that pergunuah, and I think that tlie al>sen<'o of this commodity pinched more than the 
want of work, for roail-making in Muheshra commenetvl as early as the 15th February, and 
disinclination to go moi'C than a few miles from their houses tvas the only olisUude to procuring 
employment. 

3. Prices have licen stationary, but the timdency is to a lall, lh‘st riee is selling in 
Bankoora at 12 seers per rupee, common at 13J, and eoar.se at 14 seers (5 ehiltaeks.. Prices at 
Bishenpurare slightly lower; new wheat and barley are selling respectively at 15 seers and 
24 seers 8 chittacks per rupee. 

4. The rubbee crojis have been reaped; cotton, til, and iiuligo are doing well. 

5. Tlierft has not been much alteration in the eoiulitioii of the people. The poorer 
classes are, as might he expected, more or less piindied, and, wliere work has hoeii provided, 
I think the laboring classes arc better otf than the smaller agriculturists, lii consetpicuce 
of information furnished by you that some {H^rsons, residents ol‘ Meliara, in this district 
had been found destitute in Burdwan, I instituted ciupiiries, and found that work in 
tank'-dagging, &o., was available in Mcliura, and that charitable relief was being gi^en 
within 4 or 5 miles of that place. I have now commenced u road running from Barjoru 
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to Gangajalghati, through Melim. In my last report I mentioned \vork$^’ being ready for 
the- Moheshra people, if the two roads now in progress were insufiicient. I referred 
to the roads from Mejia to Barjora and from Gangajalghati to Barjora, which had been 
previously rg;)ortcd to your ofliee ; these would be, in fact, continuations of the two roads 
which are bemg made. There have been no cases of death from starvation, and no grain thefts 
or robberies have been reported. 

6. It may not be out of place to mention here that some 36 or 40 people came from 
Manbhuom, crying out for work, and stating that none was to be had in their part of the 
district. 

Relief Works. 

7. A table is annexed, shewing the various works in j)rogress and the number of jMSoplc 
employed. I have been endeavouring to get similar returns from private persons, but they 
come in irregularly, and arc often inaccurate. However, I estimate the total number thus 
employed at about 2,000 daily. 

8. A road will shortly be opened to meet the Purulia road at Moheshra, in the Chatna 
thana. The Manbhoom .anthoritics have commenced work on their side. 

lb It wilj, 1 think, be necessary t o give more work in Onda thana when the road 
from that plact; to Taldangra is complotcid, or even sooner, and the road cess committee arc of 
opinion that the best lino would be from Baukoora to Taldangra, via Kurpa, as the circuit 
would thus be comi)letcd. 

10. From what I have seen myself, and from the reports of others, I believe that the 
laborers are in good condition. They receive the ordinary wages in actual cash. 

1 1. Besides the regular relief works, we have arranged, from the funds at the disposal of 
the district relief committee, to rc-oxcavate three tanks, one at Sultora, and one near each 
of the lines of road under construclion, at a point about midway between extreme ends. 
On these works, tho.se only are to be emi)loj'ed who from physic.al weakness are unable to earn 
a sufficiency of food by picce-u’ork on the roads. 

TjiANsroRT OF Poon. 

12. Rice is still being iinported from Midnapore. The conveyance of ricc to Moheshra 
is the only transport agency requiring notice. 

Advances to Private Parties. 

13. The number of applications for tuccavee advances has now readied 373, and sums 
aggregating Rs. 2S,803 have been granted, of which Rs. 21,211 have actually been drawn. 
The making of new tanks or the re-excavating of old ones are almost the only purposes for 
which the money is being sjicnt. 

Ch-Aritaule Relief. 

14. The total numher of persons receiving charitable relief is now about 1,200 daily, us 
per list annexed. According to promise made iu my last report, I visited Mejia and its 
neighbourhood. The number of persons receiving relief had increased so much that I thought 
it best to open three n(>w relief centres in the pergunnah, and 1 have since arranged for the 
opening of a fourth. All the Moheshra relief centres arc now managed by paid overseers, 
supervised by an officer specially deputed for the purpose, all acting, of course, under the direc- 
tion of the various sub-committees. 

15. The arraugements for relicviug weavers have now been completed in Baukoora itself, 
and the Bishenpoor sub-comraittcc is arranging for fhc requirements of that town.

1 have the honor to submit ray district narrative for the fortnight ending 4th instant. 

A.— State or the Colnthy. 

Prices conlinue almost stationary since last re|)ort, but exhibit now a rising tendency ; the 
temporary fall was |)robably due to the payment of the March Owernment “ kist” forcing rise 
into the market. There will now, I expect, be a gradual steady rise of prices, and a constantly 
increasing demand for employment till the commencement of the rains withdraws the labour- 
ing population from public works to agricultural operations. Every effort is being made to 
meet this demand by starting new relief roads and keeping others in readinc&s for any emer- 
gency. There is us yet. no difficulty in procuring supplies .at the current bazar rates, {vide 
Appendix 1 ). No grain robberies have occurred, and no cases of starvation have been reported 
during the fortnight. Helpless want is being relieved by the charitable organization as it 
shows itself. 

B. — Relief Wouks. 

Thiye new ndief works, Nos. G, 7, 8, arc sc< on foot since last report, riz., the road from 
llambazar to Doobrajpoi'c (No. G), that from Biirwan to Panclithoopce (7), and that from 
Gonootia to Kotasoor (8). The last is undertaken by Mr. Jones, Manager of the Gonootiasilk 
concern. Three more relief roads, viz., those from Poorunderpore to the river Ad, jai (the Burdwan 
road), from Bulpore to Bcnglchatra, and from Laghata to Kolgram, will shortly be commenced. 
1 have also under consideration a proposal from tlie Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal Per- 
gunnahs to construct the |K)rtion of a proposed road from Dooinka to Mullar])ore railway station, 
which will come within my district. The survey.s for this road will shortly be made. The 
number of laborers on district works of all kinds is shown in the Appendix, form C. 

C. — TR.\NsrottT OF Food. 

Exportation continues ; that of the fortnight ending 28th ultimo, was 10,G55 maunds. 

• D. — Stouace of GiaiN. 

The charitable relief committee is buying up 1,000 maunds of rice for storage at Soorool in 
anticipation of emergencies. . 

E. — Advances to Piuvate Pakites. 

Shown in appendix, table 11. 

F. — -CUARITADLE RELIEF. 

Continues on the system previously reportcil, {vide Appendix, Statement i). The disbnrsc- 
racuts up to 28th ultimo are Ks. 2,764-7-10. No frcsli subscriptions have been received during 
the furlnight. Independent relief operations arc carried on in Doobrajpore by Baboo Ram 
Run jun Chuckerbutty, zemindar of llctumpore, regarding which a separate report is submitted. 

G. — Financial Results. 

Rs. 14,765 have been drawn from the treasury up to date on cortiticates granted under 
the Lund Improvement Act; Rs. 17,218 have been i>laecd to credit of the Executive Engineer 
for relief works j Rs. 500 have been advanced to Messrs. Fan}uharson and Campbell of llam- 
bazar; Rs. 500 to Mr. Jones of Gonootia; Rs. 600 to Baboo Kishurce Mobim Roy of Nagooree, 
and Rs. 25 to the munduls of Kidiara, for the construction of roads chargeable to relief ; 
Rs. 040-12-6 have been expended on the muuieipal light labour gang from the town fund.

* ltd. 3,56«»-8. placed to credit of the charitable relief fund.

1 have the honor to submit my relief report for the fortnight ending Monday, 30th March. 
2. The area in which a pressure from scarcity is hard on the people has no doubt in- 
creased rather than diminished since last report. In about a third of the Maunbhoom district. 
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ijft Hazarecbaug^h and Palamow, the high prices of food are more or loss felt by all classes ; 
bnt it is only in places where food is not only dear but difllcult to procure that bad symptoms 
of distress have been noticed, and our recent action has chielly been to introduce both employ- 
ment and food into such localities. , ^ 

3. The weather has been during the last fortnight, on the whole, bright and favorable. The 
mowba crop received less injury than was anticipated from the rain which fell at the commence- 
ment of the period under review. Accounts rficeived from all (juarters, except from some 
parts of the Hazareebaugh, give fair expectation of its probable j’ield of flower, which is just 
now falling. A good mango season is still exivcted, and the riiblwc crop, which is now nearly 
reaped, will give in most places an average return ; Imt the area of land cultivated this year 
being so much less than usual, the supply of food thus obtained will not materially affect prices. 
The prospects of the mowha and the rubbee han'cst have, however, tcmiwrarily reduced the 
number of people cmjdoycd on relief works. For two mouths or longer the chief food of the 
poor classes will be mowha. 

•I. Relief c«.)mniiltees have been formed in all tbe districts and sub-divisions of districts 


and other places where they w'cro likely to prove of use. 

5. Hazareebamjh. — Mr. Beadon on refurning to llazare(*baugh, after consultation with 
me, was met there by information that te#) deaths bad occurred in the north- east of Kodarma, 
it was alleged from starvation, and ft pilgrim was reported to have died from the same cause on 
the Grand Trunk Road. Furlher inciuiry locally made by Mr. Beadon himself or by bis assist- 
ant, Mr. Tobin, shewed that with three exceptions each of the dealhs could be traced to ordi- 
nary disease. 'I'he exceptions being (1) Ramni Goalin, a lone woman who lived in an isolated 
position, and the cause of whoso death was uncertain ; (2) a woman of 60 years of ago who 
appaj'cntly, from all that was known, had sunk under ])rivation ; and in regard to the third, 
it could not he ascertained that any «nz/i penon Aad ever vxhled. Mr. Beadon says, all who died 
were “ old, infirm, friendless, and isolated.” There arc no doubt many ])eopIc so situated and 
vircumstanced in the sparsely inhabited portions of the district, unknown and nuthonght (jf 
till death ensues. It is not an easy matter to find out how such people sink or to know in 
time that, they are in want of food. 

6. It was not considered till this occumtl that Kodarma was at. all in a pWHjarious j)Osi- 

iion. As a Government estate it had met eai-ly attention. Mr. Beadon visitetl it himself in 
January, and Baboo Rajgopal Roy, Iicputy Collector, was snbseciucntly sent, there to make 
advances and to give employment, and a tchsildar was appointetl in whom Mr. Beadon bad 
great confidence. Irrigal ion works projected by Rajgopal were opened in several places; but 
uutwitlistuiiding tbe indigence lunv di.scloscd, very few sought employment. The people on 
whom the scarcity most told were of the non-wmking class, and arrangemcnls have now been 
made to supply to sucli pomons gratuitously with cooked food. There is no want of work ; 
the road from Bnrhec to Gowa, which will go right through Kodarma, has been commenced, 
worked both ways from its centre in Kodarma. Order-s for ojjexaing it had been issued 
a fortnight before, but the services of the Assistant Engin«*er, Mr. Pereira, were 
required to align it, and he could not be spared sooner from other iin[)ortant works. 
The latest accounts show only 5t) pereons employed. From this it would be inferred that there 
cannot be widespread distress ; but Mr. Tobin remains in Kodarma, and I have desired that a 
special re|)ort on the condition of the people there may be forthwith siilmiittcd. Tbe Kodarma 
ryots have jxist received pay'ment from the opium department of a large amoiiut, and this is, no 
doubt, the reason that ftw of them care to work. . 

7. Bnt the inspection tour made by Mr. Beadon in North Kliurruckdea forced on him 
the conclusion that the ordinary means of supply' was inadequate to meet the deficiency of food 
in some portions of that tract and on the Grand Trunk Rr>ad, and this induced him tc tele- 
graph to Government for 2S,000 mannds of rice. The Government have promptly rcsjiondcd, 
and have ordered by rail to Pachumba 25,000 mannds, which is rapidly arriving. This will,

8. Mr. Beadon has advanced to merchants Rs. 33,UU0 to stimulate and ensure a larger- 
rice importation for ]Iazarc«‘baugh statjpn .nid other jiarts of the district south of the Grand 
Trunk Road, and has also arranged with the zemindar (styded Rajah) of Koonda for the storage 
of rice as a reserve in the western parts of the district. 'Hie arrangments now effected will, I 


think, prove sufficient, hut if more be necessary, the Ranchee merchants are quite ready to 
engage to store rice here fer Hazareebaugh. 

9. I have proposed to them that they should confine their operations to the importation 
of rice from Gangpore (where a fortnight ago it was selling at 32 seers for the rupee), and 
from Sumbulporc, where 1 believe it is dhoajicr. Tlic Palamow ti'adors ai'e now doing iliis, 
but for them it is a three months' journey. If the Ranchee and Luhardngga tradejs will 
lollofi’ iny advice (and ff necessary they might lie assisted by loans) it would greatly economise 
cujriagu and accdciate the delivery. Pdiamow pack-bi Uouks ^travelling only aa far an 
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Loliardugga would carry tlicncc the rice imiHirtcd from the southern districts, and the 
llaaareebaugh triiders would transport it from Ranehoe. 

10. A road has been pntjccted as an additional work in Dhunwar (Khurruckdea) from

11. Loharihnjffa , — On I lie 28th instant a niectinjL;' was held at Ranelu'e to i*stablish a 
District llcli(3F Committee ;‘this was not calhid for by any ilistn^ss in Cbola Na;;*porc Proper, 
but as a measure of laveanlion and to obtain funds for 'general as well as local relief purposes. 
Upwards of Its. J3,000 were subscribed at the iiHiclin/^. 

12. I have, with p(;nnissioii of Government, availed myself of the serviees (»l‘ Mr. P. T. 
Peppe, Suh-Deputy Opium Aijent, who volunteer(‘d to aet as an a^i^nt to make advances uinhu* 
the Land Tmproviuncnt Aet in certain detached villai^es in valleys of Tamar to the south and 
ill Tori to the iiorth-wostcni corner of th<^ Chota Na<^pore zeinindary. Tori is the only consi- 
derable portion of Choi a Nao pore which appeared to mi* likely to need assistance. 1 reported 
on it in my Ictlcr No. ItlT of tlie Kith January 1871. The inanaf^or, Mr. (i. K. Webster, has 
been employed there hir some time inakinjf scttleimmls.* He has opened some small works, 
sanctioned at the cost of the estate, which gives present oinployment, and we have road pro- 
jects which will give more. Mr. Webster reports under date the 2Sth instant, that with the 
mowha there is no want of food at present, thoug“h in June and July pressure, may he felt. 
This wi‘ shall hav(‘ no dlfllcnliy in meeting^. 

L‘h Pal(int.otf \ — Since date of iny last report Lieutenant Gr<y and Rabou ( lopal Chunder 
Milter have been deputed as relief oflieers to Palamow, the latter with a portion of his estab- 
lishment as special Commissioner, ineluding* a good Native Surveyor and Baboo Prosunno 
Cuoinar Diiniary, Assistant Kngiiiocr, passed through this statioi>,on his way to Palamow by 
dawk, on the 2()th instant. 

1. Mr. Porbes eontinues to give unfavorable nipoHs mi the condition of the Palamow 
])Cople resorting to the works. Ho says when they tirst make their njipearanco, that many of 
them are in an emaciatetl state, Imt pick uj) after working a few days, and are then able to 
do a full eoniplenumt of work. This would indicate that the wages e»f their labor gave them 
.sutKcieiit sustenance, but be finds the price at wliieb the rice is retailed by the buuias to the 
workpeople employed give them only S‘55 seers fur the rupee, and they wen* clamoring for 
higher wages. So long as it is found that llu»se who conn? <ni relief works thin recover their 
condition and others retain it, 1 would deprecate any iuon*;LM*. It a])pears that it was only at 
one place, 'rurhassi, that the Assistant (^immi.ssioiier found that the rice was being retailed 
at 8 *.j 5, seers for tin* rupee. He should have interposed and supplied rice from the nearest 
store at 10 seers. This would have brought ilowu the retail ])ri(‘e, (br it is to be observed that 

at the open markets in Palamow pro|>er llu* Iiiglit‘st price (pioted 
And have Miin- lalloi. 12*36.* Mr. Porbes informs us that hitherto the market 

prices, which he calls the wholesale prices, have been given in the priee-eurreul statements, and 
determines in fiiUire to give these Imuia prices. This I obji‘( t to, but he may give both as 
Jie does ill the table in paragraph A of his report of tin* 2lsl instant. The, bunias iu some 
places set 14) their sliojis wheni the laborers are working, and this of ^•()urse gives them some 
claim io add to llie market rate. 

15. My Iasi ri'port gavi! 12,562 as tin* total niinibm* e.ni ployed on I he Government 
relief works ; these llg^ires wore taken from the Pebruayy rHurn. Tlie return of the 7tli 
March gives 7,866, and ISlw PorlW report of the 21.sl ultimo 7,lJo6. The decrease is said to 
be owing to the withdrawal uf tli<* agrieultural laborers for the rubbee hai vesl, and it is 
probable I hat I he number will not rise to the February figure till tin; mowha, wliieli is 
yeldiug well, is e.xhausted. JMr. Porlies is however of opinion that it will reach ^0,00(1 at 
an earlier ]»oriod. 

16. The harvesting of the cold-weather ero]> appears to have canned a lull iu importation 
of rice for a short time which made the Assistant Commissioni r fear it wa^^ lalling off. But 
I am eredihly informed it is now^ brisk as ever, and 1 liavi* b(‘en assiireil by ihe traders here 
that there is no fear whatever of its subsiding. T have however moved for saiieliou to make 

further advances to stimulate importation 141 to Rs. 50,000,* 
'*Sinrc siinvlioiiod. which weean use if wa find tin* trade slackening. I have been in- 

formed that riee hrought in Gangpore at 32 seia*s for the rupee w^as eonvoed tm paidc-Liillueks 
to Gurwah, and might without loss to the importer have bemi sold at 25 >eers, but it was 
disposed of at from 33 to 14« sc*ers. With such a ])rofit we must expect that the importation 
of ric^ from the south will coTitinne till the supjdy from thence is nearly exhausted. 

17. The l)i*puty Coininissioiicv received my instructions some mouths ago to watili 
narrowly the export trade from Chota Nagpore Projier to Palamow, and lie is ot’ opinion, in 
which 1 concur, that it is going on satisfactoriIy^ 

18. My latest information is in a letter from Lieutenant Grey, duUd the 25111 instant. 
On his way to Uallongnuge he passed a body of about 106 jieople going to work, the majority 
women and ehileren, w4io said lliey had been sent to work by the head of the family as there 
was not food in tlie house siitncieiit for all its members. Lieuleiuint Grey found this to apply 
to other places and gangs seen by him. Only a portion of the family seek work, and 1 hope it 
will be found that the withdrawal of so many will leave suUieiont in the house to sustain the 
remainder. A few destitute people were seen in the town of Gurwah whom the local com- 
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mittee relieved, and on road-work Lieutenant Grey noticed four womcti claimifcg to l)e Raj- 
putins l»y caste and one Eralimani, Imi they were pcoide* who had long been accustomed to 
work in the iields. On the whole, the people did not appear to laeutenant Grey to he very 
emaciated, and he found them j>articularly patient. 

19. Mr. Porhes tills us of a report that a number of respectable Mahomedans of 
Iloscnabad, most of them widows, were ‘in dire distress, and the Assistant Superintendent of 
Police was deputed by the relief committee to inquire, and it is presumed to relieve them if 
necessary. Mr. Forbes has also, he says, been informed by a zemindar, that grain-thefts are 
occurring daily though not reported to or hy the police, and that 75 heads ol cattle had been 
slaughtered, he supposes, hy ehaniars, for the nu‘al and skins. IT‘e has directed inquiry hy the 
police, hut he must also report how such things, if true, are not known to and reported by the 

poliei*. * ^ 

Maiihhoom . — ^^fhe condition of this district is ap))arcntlv better than tliat of 
Palamow. Grain is. still exqiorted from the eastern pergunnahs, and as yet we have had no 
reason to suppose that the southern zemindarics were in distress. The had parts are on both 
banks of the Damoodur, and between the Burraknr and Uamoodiir, and hy the latest accounts, 
extend to the common boundary of the Ilazarcehagh district. Tlio Deputy Commissioner, 
in his leport of the 25th to (jomnmciit observes that there is no appearanee of any general 
distress as yet amongst the people, hilfc isolated eases of suffering for want ol lood are becom- 
ing more (‘omnion than they were, the great ditTicnlty in the distressed parts of the district 
was to obtain food, for tlioiigh in the estimate of the Deputy Commissioner there is still a good 
stoek in the hiinils of the grain-dealers, they are kee]nng it hark in the expectation of higher 
])rices; itisdilUcnlt in many [daces to idifain what is re(|uircd for the people on thendiel works. 

J believe that whim tin? (iovcrnniiMit grain now daily arriving at Burrakur has beim distribntiul 
amongst the several seleeti‘il [daces lor storage, tliat the groat pressure now Iclt will cease, and 
all danger will for a lime be avcrt(*(l. Colonel Rowlatt has arranged lor having 5,000 mannds 
at llughoonath])orc, 5,O0() at Gaviiulpore, 5,000 at Nirsha, l,iK)0 at Boddardili, 1,000 at 
Jherriah, and 10,000 will be kept in reserve at. Burrakur. T do not think more will be re- 
quired. *’ 

21. Tlic numbiT of people on road relief works is represented in Colonel ItowlfttCs report 
of the 25th as 2,r)t2, Ho informs me that the laborers are in very good condition, which he 
thinks is due to tlie early })eriod at which work on bandhs and roads was ])rovidcd ; but eon- 
sklering that Manhlioom has a lloaiing populatiim of two to three hundred thousand people of 
low caste, whoso ordinary condition is that of the laborer, the nuinluu* given as taking to road 
work appeal's very small. 1 am inclini^d to think that one cause of the comparative paucity • 
of workpeople in Manhhoom may be found in the system ol‘ contract under wbicli road works 
are done there. Of course the contractor takes his fair share of worl^outol each man, audit 
may be that he i.s not very jiartial lo weak or sickly workj)eo])le. Colonel KowlatCs atlcntioii 
will he requested to this. 

22. The rojiort of the 25th gives no estimate of the luimbers erajdoyed on Ihc works for 
which advances have been given under the Land Improvement Act. Colonel Rowlatt tells mfe 
that from want of supervising agency he is unable to obtain accurate jcturns, but he roughly 
estimates that then* are on all ivorks not less than 20,000 people employed. 

20. AVith my No. 700, of the 25th March 1874, 1 submitted to Government a rei)ort • 
which Mr. Mackenzie, the Extra Assistant Commissioner of Gohindpore sub-division, had J*c- 
eeived of death of the four boys at villages near the Damoodur, in Jherriah, it was alleged, from 
starvation. Tlu*sc casualties have not yet been tested. The Zemindar of Jlierriah reported that 
he had heard of two deaths onl/, and was of opinion that the starvation may have been super- 
added by the villag(*rs to excite coinmisseralion. If this be so, the ruse was successful 
as the zemindar, Bajah Raslihehari Singh, has started a tank as a work for the people of 
the distressed villages, and opcii(*d a relief-house within" easy distance of them. A branch 
commit lei; has been established for Jherriah, and subserq)tions raised suflicient to meet 
•tlic relief measures ihimcdiatily reijuircd. This zemindar is apparently doing his duty lo his 
people, and the Sandra Rani is behaving with her usual liberality. I have given my sanction 
to an aililitioiial relief work in Ihe Gol)indpore sub-division. A road from Gobindpore, through 
Bcliapore Baghmara, to cross the Damoixlur near Ghnrbiir, which is well calculated to give 
cflective relict* to the distressed villages adverted to above. The line has been examined hy 
Colonel Rowlatt and Mr. Mackenzie. By this now route a considerable saving of distance 
will be effected between Gobindpore and Purulia. I need say no more about Manbhoom, as the 
Deputy Commissioui*i^s report of the 25115, now before Government, is full and clear, and I 
have no later infonnation of im|>i)rt:ince except what is above given. 

24. Singfjhoom. — I have ivecivoil no report from Singbhoom since the 18th ultimo. Cap- 
tain Garhett has been in camp all th<; time, and on the date ’of the latest letter I have received 
from him, the 20tli ultimo, he was, 1 am sorry to say, suffering from fever. He says he has 
been making a thorough inspect ion of all the new Kolhun reservoirs, and thaU,they are getting 
on famously. He ealeulales that about 4,000 j»eoplc arc employed on them daily. This is in 
addition to the road works, so that labor has been provided for a very fair proportion of the 
inhabitants of the Kolhan. Captain Garhett concludes as follows 

do not now ]>olicvc, as I at one time feared, that we shall have general and severe 
distress in the Kolhan. 1 am, hoivevcr, quite sure that but for the assistance rendered we should 
•have now had sore trouble/^

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 874J, dated the .‘list March 
1874, being your report on the state and prospects of your division for the fortnight ending 
30th March 1874. 4 

2. Tlie salient points in this report have, the Lieutenant-Governor observes, been already 
dealt with in the Government order passed on the District Narratives for Palamow and Maun- 
bhoom, and on the sitecia^ reference regarding Ilazareobatigh. 

8. In my separate letter No. 2280 of yesterday 'e date, you have already been informed 
that over 20,000 maunds of rice have been sent up to Giridhi for the use of the Hazarcebaugh 
district. I am to request that you will be good enough to report whether you wish any fur- 
ther quantity to be sent up to the same place. In the meantime further despatches have been 
stopped. 

4. An extract (paragraph 7) of your report will be communicated to the Public Works 
Department of this Government, with a request that the services of Mr. Parkinson, who is a 
good energetic man, may be fully utilised.

With reference to paragraph S, Ciovorument (‘ircular No. 151 — S.B., dateii the IGtIi 
January lust, I have the honor to hubinit my narrative fur the fortnight ending the 4th instant. 

A, — Statk of thk County. 

* Since the importation of Government rice has coinmencod and the niohwa fluwers have 
begun to fall, the price of rice has in some few places become somewhat easier, and supplies 
are more readily obtainable, as those who have stocks of grain begin to see that it is of no use 
liolding out for excessive high prices. In remote and inaccessible places especially, where there 
are no bazars or large dealers, great scarcity still prevails, and in these it is reported that the 
lower classes are living almost entirely on mohwa, which has begun to fall most opportunely, 
and will yield afulhcrop in the southern parts of the district, and not mudi less in the centre 
of it. It is variously estimated that the mohwa crop will last the people for from one or two 
months, accH>rJing as trees abound or are scarce. It unfortunately happens, however, that in 
the worst parts of the district there arc but few trees, in fact that along the road Jjetweeu 
llaghunatliiwre and Chandankiari on the Ilazaribagh road, which I rode over a few days ago, 
] saw but very few trees, and in Toraug and Hcsla I was told they bad all been cat dowu^for 
fire- wood. In the sub-division of Govindporc mohwa trees are pretty thick, and the crop'is 
reported to be a good one. As the consumption, however, of mohwa will be greater this year 
than is ordinarily the case, it will not last so long as usual, and very little will he left for 


sterage and consumption hereafter.

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The mango crop will be almost an entire failure. 

There are rfow no crops on the ground except the sugarcane, which has been lately planted. 
A small quantity of chcena seed has been procured from Arrah with which to make an experi- 
ment, but it is too soon yet to know wheather it will succeed or not. 

The only people who are at present suffering from actual want of a sufficiency of food are 
the beggars, numbers of whom abound in all the towns and largo pillages. These find it no 
longer possible to pick up a scanty subsistence in their usual haunts, and are, therefore, flocking 
into the relief centres where large num))ers are Ixdng fed daily on cooked food. The laboring 
classes are still in most places prott}' well supplied with work, but many of the reservoirs and 
tanks for which tuccavee advances have been made arc now finished or nearly so, and large 
numbers, hitherto employed on these works, will soon bo without employment, so that the 
resort of larger numbers to tlu‘ roads until rain again falls may surely be expected. As soon 
SIS rain again falls ploughing, which lias now almost ceased, will recoinmeneij. It is reported that 
a large number of those just above the ckiss of oiit-of-door laborers are now living on one 
meal a day, and distress is, 1 fearj likely to ineresise amongst this class. 

Cases of distress have been reported from several localities, sjieeially all along the borders 
of the Dumudah river in pcrgann.ah8 Nowagarb, .Iherria, and Pandra, but for all these work 
has been provided in the construction of reservoirs and on roads undertaken as relief works. 
In some villages in jiergunnah Chclliama groat distress is said to prevjiil, and Captain Samuells, 
the Relief Officer at Raghunathpore, has proeiieded there with a sujiply both of food and money, 
and will make the necessary arrangi.-ments for tlic relief of these villages through the sub- 
committee at Cliclliam.a, which has lately been ostal)lislj(.>tl. Distress lia.s also been reported 
in some vill.ages in the north-east of pergunnah Charra, to where rice will b<! sent to-morrow ; 
and from pergunnah Bagdah thirt\'-three persons have been sent in by the j)()liec to Purulia, 
who, being beggars, were entirely destitute of the raeuiis of subsistence. Several cases of 
deaths from starvation hav<! been reported, but tlicso, I am bapj>y to s.ay, after full inquiry, 
have been found to be deaths from disease, and were evidently re[>ortod by the villagers sis 
deaths from starvation in order to excite sympsithy, and in the hopes of obtaining gratuitous 
assistance in food and nioiuy. 

Thefts of grain have increased, and one ease of plundering has taken place at Hudlachak 
in pergunnah Chelliama, the object of which was clearly to obtain food. The number of persons 
in bajat is also increasing, and getting beyond the i>owers of the present stafl' of olfieers to 
deal with. An oflieer with full magisterial powers to take, up the poli(!e cases is urgently 
required. 

The tracts referred to in my hast narr.ativc still continue tlic most distressed, and I am 
sorry to say the area still continues to increase by the addition of distress in ])ergnnnah 
Nowagarb in the west of the Govindpore sub-division, and that of Bagdu to the south-east 
of Purulia, which is now in as had a state as any of the other i)ergunuahs of the nort.h-east 
portion of the district. 

B. — Rkuep Works. 

The number of roads miw in progress of construction as relief works amounts to 12, and 
sanction has just been received from the (^)mmissioner to continue work on the Govindpore 
ami Purulia road, whi<!h will afford employment to those in distress in pcrgunnalis Chclliama 
and Jheria, though which it i)asses, and in whieli this road has yet to be completed. The dis- 
trict, however, is suffering for want of supervising agi’iicy, as for all these works, measuring 
252i miles in length, we have only one Executive I'higinccr, one Supc«rvijOr, and four Road 
Overseers, who arc quite unable and insufficient in number to su))eriiitciid the work 2 )ropcrly, 
and onlers have Iteen received transfiwring the J^npervisor to Singhbhoom. 

The roads are as follows, and their length, and the number of laborers employed on each, 
is given as near as Ihe returns, which are still imperfect, will, admit. I believe that very many 
more are being employed, and hope shortly to get correct rolurns of th<; numbers actually at 
wotrk on them : —

The roads numbered 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 8, *9 and ll, have been completely marked out,* and 
parties are at work all along them. Nos. 3 and 7 are marked out, except in a few places, which 
will soon be done; tjic work, however, is not interrupted inconsequence. No. 10 has been 
marked out as far as IHindibnagar, and 1 am now in correspondence with tlie Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Hazareebagh whether it should go on straight to Serampore or join tht? Ilazareebagh 
and Giridih road at the crossing over the Burrakur river. Nos. 12 and 13 have still to be 
marked out, and orders have been sent to place laborers on these roads as soon as possible from 
the distressed villages along the Darandah, and not wait to do so till the whole lines can be 
completely laid out. The laborers obtain their suiiplios at the bazars, hkis, and shops in the vici- 
nity of the works, and some of the contractors have also established depots (Vom which the labor- 
ers draw their suj)pHeB at the current rates of the neighbourhood. The condition of the laborers 
on the roads is satisfactory they are paid, if they work as daily laborers, at G piee the men and 4 
the women, whilst those who take the task-work make about the same or a little more if they work 
hard. There has been a difficulty in procuring tools in sufficient numbers fast enough, but this 
lias been pretty successfully met by purchases made at llane(;gunge, Bankoora, Jhakla, and 
other places in the district. The smelters and blacksmiths of the district have been kttpl in full 
employ much to their advantage, as the priee of kodals has risen fnm 7 or 8 to 10 or 11 annas 
each, and the number oi kodals and picks i)urcliased for use on the roads, tanks and reservoirs 
has been very large indeed. • 

The excavation of three largo tanks in PiiniHa from the municipal loan lately made by 
Government has been cornineneed, on which 125 people are employed, and one other has been 
commenced on as a relief work by Ac district relief committee, on which 2i‘i3 jiersons are 
employed, who are not able to do a full day^s work, 

TiuNsroitT or Food. 

Food is still being bn)iiglit up largely from Singh blioom and the south and south- 
west of the district into the central and north-eastern pergunnahs both by pack-bullocks 
aud‘ carts. There appears to be no dilficicncy of carriage, and every effort it was 
]iossible to make has been resorted to in order to imi^rove the road leading from 
Chaibassa to Piirulia afttT it enters this district at the Mankoi ghat on the Subarnarokha 
river. The Government grain delivered at Burrakur by the F'ast Indian Railway has been 
rapWly transported aUmg the Grand Trunk Road to Ni<’sha and Goviiulpore, and by the Bur- 
rakur and Purulia road to lluglmnatlipore. To show the immense advantage of having a good 
road to make use of in a case like the present, I may mention that carts loaded one day at 
Burrakur delivered the grain the next morning at Riighunath])<)rc, a distance of 21 miles, 
which, liad there been no road, would have taken them at least three days; and this they did 
although they had to halve the loads and make two trii)s each across the sands of the Damudah, 
to prevent the necessity of which, and to guard against the possilnlity of a block there, in case 
it may become necessary to transport large quantities of grain from Bari’^akur to Rughunath- 
pore, a 1.eini)orary light causeway is being made across tlie bed of the Damudah, which will 
efieetmlly prevent any such block taking jdaeo. 

Stouage of Ooveunment Gkatn. 

Between the 28lli March and 3rd April, 1 1,7 12 maunds of Government rice have been 
* delivered by the East Indian Railway at the Bunakur stalit)n, whicli has all been despatched 
by cart and stored, at Nirsha 2,512 maunds, at Goviudporo 2,7GC maunds, at Raghunatlipore 
5,431- muuiuls, and 1,000 maunds have been sent tt> be stored at Poddardili in Pandra per- 
gunnah for the use of the sub-relief committee at that place. Golalis are being eonstructec] 
at all the above jdaecs, and in the meantime storage accommodation has been arranged for in 
various private and ])uhlie buildings which have been taken up for the purpose. The sub- 
district relief eominittee at Manbazar is also arranging for the storage of 1,000 maunds of 
rice at that place f(.r Ihe use of the branch commithx^s subordinate to it. 

Advances to Pimvatk Partiks and tiietk Rksglts. 

Advances for the iiurehase of grain have now been made by me to 15 individuals, amount- 
ing altogether to Rs. 17,595, out of the lakh of rupees ])laeed at my disposal by the Govern- 
ment for that purpose, and applicants are still coming forward. 

A loan of Rs. 4,000 has been received by the Purulia mimiclpal committee with which 
a debt of Rs. 1,000 has been paid off, and the balance is being expended in the clearing 
out and improvement of several large tanks in the town, wliieh hitherto have been sinks ot* 
fiitliiness and hot beds of disease. Advances to the extent of Rs. 53,550 have also been made 
to 228 private parties for land improvtunents, which liave been exjioiuled in the construction 
of reservoirs and excavation of tanks. Most of the persons who have taken these advances 
liave applied them faithfully to the purpose for which the loans were granted ; a few, 
liowever, have done eitlier little or nothing ; and one or two instances have been re})ort(‘d 
in which the money lias been apjilied to other purjioses, siieh as paying off debts, getting 
married, &c. I therefore have directed a prosecution under Section 417, Indian Pi?nal Code, 
to be instituted agaist one person who has thus l)cen guilty of obtaining a loan under 
fraudulent pretences, which will, I have no doubt, have ‘a very salutary etieet, and act as 
an effectual stimulant on those who may liave intended to apply the money to a iliflerent 
purpose from that for which it was advanced. 1 fear very few others will now apply for 
advances to whom such could be safely made. 

, CjlARlTABLK RkLIEE. 

On the 11th of March a district relief committee was established at Purulia, and shortly 
after sub-divisional committees were formeil at Govindpore and Raghunathpore ; and on 



Satcarday, the instant, 1 presided at a meeting^ at Manbazar, where a sub-divisional 
committee was also formed, and arrangements made for setting sub-committees at work at fi>ur 
places in subordination to it. It was arranged that a stc^re of 1,000 mau^ids of rice be laid in 
at once, and depots established at Manbazar and Bagjla for the supply of cooked food 
to all persons* in distress who are unable to work, and also to render assistance to all others 
who might bo, in need of it. Cooked food is also being supplied daily at Purulia, Goviudpore, 
Podardih, and Raghunathpore to about 600 indigent and diseased persons, who are quite in- 
capable of working, and are no longer able to procure alms in their villages. The arrange- 
ments at present ar6 sufficient to meet the necessities of the times ; but should distress increase 
to a greater extent, further njeasures will have to be adopted, and more officers will be required 
to carry them out. 

At the present date there are the district relief committees at Purulia, three sub-divi- 
sional committees at Oovirulporc, Raghnnathj)ore, and Manbazar, and twenty-two sub com- 
mittees at work spread ovc»r the tiisirici from the north-west to the sonth-ecast part of it, and 
at present these will suffice. To cacli of the sub-divisional committees Rs. 1,000 have been 
sent in aid *)f the subscriptions tln.y have raised, to enable them to commence relief operations 
at once. The most intelligent and respectable persons of the neighbourhood have been 
selected to form the sub-oommittoes. Where cooked food is supplied, the members of the 
committees arc each provided with t certain number of blank tickets, which arc given 
by them to those seeking such relief, on which the name of the person is written. With 
these the persons admitted to receive food go to the depot, when the ticket is numbered, 
and the number and name pf the party entered in flie register, and then all who ean 
show a ticket get food and no others receive .any. By this means every case is properlv 
inquired into before relief by cooked-food is supplied, and none who are able to work are ad- 
mitted, but arc sent to labor on the nearest relief works. Sheds are being built at the depots 
for the accommodation of the lame and blind, and those who are unable to return to their 
villages after taking their food. 

Cotton will also be given o\it to poor women of respectable families, who may be in 
tlistrcsH, to spin into thread, for which they will be paid in rice, and this thread will then be 
rnade over to indigent weavers to weave into cloth, fur which they also will be paid in rice, and 
the cloth th(*n be sold or given away on chanty to those who arc unable to procure auv 
themselves. This will, I consider, be necessary even for decency^s sake, as it is pretty certain 
that those who cannot feed themselves will also be unable to provide clothes. It is also intended 
to assist indigtmt silk- weavers in the same w.iy by supplying them with coeoons.

Conunou rice is now nowlicn* 
dearer than IS seers per rupee, and in the south of the district can he ”ol at 1 1», 17, and 
even 18 seers. The mohwjii crop lias made a material addititin to the food bii])])ly, estimated 
at from one to two months food, according as the trees are scarce or ahouml. Unhappily they 
are scarce in the north, whore distress is worst. Only the l)e»i>inii^ ^la.-s are snti'erinj^ from 
actual want, and are floidvin*;* to the relief centres and eatini^’ cook(;d fotxl without seru])le. 
Work is provided for all tlic laborin*^ poor. All the cu.ses of (li‘alhs from starvation tliat. liave 
been reported have proved on iiujiiiry to bo deaths from diseasi*. 

2. Colonel Rowlatl complains of the weakness of his supervising stall'. The wants of 
more severely distressed districts previait his o-(‘tting' more men, hut if he can lind locally any 
])ersons lit for employment as sub-overscers he may entertain tlu'in. TlitJ returns show only 
0,4*11 persons on road work, but the|j[)e])uty (Commissioner believes that there are in reality 
very many more. lie must arrano*e to obtain eom]>lote information on this matter, which is 
one of ])rimary imporlanee ; any failure in obi ainino* this information will b(i regarded hy the 
Lieut enaiit-doveriior as an administrative shorteoniiip^*. It is expeeded that the next report 
will i»ivo a full and correct return. Tliree hundred and cighty-ei*^ht persons are emjdoyed ou 
oilier works.

Burdwan . — AVithin the last fortnij^ht no particular chan*re appears to have taken place. 
The number of reeipiouts ol food has remained the same, and with tin* exception of one or two 
<'ases, no real distress lias evidenced itself. Tiie exceptions have l)eeii, a party of tour women and 
children, who appeared in a semi-siarved condition from B,eiiutore near Budvoora, and two 
women from Soonamooky in thcBood-bood suh-division, who were in ecpiallv bad plight. These 
people are hein<^ fed with double rations and art? looking far bealthi(*r. Tiic^e eases are, as has 
been said, the only real eases of di.stress tiiat have prestuited themselves. The nurnher of up- 
counjry persons who ajiply for food has heciuno very miKih smaller within the last week. 

Helief wor/cH , — The number of laborers has increased lately on the relief works, and this 
increase, though j^radual, is continual. Tin* larlre^t number was 713 on the 8th instant, but 
an aver.aire of t)70 may he taken to repre.sent the nnnilier employed within the last fortnio-ht. 
The rale of waires appears to he sullicienily liigh to allow some of the less industrious hands 
to work fur some daws and rest on others ; for on the Ist instant, the number wasBll, which fell 
on the 4th to G12 and rose aii^ain on the 5th to 01)5, ami on the t’d.h to 713, and foil ai;ain on the 
7th to 672. Eacli week, however, presents a hij»*lier average than the preceding one. 

Food difstnOfitioH , — As befon^ stated no perceptible increase appears m the number of 
applicants for food, 1,050 being the average number relieved. Pice, mcdieinc, and cloth have 
been issued in casi>i of real dislres.s which presented themselves, but these, as before said, have 
been few in number.

' Calaa redief works»~A considerable increase in the number of ai)plicants for labor ha.s 
t.akeu place. The number has now risen to iDG against 27G on the 25th dltiino. There 
appears to l»e a sliglit. lluctuatiou tn the daily niimhers, but it is not so great as <it Burdwan. 
The ninnhcr of women employed h;is also incn*.i.sed and appears to he increasing daily, thoiTgh 
this number also fluctuates to a cotisiderahle extent. On the 3()tli Maieii, 77 were employed, 
on the lu'xt day ItMl, on the 2nd of April S6, and <m the sin'cvtMiing day 12 I*. 

Food d'lfdnbiilion . — The nuinher of applicants for food nmiaiii- sti‘;uly, and about 1,150 
daily receive cliarity. A consi<lorahlc proporiiou of I best* are, how(*V(*r, di^tress^*d tr.ivt*llcrs wlio 
visir Culna for the pur])os(* td’ lialhiiiL! in the (latiges, and t'xliansi. ih'dr ineatiN belbrt* arriving 
at their ilesliiiatioii. In au onlinary year there would be a la:g(? number ff applications for 
food from persons of this class. 

Bood-Booj). 

Annachattra , — On tlie 1st (»f April an anuactliattra was opened at B.>od-bood near the 
thaua. The site has been ci osen near a grove <»f trees ami a lank ; sheds have bivm erected, 
and cooked food i^. distributed. The first two or three days the number attending was a little 
over 400, but \vitliin the lust week it has increased to over 000 daily. Tiie food distributed is 
rice, dhall, vegotabl(‘fe, ami salt, and the (piantity is that recomimuided by the (Central Iltdief 
Committee. Tlie darogaii v/rites to say that there is great distress, and that a far 
larger number of appIn-aiiLs for lood may Ijc antieipatecl 'wiihiii the next fortnight. Instruc- 
tions have been issued to give some sort of employment to the paupeis, siieii as ba.-ket -weaving, 
hut this has not as yet commenced.

AminchaUra at Banahenah , — An annachattni will bo established ^at Bansberiali near 
Chinsurah in the ensuinnr week. All preparations have boon already made. The idea of 
opening a sadabritta in Chinsurah itself has been abandoned, as several have been recently 
opened bv native residents at that place, atid it is hoped that an annacliattra situated in the 
centre of the most distressed suburbs will be frauij^ht with more real benefit. 

Kkkrgram. 

A relief work in the shape of the excavation of a tank at Keergram, about 24 miles north- 
east of Btirdwan, has betm e<nninenecd, and on the 2()ih IMareh the number employed was 41, 
on the 24tli 5S, and on the 27tii 108. Sincc‘theu the number has diminished to about 50 daily.

I AM directed by the Coinmissi<»nors to briniy to notice that a serious d<'feet exists in 
Act XXII of 1855, ^‘an Act for nigulati<ui of P*‘rt and Poil ducs/^ and t ) request iliat advan- 
tage may be taken of tiiat Act being now before the Impegal Legislative Council for amend- 
ment to rerni'dy the defect. 

2. In Section 4 of that Act, the limits of any p«irt, navigable river, or channel, made 

subject to the is declared to ‘‘ oxteiri always up to bigii-walcr mark,^’ but no definition 

is given of ^‘iiigh-water mark,’^ whether the highest line to which high-water rises during the 
year or the lowest, or any intermediate line. 

3. ('onse<iuently, as tin* sjiace covered hy high-water varies very considerably between 

these limits in this port, gieat doubt and uncertainty exist as tt> what is the actual limit of 
the port, and of the jurisdicAion wliich the (? 0 'niiiissioiiers as Conservators of the Port exercise 
therein ; an uncertainty which may b^ad to considerable litig.itioii between the Commissioners 
and the public, the riparian proprietors. ^ 

4. A similar difiieulty having arisen in England, the law on this point is held to have 

been settled by tlie de(*i^iou of Lord Cranworth in tlu* case of the Attorney-General versus 
Chambers, 1 Do. Gen. M. & G., page 20(), 8ceti'»ii 23, L. J. Ch. GG2. llv this Joei^ion it was 
held that, ‘‘in the abs<*nce of all evi(h»!i<‘C ot a partie.ulai* usage, the extents of the rights of 
the Crown to the sea-stioro landwards is, pr'tma limited hy the line of the medium high 

tide between the springs and tins neaps (ITarrisoii’s Digest, ]iage 32S7).^^ The position laid 
down in this decision is supplemented by the further ]>rinei])le enunciated hy Air. Justice 
Phear in page 41 of iiis w«»rk on ‘^rights of water,^^ in which it is slated that *^the boundary 
of the land covered- by tin; sea or tidal rivers, is the lino coinciding with the average height 
of all ordinary tid<?s, equinoctial as well as otlicrs, taken througlioui the year, excluding only, 
catastrojdics or ovei flows. 

.5. The Ciunrnissioiiers therefore jiropo.sc that Uni same principle should be applied to 
the ports, navigable rivers, and channels imide subjeeri to Act XXll of 1855, and that, in 
amending the Act, opportunity should be taken to define high-water mark as the average line 
of high-water mark throughout the year. Tne said line to be notified by (xovernment in the 
Government (hizette as being a certain ptdiit above mean w^ea-l(*vel. Power sliould also be given 
to Government under the Act to mark olF the line of high-water by fixing pillars, posts, or 
such otlicr marks as may be deemed bc>t along tlic bank, at such distances and in such 
positions as may be considered mosf suitabh* for its demarcation.

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TRAINING NATIVE MIDWIVES.

With reference to Govertunent Circular No. 150, of the 12th December last, 
and its enclosures, J have the honor to submit the following report ou the 
subject of training native w'oinen in jiractical midwifery. 

2. The only district wheriytlie scheme appears to have worked wdlb Sv^nie 
success is Hooglily, where the people arc said to have appreeiatid the merits of 
the trained “ dhyes,” as will he seen from the aniTeSAl copy of a letter, No. 133, 
of the 25th March, from the Magistrate of tliut district.

In peply to your circular No. 32T, of the 10th January 1874, calling for report upon >i1e 
training of native women in practical midwifery, I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Civil Surgeon of liooghly. 

2. The Civil Surgeon states that»'"t.he midwifery class attached to the Imambarah 
hospital consists of one head dhye and four apprentices, viz. — 

Head Dhyc ... ... Champa.

These are placed under the charge and tuition of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon attached 
to the hospital ; they receive lessons practically and theoretically. It is difficult to get educated 
girls of respectable creed. I was obliged to engage young women from the fannily of profes- 
sional dhyes (native midwives), .^I.o are generally of low origiif, but on(v of our apprentices, 
Saroda, is of the barber caste. The above, with theexceptiomolf^the head dhye, have been taught 
to read and write lieiigali, and have advanced considerably, iind the whole receive instructions 
regularly from Bengali midwifery translations, and lectures from the best midwifery works, 
twice a week by the Sub- Assistant Surgeon, Baboo Ashootosh Goopta, under my superinten- 
dence. The head dhye has had opportunities of attending several cases of both natural and 
ilifficMilt labor, and practically is pretty competent, but makes little or no progress in reading 
and writing ; her age and memory are against it. The people have confidence in her as an old 
and experienced dhye, and she is frequently sent for in the houses of respectable Hindoos, 
Mahoinedans, native converts, and Christians, both at Hooghly and Chinsiirah, and sometimes is 
sent for at a distance of two or threo days^ journey to attend cases of difficult labor. Nithoo, 
Saroda, aiifi Mutty are progressing satisfactorily. Seedee is dull and very slow, bub willing to 
learn. Saroda and Nithoo are very intelligent young women ; they can pass the female 
catheter, administer enemas, and can now treat the ordinary eases of female diseases, and both 
have confidence in turning and managing cases of arm and breach presentations. 

have much felt the want of a lying-in-ward, and it is not an easy matter to induce 
females to come to the hospital, unless as a last resource. 

have also fidt much the want of artificial pelvis and fmtus — none are to be had in the 
medical store department. The monthly stipend allowed to these dhyes is Rs, 29, paid from 
the Irnarabarah fjind. I consider the midwifery school as an interesting feature of this Insti- 
tptioD. The girls are not only taught midwifery, but to read and write Bengali, and the 
^udiments of diseases of women and children, and, through them, I feel certain I shall be able 
to get others from a hotter class. The people appreciate the attendance and attention of these 
dhyes at their houses, even in ordinary cases of disease. 

‘‘ In conclusion, I beg to submit the remarks of Dr. Buckle, the Deputy Surgeon-General : 
‘The hospital is in good order ; all the details and management satisfactory. The class of 
native diiyes is very interesting, and promises well; the Sub-Assistant Surgeon is working 
well under Dr. Thompson's difeetions.* 

3. The system of training dhyes was also introduced in the Ooterparah charitable 
luispital, under the superintendence of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon attached to it. He reports 
that the monthly stipend of Rs. 4, which was allowed to the first pupil, has been stopped, 
.ilthotigh tlie dhye still attends the dispensary, and receives instruction in midwifery. Her 
training, however, enables her to practise successfully in most cases, and slie is at present 
carrying on a lucrative profession, much to the prejudice of the old dhyes. The zemindars of 
this town, as well as those who c.an afford to pay her fees, patronise her, and I am glad 
therefore to state that the difficulty, elsewhere experienced, in securing the eo-operation of the 
gentry in this matter <ioe3 not exist here. I have, however, not been able to induce another 
dhye to enrol herself as a pupil for receiving regular training in obstetrics, but I have, been 
searching for one, and 1 hope, with the assistance of the zemindars of this place, soon to be able 
to get such a pupil. The second difficulty miintioned by Ills Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
viz., the want of provision for a sufficient amount of clinical instruction, can be easily got over , 
here, as not much difficulty is experienced in inducing women of the lowest classes, by the 
p.aymeiit of small presents, to consent to be confined in one of the wards of the dispensary.^^

High winds, cloudy evenings, and rain constantly threatening. The want of rain

rice’fields, hut not f<»r j)rep'n'lng the land for the early rice crop. The early 
vice crop of the district is never a large or important one. 


Days very hot, nights cool ; clouds gather in the afternoon, but are dispers(‘d by 
strong winds from the south. A few* drops of rain fell in some siih-divisi )ns 
during tlie wcM k, hut not einmgh to do any good. Knin very much n ceiled f.r 
the ronimeiiccment of the early ri<*e sow'ings and to re})lenisli the tanks. Choli ra 
still prevailing in Bu'.seerhat, Ksiligutige, Kalaroa, Prottibnngur, ami Barripoie. 
It has abated in .loyniiggur, Satkhira, and Mathonr.ipore, and disu])peared 
from Diamond Harbour and Bunlvipore. One case of siiuill-])Ox reported from 
thaiia Kalaroii. 

Very hot and oppressive, storms only partial. A tolerahle fall of rain at Kooshtca 
and in the north ()f jVIeherpore is reported, hut rain is required all over the 
district The price of rice is pretty nearly stationary. The coar.se.st can he had 
almost evei> where for IN. 2-]0 or ils. 2-12 j>er niaund, and in many places fur 
less. Cholera has not abated, but Is doing much mlscljicf. 

Mottly clear, with occasional tliumler-eloiuls, hut lit He rain. Teel (oil-seed) i- 
snlfering from want of rain, and the sowing of the rice crop Is retarded from tin- 
same cause. Prices have liscn slightly during the week.

The aous or early rice seedlings 
ill the low lands are still looking well, but cultivation in tbo bigliei* laiid^ is 
delayed for want of rain. I’rices have risen in many markets from I to 1 secT 
for common riee. 8mall-pox and cholera are still prevalent, hut not in a virulent, 
form. I’he district relief committee has supplied medicines to several ]’crsons in 
the mofussil to disjiense t^i sulferers. Subseiiuent tolegraiu reports u fall of 
2*3 inches of rain on night of the 26th, which will he very bcncticiul.

6Vrc;i%.— This column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky ; a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10, and one completely overcast by 0. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be r(’prescuted by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind.
